We have had the honour to receive your Lordship's Despatch of the 2d 
July^ enclosing, for our information, the Copies of 2 De^atches^ in which your 
Lordship conveyed to His Majesty's Ministers at Madrid and Rio de Janeiro the 
directions of His Majesty, that the adoption of a stipulation for condemning vessels 
on the ground of their being equipped for the Slave Trade may be urged in the 
strongest manner upon the Governments of Spain and of Brazil. 

We nSost sincerely hope that this last appeal of the British Government to that 
of Spain will arouse it from the apadiy which has hitherto marked its conduct in 
regard to the real suppression of the Slave Trade ; and that that Nation will at 
len^h vindicate its good faith by adopting the proposal made to it by His 
Majesty^ and thus faithfully fulfil the object of the Treaty of 1817, which has to 
this time been so flagrantly violated by its subjects. 

The facts contained in our Despatch to your Lordship of the 18th of last July 
will still further prove, if further proof be necessary, that nothing short of the 
concurrence of Spain to such a stipulation can really put an end to a traffic which 
she professes to hold in abhorrence^ and which she has entered into solemn 
engagements to suppress. 

We are happy to learn that the Brazilian Government is willing to propose to 
its Legislative Assemblv to enter into a similar regulation ; and we trust that the 
day is not far distant when His Majesty's Government may be enabled to obtain 
the consent of Portugal to a like measure.

My Lord, Sierra Letme^ (yth January, 1834. 

We have the honour to transmit enclosed to your Lordship a list of all 
the Cases adjudicated during the year 1833^ in the oritish and Spanish, and 
British and Portuguese, Mixed Courts, established in this Colony. No Case was 
brought in that period before either the British and Netherlands, or the British 
and Brazilian^ Courts. 

Eight Cases were adjudicated in the past year, and 1,838 slaves were emanci- 
pated, of which number 1,836 were registered, 2 having died after emancipation, 
but before registration. From the establishment of the Mixed Courts, in June, 
1819 (14J years ago), up to the 1st instant, 196 vessels have been adjudged 
by them, and 29,535 Africans emancipated from slavery. 

With reference to the enclosed Return we have to draw your Lordship's 
notice to the number of Spanish vessels which have been condemned for slaving 
in the past year, and which, being the average number that have been condemned 
here in former years, would show that there has been, under the flag of Spain, no 
diminution in that traffic. 

By the cholera, which has lately carried off some thousands of the slaves in 
Cuba, and nearly depopulated, as we learn^ several estates, an extensive demand 
for slaves has been created ; and we feel confident that the demand will be met by 
a corresponding supply, and that the traffic in slaves, for years to come, will be 
pursued with the greatest energy by Spanish vessels, should the present provisions 
of the Treaty with Spain for its repression remain unaltered. Seven vessels under 
the Spanish flag were, 3 months ago, trading for slaves in one river alone — that of 
Calabar ; and 22 ships^ almost all of the same Nation, were boarded about the 
same period, by Lieutenant Josiah Thompson, then in command of His Majesty's 
Sloop '* Trinculo," now commanding His Majesty's Brig ^* Brisk," some of which 
had their water and their fuel in, and their platforms laid for the reception of 
slaves. 

The Portuguese slave vessels, the ** Rosa,'' ** Hebe,'' ^nd *' Virtude^'* that have, 
within the last 3 years, been condemned here for slaving, were all bound to Cuba, 
into which island, during late years, we believe, French vessels imported great 
numbers of slaves from Africa. We have, however, pleasure in acquainting your 
Lordship that we have been informed that the flag of France has not been met 
with lately on this coast in connection with slaving, the Treaty between France 
and Great Britain having- apparently put an end thereto. It has, however, 
always been found that when, by effectual remedies applied, the Slave Trade has 
been suppressed under one flag, it rears its head under another. A signal proof 
of the truth of this remark is now afforded by Portugal, the first Nation that 
entered into a Treaty with Great Britain for the repression of that traffic. 

The traffic in slaves under the Portuguese flag, which for years past has been 
almost unheard of, appears now to be carried on to as great an extent as it was 
before Brazil ceased to belong to Portugal. 

We have been informed that 30 Portuguese vessels were a short time past 
engaged in slaving in the Bights of Benin and Biafra, and the rivers emptying 
themselves therein ; and we are of opinion that the destination of those vessels 
would be to the Island of Cuba. To the flag of Portugal has thus been trans- 
ferred the carrying of slaves, which had been so successful under that of France. 

There is, however, amidst this evil, hope for the future ; for as we have proof 
that the Slave Trade has been suppressed under the flags of the Netherlands and 
France, owing to the preventive measures adopted by those Powers in concert 
with Great Britain, if the Equipment Article, which has been so signally efficacious 
in other instances, be conceded by Spain, by Portugal, and by Brazil, as we ardently 
trust it shortly will be, in a brief period thereafter the trade in slaves, under the 
' Flags of those Nations, would be annihilated on the western coast of Africa.

Fifty-four slaves from the Portuguese schooner '^ Apta^ and 54 other slaves from the 
Portuguese schooner " Santiseimo Rozcmo e Bom Jezuzy' were landed at Fer- 
nando Po, and emancipated by a decree of the British and Portuguese Court, but 
not registered at this place. 

The number of slaves who have been registered here, from the establishment of 
the Courts of Mixed Commission, up to this date, is 28,960 ; the number who have 
been emancipated in the san^ time is 30,612.

On the 30th ultimo, the melancholy duty devolved upon his Excellency 
Lieutenant-Governor Temple and myself, of announcing to your Liordship the 
death of our friend and colleague, the Brazilian Commissary Judge. 

Since that time we have lost the services of Mr. B. H. Hardisty, the second 
clerk of His Majesty's Commissioners, who is suffering from a severe attack of the 
fever of this coiintrv. 

The months of June, July, and August have ever been found the most fatal in 
this climate ; and I beg leave most respectfully to solicit your Lordship to grant 
me the same indulgence which has been granted to my colleague, William Smith, 
Esq., and permit me to leave Sierra Leone during the aforesaid months in each 
ensuing year, should my rhedical adviser urge the danger of my remaining here 
at that unhealthy period. 

On the 20th February, 1835, I shall have served 3 years actually at my post, 
and at that time shall have been a resident in this Colony more than 5 years.

My Lord, Sierra Leone, \0t7i July, 1834. 

We have the honour to acknowledge the. receipt, yesterday evening, vid 
Gambia, of your Lordship's Despatch of the 7th March, 1834, enclosing, for our 
information, the Copy of a Despatch, with its Enclosures, received from His Ma- 
jesty's Commissioners at the Havana, containing their general report u}>on the Slave 
Trade of the Havana for the year 1833 ; and we beg leave respectfully to thank 
your Lordship for that communication. 

The Havana Commissioners state that, out of the 31 slave vessels comprised in. 
their first Enclosure, which sailed from the Havana in the year 1832, the fate of 6 
remains to be ascertained. Of the 6 vessels thus referred to, the Spanish schooner 
'^ Desengafio^'" Francisco Loureyro, master, was condemned in the British and 
Spanish court, established in this Colony, on the 11th April, 1832 ; the Spanidi 
schooner ** ^^fc^;," alias " Vehz Mariana,'^ was condemned here on the 31st 
May,^ 1833 ; and the Spanish schooner *^ Segunda Socorro' was condemned by us 
on the I7th July, 1833. 

From the List No, 2, of the 38 slave vessels which sailed frona the port of 
Havana for Africa during the year 1833, the Spanish brig " Vengador^" (No. 16 
on the List), of which Pedro Badia was master, was condemned in this place on 
the 21st of February last ; the Spanish brigantine " Carolina' was condemned by 
us on the 22d March last ; and the Spanish schooner '^ Pantica'' on the 4th 
bstant. 

We have thus the satisfaction to state, that 6 of those vessels, whose fate was 
unknown to the Havana Commissioners at the time when their Despatch was written, 
have been condemned in the Mixed Commission Court established in this Colony, 
and their surviving slaves, to the number of 1,750, have been emancipated from 
slavery. 

In these Lists we recognize the names both of individuals and vessels which 
are well known on this coast, in connection with the Slave Trade. 

Antonio Ferreyra, who was master of the ^* Prueha' when she was condemned 
here on the 5th June, 1832, appears to have subsequently made a successful slave 
trading voyage in the brig ** Alerta.'' 

Fortunato Romero, who made a successful voyage in the •* Segunda Gallega^" 
in October, 1832, was captured in April, 1833, whilst in command of the " yehx 
Mariana^** and again shortly afterwards, whilst a passenger on board the ^* Segunda 
Socorro." 

Pedro Badia, as master of the ** AbencerragCy' completed a slave voyage to 
the Havana in December, 1832, but was captured in the month of January of this 
y^ar, in command of the *^ Vengador!' 

Juan Pinto, master of the brig " Carolina,'' carried a cargo of slaves to the 
Havana in April, 1833, but was captured in the same vessel in February last. 

Joze Carbo, who commanded the *^ Volador^' which arrived at the Havana with 
slaves on the 11th June, 1833, also commanded the scbooner " Pantica^" captured 
on the 27th April last 

Juan Ramundo Verger, who sailed from the Havana 21st April, 1833, in the 
Spanish schooner, *^ Joaquina," and was captured, with 329 slaves on board, by 
His Majesty's schooner, '* Nimble," is the same person who was captured in com- 
pany of the "Frasquita;' alias '' Centella," on the 15th February, 1832. 

These facts undoubtedly prove the system and extent of the Spanish Slave Trade, 
and the protection and connivance which it receives from the Spanish Authorities : 
ihey show the necessity of opposing the skill and experience of the slave traders 
by the adoption of a measure which we have frequently referred to, as being, in 
our opinion^ the sure and only means by which such Slave Trade will be effectually 
repressed — we mean the addition of the Equipment Article to our present Slave 
Tineaty with Spain.

The melancholy duty has again devolved upon me of informing^ your 
Lordship of another loss which the Courts of Mixed Commission and His 
Majesty's service have sustained, in ^ the death of his Excellency, Octavius 
Temple, Lieutenant-Governor of this Colony, and His Majesty's Commissary 
Judffo, ad interim, in the absence of William Smith, Esq. in England. 

This deplorable event occurred yesterday morning, and has occasioned universal 
aijd heartfelt regret. 

The official intercourse which necessarily took place between the late Governor 
und His Majesty's Commissioners was always marked by kindness and courtesy on 
his part — a line of conduct which I have lately had occasion more particularly io 
observe^ since I became united with him in carrying on the business of the Mixed 
Courts. 

Mr. Thomas Cole, the Colonial Secretary, having become Acting Goverijor of 
the Colony, was sworn in as such yesterday, and this morning he took the 
prescribed oaths as His Britannic Majesty's Commissary Judge, ad interim^ in the 
several Courts of Mixed Commission established at this place for the suppression 
of illicit traffic in slaves, before His Honour the Chief Justice, in accordance with 
the 38th, 54th, and 55th, clauses of the Slave Abolition Act. 

There are at present 2 Cases before the Courts, one of which will be adjudicated 
almost immediately, and, until then, the installation of his Honour, the Acting 
Governor, in his new ofBce, has been deferred.

My Lord, Sierra Leone, 2lst October, 1833. 

We have the honour to enclose herein, for your Lordship's information, our 
Report of the Case of the Spanish schooner, " Caridad,'' Antonio Fortunato, 
Master, which vessel, having a cargo of 112 slaves on board, and bound from the 
River Bonny to St. Jago de Cuba, was detained, on the 18lh of last month, by 
His Majesty's brig, "Trinculo," Richard Warren, Esq., Acting Commander, 
and condemned by us, on the 19th instant. 

Notwithstanding the affidavit of the Master of the " Caridad,'' that he was the 
sole Owner of both that vessel and her cargo of slaves, we are strongly inclined to 
believe that American, and perhaps French, interests were vested in the " Cari- 
dad's*' adventure ; and we have been led to draw this conclusion from the foUow- 
ingcircumstances : — 

The ** Caridady' on her way from Cuba to the Coast of Africa, put into the Port 
of Norfolk, in the United States, for the purpose, as the Master alleges, of repair- 
ing some damage which she had sustained. This explanation of the reason of the 
•* Varidad's'' going into Norfqlk rests upon the Master's unsupported testimony, 
to which we cannot give implicit credence, as the real name of the individual on 
board of her, who is called Don Manuel, has been proved to be Samuel Holmes ; 
in whose chest were found 2 certificates, from Masonic Lodges in New York, dated 
the 5th and 6th of April, 1832, of his being a Master Mason. 

This individual, according to the deposition of the Master of the " Caridad,'* 
being an American, and a passenger from the Island of Cubi^, but whom we sup- 
pose to have been the supercargo, together with the " Caridad's'* having gone into 
bJorfolk, give, we think, an appearance of American interests having been engaged 
in her voyage ; whilst the fact of the outward-bound cargo of merchandise laden 
on board thereof having been shipped and passed through the Custom House at 
St. Jago de Cuba, by the house of Rousseau and Company, of that place, leads 
us to suppose, that French interests were also combined therein.

Report of the Case of the Spanish schooner, " Caridad," Antonio Fortunato, Master. 

The Spanish schooner, " Caridad,** commanded by Antonio Fortunato, was furnished with a Com- 
mercial Passport, dated at St. JagfO de Cuba, on the 20th of April, 1833, which authorized her to 
proceed on a lawful trading voyage to the Island of Princes. 

Having taken her departure for the Coast of Africa, she, in her voyage thither, put into the Port 
of Norfolk, Virginia, in the United States, to repair some damage it is alleged she had sustained ; 
and she quitted Norfolk on the 6th of June following, and went direct to Whydah, in the Bight of 
Benin, and from thence to the River Bonny. A cargo of slaves having been obtained in that River, 
the ** Caridad' was on her return voyage to St. Jago de Cuba when, on the 18th of September last, 
she was detained in or about latitude 0^ 42' North, longitude 9^ 05' East, by His Majesty's brig, 
** Trinculo," Richard Warren, Esq., Acting Commander. 

The ** Caridad'* arrived in this harbour on the evening of the lOih of October, with 108 slaves, 
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principally children, on board, 4 having died on the passage hither. On the following morning, the 
Medical Attendant visited the slaves, and reported that they virere generally healthy, with the excep- 
tion of 2 cases of dysentery, 5 of ophthalmia, and a few of '* craw-craw :" he, however, recom- 
mended their being landed as soon as possible, to prevent an expansion of diseasie; they were 
accordingly landed on the 12th instant; Acting Governor Melville having consented to receive them 
in charge, until the vessel should be adjudged. 

The ship's papers of the " Caridad" were, on the 12th instant, brought into Court and filed, duly 
authenticated by the affidavit of Mr. John Hollinworth, the Prize Master. The Monition, as usual, 
was, on the same day, issued, aud it was returned into Court, cerUfied by the Marshal to have been 
duly served, on the 19th instant. 

On the 14th of October, the Master, Antonio Fortunato, the only witness, was examined on the 
standing Interrogatories. He deposed, *' that he was born at Naples; is now a Spanish subject, but 
formerly was a subject of the Ring of Naples ; is a married man, and resides with his family at St. 
Jago de Cuba ; that he appointed himself to the command of the detained vessel, being the Owner 
thereof, and that he purchased her about 6 months since of a Captain Roche, a native of New Orleans; 
that the said vessel was seized for having slaves on boaid, whilst sailing under Spanish colours; that 
the name of the detained vessel is ** La Caridad^** which is the only one he has known her to have, 
and that he was the sole Owner of the said vessel and of the cargo; that there was one passenger cm 
board the detained vessel, shipped at Cuba for conveyance to the Island of Princes ; his name is 
Don Manuel, and is an American subject ; th&t the said passenger remained' on board, and was oo 
his return to Cuba ; that the present voyage began, and was to have ended, at St. Jago de Cuba ; that 
the detained vessel touched at Norfolk, in the United States, to undergo repairs, which was also the 
last clearing Port the vessel sailed from previous to capture ; firom thence the vessel went to the Bonny, 
having touched at Whydah for water; tlmt he went direct to the Boany for a cargo of slaves; that the 
said vessel was detained on the evening of the 18th of September last, off the iSand of St. Tbomasy 
on the Equator, afler a chase which had continued the whole of the day ; that he was the Owner, 
Lader, and Consignee, of the cargo of the detained vessel, which consisted of 112 slaves, shipped from 
the shore at the Bonny.*' 

The Proctor for the Captor, on the 15th, prayed for and obtained leave to file an Affidavit of the 
Prize Master, Mr. John Hollinworth, acoounting for only one witness being produced to give evidenee 
in this case ; Mr. HoUinworth therein deposed, '* that the schooner, ' Caridad^* was captured on the 
night of the 18th of September last, and that he, deponent, was ordered, immediately after she was 
detained, to take charge of and proceed with her to Sierra Leone for adjudication ; that at the time 
he joined the said schooner she was in so confused a state, that he was not able to ascertain how 
many of the detained crew had been left «mi board before he parted corapaay with the * Trinculo ;' but 
he had been previously informed by Commander Warren, that the Master and the Cook were in the 
said schooner ; and it was not until the following morning he found that the Master was the only one 
of the detained crew on board of her; that 5 days after l]be capture of the said schooner he again Ml 
in with the 'Trinculo,' when he (the deponent) applied for the Cook, supposuig in the hurry of their 
departure he had been taken on board, but deponent was then told, that the Cook had been left on 
board the detained vessel at the time of seizure ; and that the remainder of the crew had been sinoe 
transferred from the * Trinculo* to His Majesty's brig, 'Curlew,' which circumstance prevented 
another witness being sent up in his place; that he can in no other way account for the absence of 
the said Cook than by supposing he may have faUen overboard after captuie, as he believes that the^ 
greater part of the crew of the said schooner, when detained, were in a state of extstmt intozication." 

Although the Court could have wished that more evidence had been before it, yet the ** Caridad** 
having been detained in the very act of carrying on an illicit traffic in slaves, supported as that foct 
was by the deposition of so important a vritaess as the Master, the sole Owner, as he also swore^ of 
both vessel and cargo, the Court did not- hesitate to proceed on the proofs before it; and therefore, on 
the 19th insUnt, condemned the ** Caridad* as good and lawful Prixe to the Crowns of Great Britain 
and Spain. 

The Court at the same time decreed 107 slaves, captured on board that vessel, (one having died on 
shore here, making 5 deaths before adjudicatfon,) to be emancipated fit>m slavery.

His Mcgeh'ty's Commissioners to Fiscaunt Palmerston. — (Received Feb. 25, 1834.) 

My Lor^, Sierra Leone^ \A^th December, 1833. 

We have the honour to report to your Lordship the arrival here, on the 
3d instant, of the Spanish brig, *• El Primo^' Ignacio Calvet, Master, having on 
board a cargo of slaves, with which she was bound from the River Bonny to 
St. Jago de Cuba, when detained, on the 28th of October last, in latitude 2"" 37" 
North, longitude & 36" East, by His Majesty's ship, " Isis," Captain James 
Pblkinghorne commanding. 

The fact of slave dealing having been unequivocally established a^inst the 
^' Frimo^ she was condemned by us on the 10th instant, and the surviving slaves 
cwtured on board of her, were emancipated from slavery and delivered over to 
this Colonial Govemment. Our report thereon we enclose herein. 

The " Frimo'' cleared out and sailed from Cadiz on her present voyage on the 
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24th of June of fbe present year^ bound, as her Royal Passport, of the 36th of the 
previous month of May, says, on a lawful tradhig voyage to the Islands of Princes 
and St. Jago de Cuba. Instead, however, of prosecuting a lawful traffic, the 
" Prima" went direct from Cadiz to the Bonny for slaves ; and although the Master 
deposes that he went there to purchase palm-oil, ivory, &c., we look upon that 
as a subterfuge to conceal what was, in our opinion, the sole and premeditated 
object of the voyage, that of slaving. 

The *' PrUno'* was fitted for the Slave Trade in the Port of Cadiz ; and the fact 
that such illicit adventures are unopposed in the very heart of the greatest sea- 
port of Spain itself, affords a melancholy proof that the Spanish Government, 
notwithstanding its professions to the contrary, has hitherto taken no effectual 
step to repress the traffic in slaves. . 

The lading of the " Pri$no,^^ in her last voyage (as deposed to by Ignado 
Calvet), was the produce of Cuba, taken from that Island to Cadiz ; but the 
Registrar elicited Trom him that the voyage previous to that was from the Coast 
of Africa to Cuba, with a cargo of 450 slaves, and that he had made in that trade 
7 or 8 successful voyages.

RapoHif^ Ca*e of the Spanish brig^ '' El Primo," Dan Ignacio Calvet, Master. 

This vessel was furnished with a Royal Passport, dated at Cadiz on the 24th of June, 1833, 
declaring her to be bound on a lawful commercial voyage from that city to the Islands of Princes and 
St. Jago de Cuba. She sailed from Cadiz direct to the River Bonny (having in her way thither 
touch^ at Whydah), where she took on board a cargo of slaves, with which she was on her way to 
St. Jago de Cuba when fallen in with and detained, on the 2Sth of October, 1833, being then in or 
about latitude 9P 37'' North, longitude 6^ W East, by His Majesty's ship, '* Isis,'' Captain James 
Polkinghorne commanding. 

The *< Pfimd'* arrived in- this harbour on tlie 3d instant The Medical Attendant immediately 
visited the slaves, and reported that they were generally healthy, the only exception being *' craw- 
craw" and a very few cases of " diarrhcea." As, however, confinement on board a crowded vessel was 
very injurious to health, he recommended their being landed, and they were accordingly landed on the 
flame day, and delivered into the charge of the Colonial Authorities. 

On the 3d of December the ship's papers weve brought into Court and filed, being duly authenU* 
eiled by the Prize Master, Mr, Christopher Richaid Airey. The Monitk>n was, on the same di^, 
prayed for, and issued ; and it was returned into Court on the 10th instant, certified by the Marshal 
t0 have been duly served. 

On the 5th the Master, Don Ignacio Calvet, and the Assistant Boatswain, Miguel Segui, were 
examined on the standing Interrogatories. 

Don Ignacio Cahret £posed thai '* he appointed himself to the command of the detained vessel, 
being the Owner thereof; that he first saw the said vessel at Marseilles, where he purchased her ; 
believes she is American built ; that be (witness) has always been a Spanish sulject, was born at 
Princes, and has resided at Cuba for the last 11 years ; that the name of the detained brig is *El 
IVttno,' was formerly called ' Brutiu ;* that the said vessel was seized for having slaves on board ; 
that he was the sole Owner of the detained vessel and her cargo of slaves, which he intended to place 
on his estate in Cuba ; that there was one passenger on board at the time of capture ; he is a little boy ; 
by name Ignacio, son of one Arguauta, a native chief in the Bonny, and was destined for Cuba to 
receive an education ; that the present voyage began at Cadiz, and was to have ended at Cuba ; Cadias 
was the last clearing port the vessel sailed from previous to capture ; that she went to Whydah, and 
thence to the River Bonny for legitimate trade ; but Chat Uie present cargo consisted of ii2 slaves, 
shipped from the shore in the Bonny.'* 

Miguel Segui deposed, '* that the name of the Master of the detained brig is Don Ignacio Calvet, 
and that he appointed himself to the command, being the Owner of the said brig ; that he believes 
the Master t6 be the Owner of the detained vessel and her lading ; that he (witness) was Assbtant 
Boatswain in the said vessel; that there was not any passenger on board, unless the boy Ignacio, who 
was in charge of the said Master, be on board in that capacity ; that the said vessel was seized for 
having a cargo, consisting of 842 slaves on board, sbipiped from the shore in the River Bonny ; that 
he has only known the detained brig by the name of ^El Primo;' that the present voyage began at 
Cadiz, and was to have ended at Cuba ; after quitting Cadiz she went to Whydah, and thence to the 
Bonny to traife for palm-oil ; that the Master was the Lader and Owner of the present cargo of 
slaves, but he does not know who were the Consignees.*' 

The boy, a child, named Kesserombah, alias Ignacio, said to be a paasengtr, was examined on this 
point on the 5th of December, when he stated that ^ the said Master ix>ught him of his father, who 
fives in the Bonny ; his father is a chief in that river, but does not deal in slaves ; that he did not aee 
the said Master pay the purchase^ money for himself; that he does not liku tJbe aiM Master, and want* 
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to remain in this colony ; that he was branded on shore with P, which he exhibited on his right ann ; 
that he was so branded when many of the slaves who were taken in the said vessel were branded with 
the same mark, afler which he was shipped with the cargo of the said vessel.'' 

The Court having assembled for the adjudication of this Case on the 10th instant, remarked that 
the artless statement of the boy, Kesserombah, alias Ignacio, established the fullest conviction 
that lie was a slave, and he therefore would be included for emancipation amongst the others cap- 
tured on board " El PrimOy* which vessel having been engaged, as was unequivocally proved, in 
the prohibited traffic in slaves at the time of detention, was subject and liable to confiscation. The 
Court, therefore, condemned ** El Primo'* as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain 
and Spain, and decreeo 335 slaves (including m that number the aforesaid boy, Kesserombah), who 
were captured on board .of that vessel, to be emancipated from skvery ; 8 having died between the 
time of capture and condemnation.

Abstract of Proceedings in the British and Spanish Court of Mixed Commission, established at Sierra 
Leone, in the period from the 1st of January^ 1883, to the \stpfJanxtary, 1834. 

1. The Spanish schooner, " Dwc/T^-a^o," commanded by Francisco Loureyro, was furnished with a 
Royal Passport, dated at Havana, on the27ih of September, 1832, authorizing her to proceed on a law- 
ful commercial voyage to the Island of St. Thomas. She proceeded to the River Bonny, where 220 
slaves were taken on board, and was on her return to Cuba when detained at the mouth of that river, 
on the 22d of February, 1833, by His Majesty's brig, *' Charybdis,*' Lieutenant Richard Burough 
Crawford commanding. 

The evidence adduced proved that the *' DesengaM* was, at the time of capture, engaged in the 
illicit traffic in slaves. The Court, on the 11th of April, 1833, condemned the ** Desengako," as good 
and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, and decreed 209 slaves, the survivors of 
those captured on board of her, to be emancipated firom slavery; llliaving died between the time of 
capture and condemnation. 

2. The '* Veloz Mariana" sailing under Spanish colours, and commanded by Fortunato Romero, 
was authorized by a Royal Passport, dated at Havana, on the 2d November, 1832, to proceed on a 
lawful trading voyage to the Islands of Princes and St Thomas. She, however, went direct to the 
New Calabar River, were 290 slaves were shipped, and she was detained, with them on board, in the 
above river, on the 23d of April, 1833, by His Majesty's brig, ** Curlew," Henry Dundas Trotter, Esq. 
commander. 

The witnesses deposed that Amarcri, the King of New Calabar, was the Lader and Owner of the 
negroes (consequently they were slaves) found on board the ** Veloz Mariana,'* who were intended to 
be conveyed to Havana to be taught agriculture and trades. No claim was, however, preferred for 
the*'VelosMarianar 

The Qourt held that she was engaged in the illicit Slave Trade, and on the 3l8t of May, 1833, con- 
demned her as good and lawful prize, and emancipated from slavery 265 of her slaves, 25 having died 
between the period of capture and adjudication. 

8, The Spanish sloop, *'Indio," Jozt? Balaguer, Master, was furnished with a Royal Passport, 
authorizing her to trade for lawful produce to the Island of Princes. 

The ''Indio'* sailed direct for the River Bonny, where 117 slaves were taken on board, and she 
had proceeded with them 4 days, on her return to St. J ago de Cuba, when detained on the 13th of 
May, 1833, by His Majesty's ship, ** Favourite," Captain Joseph Harrison commanding. The evidence 
fully established the fact of the '* JwdioV employment in the Slave Trade ; and the Courts at its sit- 
ting, on the 22d of June last, pronounced the **Indio" to be a lawful prize, and decreed 108 slaves, 
who were captured on board, to be emancipated from slavery ; 9 having died between the time of 
detention and condemnation. 
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4. The brig/* Jo^efOy" Francisco JozesBui^s, Master, sailing under Spanish colours, was detained 

/with a cargo of slaves on board, on the 5th of May, 1833, in latitude 8® 58' 42" North, longitude 

7© 27' 39'' East, by His Majesty's steamer, "Plato," Lfeutenant Thomas Ross Sulivan commanding. 

The evidence fully proved that the " Josefa'' had shipped her slaves in the River Bonhy on the 4th 
of May, and was bound with them tq St Jago de Cuba. The Court accordingly, on the 22d of June, 
1833, condemned the **Josefa^* as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain ; 
and decreed the emancipation from slavery of 193 slaves, 85 having died between the period of capture 
and condemnation. 

6. The Spanish schooner, '* Segunda Socorro," JoztJ de Inza, Master, having on board 307 slaves, 
was detained on the 7th of July last, in latitude 6° 30" North, longitude 12° 12" West, by His Majesty's 
brig, ^' Trinculo,** Josiah Thompson, Esq., Acting Commander. 

The slfkves were shipped and owned, as sworn to by the Master, by the following Black Chiefs at 
Galinas, viz. : Siacco, Manna, Amurah, and Mandingo Lahi. The Court, therefore, on the 17th of 
July. 1833, condemned the " Segunda Socorro" as good and lawful prize, and decreed the 307 slaves 
captured on board, to be emancipated from slavery. 

6. The Spanish schooner, *' Caridad" commanded by Antonio Fortunato, was furnished with a 
Royal Commercial Passport, dated at St. Jago de Cuba, on the 20th of April, 1833, which per- 
mitted her to trade for lawful commerce to the Island of Princes. 

She was on her return from the River Bonny to St. Jago de Cuba, with a cargo of slaves, when on 
the 18th of September last, being in or about latitude 0° 42" North, longitude 9° 05" East, she was 
detained by His Majesty*s brig, * Trinculo,' Richard Warren, Esq., Acting Commander. The 
** Caridad* having been detained in the act of carrying on a traffic in slaves, and the evidence pro- 
duced conoborating that fact, the Court, on the 19th of October, 1833, condemned her as good and 
lawful prize, and emancipated 107 slaves, the survivors of those on board at the time of capture. 

7. The Spanish brig, *' El PritnOf' under the command of Ignacio Calvet. cleared out and sailed 
from Cadiz about the 24th of June, 1833, for a legitimate voyage to the Island of Princes, on the 
coast of Africa«nd Cuba. She, however, went to the River Bonny, and took in a cargo of slaves, with 
which she was bound to St. Jago de Cuba, when detained on the 28th of October last, in latitude 
2^37" North, longitude 6® 36" East, by His Majesty's ship, •• Isis," Captain Polkinghorue commanding. 
The fiict thai '* El Primo^* was engaged in the Slave Trade at the time of capture led to her con- 
demnation, as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, on the 10th of De- 
cember, 1833, and her 335 surviving slaves were on the same day decreed to be emancipated from 
slavery ; 8 having died between the time of capture and adjudication.

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Pabnerston. — (Received May 7.) 

My LoRDt, Sierra Leone, H&d February, I834f. 

Wb have now the honour to enclose, for your Lordship's information, our 
R^rt of the Case of the Spanish brig, " Vengador," Pedro Badia, Master. 

The fiicts connected with the voyage of the *' Vengador,'" in the prosecution of 
which she was captured by His Britannic Majesty's steam-vessel, ^' Pluto," present 
nodiing peculiarly novel. The vessel was furnished with a Royal Commercial 
Passport, dated at Havana in June, 1833, authorizing her to proceed on a licit 
vojage to Bahia and St Thomas. She, however, came direct to the coast of 
Anica, and eventually took on board, in the River Bonny, a cargo of slaves, with 
which she was on her return to Cuba, when, shortly after leaving the river^ she 
was detained by the '' Pluto," and sent up to Sierra Leone for adjudication. She 
arrived in this harbour on the 13th instant, and was brought into Court on the 
followhig day. The proceedings usual in such cases were then gone through ; 
and, it having been proved to the satisfaction of the Court that the " Fengador** 
had been legally cs^ptured whilst engaged in the proscribed traflSc in slaves, she 
wa8> on the 21st instant, condemned as a forfeiture to the Crowns of Great Britain 
and Spain, and 376 slaves, the survivors of 405, who were on board at the time 
of her detention, were emancipated from slavery. 

During the passage of the '' Vengador" from the Bonny to this place, 28 slaves 
died. Of these only 11 died from disease, 17 having jumped overboard and been 
drowned. On one occasion, particularly, the loss of life in this way would have been 
much more deplorable but for the exertions of the prize crew, more especially of 
the Kroomen, who formed a part of it. Suicide, under such circumstances, is an 
abundant cause of the mortality on board of slave ships, and arises from the opinion 
entertained by these wretched beings, that after death they will revisit their own 
country. Almost every vessel that comes before the Court cohveys melancholy 
proof of the prevalence of this idea. 

The Master of this very fine Spanish brig, Don Pedro Badia^ is well known in 
connection with such illicit adventures from the Havana, and his name is more than 
once mentioned bjr His Majesty's Commissioners in that quarter. On this occaMon 
it is evident that, if he could have persuaded his crew to second his intentions, the 
most determined resistance would have been made to capture.

Report qfihe Case of the Spanish Brig, " Vengador," Pedro Badia, Mader. 

The *• Vejigador'* was furnished with a Royal Passport, dated at Havana, on the 12th of June, 
1833, declaring her to be commanded by Pedro Badia, and authorizing her to proceed on a licit 
commercial yoyagt to Bahia and the Island of St. lliomas. 

• It does not appear that the •* Vengador*' touched at, or cleared out from, either of ihe places to 
which her Passport described her to be bound, and one of the witnesses examined declared that she 
went direct to Whydali from Havana. After leaving Whydah, the " Fengador" entered the River 
Bonny, and took on board a cargo of slaves, with which she was returning to Cuba, when she was 
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fallen in with and detained, in latitude 4° I' North, longitude 7° 0^ East, off the mouth of the Bonny, 
on the 8th of January, 1834, by His Britannic Majesty's steam-vessel, *' Pluto,-' Lieutenant Thomas 
Ross Sulivan commanding. 

The *' Vengador'* arrived in this harbour on the evening of the ISth instant, with 877 slaves on 
board. On the morning of the 14 th instant, the Surgeon to the Courts visited the slaves, and re* 
ported that about 20 of them laboured under bowel complaint, and that almost all vre^e afiKcted with 
*' craw-craw ;" and recommended that they should be landed as soon as possible,' that ihey might enjoy 
the advantages of change of air and medical attendance. This recommendation of the Su^on wail 
complied with, and a Petition to the same effect, on the same day, by the Proctor df tbe Captors, was 
granted, and, on the morning of the 1 5th instant, the slaves were placed in the liberated A|Hcal^ 
yard, under the custody and superintendence of the Marshal of the Courts, pending adjudication. 

On the 14th instant, the Capto/s Proctor brought the *' Vtngadot^^ into Court by Petition, and the 
papers of the vessel, attested by the Affidavit of the Prize Master, Mr. Augustus Gordon, and the 
declaration of the Captor, were accordingly filed ; and the usuahMonition, citing all parties interested 
in the vessel to appear, was issued and returned into Court on the dlst instant, with the Certificate of 
the Marshal of its having been duly served. 

On the 15th instant, the Master of the " Vengador" Pedro Badia, was examined on the standing 
Interrogatories, and deposed that ** he was bom in Catalonia, lives at Havana, where he has redded 
for the last 28 years, has always been a Spanish subject— -is unmarried, and appointed himself to the 
command of the detained vessel, which he built at Havana ; that he was prerent when the said ves* 
sel was detained for having slaves on board — she sailed under Spanish colours, and had no other 
colours on board ; that the name of the detained vessel is * Vengador^* which is the only name she 
has had ; she is 160 tons burthen ; there were 3 Officers and 42 Mariners on board, all of whom were 
Spaniards, with the exception of 5 or 6 Portuguese and 8 Manilla seamen ; that the detained vessel and 
her lading are entirely his property ; the present voyage began at Havana, and was to have ended at 
some Port of Cuba, according to his convenience. Havana was the last clearing Port the vessel 
sailed from previous to capture. He went from Havana to Brazils, and thence direct to the Bonny ; 
he went into that river to repair two leaks which the vessel had, and it aflerwards appeared advan- 
tageous to ship slaves ; that there were 2 pivot-guns, a 12-pounder, and an 8-pounder, mounted on 
board ; there were afso on board 32 muskets, 30 cutlasses, 4 pairs of pistols, and a good supply of ani- 
munition— she was so armed to defend herself against Pirates. He fired at the capturing vessel 7 
times, in consequence of being fired at from her and not being able to see her colours ; a great many 
of the arms were thrown overboard by his crew at the time of capture ; that he was the Lader, Owner, 
and Consignee, of the detained vessel and her present cargo, which c<m8isted of 408 slaves shipped in 
the Bonny." 

On the same day Juan Herrera, the Cabin-boy, was examined on the standing Tnterrogatories, and 
depofcd generally to the same facts as the Master, Pedro Badia. He however stated that •* the * Ken- 
gador^ went direct from Havana to Whydah, and subsequently to the Bonny ; that part of the crew 
of the detained vessel fired her guns at the capturing vessel about 5 times,* that the remainder of the 
crew declined 6ghting, but that the Master gave orders for resisting capture." 

On the 17th instant, the Captor's Proctor prayed for leave to file an Affidavit of the Prize Master^ 
Mr. Augustus Gordon, to prove the exact number of slaves on board the * Vengador* at the time of. 
ber capture, and the exact number of deaths which had taken place amongst them whilst they con 
tinned in his charge. From this document it appears that, out of 28 slaves lost on the passage, only 
11 died from disease, the others having jumped overboard and been drowned. 

On the 21st instant, the Court met for the adjudication of the brig " Fengador;*' and the evidence 
taken in the Case having clearly established the fact of the illicit employment of that vessel in the 
traffic of slaves, at the time of her capture by His Majesty's Britannic Majesty's steam-vessel •* Pluto,'* 
Lieutenant Thomas Ross Sulivan commanding, the Court condemned her as a good and lawful for- 
feiture to the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, decreeing that it had been proved that 405 slaves 
had been on board at the time of capture, and that the survivors of that number, 376, should be 
emancipated from slavery ; 28 having died on the passage up, and 1 afler they were landed, and 

whilst the proceedings were pending. «,,,ni„^

condemned in the British and Spanish Court of Mixed Commission, for illicit 
traffic in slaves ; and her surviving slaves, amounting to 320, were emancipated. 

A full report of the Case will, as usual, be forwarded to your Lordship by the 
first conveyance; but we are unwilling to lose the opportunity afforded by the 
immediate departure of a very fast-sailing brig, late " El Prmo md another 
prize of His Majesty's ship, '' Isis," of acquainting your Lordship with our

My Lord, Sierra Leone, 26/A March, 1834. 

We had the honour of addressing your Lordship on the 22d instant, 
relative to the condemnation, on that day, of the Spanish brigantine, " Carolina,'' 
Juan Pinto, Master, detained by His Majesty's frigate, ^^ Isis," Captain James 
Polkinghome commanding, for being engaged in the illicit traffic in slaves. We 
have now the honour to enclose our Report of the Case, which differs in no 
respect from the ordinary Cases which come before the British and Spanish Court 
for adjudication. 

The ** Carolina* was furnished with a Royal Passport, dated on the 17th of 
March, 1832, and by it she was authorized to proceed on a licit commercial 
voyage to the Island of St. Thomas. Having touched at Princes Island for water 
and provisions, she went into the River Lagos for slaves, and was captured with 
350 of these wretched beings on board, shortly after leaving Ljigos for the 
Havana, by his Majesty's ship, ** Isis." She arrived in this harbour on the 
13th instant, and came into Court on the following day. 

The necessary evidence having been taken, and all the preliminary proceedings 
closed, the Court met for the adjudication of the " Carolina' on the 22d, when 
she was condemned as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and 
Spain, having been captured by one of His Majesty's ships authorized to make 
such seizures, whilst engaged in the Slave Trade, contrary to the provisions of 
the Treaty between His Britannic Majesty and His Catholic Majesty, signed at 
Madrid on the 23d of September, 1817. The Court further decreed that 350 
slaves were on board the *' Carolina'' at the time of her dt;)tention by His Majesty's 
ship, *nsis," and that the survivors of them, 320 in number, should be eman- 
cipated from slavery. 

Your Lordship will observe, by the enclosed Report, that it was subsequently 
discovered that tne number of surviving slaves amounted to 323, and that the 
Decree of Emancipation was amended, so as to include that number. From a 
consideration of all the facts connected with this discrepancy in the number of the 
surviving slaves, we were induced to believe that some error must have existed in 
the Log-Book of the Prize Master, so far as related to the deaths which had 
occurred amongst the slaves, and that instead of 30 only 27 of them had died 
previous to adjudication. The evidence so clearly established the fact of there 
only having been 350 slaves on board the " Carolina^^ when detained, that we 
could only come to this conclusion.

Report of the Case of ike Spaniih brigantine, " Carolina," Juan Pinto, Master. 

A Royal Passport, dated at Havana ou the I7th of March, 1832, was granted to this vessel, in 
Tfhich Juan Pinto was named as her Master, and which authorizes her to engage in a licit com- 
mercial vopge to the Ifiland of St. Thomas. 

The " Carolina** appears to have touched at Princes Island for provisions and water, and then 
proceeded to Lagos for a cargo of slaves, of whom she took on board 350, though her Passport 
declares her to he only 78 tons burthen. 

She was returning to the Havana, with this cargo on board, when she was captured by His 
Majesty's frigate, '* Isis," Captain James Polkinghome commanding, on the 16th of February, 1834, 
in latitude b^ 4" North, longitude 4® 52" East, off the mouth of the river Lagos. 

A prize crew having been put on board the detained vessel, she was sent up to this Port, where 
she arrived on the Idth instant, with the Master and 3 others of the Spanish crew as witnesses in 
the Case. 

On the following day, the 14th instant, the arrival of the " Carolina" was reported by the Marshal. 
The Surgeon to the Court also visited her, and represented the slaves to be comparatively healthy, 
and that there were only 17 cases of serious illness amongst them. But the crowded state 
of the vessel was unfavourable to the maintenance of health; and the Surgeon recommended that 80 
or 100 of the most debilitated, including the sick, should be landed as soon as possible. The 
limitation as to the number recommended to be landed was owing to a fear lest a difficulty might be 
felt in accommodating the whole of the slaves on shore, in the then crowded state of the premises 
provided for their reception.

On the same day the *' Carolina'' was brought into Court on the Petition of the Proctor for the 
Captor. The Declaration of Captain Polkinghorne, relative to her detention, including the Inventory 
of Stores found on board at the time of capture, mutually signed by the First Lieutenant of the 
capturing ship, by the Master of the detained brigantine, and by the Prize Officer, was filed, together 
with an Affidavit of Mr. Lacon, the Prize Officer, attesting the seizure of the *' CaroliTia" as set forth 
In Captain Polkinghome's Decbration, and the due delivery of all her Papers into the Registry of the 
Court. The usual Monition, citing all parties interested in the vessel to appear, was then issued, and 
the Captor's Proctor having prayed that the slaves might be landed pending adjudication, ttis 
Majesty's Commissioners communicated with the Colonial Government on (he subject. The 
Surgeon's recommendation was carried into effect; 100 of the slaves were landed at the Loner 
Hospital at Kissy ; and we are happy to state that not one death subsequently took place. 

On the 17th instant Juan Pinto, the Master of the detained vessel, was examined on the standing 
Interrogatories, and deposed that '* he was bom in Gallida; has resided in Havana during 
the last 29 years; has always been a Spanish subject; is unmarried; appointed himself to 
the command of the detained vessel, being the Owner tliereof ; first saw the detained vessel at 
Havana, about 7 months since; does not know where she was built; was present when the said 
Tessel was detained for having black people on board. The vessel sailed under Spanish colours, but 
had on board a Dutch Ensign for a Private Signal, and an American Jack, which had been found 
on board when she was purchased. Exclusive of himself^ there were 2 Officers and 20 mariners on 
board, all of whom were Spaniards, excepting the black Cook, and were shipped at Havana ; Is 
sole Owner of the vessel and her caigo ; had on board, as passengers to Cuba, the 3d mate and 7 of 
the sailors of the lately-condemned Spanish brig, ' El Pntno, who were shipped at the Island of 
Princes; the present voyage began and was to have ended at Havana, which was the last 
dearing-port the vessel sailed firom previous to capture ; she vrent thence to Princes Island for 
provisions and water, and aflerwards to Lagos for the present cargo ; vras detained on the 17th 
of February; by the British fiigate * Isis,' after a 4-hours' chase; the present cargo consists of 
850 slaves, shipped firom the shore at Lagos; none of them died befture capture." 

On the same day Pedro Pereira Melai, Cook on board the ** CaroliTia^'* was -examined in like 
manner on the standing Interrogatories, and deposed generally to the same fitcts, corroborating he 
evidence of the Master, Juan Pinto, that '* 350 slaves were shipped fi[t)m the shore at Lagos, and 
that none died before capture." 

On the 20th instant, publication of the evidence taken and filed in this Case was decreed on the 
Petition of the Captor's Pn^ctor. The Monition issued on the 14th, was returned into the Registry 
of the Court on the 2l8t instant, with the Certificate of the Marshal that it had been duly served. 
On the 22d the Case was closed by the Affidavit of the Prize Officer, Mr. Lacon, as to the number 
of deaths which had occurred on board the " CaroUjia" amongst the slaves, between that period aild 
the date of her capture. 

This Affidavit stated that, '^ at the time of the seizure of the said brigantine, ^Carolina,* there were 
350 slaves on board ; and that, subsequently to the seizure of the said brigantine, 30 of the aid 
daves died firom disease.' ' 

The Court then proceeded to adjudicate the vessel : and the evidence taken in the Case haviuff 
clearly established the fact that the *' Carolina^* was^ legally detained by His Majesty's ship, ** Isis, 
whilst engaged in the illicit traffic in slaves. Sentence of condemnation was passed upon her, as good 
and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain. The Court also decreed that 350 slaves 
were on board the ** Carolina" at the time of her seizure ; that 80 of that number had died between 
capture and adjudication ; and that the survivors, amounting to 320, be emancipated firom slavery. 

It always has been the practice of the Cotnrt to be guided in its judgment, as to the number of 
slaves on board at the time of capture, and the number of deaths whk;h may have taken place 
afterwards, by the affidavit which the Prize Master makes at the close of the proceedings, and when, 
consequently, he has had every opportunity of informing himself correctly in those matters. 

In the Case of the ^^ Carolina^** the Prize Master, Mr. Lacon, swore that she had on board, at the 
time of capture, 350 slaves. In this particular his affidavit was corroborated by the declaration of 
the Captor, and by the evidence of the Master and Cook of the detained vessel. Mr. Lacon also 
swore that 30 slaves had died between the period of capture and adjudication, and annexed to his 
Affidavit an extract from his Log, shewing the times at which the dinbrent deaths took place. 

On this information the Court concluded that the survivors of the '' Carolina's** slaves amounted 
to 320 ; but when they came to be handed over to the Colonial Government, in accordance with the 
Decree which had emancipated them, their numbers appeared to be 323, being 3 more than the 
Prize Officer had represented to be on board the " CaroliTia'* at the time of her adjudication. 

The Court then entered into a careful investigation, in order to account, if possible, for this 
discrepancy, and the whole of the evidence having decidedly shown that 350 slaves were on board 
the ^'Carolina* at the time of her detention, the Court was obliged to consider that some error in 
the Prize Master s Log, which might very easily happen, had made it appear that 30 slaves had 
died subsequent to capture, when, in fact, only 27 deaths had taken place. 

The Decree of the Court was thereibie amended, and the number of slaves from the ** Caroliaoy*' 
who were emancipated, was declared to be 323.

My Lcmi>, Sierra Letme, Mh June, 1834.) 

We have tlie honour to enclose our Report of the Case of the Spanish 
schooner, '' La Pantica,*' Joze Carbo, Master^ which was detsoiied 4iu ihe 27th 
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April last, by His Majesty^s schootier, ** Fair Rosamoiwl,*' Lieutenant George 
Rose commanding, off the mouth of the Old Calabar River, in latitude ^"^ ^ 
North, longitude §° 26' East, for being engaged in the illicit traflBc in slaves. 

The " Pantlca' sailed from Havana on tne 14.th December last, furnished, as 
is usual with such vessels^ with a Royal Commercial Pas^ort, authorizing her to 
engage in a legal voyage to St. Thomas. But^ instead of proceeding to that 
island, she came direct to Old Calabar, and exchanged her outward cargo of 
mm and dry goods for slaves^ of whom 317 were taken on board on the 26th 
April last, the day previous to that on which she was fallen in with, whilst at 
anchor off the Old Calabar River, by the boats of the capturing ship. 

The Spanish crew were removed from the prize immediately after capture, the 
Master alone, Joze Carbo, being left on board with the slaves. The practice 
adopted in this instance by the capturing ship, of sending up only one of tne crew 
of tne detained vessel is, m our opinion, reprehensible, not only from the doubts 
and difficulties which it might cause, but as being directly at variance with the 6th 
Article of the Instructions for the ships of war employed to prevent the Slave 
Trade, and which are attached to, and form an integral part of, the Spanish Treaty, 
That Article enjoins that *• the ships of war which may detain any slave-ship shall 
leave on board the Captain, and a part at least of the crew of the above-mentioned 
slave-ship." The propriety of such an injunction cannot be questioned ; but were 
it even questionable, it is no less obligatory upon those to whom it is addressed. 
The conflicting evidence of different individuals, engaged in the same illicit par- 
suit, would often lead to the discovery of truth, where the false tale of one witness, 
who has nothing to fear from the statements of others, might be consistent and 
plausible enough. Then, the inconvenience which would arise from the death of 
an only witness, and the facility with which he might be tampered with, are addi- 
tional reasons for enforcing the observance of this Article of the Instructions. 

The " Pantica' arrived in this harbour on the afternoon of Sunday the 25th 
ultimo, and came into the British and Spanish Court on the following day. Her 
daves were lauded pending adjudication. 

The preliminary proceedings having been closed, and the evidence of the 
Master haying clearly established the fact that the '' Pantica** was engaged in illicit 
slave trading at the time of her capture, the Court condemned her as a good and 
lawful prize on the 2d instant, and decreed the emancipation of her surviving 
slaves^ 270 in number. 

There is one part of the Master's eyidence, quoted in the enclosed Report, which 
requires some notice. He swears that " a boat with oars, belonging to the cap- 
tured vessel, was taken by the Commander of the capturing ship." The Captor's 
Proctor declared himself unable to rebut this charge ; we must, therefore, await 
the arrival of His Majesty's schooner, '^ Fair Rosamond," to make further inquiries 
from Lieutenant Rose, her Commander ; and until then, we beg to decline express- 
ing any more decided opinion on the subject, contenting ourselves with stating 
the simple fact, that the '* Pantica,*' on arrival, was without a boat.

Report of the Case of the Spaniah schooner, « La Panties,*' Jozi Carbo, Master. 

A Royal Passport, No. 195, dated at Havana, on the 14th December, 1883, declares this vessel 
to be commanded by Joz<5 Carbo, and to be of the burthen of 73 Spanish tons, and authorizes her to 
proceed on a licit commercial voyage to the island of St. Thomas. 

After leaving Havana, the " Pantica" appears to have sailed direct for Old Calabar, and there 
to have taken in a full cargo of slaves, with whom she was on the point of returning to Havana, when 
detained by the boats of His Majesty's schooner, ** Fair Rosamond," Lieutenant George Rose com- 
manding, on the 27th of April last, whilst lying at anchor off the mouth of the Old Calabar River. 

The **Paw<iW arrived in this harbour on Sunday the 25th ultimo ; and early on the following 
morning was visited by the Marshal and the Surgeon to the CourL The Marshal stated, that there 
were 275 slaves on board; and the Surgeon, having reported that "9 or 10 of the slaves were suffer- 
ing from bowel complaint, about 20 from inflamed eyes, and that there were some cases of craw-craw," 
recommended the landing of all the slaves from a consideration of the crowded state of the vessel and 
the advanced period of the season. 

D2 
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t)n the sanie morning the '' Panticd'* was brought before the British and Spanish Court, oa 
the Petition of the Captor's Proctor. The declaration of the Captor, relative to the detention of the 
vessel, was filed ; the Affidavit of the Prize Officer, Mr. George Bentham, i^uthenticating the ship's 
Papers, was received ; and the usual permission was given for the Monitioa to jssue, and for the 
production and filing of evidence. ; 

Later in the day, on the presentation of a Petition, praying that the Suigeon's recommendatioa 
might be carried iuto effect, application was made to His Exeellency, the peutenant- Governor, to 
allow the slaves to be landed, pending adjudication ; to which an answer wis immediately returned, 
that orders had been given to the Assistant-Superintendent of the Liberated African Department to 
rec^ve the ^* Pantica'*** slaves, whenever the Court. might give directions for. their landing. The 
slaves were accordingly lauded early on the following morning. 

On the 27th ultimo, the Master of *' Pantica,'* Joz6 Carbo, was examined on the standing 
Interrogatories, and deposed as follows : " he was bom in Barcelona ; resides in Havana, and has 
liv6d there 15 or 16 years ; is a Spaniard, and has always been a subject of Spain. The Owner of 
the vessel resides at Havana, and is a subject of Spain ; he (witness) took command of the vessel at 
Havana in the beginning of last December ; received charge from Don Joz^ Roscello, who resides 
at Havana, and is a Spanish subject; has known the vessel 5 or 6 years; saw her first at Havana, 
and she is American built as far as he knows ; was present at the time of capture ; was seized for 
having negroes on board ; sailed under Spanish colours, and had no other national flags on board ; 
the vessel is about 70 or 80 Spanish tons burthen, and had on board when taken 23 men, exclusive of 
himself, who were all Spaniards, shipped at Havana ; he (witness) is part Owner of the vessel to the 
' amount of 3,000 dollars, but none of the Officers or crew have any interest in either the vessel or her 
cargo; was Master of the said vessel; had no passengers except the negroes; the negroes were 
taken on board at Old Calabar, on the 26th April last ; the voyage began, and was to have ended, at 
Havana, which was also the last clearing^ort; went direct to Old Calabar; was at anchor off Old 
Calabar, when he saw the capturing ship on the 27th April last, and was taken by boats whilst at 
anchor ; no resistance was made to capture ; the before-mentioned Don Jo»$ Roscello is one Owner, 
and there may be others besides himself, who has only a share of 3,000 doBars; believes Don Joz^ 
Roscello to be sole Ovmer of the cargo, which veas to have been landed at Cuba on his account ; 
shipped at Havana, rum, rope, dry goods, and the usual cargo for the Coast ; took on board 317 
negroes at Old Calabar from the shore ; none of them died before capture ; does not know how many 
have died since ; came direct to Sierra Leone ; does not know if the vessel or cargo is insured ; a 
boat belonging to the captured vessel with oars was taken by the Commander of the capturing ship.'* 

No other witness had been sent up from the detained vessel, and the evidence was accordingly 
cloeed. 

On the 29th ultimo, an Affidavit of the Prize Officer was filed, in order to prove the number of 
slaves on board the " Pantica^* at the time of her seizure, and the number of deaths which had 
taken place amongst them up to the period of disembarkation. By this Affidavit it a)i9)eared, that 1 
slave had been drowned by jumping overboard, and that 42 had died of disease, between the 29th 
April and the 27th May; and as 274 slaves were landed, the number on board at the time of seizure 
must have been 317, as stated by the Master in his evidence. 

On the 2d instant the Monition was returned into Court, vrith the Certificate of the Marshal that 
it had been duly served ; and, on the same day, the Court proceeded to the adjudication of the vessel. 
The evidence taken having clearly proved that the '* Paniicc^* was engaged in illicit Slave Trade 
at the' time of her capture by His Majesty's schooner. **Fair Rosamond," the Court decreed her con- 
demnation as good and lawful prize to tlie Crowns of Great Britain and Spain ; and declared that it 
had been proved that there vrere on board the schooner, " Paniica^" at the f ime of her capture, 
817 slaves, of whom 43 had died previously to their being landed in this Colony, and 4 subsequently. 
The Court then decreed the emancipation from slavery of the survivors, 27Q in number.

My Lord, Sierra LeonCy I2th September, 1834. 

We bave the honour to enclose our Report of the Case of the Spanish 
schooner, ^^ Maria Isabel,'' Don Joze Mauri, Master, which was detained on the 
5th ultimo, for being engaged in the illicit traOic in slaves, in latitude 36' North, 
longitude ff 14' East, by His Majesty's schooner, " Fair Rosamond," Lieutenant 
George Rose commanding. 

The ^^ Maria Isabel " cleared out from St. Jag(> de Cuba on the 26th February, 
1834, furnished with a Provisional Mercantile Passport, granted by Don Angel 
Laborde y Navarro, President of the Navy Board at Havana, to Don Joze 
Mauri, the Owner and Master, in consequence of his not having received the usual 
Royal Passport from Madrid ; the •• Maria Isabel'' having been a Portuguese 
vessel at the time she was purchased by Mauri, only a short time before, who 
changed her national character from Portuffuese to Spanish. 

By this Provisional Passport the vessel was authorized to cany a cargo of 
lawful goods, and to discharge the same at Princes Island, and to return to 
St. Jago de Cuba without touching at any other place, either national or foreign. 
The Master was also warned not to engage in the prohibited traffic in slaves. 
But, in spite of these restrictions, Joze Mauri sailed direct for the River Benin, 
without having touched at Princes Island at all, and took on board there a cargo 
of 146 slaves, with whom he was returning to the Island of Cuba when fallen in 
with by the capturing ship. 

The ^^ Maria IsmeV arrived in our harbour on the evening of the 1st instant, 
in the charge of a prize crew, and in company with His Majesty's schooner^ *^ Fair 
Rosamond ;" and on the following day she was regularly brought before the 
British and Spanish Court. Her slaves were landed pending adjuoication. 

The Monition, which had been issued on the 2d instant, was returned into the 
Registry on the 9tb^ and on that day a Court was held for the adjudication of 
the vessel. 

The fact of illicit > Slave Trade being dearly proved by the evidence taken in 
this Case, a Sentence of condemnation was pronounced upon the ^* Maria Isabel*' 
and her cargo ; and the survivors of her slaves, 131 in number, were decreed to be 
emancipated from slavery.

Report of the Case of the Spanish schooner, " Maria Isabel," Joze Mauri, Master. 
The ship's Papers with which this vessel was furnished at the tnrae of her capture are as follows : — 

1. A Provisional Mercantile Passport, No. 20, from Don Angel Laborde y Navarro, President of 
the Navy Board at Havana, dated at that place ou the 14th December, 1833. This Paper is said to 
be granted to Don JoiA Mauri, in consequence of his not having yet received the usual Royal 
Passport, and authorizes him " to depart ftom the Island of Cuba in the schooner ' Maria Isabel,' 
of 74i tons, with a cargo of lawful goods, and to discharge the same at Princes Island, with- 
out touching at any other Port, either national or foreign, on his voyage to and from Princes Island, 
unless necessitated by accident or misfortune." The Passport further declares, that it is only to 
serve for this present voyage, and that it is to be given up, on the return of the vessel to St Jago de 
Cuba. An endorsement on the Passport by Jos6 Ruiz de Apodaca, Commandant of the Coast Guard, 
dated at St. Jago de Cuba on the 26th February, 1834, certifies that all the necessary regulations 
have been compBed with by the Captain of the vessel, Don Joz6 Mauri. The usual note is also 
attached to the Passport, warning the Master not to engage in the prohibited traffic in slaves. 

2. A List of the crew, dated on the 26th February, 1834. It is signed by the same J. R. de Apodaca, 
and is to this effect; "By these presents I grant permission to Don Joz^ Maun, Master and Cap- 
tain of the schooner, * Maria Isabel; of 74^ tons, to make a voyage from this Port^to Princes Island, 
with a crew of 19 men, whose names and places of nativity are expressed below. 

3. Is a Notarial Certificate from Anthony Sole r, an authorised PubUc Notary, dated at St. Jago de 
Cuba, on the 22d February, 1834, testif)ing the sale of tlie Portuguese schooner, * Maria Isabel," to 
Joz^ Mauri, a Spanish merchant, for the sum of 2,000 dollais, and that the said vessel had become 
Spanish property, according to Royal Ordinance, and was fully empowered to trade with the 

^"4.' A Custom-House Clearance, dated at St. Jago de Cuba on the 24th February, 1^34, and signed 
by Joi/6 Perez SanUn, describes the cargo of merchandize and stores slupped on board the bpanish 
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Bi:liQon«r, *^ Mmia IseAel^'* bound to Prinoes Isbnd ; •»<! certifiet that all iht rofal duties iiave been 
paid thereon. 

I>^o««it1isttnduig^ tke prohibiHons of her Ptesport the '* Maria IsaheV' eume direct to Benin, and 
there bartered her merciMindize for sUves, of whom she took on board 146 on the 31st of July 
last, and was eaptnred 5 days afterwards with that number on hoard, near Priiices Island, by His 
Ifajesty's schooner, ** Fair Rosamond/* George Rose, Esq., commanding. The Captor imme^ 
diately gave the vessel in charge to an Officer and Prize crew, and accompanied her himself, in her 
voyage (• this place^ where she atrived after a passage of 26 days. 

On the 2d instant, the Acting Marshal reported the arrival of the "Maria Isahd,'' and Uie ciix^um- 
stances oTher capture, wndcr the agnatuve of Mr. C. O. Hayes, the Prize Master. The Surgeon of 
the Contts also visited the vessel, and reported " that 11 of the slaves had died of dysentery since 
capture ; that there were then on board 2 cases of dysentery, 1 of which was apparently in the last 
stage of disease ; 1 case of severe opthalmia ; 1 large ulcer ; and several cases of craw-craw ; that the 
general appearance of the slaves was healthy, but many of them had slight complaints premonitory of 
dysentery;" on which accounts, and on account of the inclement season of the year, and the inade- 
quate means of accommodation and ventilation on board ; the Surgeon recommended that the slaves 
^lould be landed as soon as possible. 

On the same day the Case was regularly brought before the British and Spanish Court, on die 
Petition x)f the Captors Proctor, that the Affidavit of the Captor might be received, together with the 
Declaration made at the time of capture ; that the usual Monition, citing all parties interested in the 
^Kssei to afipear, might issue ; and that evidence might be produced. 

The witnesses in preparatory, named by the Proclor, were the Master and Steward of the detained 
vessel. 

The Declaration which was filed, on this Petition having been granted, is to the following effect: 
** I, George Rose, Lieutenant, commanding His Britannic Majesty's schooner, *Fair Rosamond,' hereby 
decloie, that on this 5lh day of Augnst, 1834, being in or about latitude O^' 36' 00^ North, and lon- 
gitude 6° 14' 00'' East. I detained tiie ship or vessel named the * Maria Jmbdy* under Spanish 
colours, commanded by Don Jozt^ Mauri, who declared her to be bound from the River Benin to 
St. Jago de Cuba, with a crew consisting of 17 men, vriiose names, as dedared by them respectively, 
are oontained in a List at the foot hereof, and haring on board 146 slaves, said to have been taken on 
board in the River Benm, on the 31st July, 1834." 

The Captor's Affidavit declares, that His Majesty's schooner, **Pair Rosamond," is duly authorized 
and empowered to make seizures of vessels under Spanish colours engaged in the Slave Trade ; it 
verifies the facts stated in the Declaration, and it authenticates the ship's Papers, which have been 
already described. 

The Monition was then published, and the witnesses were ordered to be in attendance on the fol- 
lowing day. 

Early on the morning of the 3d instant, the slaves of the *• Maria IsaheP* were landed, the Captor's 
Proctor having petitioned that the Surgeon's recommendation in this respect might be carried into 
eftot ; and the Acting Governor having provided a place for their reception immediately, on the 
application of the Commissioners. 

On the same day, Don Joz^ Mauri, the Master of the detained vessel, was examined on the stand- 
ing Interrogatories, and deposed " that he was bom in St. Jago de Cuba, and has always lived there ; 
is a subject of Spain, and has never been a subject of any other state ; is married, and his wife and 
family reside at Cuba ; is Owner of the detained vessel, and took possession of her at St Jago de 
Cuba about 8 months since ; received the vessel fit>m Yidal and Company, who are merchants, and 
live at St. Jago de Cuba; did not know the vessel before he purchased her ; saw her first at the 
above-named Port ; she was built at Baltimore ; was on board the vessel at the time of seizure ; she 
was taken for having slaves on board ; she was fiimished with Spanish colours, and had no others; 
the name of the vessel is ^ Maria Isabel,* bought ber with that name, and knows of no other ; she 
is 74^ Spattish tons ; she had a crew of 1 8 Officers and men besides himself; they were all Spaniards, 
and shipped by himself at St Jago de Cuba ; is sole Owner of the vessel and cargo ; was Captain, 
and had no passengers but the slaves, whom he did not attempt to conceal ; the voyage commenced 
at St Jago de Cuba, and was to have ended there ; this was the last clearing-port ; she went thence 
direct to the River Benin, wbete she took on board a cargo of slaves ; does not remember the latitude, 
but it was near Princes ; that he saw the capturing ship on the 5th of August last, about 10 o'clock 
in the forenoon ; was captured about an hour aflerwards ; was then steering to the southward ; went 
about when he saw the ship-of-war, got out his sweeps, and made all sail ; had previously made thie 
best of his vray towards Cuba; had no guns motinted, but was provided with 10 muskets, 10 cut- 
lasses, and a few cartridges of powder, to protect himself against the slaves ; made no resistance to 
capture, but used every efibrt to escape ; a Bill of Sale for the vessel was made to him by Vidal and 
Company, and is left at St Jago de Cuba ; it was dated the 18th of February, 1834 ; paid 2,000 
dollars for the vessel, which he considered her fair valye ; was Lader, as well as the Owner of the 
vessel, and would have sold the slaves on his own account, as they are entirely his own property; 
the cargo brought to the coast was shipped on the Coast of Cuba, and consisted of English mer- 
ehandise from Jamaica — tobacco, gunpowder, muskets, and dry goo4s; his return-cargo was slaves, 
of whom he took on board 146 at oue time in the Rivec Benin ; none of the slaves died before capture ; 
does not know how many have died since ; after capture, they came direct to Sierra Leone." 

Jozji Maurisio Pegudo, the Steward of the detained vessel, corroborated the Master's evidence in 
every point He deposes, with respect to the cargo of English merchandize brought to the Coast, 
that ^ it was taken in at scn^ clooe by Cuba, out of a Spanish vessel from Janrnica.'* 

On the 5th instant, an Affidavit of Mr. Courtenay Hayes, Mate and Prize Master, was filed, to 
prove the number of deaths which had occurred amongst the slaves previous to their being landed. 
And immediately afterwards, the Captor's Case being closed, publication was decreed of the evidence 
taken on his behalf. 

The Monition was returned into the Registiy on the 9th instant certified by the Acting Marshal 
to have been duly served ; and a Court assembled on the same day for the adjudication of the vessel. 

No doubt could exist that the voyage in which the ** Maria Isabel" was engaged at the time of 
her captuie was an illegal one ; and that her detention by a properiy-authorized ship of His Ma- 
jesty was jnstifted by the Toeaty betwean His Britannic Mi^ty and Hn Catholic Majesty, signed 
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at Madrid on the 23d September, 1817, inasmuch as she was engaged in the traffic in slaveSi ia 
opposition to the various Articles of that Treaty. 

llie Court, therefore, decreed that the Spanish schooner, *• Maria Imbd^** Joz4 Mauri, Master, her 
hull, tackle, apparel, and furniture, and the goods, wares, and merchandize laden therein, be con- 
demned as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain; and as such, captured bjr 
His Britannic Majesty's schooner, " Fair Rosamond,'' George Rose, Esq., commanding. The Court 
further decreed that there were on board the ** Maria Isabel,^^ at the time of capture, 146 slaves, of 
whom 12 died previous to their being landed in this Colony, and 3 subsequently ; and that the sur- 
vivors of that number, 131, be now emancipated from slavery.

My Lord, Sierra Leone, Vith S^tember, 1834. 

With reference to our Despatch of this date, enclosing a detailed Report 
of the Case of the Spanish schooner, " Maria Isabel,' Don tfoze Mauri, Master, 
we beg leave respectfully to state to your Lordship, that suspicions of a very serious 
nature rest upon some former proceedings of the said Master on this Coast, in 
connection with the piratical slave-brig, " Pelicano,'* and to which our attention 
was directed by the late Mr. Canning, about 8^ years ago. 

Joz6 Mauri has been before the British and Spanish Court of Mixed Commission 
3 times. He was brought here in the Spanish schooner, *^ Gazeta,** Mariano Carbo^ 
Master, of which vessel he was first Officer, and joint Owner with the said Master. 
The ^^Gazeta'' was captiired by His Majesty's ship, ** Tartar,** commanded by the 
late Commodore Sir George Collier, K.C.B., and was condemned in the month 
of May, 1820, for being engaged in the illicit traffic in slaves. 

In August, 1830, Mauri was detained again when in command of the Spani^ 
schooner, ^'Atafa PrimoJ' by His Majesty's ship, *^ Medina," Edward Webb, 
Esq., Commander ; but his vessel on that occasion was restored, notwithstand- 
ing the clearest evidence of an intention to trade in slaves, owing to some irregu- 
larity in her capture. 

On the last occasion, however, Mauri completed the oflFence, and the capture of 
the '^ Maria Isabel^' has been followed by her condemnation, and the emancipa- 
tion of the slaves found on board of her. 

The ''Qazeta;' '' Atafa Pr/wo," and ''Maria Isabel;' all cleared out from 
St. Jago de Cuba, and were bound to return to the same Port. 

On the 4th instant, subsequently to the examinations in the Case of the " Maria 
Isabel" being taken, it was stated in conversation by the Honourable Benjamin 
Campbell, a Member of Council, and one of the principal merchants in the Colony, 
that, on a late visit which he paid to the Rio Nunez, he heard, from several of 
the traders there, that, after the restoration of the ''Atafa Primo,'" Mauri had 
gone into that river, and boasted of having been actively concerned in the murder 
of 2 British prize crews, who were conveying slave-vessels to Sierra Leone, for 
adjudication in the Mixed Courts. 

Such a statement immediately brought to our recollection the Despatch of Mr. 
Secretary Canning, of the 23d February, 1826 ; and, on a reference to it, as well 
as to the Reply which that Despatch elicited from His Majesty's Commissioners, 
on the 20th May, 1826, and, to a second Despatch from them on the same subject, 
dated the 5th April, 1827, when further information had been obtained, we dis- 
covered ample grounds for suspecting that Mauri was implicated in the murderous 
and piratical acts which form the subject matter of those Despatches. He was 
therefore apprehended, by our request, a few hours afterwards, and brought up 
for examination before the presiding Police Magistrate on the same day. 

We beg leave to enclose the Official Report received from the Police Office ; 
but we regret much that it does not contain a more full and particular account of 
what transpired on the occasion. 

It would appear, not only from the reports current at the time at St. Jago de 
Cuba, in Jamaica, and at Rio de Janeiro, but from evidence which His Majesty's 
Commissioners have since procured, that the true history of the iniquitous trans- 
action is as follows: on the 5th October, 1825, the Spanish brigantine, '' Isabella, ^^^ 
Francisco Granelle, Master, was captured by His Majesty's ship, " Redwing,** 
Captain D. C. Clavering commanding, in the Old Calabar River, with 273 slaves 
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on board. She was immediately committed to the charge of a strong prize crevr> 
con^ting of 3 Officers and 12 men ; but when she had parted from His Majesty's 
ship, ^^ Redwing," a few days^ she fell in with a Brazilian schooner, called tne 
" DisuniSoj* Fernando daCSosta Piera, Master, and which vessel the Prize Master 
of the *^ Isabella'' imprudently captured^ transferring 1 Officer and a part of his crew 
to the newly*taken prize. Soon after this division of the British force, the 2, 
prizes, whilst on their passage towards Sierra Leone, in compwy, were encoun- 
tered by the piratical Spanish brig, " Pelicano^' commanded by Don Joz6 Sagara, 
well armed and manned, and which succeeded in recapturing both of them, after 
a sharp engagement, during the progress of which, and after its close, the whole 
of the British crews, and many of the Brazilians, were killed. The detained 
Spanish brigantine, ^' Isabella,'' seems to have been the property of the s&me 
parties who owned the piratical brig, which sufficiently accounts for none of her 
original Spanish crew being injured. 

immediately after the action, the slaves of the Brazilian schooner, ^' Disuniao," 
were divided between the 2 Spanish vessels, by whom she was also plundered of 
every article of value, and then allowed to proceed to Rio de Janeiro^ where she 
arrived in the early part of the year 1826, with only 5 persons on board, all in a 
horribly mutilated state from the knives of the pirates. 

On the 28th November, 1825, the ''PeHeano" reached St. Jago de Cuba, in 
company with the " Isabella^" which was then called the •* Juanitd^" both vessels 
being fully laden with slaves. 

From this time we lose sight altogether of the ** DisuniSo," and the " Isabella,'* 
alias "Juanita.'* But we find that the ^* Pelicano,** which had formeriy been His 
Britannic Majesty's brig-of-war, '*Kite," and still retained the armament of a 
vessel of that class, left the Port of St. Jago de Cuba ag^in on the 3d December, 
1825, with a cargo of dry goods, under the command of Joz6 Mauri^ for the 
Coast of Africa. 

It would appear that she came direct to the Rio Nunez, where Mauri employed 
himself in tradmg for slaves ; but the violence of his proceedings so irritated the 
natives, that they refused him all assistance in piloting his vessel down the river. 
The consequence was, that the '' Pelicano" took the ground, and Mauri, being 
unable to get her off, removed the guns and stores out of her, and blew her up. 

This vessel seems to have borne the various names of ** PeUcano^'' " Galnlar," 
" Gabiaor " Gahano,*' '* J^uestra Senhara del Vinet;' and '[ FeUzr The last is 
the name by which Mauri always spoke of her during the examination on the 4th 
instant 

Mauri is* described by the Governor of Cuba as having been Mate of the 
'' Pelicano," or *\Feliz/ during her previous piratical voyage, and succeeded to 
the command of the brig on the former Captam, Don Joze Sagara, chosing ,to 
remain on shore. This Mauri positively denies, declaring that his first connection 
with the piratical brig was when be purchased her at Cuba, after Sagara left her, 
in the latter end of 1825. He also asserts, that he never boasted of taking part in 
the murder of two British prize crews, and that he never heard such a transaction 
mentioned. We do not credit Mauri's statement in these respects ; and it is an 
extraordinary coincidence that the Letter of the Governor of Cuba, written nearly 
9 years ago, declares that Mauri was engaged as Mate on board the identical vess^ 
which perpetrated the enormities, of which Mauri is represented by the Rio Nunez 
traders to have boasted, when under the influence of wine. And this representation 
was made by the traders, and repeated by Mr. Campbell, in perfect ignorance 
that Mauri's name had ever been mentioned by any one in connection with such a 
diabolical transaction. It was, however, decided by the Magistrates that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to warrant the committal of Mauri to gaol, and he was 
accordingly discharged. 

A clue, we consider, is now afforded to the discovery of the real author of the 
outrage. Don Joze Sagara, whom the Governor of St. Jago de Cuba promised to 
do his utmost to find out, reside^ about 8 leagues from that citv, on a large coffee 
plantation, which is his own property. He b well known in the Island of Cuba, 
and married a daughter of Don Manuel Pr6to, one of the principal Magistrates. 
Mauri states of himself, that he resides in Pedro Street/ at St Jago de Cuba, witb 
his wife and family. It would not be difficult to ascertain the truth of this state- 
ment, as well as the nature of the transfer of the ownership of the '' Pelieano," 
aft;er Sagara left her in December, 1835. The brutality of Mauri's character is 
attested by the fact related to us by Lieutenant George Rosei commanding His 
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Majesty's schocfner, '* Fair Rosamond/' that^ on his boarding the ** Maria Isabel,** 
tiie first words uttered by Mauri were to the effect, that had he seen the inan-<^- 
war in chase one hour earlier he would have thrown every slave in his vessel over- 
board^ as he was fully insured. 

We trust that your Lordship will not consider the investigation which has been 
made unnecessary and improper, as we have been solely guided by a desire to 
fulfil the Instructions of the late Mr. Canning, ''to make what inquiries we can 
into the truth of the transaction^ and to report the result for the information of 
His Majesty's Government"

Present — Lo^n Hook» Presiding Police Magistrate, the Honourable Ben|ainin Campbell, the 
Honourable H. W. Macaulay, and the Honourable John Salter, Members of Council 

Don Joz<l Mauri was directed to appear before the Court for examination concerning the murder of 
several British seamen on board the Spanish brigantine, *^ IsabeUa,** and the Portuguese schooner, 
" DUvniao,'* prizes to His Britannic Majesty's ship-of-war, '^EedwiDg," when on their passage to 
Sierra Leone for adjudication in the year 1825. 

Don Jqz6 Mauri states as follows : '* I know Don Joz^ Sagara, and that he, Sagara, commanded 
ttxe Spanish brigantine, * Feliz^ formerly called the * Gccbalina.' The * Feliz' carried 5 guns 
aside, and was once a British man-of-war. I never sailed with Don JoztS Sagara ; but I became 
Owner and Master of the *FdiZy in Cuba, after Sagara leil her; this was in the latter part of 
1825. I returned to the Coast in the ' Feliz,* and went into the Rio Nunez. I was ako in the 
Rio Pongas. I made trade with Kraroodo, a Chief in the Pongas, and I also kqow one Ormond in 
fhat river. I never boasted to them, or any other person or persons, of having taken any part in the 
murder of the English seamen on board the ' Isabella' and ' DisuniQo ,*' nor did I ever hear of the 
occurrence until now. I never sailed with Sagara in any capacity, and I became Masterof the * FeU:^ 
when he left her in Cuba in 1825. . On my becoming Master of the * Feliz,* she had a cargo of dry 
goods on board ; but she di^ not proceed to Trinidad, but came to this coast. The copy of the transfer 
of the vessel is in the office, of the Minister of Marine at Cuba. The * Feliz* was lost in the Rio 
Nunez, about 6 years ago. I reside in St. Pedro Street, Cuba.**

attempted.

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Paimerston. — (Received Jan. 28, 1834.) 
My Lo}iD, Sierra Leone, 2Gth November, 1833. 

Wb have the honour to acquaint your Lordship that the Portuguese 
brigantine, ** Virtude,*' Manuel Izidoro, Master, said to be bound to the Havana^ 
from the River Calabar, with a cargo of slaves, was, 3 days after she had 
quitted that river, detained on the 23d ultimo, in latitude 4** 20" North, lon- 
gitude 8'' 39" East, by His Majesty's brig, " Brisk," Lieutenant Josiah Thompson 
commanding. 

The '* Vtrtude' arrived here, after what is reckoned a short passage of 20 
days^ on the ISth instant and, on the following day^ proceedings were commenced 
against her in the British and Portuguese Mixed Court, for being 'illegally 
^ engaged in the Slave Trade; which fact having been unquestionably established, 
that Court, on the 21st, condemned the " Virtude"' as good and lawful prize to 
the Crowns of Great Britain and Portugal^ and at the same* time decreed the 
surviving slaves who were captured on board of her, in number 314, to be 
emancipated from slavery. 

Our Report of this Case we have the lionour to enclose herein. 

The " yirtude'" originally belonged to Joao Ferreira dos Santos Silva, as 
appears by her Passport, signed by Joze Antonio de Oliveira Liete de Barros, 
Minister of Marine, and dated at Lisbon, on the 26th of September, 1828. She 
sailed from Lisbon, about that date, under the command of Joao Gonsalves Roche, 
bound to the Rio Grande do Siil, having permission to touch, on her way thither, 
at Rio de Janeiro. TTie ^^yirtude'\ has not been, since then, to Lisbon, and from 
that period we suspect that she has been, with the exception of one voyage to the 
Rio Grande from Rio de Janeiro, about the 28th of April, 1829, engaged in the 
Slave Trade. 
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We find by the Certificate of the Portuguese Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro, 
JoSo Baptista Moreira^ that, on the 20th of October^ 1830» she had changed 

groprietorship. She then belonged to Francisco da Silva Rodrigues, and was 
3und from Rio de Janeiro to Cadiz, with liberty to touch at the Islands of 
Princes and; St. Thomas; and she was at Bahia on the following 27th of 
December^ as her Passport was exhibited on that day to Joao Pereira Liete, the 
Portuguese Consul in that City. 

On the 22d January, 1831, the '^ Firtude's" Passport was again produced to 
the same Consul, she being then bound from Bahia on a voyage to the Havana, 
with liberty to touch at Buenos Ayres and at ports on the Coast of Africa ; 
and on the 28th of the following month of June, she was in Rio de Janeiro, 
as certified on that date by the rortuffuese Consul-General. For nearly 2 years 
afterwards she doesv not appear to nave been employed, as there is no in- 
dorsement by any Authorities on her Passport until the 22d of May of the present 
year, when she had again changed owners. Francisco Antonio Pilgueiras, the 
Portuguese Vice-Consul at Bahia, certifies, on that day, that she belonged to 
Manuel Joze Machado, merchant at Lisbon, and on the 10th of June she cleared 
out from Bahia, under the command of the present Master, Manuel Izidoro, for 
Havana, with liberty to call at ports on the Coast of Africa, and the Islands of 
Princes and St. Thomas. 

As she was engaged, this voyage, in the Slave Trade, we conclude that she was 
engaged in the same tmffic in each of the previous voyages that she was allowed 
to call at the above islands and at ports on the Ooast of Africa ; as we have 
never yet known or heard, and our experience is considerable, thotvibondjide 
lawful traffic was ever carried on from Brazil, those Islands, and the Coast of 
Africa, to Cadiz, to Buenos Ayres, or to Havana. Those voyages bear upon their 
face the stamp of illegality. 

We do not give the slightest credit to the pretence set up by the Master of the 
** Virtiidef*' that " he went into the Calabar, this voyage, to trade for palm-oil and 
ivory, but finding that the market was unfavourable, he took negroes. ' Our, firm 
conviction is that he went purposely (such being, in our opinion, the original 
object of his voyage) into that river to traffic for the Africans captured on board 
bis vessel ; and we are the more inclined to this belief, as the seaman, Manuel 
Luiz, deposed that, although the " Virtude'' touched at difierent places on the 
coast, to trade, and for provisions, she ultimately went into the Calabar River 
for a cargo of slaves. 

However this may be, we cannot refrain from pointing out to your Lordship's 
notice that she was fitted out for the reception of a cargo of human beings at 
Bahia. The deposition of the Master that he shipped at that port the water-casks 
and slave -deck found on board the ^*Vxrtvde^' is, we think, conclusive evidence 
of the fact. 

This circumstance gives rise to the i)ainful reflection that the Authorities at that 
city were supine beyond measure, or wilfnlly allowed an infraction, in this case, of 
the Decree of the Regency of the 12th of April, J832, regulating the execution of 
the law of the 7th of November, 1831. 

No Officer of the Police, or Justice of the Peace, or his Delegate, visited the 
*^ Virtvde'^ previous to her departure from Bahia, or, if that were the case, he has 
entirely neglected to conform to the 1st Article of the Decree in question*, which 
says he shsul write on the vessel's Passport the word ** visited,'' with the " date and 
his signature ; without which formality no vessel shall be despatched." And it is 
scarcely possible, had such visit been performed, that the Officer could have failed 
to discover that the ^* Firfude" was intended to be employed in the Slave Trade, 
bad he done his duty, and ^'examined her. water-casks, and any property of the 
vessel likely to fit her for carrying slaves." 

The neglect of these precautions must give strong grounds for suspecting the 
sincerity of the avowed determination of Uie Authorities of Bahia to suppress the 
traffic in slaves.

Riport of (he Cate of the Porluguese brigantine^ *• Virtude,'* Manud Izidoro^ Madrr. 

Thb Portuguese brigantine, *< Virtude^* Manuel Izidoro^ Master, was detained on the 23d of Octo- 
ber last, in latitude 4*^ 20" North, longitude 8® 39" East, by His Majesty's brig, ** Brisk," Lieutenant 
Josiah Thompson commandiilg, with 350 slaves on board, said to bare been shipped on the 30th of 
the sAne month, and with whom she was bound to the Havana from the Calabar River. 
' The ** Virtude** arrived in this harbour on the 13th of November, and the Medical Attendant imme- 
diately visited the slaves, and reported that there were several afflicted with diarrhoea, a great many 
with craw-craw, and a few with ophthalmia ; he therefore recommended, from the crowded state of the 
tessel, their being landed in order to prevent further disease, and that medical attendance. might be 
tendered to the sick wi& greater facility, which recommendation was carried into effect early oa the 
fottowing day. 

On the 13th instant, the ^ Virtude^tf* Papers were filed in Court, duly authenticated by the Affidavit 
of the Prize Master, Mr. Benjamin Fox. The Monition was at the same .time prayed for and ksued, 
and it was returned, certified by the Marshal to have been duly served, on the 2l8t instant. 

On the 18th, the Master, Manuel Hidoro, and a seaman, Manuel Luis, were eacamined on ttl» 
atanding Interrogatories. 

Manuel Izidoro, the Master, deposed that *' he was appointed to the command of the detained 
Tessel by Joz^ Joaquim Machado, a Portuguese, and the Consignee at Bahia ; that he believes the 
said vessel was built in France ; that the detained vessel was seized for having slaves on board ; tiMt 
the name of the detained vessel is ^ Viriude^ which is the only name he has known her to have ; that 
to present voyage began at Bahia, aad was to have, ended at the Havana ; that the last elearii!|9> 
port the vessel sailed from previous to capture was Bahia ; the vessel touched at Elmina and Accra to 
trade, and at Whydah and Princes to obtain provisions and water, and ultimately she went into the 
Calabar to trade for palm-oil and ivory, but finding that the market was unfavoivrable he took negroes; 
tot the detained vessel was owned by ManuePJon^ Machado, a ivsideat meichant at Lkbon ; that ht 
(witaesa) vras the Lader and Consignee of the^ detained cargo, the Owner to aforesaid Manael Joad 
ifachado ; that to present cargo consisted of 350 slaves, shipped firom to shore in to Calabar; that 
jdl to Papers which were found on board of to detained vessel are entirely true and fair; and that 
neiiher Papers, Bills of Lading, Letters, or other writings, which were on board to said brigantme 
at the time she took her departure from to last clearrn|^-port, and belbie to eaptnre» ,haTe bsm dA» 
stroyed or suppressed in any way whatever." 

In answer to a special Interrogatory, put to hjm by order of to Court, he fgither deposed that 
^he [pipped on board of the said brigantine, * Firtude^' at Bahia, to water-casks uid slaveHdeck frith 
^ich she vras captured," 

Manuel Luis, the seaman, deposed that ** he don not know who appointed to Murter to to cdbi* 
nmnd ; first .saw the detained vessel at Bahia ; that to only name by which he has knoym to d^ 
tained vessel is ' Virivde ;' tot she was seized for having slaves on board ; that Bahia was to port 
from wllence the said vessel cleared out for the coast of Africa ; that the detained vessel touched at 
8 different phces on the coast to trade, and for provisions, and ultimately to went into to Calabflr 
River for a cargo of slaves." 

On tlie 19th, the Proctor for the Captor prayed for and obtained leave to file an Affidavit eC Mr. 
Benjamin Fox, to Prize Master, relative to the deaths of 33 of the slaves on the voyage hither. 
Mr« Fex therein deposed that ** 31 of the said slaves died fVom disease, caused by to proveions fhey 
were fed with, deponent only being able to supply tom vrith yams ; and 2 of to said risves wfsre 
drowned by throwing Uiemselves overboard." He furtor depostd that ^ every care and Kttentioa m 
the power of himself and crew were affiirded to to said alMres, and tJiat tlieir deato dki noleam 
through his neglect nor any of his crew.'' 

The evidence tos adduced before the British and Portuguese Mixed Court fuHy proved^hat at to 
time of detention the " Virtude^* was employed in the illicit traffic in slaves ; that Court therefore, «a 
to 2lst instant, (»)ndennied the ^ Firtud^ as good and lawfiil prize to to Crowns of Gr^it Britain 
nd Portugal, sad decieed 314 slaves to be emaactpated from slavery, 30 having died (vis. tt on to 
voyage up, and 3 afler tbey were landed) between to period of capture and condemnation.

Mstract of Proceedings in the British and Portuguese Court of Mixed Commission^ established at 
Sierra Leone, from the 1st of January^ 1833, to the 1st of January^ 1834. 
The Portufruese bri^ntine, " Firtitde^" Manuel Izidoro, Master, bound from the Calabar River to 
Havana, was detained in latitude 4® 20" North, lon^tude 8® 39" East,, on the 23d of October, 1833, 
with 330 slaves on board, by His Majesty's brig, "Brisk," Lieutenant Josiah Thompson commanding. 
The evidence produced proved that the " Virtiide'' was fitted out for Uie Slave Trade at Bahia, from 
which port she went to the River Calabar to traffic for slaves; and, on the 21st of November last, the 
Court condemned the '• Firtude" as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Por- 
tegal, and decreed 314 slaves to be emancipated from slavery, 36 having died between the period of 
. oapture and condemnotioii. #

My Lord, - Sierra Leone, 22d March, 1834. 

i«iu ,y^^^^\^ J^e honour to inform ygur Lordship of the arrival here, on the 
19tb ultimo, of the Portuguese barque, "JUaria da Gloria," Joaquim Gerardo 
M)rdomj, Master, which had been detained by His Majesty's sloop, "Snake," 
Wriham Robertson. Esq., Commander, off" the mouth of the harbour of Rio de 
Janeiro, on the 25th of November last, with a cargo of slaves, which bad been 
Qlandestinely shipped at Angola about the 26th of the previous month of October 

In ooQse^uence of the " Afaria da Gloria" having been detained to the south^ 
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ward of the Equator, in opposition to the 4th Article of die Instructions for ships-of- 
war employed in the prevention of the Slave Trade ; and His Majesty's Govern- 
ment having directed '^ that His Majesty's cruisers must still govern themselves" 
by the Convention in which the Instructions are contained, ** in seizing and 
detaining Portuguese slave-vessels ;'* the British and Portuj?uese Courts before 
which the ^* Maria da Gloria' was brought for adjudication, for illicitly trading in 
slaves^ was reluctantly compelled to restore her to the Claimant. 

The proceedings in this Case were only closed this afternoon, and time will not 
allow of our reporting the whole of the facts respecting it. We shall have the 
honour of furnishing your Lordship with a detailea Report by the earliest convey- 
ance. In ttie meantime we take advantage of the immediate departure of a very 
fast-sailing vessel, in which lieutenant Denman and the prize crew of the ** Maria 
da Gloria'' are taking a passage for England, of informing your Lordship of the 
result of the Case of this vessel.^

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Pabnerston. — (Received June 25.) 

My Lord, Sierra Leone, Slst March, 1834. 

In our Despatch of the 22d instan^ we had the honour of informing vour 
Lordship of the arrival here, on the 19th ultimo^ of the Portuguese barque, ** Maria 
da Gloria/' which had been detained by His Majesty's ship^ '^ Snake/' William 
Robertson^ Esq.^ commanding, in latitude 24^ IP South, longitude 42^ 4(y West, 
with 423 slaves on boards and of the restoration of the detained vessel and her 
cargo to the Master^ Joaquim Gerardo Cordonij, for the use of the Owners and 
Proprietors thereof. 

We have now the honour to enclose our Report of the Case^ wEich we have 
endeavoured to render as full and explicit as the importance of the subject 
demanded* 

The '' Maria da Gloria" was not furnished with any Royal Passport on the 
model laid down in the Convention with Portugal of the 28th July^ 1817, auUior- 
izing her to carry slaves ; nor had she any substitute for it, from the Governor- 
in-chief of the Province of Angola. She was cleared out from St Paul de Loando^ 
in Angola^ for Rio de Janeiro, on the 25th of October, 1833^ by her present Master, 
J. G. Cordonij ; but neither in the Clearance, nor in any other of the numerous 
Papers with which the vessel was supplied by the Authorities at Loando, is a single 
expression made use of which might aenote that she was eng^iged, or suspected 
to be engaged, in the Slave Trade. On the contrary, the Clearance which she 
received from the principal Officer of the Customs in* Angola^ certiGes that her 
lading consisted of 18 barrels of gum copal, 105 hides, and 1,500 mats. 

But .when a Certificate to this effect was signed, and which further stated that 
thb was a ^' true and correct account of the cargo taken frpm the Port of Loando 
for Rio de Janeiro in the said vessel," it cannot be supposed that the Custom- 
house was really persuaded that a vessel so large as the " Maria da Ghria" would 
attempt to cross the Atlantic with so worthless and insignificant a cargo. Previous 
to receiving this Clearance^ J. G. Cordonij had given bond, under heavy penalties, 
for the payment of which, if forfeited, a Portuguese merchant at Angola, named 
Mesquita, became surety, that he would ^' not take away any person whatever from 
the place, without the permission of the Governor-General of the Province] and 
that he would pursue his voyage to his destined Port of Rib de Janeiro, without 
deviating to any other place." • . , 

The penalties of the bond, in both these particulars, were unquestionably incurred. 
With respect to the first, the Master himself deposed at Rio, that the slaves which 
formed his cargo at the time of capture, were shipped as '^ contraband, and that 
he was not provided with any documents to prove that the duties had been paid 
upon them ;" and with respect to the second, the Master deposed, in the evidence 
which he gave in this place, as well ad at Rio, that his vessel was bound to Monte 
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Video ; whereas his Bond obliged him to sail to '' Rio de Janeiro^ without devia- 
tion to any other port." It is to be hoped, therefore, in a case so clear as thb, 
that the enforcement of the penalties will be insisted on^ and a check ^ be thus 
imposed to similar adventures, at least by the same parties. It will be observed 
that the surety for the payment of the Bond, Antonio Joze Mesquita» is named by 
the Master, in his examination before this Courts as the owner of the 18 barrels of 
gum shipped on board the detained vessel. 

It is aoubtful how far Francisco de Paula Yellozo, the acknowledged Agent at 
Loando, of the Owner of the " Maria da Gloria ,' was a party to the illegal employ- 
ment of the vessel on her last voyage. It would appear from the documents, Nos. 
8 and 9, that this Agent, either antictpating the shipment of the cargo of slaves with- 
out his consent, or from an anxiety to clear himself individually from all responsi- 
bility which might attach to such a shipment, delivered over the Manifest of the 
legitimate cargo then on board the vessel^ and all the other ship's Papers, to the 
Master, J. G. Cordonij, on the 26th of October, 1833, together with a Letter of 
Instructions, in which the Master is enjoined to sail direct from Rio^ and there to 
receive orders from A. J. Ribeiro, the Proprietor of the barque, and is cautioned 
against engaging in contraband trade, or carrying away slaves. The Agent*s Letter 
then concludes : '' I have nothing more to recotnmend to you, and wish you a 
pleasant voyage." It would therefore seem that the 4^ slaves taken on board 
the '^ Maria CM Gloria^" outside the bar of the Port of St. Paul de Loando, subse- 
quently to the above Letter being written, were received on the responsibility of 
iiie Master alone, and without the Agent's concurrence. Against this supposition, 
it may be urged, that the document No. 7 proves that 3 slaves had been shipped 
by a person of the name of Nunez, in charge of the Boatswain of the vessel, on 
the day previous to that on which the above Letter of Instructions was written ; but 
the probability is, that this circumstance was unknown to the Agent, from the slaves 
being concealed, as no mention whatever is made of such persons being on board 
in the Medical Certificate given by the Colonial Surgeon on the 27th October, 1833, 
the day after that on which the Agent had given hi3 final instructions to the Master. 
It might indeed have happened, that a knowledge of the clandestine shipment of 
these 3 slaves was the cause which induced the Agent to warn the Master as he 
did against such illegal proceedings, and to clear himself from any connection with 
the transaction. 

But whether M. Vellozo was privy or not to the partial violation of the Bond 
given by the Master of the *^ Maria da Gloria,'' which had been committed in the 
shipment of these 3 slaves, whilst the vessel was still under his control, there 
can be no doubt that both he and every inhabitant of the place, including all the 
public Authorities, were fully aware of the large shipment of slaves which subse- 
quently took place. 

The latest oflicial document (No. 10) which the •* Maria da Gloria'* received, 
was dated on the 27th October, 1883 ; and exactly 4 weeks from that day the 
vessel was captured off the mouth of Rio Harbour, with 423 slaves on board, 9 of 
those shipped having^ died previous to capture. It is evident, therefore, from the 
short time occupied by this vessel in embarking her cargo of 432 slaves, and 
conveying them io the spot where she was detained, that this large number must 
have been previously collected, preparatory to shipment, in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the City of St. Paul de Loando, from which they were sent on boai-d; 
and in what manner so many slaves could have been assembled in one place, and 
then have been removed from that place, at the same time and altogether, without 
their arrival or departure being noticed, it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
imagine ; and the conviction is forced upon us, that the proceeding must have 
been observed, and that it was permitted or connived at by the Authorities of the 
Country. 

After the capture of the " Maria da Gloria" she was carried into Rio de Janeiro, 
and brought before the Britbh and Brazilian Court of Mixed Commission 
established there for adjudication. But the Captors having altogether failed in 
obtaining proof of her Brazilian character, the claim for her restoration, on the 
ground of her being Portuguese, was allowed by the Court, which pronounced 
itself incompetent to decide upon the Case. 

Owing to the decision which had been given by the Mixed Commission Court 
at Rio, as to the national character of the '* Maria da Gloria^'' she came before 
the British and Portuguese Commissioners resident in this Colony as an acknow- 

F 
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led^ed Portogueee vessel, and as such sbe was admitted into this Coort on fbe 
82d ultimo^ on the Petition of the Captor's Proctor in this place. 

The proceedings on the part of the Captor having been c^sed, and tke M,on\tian, 
citing all parties interested in the vessel to appear, being returned on the fcA- 
lowing day, a Claim was filed on the 28th ultimo, by J. G. Gordonii, the Master 
of the '^ Maria da Glaria,^^ for that vessel, her cargo, and slaves^ and for all loases 
and expenses occasioned by her detention. 

On the 144h instant, at a distance of exactly 2 weeks from the claim being 
ffled, the Court met for the adiiidtcation of the vessel. The reading of the 
evidence by the Registrar, and the addresses of the Proctors for the Captor and 
Claimant having occupied the first day, the Court deferred giving judgment till the 
following morning, when a Sentence was pronounoed, whidi restc^ed to the ClaimmBt 
tbe yes^, her cargo, and survivii^ slaves ; and referred to the Registrar the 
duty of ascertaining the amount of costs of suit and q>ecial damages and ezpenaw 
occasioned to the said vessel by her detentbn^ and of reporting thereon to the 
Court as soon as the necessary examination should be completed. 

In no former instance that has come under our observation, has perjury been 
more unblushingly practised than it was by the Master of the ^' Maria da Uhria^*' 
without an effort on his part to preserve even the appearance of consbtency in Us 
^iflferent statements. After having solemnly engaged that he would not carry 
away persons from the coast without the fiermission of the Governor^Seneral of 
Angola, and (hat he would sail direct to Rio, and not deviate to aay other port, 
lie acknowledges that he embarked his slaves without permission, as oontraoaod, 
and that the destination of the vessel was Monte Video. 

Of this last statement we entertain considerable doubt, fixxn the fact of the veaad 
having been detsuned, steering for Rio de Janeiro, and within a few hours' sail 
from the harbour ; from no Papers for Consignees or other persons at Mo^ 
Video having been found on board ; and from the Declaration of Joze Correa 
Nunez, (No. 17,) that the slaves which were shipped by him at Loando werato 
be sold at Rio de Janeiro. 

In the evidence given by the Master before the Court here, he calls the slaves 
found on board his vessel by the capturing ship, '' black peopte," and he asserts 
that these '^ black passen^rs were to have paid 350 dollars each, as their passage- 
money from Angola to Monte Video." In another part of the same evidence, he 
declares that '^ Joaqnim Regada, a Portuguese merchant at Angbla, was the Lader 
of the slaves, but that he does not know who owns them ; whereas, in the Claim 
for the vessel, the cargo, and the slaves, which he filed a few days afterwards, he 
swears that Joaquim Kegada, of Angola, is the true, lawful, and sole. Owner and 
Proprietor of the cargo oi Africans on board ;'* and he demanded from the Court 
an Award, not for the passage-money, but for the value of such of the Afrioaas as 
may have departed this life since capture. 

One Paper (No. 7), already referred to, proves that 3 of the slaves on board 
belonged to a person named Nunez ; and tne Master swore at Rio that 10 m(Mte 
of the slaves, whom he brought from Angola, belonged to a person named Jo9e 
Antonio de Silva. But it will be unnecessary any further to allude to the contra- 
dictions which the various depositions of the Master received, not only from 
himself but from others: sufficient has been ssdd to show that no credit what- 
ever can be attached to any assertion that he may have made, bowev^ scdemidy 
attested. 

We have been thus minute in remarking upon the ship's Papers which came be- 
fore the Mixed Commission Court at Rio, in the first instance, that it may be seen 
how far our views of their nature and tendency coincide with those which may h«re 
been expressed by His Majesty's Commissary Judge resident in that place. 

The judgment given by the Court, on the 15th instant, is inserted in the enclosed 
Report. There is one principle broadly stated therdn, to which we would 
beg respectfully to draw your Lordship's attention ; it is that, under the Porta- 
guese Treaties, the right to visit and search Portuguese merdiantmen and slave- 
ships engaged in illicit Slave Trade is a right that may be exercised by a BritSsh 
man-ofwar, furnished with the proper Instructions, in all latitudes, both to the 
north and south of the Equator, but that the detention ofsuch vessels can <»ily take 
place to the north of the Equator. 

Another principle acted upon by us on this occasion is, that no demurrage or 
indemnification for slaves can be granted to vessels which have been proved to be 
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engaged in the illicit traflBc in slaves at the time of their capture, even though that 
capture should be ille^. The course pursued by the Governments of Great 
Bntain and Portugal, in the Cases of the ''Shiceridade;' ''Activo^'and ''Perpetuo 
Defensor,^' sanctioned, in our opinion, the adoption of such a principle. 

Having thus absolutely restored to the Claimant his vessel and her cargo, and 
having absolutely refused his Claim for demurrage and for the value of the 
Steves which had been lost since his detention, the only point remaining for our 
considcfation was the costs of suit, and special damages and expenses, which the 
Rwistrar had been directed to ascertain and report upon. A Schedule of the 
different items forming this Claim, was delivered by the Proctor for the Claimant to 
the Registrar of the Court on the 20th instant: on the 21st that officer took 
CBiaminatkms on oath as to the correctness of the Claimant's charges^ and on the 
22d made his Report to the Court, which we have now the honour to enclose. 

In confirming that Report provisionally in favour of the Claimant, we sincerely 
trust that we adopted a course which will meet with the approbation of your 
Lordfrllp ; and we anxiously wait your Lordship's deciMCMi on the reserved pointt 
as a guide for otnr conduct on all future occasions of the same nature. 

We have also the honour to enclose a certified Extract from the Minutes of the 
British and Portuguese Court of Mixed Commission, as to the Provisional Decree 
mtde by that Court, on the 22d instant. 

We cannot close this Despatch without expressing our high sense of the zeal, 
energy, and ability, displayed by the Registrar, Mr. Lewis, during the progress of 
tUs vessel thrDugfa the Court, and which have enabled us, without deviating in any 
iMpect from ordinary forms, to bring our proceedings to a conclusion within 4 
weeks, a much shorter period of time than ever yet was occupied by any Case of a 
ffinilar description.

Thts Teasel cleared out from Rio de Janeiro for Beng^ela, Nova Redondo, and Angola, on the 
15th May, 1833. In her Clearance she is styled the Portuguese barque, ** Maria da Gloria** of 83S 
tons. Francisco de Paula Vellozo is named as her Master, and Anastacio Jozk Ribeiro, a Portuguese 
citizen, as her proprietor. She was unprovided with a Royal Passport, authorizing her to carry 
slsves on her last voyasre. 

On the arrival of the '* Maria da Gloria'* at the Port of Loando, in Angola, Joaquim Gerarda 
Cordonij, the present Master, was appointed to the command of the vessel by the former Master, F. 
de Paula Vellozo, who acted in the capacity of Agent to the Proprietor, A. J. Ribeira 

Having received a Passport from the Governor and Captain-General of Angola and its 
Dependencies, and having given the necessary Bonds, J. G. Cordonij cleared out from the Custom- 
heme of Loando on the 25th of October, 1833, with a very trifling legitimate cargo* for Rio At 
Janeiro. 

The ship's Papers with which the ** Maria da Gloria*' left the Port of Loando, at least such of 
tkem as have been preserved, are the following : — 

Ist A Ptosport, dated at St. Pliul de Loando, on the 10th of October, 1833, signed by Joz^ 
Maria de Souza Almeida Macedo Yasconcellos, the Governor and Captain-General of Angohi and its 
Dependencies, declaring that the Portuguese barque, ** Maria da Gloria^*' was about to make a voyage 
flDm Loando to Jlio de Janeiro, from which port she had come ; and, that it had been proved by 
documents, that the Master, J. G. Cordonij, and the Owner, A. J. Ribeiro, were both Portuguese 
tmbjects. Then follows the usual recommendation to all ** armed vessels, squadrons, and particularly 
ibipa of Kings, Princes, Republics, Potentates, Friends and Allies of the Crown of Portugal, 
not to mdest the ^Maria da Gloried* in the prosecution of her voyage, but, on the contrary, to lend 
ter any assistance of which she might stand in need. 

2d. A Certificate from Ignacio Roberto Erandao, Secretary to the Customs, dated at Loando, on 
the 2Sd October, 1883, setting forth that, on the 9th of the same month, J. G. Cordonij, the Master 
of flie Portuguese barqne, ** mafia da Gloria** bound to Rio de Janeiro, had given bond that he 
would not carry away, as his crew, a larger number of men than his vessel was entitled to ; nor tak« 
sway any person whatever from the place, without the permisision of His Excellency the Governor- 
General of the Province, under pain of paying 400 milreas for every person so taken away ; and^ 
that he would pursue his voyage to his destined port, without deviating to any other place, under the 
penalties established against those who change their route fi>r any port dlfierent from that for 
which they are de^atched. 

This document further certifies that Antonio Joz«$ Mesquita, a merchant of Loando, had oWtrtd 
hnnself as surety, on behalf of the said Master, that the penalties should be paid, in case of any act 
of transgression.

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3d, A Certificate (No. 1405) from the same officer, J. R. Brandao, Secretary to the Customa 
dated Loando, 23d October, 1833, declaring ^* that the Portuguese barque, ' Maria da Gloria^' about 
" to sail for Rio de Janeiro, and of which Joaquim Gerardo Cordonij is Master, was not under anj 
impediment from the Custom-house." 

4th. A Certificate from the same officer, J. R. Brandao, dated on the same day, attached to the 
List of the crew of the '* Maria da Gloria^** stating that the said List is conformable to law. This 
Certificate is countersigned, on the following day, by Manuel 5ozi de Carvalho e Souza, Secretary to 
Government 

5th. The Custom-house Manifest of (he cargo shipped on board the *' Maria da Oioria^" J. G. 
Cordonij, Master, bound for Rio de Janeiro, consisting of 18 barrels of gam copal, 106 hMef» 
and 1500 mats. To this Manifest is annexed a Clearance, dated at Loando, on the 85th of October* 
1833, from Luiz de Mello Pocho, the principal Officer of Customs, certifying that the Manifest is a 
*' true and correct account of the cargo taken from the Port of Loando for Rio de Janeiro, in the 
said vessel." 

6th. A Licence (No. 8793) from the Governor-General to the " Maria da GUma^* to depart for 
Rio de Janeiro, without any impediment from the forts, dated Loando. 25th October, 1833. 

7th. A Declaration made by Jozt$ Correa Nunez, on the 25th of October, 1833, that he had 
embarked, on that day, on board the **Maria da Gloria,'* under the care of the Boatswain of that 
vessel, 3 slaves, (1 woman and 2 girls) whom the said Boatswain is directed to sell at Rio- 
de Janeiro, and to invest the proceeds, adter payment of all expenses, in auguardiente, to be dipped 
out to Loando, by the earliest opportunity, consigned to the order of the said J. C. Nunez. The. 
brand on the lefl breast of the slaves is particularly described. 

8th. A private Manifest of the cargo which had been cleared out at the Cnstom-house, signed by 
F. de Paula Vellozo, Agent iQ the Owner of the vessel, and dated, Loando, the 20th October, 1833, 
describing the 105 hides, and the 1 500 mats, to be consigned to the Ovmer, A. J. Ribeiro, at Rio de 
Janeiro, and the 18 barrels of gum copal to be consigned to Joz^ Camehro de Santos, at the same 
place. 

9th. A Letter of Instructions, dated on the same day, and addressed by the same person, on the part 
of theOwnerof the*'3fana da Gloria,'* io J, G. Cordonij, the Master of that vesseL It requires him to 
sail direct for Rio, and there to receive his orders from A. J. Ribeiro, the Proprietor of the barque ; and 
it goes on to say, '* the said Proprietor has always recommended in his Letters that the greatest care 
and vigilance should be used that none of his vessels should bring contraband goods, particularly 
new slaves ; and that it should be ascertained, when outside of the bar of the port, that none are hid- 
den on board.*' Vellozo then tells tlie Captain, that he is responsible for the fulfilment of these 
positive orders, and concludes thus : " on this occasion, I deliver to y4Mi the written Papers of the 
vessel ; I have nothing more to recommend to you, and wish you a pleasant Toyage." 

10th. A Bill of Health from Felippe Joz<$ Carvalho e Castro, dated Loando, the 27th of October, 
1833. 

Having thus apparently complied with all the formalities required from vessels engagod in legal 
traflfic, the ** Maria da Gloria," when outside the bar of the port, took on board upwards of &0 
slaves, shipped, by the admission of the Captain, as contraband, together with a large quantity of 
water and provisions for their subsistence, and immediately sailed for the coast of Brazil. Off the 
mouth of the Harbour of Rio de Janeiro, in latitude 24*^ 11' South, and longitude 42^ 40' West of 
London, she was fallen in with by His Majesty's brig, '* Snake," William Robertson, Esq., command- 
ing, on the 25th November, 1833, and detained for being engaged in illicit Slave Trade. 

The '* Maria da Gloria** was then carried into Rio de Janeiro, and was brought before the British 
and Brazilian Courtof Mixed Commission resident there, on the 4th of December last, by Admiral 
Sir Michael Seymour, on behalf of the Captors. It will be unnecessary for us to refer to the 
proceedings which subsequently took place, and which will of course have been reported by His 
Majesty's Commissioners in that quarter, further than to observe, that the Captors failed in their 
endeavours to affix a Brazilian character to the detained vessel ; and that the Court consequently 
declared, on the 20th of the same month, that ** it was not competent to the final decision of the 
Case." 

The national character of tha ** Maria da Gloria'* having thus been settled beyond dispute, she 
was committed to the care of Lieutenant Joseph Denman, and a prize crew firom the capturing 
ship, for the purpose of being brought before the British and Portuguese Court of Miicd Com- 
mission at Sierra Leone. She arrived in this Harbour on the 19th of February, with the 
Master and 2 of the crew of the detained ship, as witnesses in the Case, and with 885 slaves on 
board ; 78 having died during the 3 months which had elapsed since capture, and 10 having 
been found missing in Rio Harbour, supposed to have been carried off by 3 of the Portuguese crew, 
who escaped from the vessel whilst she vras lying there. 

These facts were reported by the Manhal on the 20th ultimo; and, on the same day, the Surgeon 
of the Court, having examined the slaves, represented that ** the people on board, having been 
3 months under detention, were all debilitated ; 8 of them were labouring under diarrhoea; there were 
3 cases of catarrh, 3 of dropsy, 12 of variolous eruptions, 2 of absce^es, and 5 of ophthalmia : 
there were also a number of cafes of craw^raw." There being a Naval Assistant-Surgeon on 
board, the necessity of landing the slaves immediately did not appear so urgent as it would other* 
wise ha e done ; and the Surgeon merely recommended that, if landed at all, it would be expedient, 
from the nature of their complaints, that they sliould be sent to the Lower Hospital at Kissy. 

On the 22d of February, being the third day after the arrival of the ** Maria da Gioria*' in the 
harbour, that vessel was regularly brought into the British and Portugese Court In compliance 
vrith the Petition of the Proctor for the Captors, the affidavit of the Prise Officer, Lieutenant 
Denman, authenticating the ship^s Papers, and the Captor's Declaration, were received ; the usual 
Monition, citing all parties interested in the vessel to appear, was issued; and permission 
vras given for evidence to be produced and filed. 

The Declaration of the Captor states, that "on the 25th day of November, 1833, being in or about 
latitude 24^ 11' South, longitude 42^ 40' West, he detained the ship or vessel named the * Maria 
da GloriOy* sailing under Portuguese colours, commanded by Joaquim Gerardo Cordonij, who declared 
her to be bound fit)m Angola to Rio de Janeiro, and having on board 423 slaves, said to have been 
taken on board at Angola."

The Declaration was accompanied, as usual, by an Inventory of the cargo, furniture, and stores, on 
board the '• Maria da Gloria" which was signed at the same time by Lieutenant Denmaii, the Prize 
. Officer, and by the Captain of the detained ship. 

Amongst the ship's Papers brought before the Court, in addition to those which have been already 
enumeiYted and described, were the Log-book of the '^ Maria da Gloria'' on the voyage in which she 
^ras captured ; and another document purporting to be the will of a person named Joze Antonio de 
SiWa, H^o waa being conveyed as a passenger from Loando to Rio de Janeiro. In this document,, 
which is without date, and altogether informal, the testator declares that he ** has on board the 
** Maria da Ghria*' 10 bales of merchandise, which he bequeaths to different persons, giving 3 of. 
. ibe aaid bales to the crew of the vessel, and one to J. G. Cordonij, the Master." 

Oil the same day, the 22d ultimo, permission was given to the Proctor lor the Captors to file, in the- 
registry oC the Court, the proceedings taken before the British and Brazilian Court of Mixed Com- 
mission at Rio ; but it will not be necessary for us to enter into the details of these proceedings, as- 
they will doubtless have been already communicated direct from the place wh6re they took place. 

On the 24th of Februaryi a petition was presented by the Captor's Proctor, praying that the slivve^- 
might be landed, on account of their crowded and sickly state, and their long confinement on board 
the detained vessel. We immediately addressed a letter to his Excellency the Governor on the sub-r 
ject, in which we stated^ *' that we were unwilling to press upon his Excellency the expediency of 
allowing the slaves to be landed, as we feared that, in the event of the " Maria da Gloria" and her 
cargo being restored, a serious commotion in the culony might result from an attempt to re-ship them; 
But we were desirous of alleviating the sufierings of the people, and begged that his Excellency ' 
would be pleased to afford us such assistance as might be in his power to meet the necessity of the 
cajie, by placing a portion of them on board any government vessel at his disposal. 

To this letter we received a reply, acquainting us that his Excellency had given directions that the 
'* Adelaide,'' the only vessel belonging to the Colonial Government, sliould be placed at the disposal 
of the Mixed Commissions, for tlie purpose of receiving the slaves on board the Portuguese barque, 
" Maria da Gloria." The sick slaves were then transhipped into the colonial schooner, ** Adelaide," 
which was lying in the harbour dismantled, and they were there attended most sedulously by Mr* 
Fraser, the Assistant-Surgeon of His Ms^esty's ship, ** Snake," who had been humanely sent in the 
prize from Rio, that the s&ves might eiyoy the benefit of his skill, a^ far as it could be rendered avail* 
able in their distressing situation. 

On the same day on whk:h the slaves of Uie " Maria da Gloria" were thus relieved, by the removal 
of the sick into another vessel, J. G. Cordonij, the Master, Francisco Perara, one of the seamen, and 
Bernardino Luiz Martins, the Cook of the detained vessel, were severally examined by the Registrar, 
OB the standing Interrogatories. 

The Master deposed, that " he was bom in Lisbon, where he has usually resided ; has always been a 
Portuguese sutyeot ; is unmarried ; was appointed to the command of the detained ship at Angola, by 
Francisco de Paula Vellozo, a Portuguese merchant, the correspondent of the Owner of the vessel, 
Anastado Jozi Ribeiro, a Portuguese merchant living at Rio de Janeiro ; took possession of the 
said vessel, as Master of her, last October; first saw the detained vessel at Rio de Janeiro about a 
year since ; believes she is Brazilian built ; was present when the vessel was detained, concerning 
wbieh he is now examined ; believes that she was seized for having slaves on board ; she sailed 
under Portuguese colours, but had also on board an English, Brazilian, and he thinks an American, 
Ensign, whkh were there agreeably to the custom of his country ; the detained vessel has always been 
called *' Maria da Gloria" and is about 323 tons' burthen ; exclusive of himself, there were 2 Officers 
and 10 mariner^ on board, all of whom were Portuguese, shipped at Angola by the Boatswain and 
himself ; none of the Officers and mariners had any part or interest in the vessel or lading ; was Master 
of her himself; there were 3 Portuguese traders at Angola on board as passengers to Rio de 
Janeiro, for the benefit of their health ; the vessel was bound to Rio, after visiting Monte Video ; 
knows nothing of the voyage in which the vessel was detained previous to her leaving Angola ; St. 
Paul de Loando was the last clearing-port from which the vessel sailed previous to capture ; she waa 
cppluvedin 24^25' South latitude, and longitude 38^ 39' West of London, on the 26th Novem- 
ber last past, af\er a chase of 2 hours ; did not make any attempt to avoid capture, considering him* 
self firee from such interference ; did not give any instructions for destroying or concealing any of the 
vessers Papers; the aforesaid A. J. Ril^ro was the Owner of the said vessel at the time of her 
capture; verily believes that if the said vessel be restored, she will be the property of the Owner; 
the Lader of the slaves on board the vessel was Joaquim Reg^da, a Portuguese merchant at Angola; 
dots not know who owns them ; a Portuguese trader at Angola, named Mesquita, shipped and owned 
the 18 barrels of gum now on board ; the hides and Angola mats were shipped for the account of the 
aAfeaaid Owner of the vessel, A. J. Ribeiro, by his correspondent at Angola; witness, in his con- 
fusion and annoyance at the time of capture, threw overboard several Papers and many of his 
dothes; amoagst the sakl Papers were the Letters for the Consignees of his cargo at Monte Video, and 
he cannot therefore now state their names ; the present cargo consisted of the before-stated articles 
of merchandize, and 432 blaek people , shipped from the shore at St. Paul de Loando, after the said vessel 
bad cleared the shoals at the mouth of the Port ; the said black people were to have paid 250 dollars 
' each as their passage-money ftom Angola to Monte Video, and when arrived at the last-named Port, 
the Governor thereof would see to their future prospects ; 9 of the said 6/acA: passengers died before 
capture, and about 80 or 90 since ; there was a Letter amongst the papers destroyed, before stated, 
from the aforesaid shipper of the Uack passengers respecting Uieir passage- money." 

Francisco Perara, in reply to the standing Interrogatories, deposed that .** at the time of the capture 
of the detained ship, there were 4 or 5 convicts on board, whose term of transportation had expired, 
and who. were taking a passage from Angoki to Monte Vkleo, whither the said vessel was bound ; the 
Master of the detained vessel, during her chase by the capturing ship, threw several Papers over- 
board, of the nature of which he (witness) is ignorant ; knows nothing of the cargo of the detained 
ship in the voyage previous to that in which she was seized ; her lading in tlte present voyage con- 
sisted of upwards of 430 slaves, 18 barrels of gum, about 200 hides, and a large quantity of Angola 
mats." 

Bemardiiio Luiz Martins was also examined on the standing Interrogatories, and confirmed gene* 
rallj the statement of the Master. Ue deposed that ** he knows nothing of the voyage previous to 
that in which the vessel was seized ; the present cargo consisted of 420 slaves and upwards, shipped 
from the shore at St. Paul de Loando.'* 
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On the 23d February, the day after that in which the above examinations were taken and filed, 
tlm publication thereof was decreed, on the Petition of the Proctor for the Captor; and, on UieSfSth 
of the same month, a Claim was filed for the detained vessel and her carpfo. 

This Claim is made by Joaqttim Gerardo Cordonij, '* the Master of the Portuguese barque, **Mana 
da GUma^^^n subject of Her Most Faithful Majesty the Queen of Poringal, for the said ship, her 
tackle, apparel, furniture, goods, wares, and merchandize, and 423 Africans, or so many thereof vi 
were on board the said ship at the time of the capture thereof, by His Majesty's brig, '•SnaJre,'^ 
William Robertson, Ef^q., Commander, and brought to Sierra Leone, having been previously takan 
to Rio de Janeiro, and for the value of such of the Africans as may have departed this life since 
capture ; for the said ship, her tackle, apparel, and furniture, and part of her carg^o, consisting of Iflf 
barrels of gum copal, 1,500 mats, and 106 hides, as the sole property of Anastacio ^OBi Ribeiro, 
native and subject of Portitgal, residing at Rio de Janeiro, and her cargo of AfHcans, as dkl 
property of Joeqiiim Regado, a native and subject of Portugal, residing at Angola, and as proteeted 
by the Treaty or Convention between His Britannic Miyesty and Her said Most Faithful Majesty, 
dated the 28th July, 1817; and for all coats, charges, losses, damages, demurrage, and eipenses 
which have arisen, or shall, or may, arise, by means of the capture and detention of the said ship, 
and her cargo as aforesaid." 

In the Affidavit which accompanied the Claim, the Claimant further deposes, that ''the ^Maria da 
Qioria ' was captured in the proeecation of her voyage from Angola, on tbe coast of Africa, to Montc^ 
Video, and thence to Rio de Janeiro ;^ and ** he swears that Joaquim Regada, ef Angola, if the Irue, 
lawful, and sole Owner and Proprietor of the cargo of Africans on board/' 

The Monition, issued on the 22d February, was returned into the Registry of the Court on the' 
Ist instant, with the Marshal's Certificate of its having been duly served. 

On tile Petition of the Proctor for the ClainMnt, permission was granted to have special Irtterto- 

gatoriea put to Lieutenant Denmaa, relative to the authority under which the **Maria da Ghtka*^ 

" had been detained. The deposition of that c^cer, taken on the 4th instant, clearly proved '*that' 

His Majesty's ship, * Snake,' was snpplied with the neeessary InstructionB fVom the British Govern- 

meitt for the seiaure of vessels sailing under Portug^oeae eoknirs, engaged in illicit Slave Trade."* 

Publication of the daimanl's Case was pvayed for on the 6th instant, and on the same day a Jehit 
Petition from tlie Proctoro on both sides stated (hat the Case waa closed, and begged that fAe d»f 
might be appointed for the trial of the vessels. 

On the 14th instant, the Couft met for the adjudication of the ** Mima da GhHa," having pi^ 
viousLy received the deposition of Lieutenant Denman as to the mmber of the surviting slaves on 
baud the vessel on that day. The Prise Officer deposed thai ** at the time of the aeienw of tte* 
detained vessel, on the 25th day of November last past, there were 423 slaves on beard ; thai during 
the stay of the aaid vessel at lUo de Janeiro, 10 of the said slaves absconded; and that 14)4 of die 
said slaves have died from disease." Melancholy as this loss of life- moet be allowed to be, it » nel^ 
equal to what might have been antieipated&om the. hmg cattfineineat which the slaves had ettdcmed* 
on board the crowded vessel 

At the fitting of the Court, the pmoeedings taken in the Case,, and the evidence gfvea by the 
diAnnt.witne8se8,,having been, read by the Registrar, the Court was addwssed by the Ffoetom on 
eillMr side with consideiable aluiity and at gmt l«)gih.; the one mging the ooodemaalkNi of tte 
yessel, on the ground of the illicit nature of the voyaga in which she was avowedly engaged' at the 
tiese of her detention ; and the other pleading' for her lestomtion, on the groood that tl^ trade in 
whioh she was engaged was legal, within the hmits to which she had confined herself; and that the 
Brtttsh cruiser had no right, under any circumstances whatever, to visit and oapture Portuguese 
vessels y/rhme the present seieuie was made. But the nature of the arguments made use of on this 
oecasioB, will be naore cleariy exhibited by the notice which they received from the Court on the 
succeeding day, when judgment was pronounced on the Case in the following terms : — 

** Previous to entering upon an examination of the particular focts which, distingmh the Case ef 
the barque, ** Maria da Gloria,' it may not be amiss to consider those peculiar provisions m the PetH* 
tufuese Treaties for the suppression of the Slave Trade which have been refoned to-bythe Proetoe^ 
bs4h for the Claimant and Captor, as bearings upon the decision which, it will now be eur duty Ito. 
pvenounce. 

^ In the Treaty between Ghreat Britain and Portugal, signed at Vieniu,, en the 92d Jsmnry, I8i5|. 
it was declared that, ' during the interval whioh is to elapse before the gwuvel and final afaolitiett of * 
Portuguese Slave Tnde, it should not be hiwfol for the subjeets of PosUignl to pomit their Viag ^ 
be used, except for the porpese of supplying the taransatlantio Possessions befonging to the CMNSvef 
P<»tugal." 

^Subsequently, in tbeadditional Convention betiesen Great BritiUn andPottngal, ngnedatLendeow 
on the 281^ of July, 18)7, the 2 high contracting powers * declare that they consider as ilLHit aB]F 
traffic in slaves by Portsgnese vess^- bound for any Pbrt not in the Dominions of Mka^MmA Feithfol 
Majesty/ This Cowvention also rendered it imperative upon all vessels of that Nation * destin e d foe 
the Slave Trade, on any point of the African coast wheve the traffic still continues lawfid^ to be psn* 
VMded with a Royal Passport, conformable to the model annexed to the Convention^ of which it was. m- 
fatm an integral part ; and for all Purtuga'ese vessels sailing from any of the Dondniooe of Bis Most 
Fulhfol Majesty out of Europe, thb Passport was to be signed by the Govemor-inrchiBf of the o^n^ 
tainoy of the Port from whidi such vessel sailed.' 

^ Again, in the Regulations issued by the BritiriKCkyvenHneiit for the guidance of tha ConunnsieBe 
appomted for earrymg into effect the Treaties for the abolition nf the Slave Trade» we aee iantenoted, 
that ' the Treaties between this Country and Portugal, and the Acts of Parliament for carryiag^ iiuxm 
Treaties intoeffiect, declare illicit all traffic in slaves by Portuguese ships bound for any Pert net i« 
the Dominions of the Sovereign to which the ship belongs.' And it is therein also declared la be 
an indispensable requisite that * every Portuguese vessel engaged i^ this trade mast Ire pKiviiM' 
with a Royal Passport permitting such traffic' 

*'The passages which have been quoted unquestionably affix a character of contcabaad trnding ea 
every Portuguese vessel engaged in the traffic in slaves, whether to the South or North of th« 
Equator, unless she be pmided with a Royal Passport on the appoinled model, pennttiag snch 
traffic, and unless she be bound to a Pert witliin the Dominions of Her Most Faithfol Mejesty* Ai^: 
13m obvious and undoubted illegality of the voyage in which every suoh vessd b engaged does net 
necessarily imply the right, on tj^ part of any foreign power, to detain and punish tha deliuqacut. 
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•• Tb« right of search and to detain the Tessels of a friendly power in time of peace can only be 
ffi^ifed by Treaties, and can only be exercised in th« mode, in the places, and by the persons pointed 
•Hi ia such Treaties. The restrictions by which the concession is fettered are the conditions under 
vlucli the partial right is permitted ; and the gpraluitous withdrawal of a right thus solemnly con- 
ferred is not more opposed to good faith than the transgression of the limits by which it has been as 
aokainly cireumscribed. 

" The Court is as much opposed to the principle laid down by the Proctor for the Captor, that British 
ven-oi^war are entitled to exercise the privilege of searching all vessels, under whatever Flag, on the 
b^gfa seas, as it is to the principle which the Prootor for the Claimant has attempted to enforce, that 
British men-of-war can have no right to search Portuguese merchantmen to the southward of the 
liise. The Court considers that the judgment of Lord Stowell, in the Case of * Le Louis,' so fre- 
meatly alluded 4o by the Proctors on both sides, does not at all apply to the Case before us ; as the 
X%lit of saarch, in that instance, was forcibly exercised a^inst a French vessel, whose government 
imd never oonooded thai right, under any modification whatever. But in case of Portuguese vessels 
engaged, or auspected to be engaged, in the illicit traffic in slaves, the British cruiser who is pro- 
vii&d with apecial InAtructions for the purpose, enjoys, by Treaty, the right of searching them any 
where and every where. This extensive concession was granted for a particular object ; and in the 
CoBVMUion between Great Britain and Portugal, of the 28th July, 1817, that object is expressly 
deobced to be, on the part of the 2 Governments, mutually to prevent their respective subjects from 
carrying on the illicit Slave Trade. And the Convention goes on to say, *For the more complete 
attaiHiDeBt of this object, the 2 high coatrracting powers mutually consent that the ships-of-war of 
Aeir royal navies wldch shall be provided with special Instractions for this purpose, may visit such 
mevebant-vetsels as may be suspected, upon r^tsonable grounds, of having slaves on board, ac- 
^ked by an Illicit tra£Bc.' 

^ And in (he Instruetions for ships-of-war employed in this service. Instructions which form an 
integral part of the Convention, the 1st Article declares, ' every British and Portuguese ship-of-war, 
which shall be furnished with special Instructions for this purpose, shall have a right to visit the 
laerehant-ahips of either of the 2 powers actually engaged, or suspected to be engaged, in the Slave 
TVade.' 

" Whilst* however, the right to visit and search all sueh vessels, on the high seas, is universal, and 
eonfined to no latitude, (or t^ie limits of its exercise would have been clearly laid down, as in the Ne- 
therlands and French Treaties,) the right of detention has been restricted within certain bounds, whicfi 
aieao clearly defined as at once to attract the attention and to point out the proper course ofproceed- 
iag. Aad it is a fortunate circumstance for the humane and zealous officers engaged in the suppres- 
sion of the odious traffic in slaves, that they can turn from the ambiguous provisions of a Convention, 
MmdfknA in the Instructions especially provided for their guidance, an Article so little capable of 
BiiBOOBatniction as this : * No Portuguese merchantman or slave-ship shall, on any pretence what- 
ever, be detained* which shall be found aity wliere on the high seas South of the Equator, unlesa 
idler a chase, which shall have commenced North of the Equator/ 

**Tbus far can the British cruiser go, and no farther. He may visit and search Portngnese vessels 
0i^peoted of having slaves on board, in any latitudes northern or southern ; and though in southern 
latitudes h^ cannot detain them, yet can he malce use of the information obtained by his search, and 
furnish meapsto iiis Majesty's Ministers and Envoys effectually to urge upon the Government of 
the ofiender the punishaient due to hid illicit acts. 

** The Court, happily, does not come to the consideration of this Case unfurnished with "precedents 
which have received the sanction and approval of His Majesty's Government, and to which His 
If i^ty's Cominisftianers have been directed as the guide of their conduct on all similar occasions. 

'* There axe 3 cases naore particularly referred to by the Claimant's Proctor, which have so close 
• resemblMhce to that of the * Maria da QloriaJ that it may be worth while briefly to state ^e 
peculiar features of each. 

^ The Portuguese schooner, ' Sinceridade,* owned by 2 merchants residing at St. Paul de Loando, 
was detained on the 3d of December, 1822, by His Majesty's ship, ^ Bonn,' under the command of 
Captain Phillips, only 8 minutes to the ^southward of the Line. She had on board, at the time of 
eapUire, 123 slaves, which had been embarked in 1^ 20'South latitude (not to the North of the lline, 
as staled by tbe Proctor for the Claimant but) at a place without the range to which the legal Slave 
Trade of Fkirtuguese subjects was conHned. In addition to this illegality of embarkation, she was 
iMppovided with a Royal Passport, authorizing her to carry slaves. The Captor, however, by his own 
Deelasation, had overstepped the limits, alUiough only by a few minutes, to which the right of 
detention had been restricted, and the Court decreed the restoration of the * Sinceridade* and 
her cargo. 

^Tbe *AeHvo' was a Brazilian brig, captured on the 1st February, 1826 (at a time.when all vessels 
of her ehvaeter were dealt with according to the provisions of the Portuguese Treaty), by Captain 
Murray, of Bis Mujesty's ship, 'Athol.' 

^' She was detaii«ed in latitude 4^^ 24' South* with 164 slaves on board ; she was provided with a 
Royal Passport, authorizing her to take in slaves from one of the Portuguese possessions to the South 
of the BquaUf , but she sailed direct to Badagry, and embarked her slaves in that Port, situated in 
€P 20' North of the Elquator. Had the * Actito' been fallen in with on her passage between 
Badagry and the Line, there is no doubt that she might legally have been detained, and that the 
eoodemBatloo of the vessel and her cargo would have followed. But the admitted violation of her 
Royal Paasport was sot deemed by the Court to justify the illegality of her detention to the south- 
ward of the Iiae« and both vessel and cargo were restored to the Owner. 

*^ The Braziltao brig, * Perpeluo Dtfemory was shortly afterwards brought into Court, under 
pveeiaely the smne eircumsiances as the ^Jctivo,* She had been captured off Anna Bona, to the 
iouthward of the Jjine, with 424 slaves on board, by His Majesty's ship, ' Maidstone,' commanded by 
OonOMKiore BiilleB, on the 18th April, 1826, on the ground that she had embarked her slaves at 
Badaiiry, more than 6^ North of the liquator, in direct violation of the Royal Passport which she 
had rvoeH^d* A similar judgment was given in this Case, and the ^Perpeluo Defensor^ and her 
mrga were decreed and restored. 

^ All these judgments were unreservedly approved by His Majesty's Government, and the Court 
bm sow oaly to deeide upon the Cuse immediately ijefore it, according to the principles and 
praeedettU which have been enumerated. 
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^* Ad attempt was made in the Mixed Commissioh Court at Rio, on the part of the 'Captori, to 
affix a Brazilian character (o the ^Maria da Gloria,^ That Court decided that she vntd nol'Brtf* 
ziliau, and from that decision there can be no appeal. Indeed there appears to be no rea^oit' to 8tf^ 
pose that she is not what she is treated as beings, both by Captor and Claimant, a P ft rto yitte 
vessel ; and the mere fact of her having, according to general practice, a few foreign Ftags Ml boeltf, 
would hardly lead to such a suspicion. Her national character must therefore be dei*nMd 4a he 
Portuguese. 

*^ 1 1 appears by the documents found on board the ^MariU da Gloria* at the time 6f h'ef eapltirtr, CH&t 
she cleared out from the Port of St. Paul de Loando, in Angola, with a trifling legitfnkttt^ c>nrgo, flom 
Rio de Janeiro, on the 24th October, 1833, and that shortly afterwards, when outside the bar Of the 
Port, she took on board upwards of 430 slaves, without having obtained a licence fbr them, tr hiving 
paid the customary dues, and afler having entered into Bond not to take away any pcfrson fhrni tke 
place, without permission of the Governor-General of the province. With this liting cargo, shipped, 
by his own admission, as contraband, and without a Royal Passport, Joaquim Gerardo CordonijwvB 
detained off Rio, by His Majesty's brig, ' Snake,' In 24<^ 11' South latitude. This detenflori^as niH 
doubtedly illegal, and in direct contravention of the 4th Article of the Instructions to niettH^f^war en- 
gaged in the suppression of illicit Slave Trade. 

•' Having thus given a brief outline of the Case, the Court will proceed at once to prononniSe judge- 
ment upon it. For after all that has been said, it is needless, as ft would be disgusting and ledioM, 
to follow the Claimant through all the varieties of perjury which distingpiish his evidence both at Rft> 
and this place : the Court therefore decrees that the said Portuguese barque, * Haria da Qibritt^ 
her tackle, apparel, and furniture, and her goods, wares, and merchandize, also all the fiurvivvm of the 
slaves on boaid of her at the time of her capture by His Majesty's brig, * Snake,' William Robertson, 
Esq., Commander (309 in number), be restored to the Claimant, Joaquim Gerardo Cofdonv}, Ibr the 
use of the Owners and Froprietors thereof; and that it be referred to the Registrar to ascertain the 
uiiiount of costs of suit, and such special damages and expenses only as have oeen oecaskmed to the 
said barque by her detention. 

•*The Court has decided upon the illegal detention of the * Maria da €Roriaj and has consequently 
decreed that she be restored to the Claimant ; but it cannot lose sight of the fbct that she was 
captured in the prosecution of an illicit traffic. And whilst, on one hand, it would most scrupulously 
avoid giving even the appearance of its sanction to the infringement of the 4th Arthrleof the Tnstruc- 
tions to men of-war, which was committed In this instance, it must be equally careful, on the other 
liand, that its Award shall not operate as an encouragement to the Portuguese slate trader, to cairy 
on his illicit pursuits in open and avowed violation of National Treaties, as well as the laws of hte 
own Country. 

" The Court is of opinion that the Claimant is not entitled to receive demurrage, by the followhig' 
clause in the 8th Article of the Regulations for the Mixed Commissions : * The 2 high conlTaeting 
powers wishing to avoid, as much as possible, every species of fraud in the execution of the addi* 
tional Convention, have agreed that, if it should be proved that the Captor has been led into error by 
a voluntary and reprehensible fault on the part of the Captain of the detained ship, in that ease only 
the detained ship shall not have the right of receiving; during the days of her detention, the 
demurrage referred to in tbe other parts of the 8th Article. Now, in this instance, the Captahi of 
the detained vessel himself swears that he shipped his cargo of slaves as contraband ; and does 
not pretend to have been provided with a Royal Pa.ssport, authorizing htm to carry on the Slave 
Trade ; and these voluntary and reprehensible faults on his part unquestionably led to the error ulrich 
the Captor committed in detaining his vessel. 

** In like manner the Claimant can have no indemnification granted to him fbr his slaves ; for the 
9th Article of the Regulations for the Mixed Commissions declares that *in no case shall he be 
entitled to claim for more than the number of slaves which his vessel was, by the Portague^ laws, 
authorized to carry, and which number shall always be declared in his Passport.' Now, as the 

* Maria da Gloria* was unprovided with a Royal Passport, she was not authorized to carry a single 
slave, and consequently is not entitled to claim indemnification for any. 

**The Court is the more convinced of the propriety of this decision, by the result of the Cases of the 

* Sinctridade* ^Activo^* and * Perpetuo Defensor^* where the demurrage and indemnification fbr loss 
of slaves were provisionally decreed to the Claimant, should the 2 Governments agree that they 
were entitled to claim them, but not otherwise.* It was then determined that the illicit nature of the 
voyages in which those vessels were engag^ at the time of capture deprived them of all title to such 
compensation, and that which was a doubtful question, at the time it was referred to the S Govern* 
roents, has now become a settled point by their decision. 

^ In dealing with the vessel and the claims for demurrage and indemnification ibr slaves, as has 
been done on this occasion, the Court has followed out both the letter and spirit of the Convention 
between Great Britain and Portugal, as well as the clear directions laid down by Mr. Canning fbr the 
guidance of His Majesty's Commissioners, and which will be found at page 72, of Class A, of the 
printed Correspondence laid before Parliament in 1827, that, * on one hand, no compensatkm can, in 
equity, be due to tracers for losses sustained by them in cases of traffic, carried on under eircum- 
stances which constitute illegal trade ; whilst, on the other hand, no condemnation of a vessel ought 
to take place when the capture is made at a spot not absolutely within the boundary prescribed fbr 
capture by the Treaty.' " 

From this judgment it will be seen that, whilst the Court imitated the line of condoct wfaieh 
had been pursued by the Governments of Great Britain and Portugal, in former instances, by 
refusing to the Claimant indemnification for slaves which he had lost, and demurrage for the 
detention of his vessel on account of the illicit nature of the trade in which he was eng^ag^ ; it 
absolutely restored the vessel and cargo to the Claimant, for the use of the Owners thereof, on aceoanl 
of the illegality of the capture. The Court at the same time directed the Registrar to ascertain the 
amount of costs of suit andof such special damages and expenses as had been occasioned to the 
captured vessel by her detention. 

On the 20th instant the Claimant produced his Schedule of costs of suit and special damages amd 
expenses, amounting to the sum of 940/. 7«., and at the same time swore that the Schedule was ** tr«e 
and fair, and that his vessel would not be able to proceed from this harbour to her port of destiaatioii 
without incurripg the expenses therein claimed.*' A minute examination was then entered tipoa at 
the Registry of the Court, by all the parties interested in the Case, of every separate item composiiig the 
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Ctftiiniiit^s ^TJ l&ige demands, and it was finally decided by the Registrar that 34/. should be 
considered an equivident for costs of suit, and 145/. 9s. 4d. for special damages and expenses, making 
together the sum of 189/. 9s. id. sterling. On the following morning, the 22d instant, the Report of 
the Registrar on the matters referred to him was presented to the Court, which immediately gave 
notice of a sitting for the purpose of announcing its Award. 

In a prirate conference between His Majesty's Commissioners, which took place previous to the 
utting of the Court, a difference of opinion was found to exist between Mr. Smith and Mr. Macau- 
lay, as to whether the Report made by the Registrar, of the ascertained amount of the costs of suit* 
and special damages and expenses, should be confirmed absolutdy or provisioTudly in favour of the 
Claimant. 

Mr* Smith considered that the Report should be confirmed absolutely, by a Decree of the Court. 
He could not view such a proposition as giving the Claimant compensation for losses sustained by 
him but as a reimbursement that he was entitled to, owing to those costs, damages, and expenses, ' 
having been caused by the personal acts of the Captor, with which the Claimant's voyage was uncon- 
nected. Mr. Smith thought it was the duty of the Court to place the Claimant in such a position, by 
making a Decree in his favour, that he might be enabled to raise money thereon in the Colony, and 
thus be furnished so far with resources, for the purpose of taking his vessel and cargo away, without ' 
which the Clumant might be obliged to abandon both, from the want of means to pay those expenses 
the Captor had individually put him to ; and consequently the Sentence of restitution might thus be 
rendered nugatory. 

Mr. Smith was also of opinion, that, even supposing the Claimant could of himself find means to 
pay the expenses in question, and to quit this place, with his vessel and cargo, that circumstance ' 
ought not to aflfect his right to a Decree for the sum stated by the Registrar in his Report, as the 
Declaration of His Majesty's Government, that ** no compensation can in equity be due to traders for 
losses sustained by them in cases of traffic, carried on under circumstances which constitute illegal 
trade," could not mean that the Claimant should be debarred from receiving the amount of such costs 
and damages as the Captor himself had been the means of causing ; otherwise a Captor might carry 
that principle to so great an extent as to make a wreck of any Claimant's vessel, under the assurance ' 
that he would not have to pay for damage so done. 

Mr. Macaulay, on the other hand, considers the question to be, whether a person, captured in the 
prosecution of a slave adventure, which, by his own admission and by the clearest evidence, is proved 
to be contraband in every particular, from its beginning to its end, can be entitled to receive remune- 
ration for any expenses which he may have incurred, or for any costs of suit to which he may have 
been subjected, in consequence of his illegal proceedings, even although his capture may have been 
as unauthorized as the nature of the voyage in which he was engaged. 

In coming to a decision upon this point, Mr. Macaulay conceived that His Majesty's Commissioners 
were not at all bound to take into account what might be the probable consequences of their deci- 
sion either to one party or to another; how far the Captor might be in a condition to satisfy the 
amount which the Court might think it just to award to the Claimant, or how far the Claimant might 
be in a condition to prosecute his voyage, without relief, to some extent, being g^ranted from the Captor. ' 

The 2 Governments of Great Britain and Portugal having already decided that, under circum- 
stances of illegal trade, but of unwarranted capture, the captured vessel is not entitled to receive - 
firom the Captor any indemnification for demurrage or for loss of slaves, Mr. Macaulay was of 
opinion, that the same principle should be applied to every other loss which the captured vessel may 
have sustained from the same cause ; inasmuch as the costs of suit, the expense of provisioning and 
fitting out his vessel for sea, and the wages of seamen to carry her to her original destination, or to 
the spot where she was taken, are losses of the Claimant, not in any degree more clearly attributable 
to the personal acts of the Captor than the demurrage which the vessel has incurred, or the loss of 
life amongrst the slaves which has taken place, in consequence of the unauthorized detention. 

Mr. Macaulay further considered that the letter and spirit of the Portuguese Convention were 
exposed to any remuneration whatever being granted for losses sustained under circumstances which 
constitute '* illegal trade ;" as ** the object of this Convention is expressly declared to be, to prevent 
British and Portuguese subjects from carrying on an illicit Slave Trade, — the prevention of all illicit 
traffic in slaves." 

in consequence of the decision referred to above, which had been given by the Governments of 
Great Britain and Portugal, compensation for demurrage and loss of slaves, which, in all former 
cases similar to that of the '* Maria da Gloria^" had b^n provisionally awarded to the Claimant, 
was, in the present instance, absolutely denied ; and it seemed to Mr. Macaulay only reasonable to 
consider the decision which had sanctioned, in our opinion, our advancing one step beyond prece- 
dent, with respect to demurrage and indemnification for slaves, would also sanction our advancing to 
the same extent with respect to costs of suit and special expenses, which on former occasions had 
been absolutely con^rmed to the Claimant, but which, Mr. Macaulay proposed, should now be only 
prqvuionally awarded. 

The difficulty felt by Mr. Smith, lest a decision of the Court, in accordance with the views of Mr. ' 
Macaulay, should operate as an encouragement to His Majesty's cruizers to speculate recklessly In 
the capture of Portuguese slave-vessels, in any latitudes and under any circumstances, was equally ' 
felt by Mr. Macaulay ; at the same time that caution was acknowledged to be requisite, lest an 
absolute Award in favour of the Claimant should give even the appearance of sanction to such illicit 
adventures as that in which the ** Maria da Gloria" was professedly engaged at the time of her 
capture. This is a difficulty which has more than once met His Majesty's Commissioners in this 
Colony, and the statement made by Mr. Edward Gregory, in a Despatch to Mr. Canning, dated 6th 
June, 1822, on the subject of the Portuguese slave-schooner, ** Sinceridadcy' well expresses the 
sentiments with which we were impressed : '* If compensation should not be allowed, it would seem 
that encouragement was given to the infringement of the special prohibition against the detention of 
any merchantman or slave-ship found to the South of the Equator ; and if compensation should be 
fdlowed, it would seem that encouragement would be given to the violation of the special object of the 
CcpHrention, which is to prevent illegal Slave Trade." 

The plan Iblbwed by our predecessors on the occasion referred to was finally adopted by ourselves ; 
and it was agreed *' Uiat the Case under ddiberation should be placed under the view of the 
superior Authorities, who might, by a reference to the views in wliich the Convention was concluded, 
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more easilj ascertain which branch of the alternative which embarrassed the CommisMoners was to 
be preferred ; and if the dilemma arose from defect or mconnUency in the ConTention, mighi easilj 
apply the proper remedy by supplementary provisioD." 

The difference which had existed in the opinions of His Majesty's Commissioners was known onlj^ 
to themselves ; and when it had been resolved to pursue the course just alluded to» of provisionaUj 
confirminf^, in favour of the Claimant, the ascertained amount of costs of suit» and special damages 
and expenses, Mr. Macaulay pronounced the Award of the Court, on the Report of the Registrar, ia 
the following words : — 

*' At the last sitting of the British and Portuguese Court, the Court referred to the Registrar the 
duty of ascertaining the amount of costs of suit, and of special damages and expenses occasioned to 
the barque, * Maria -da Gloria^* by her detention. The Report of the Registrar on those parti^ar 
Items is now before the Court for its Award, and forms the only sul^ect to which the Court has to 
direct its attention on the present occasion. 

** In refusing positively the Claimant's demand for demurrage and indemnification for loss of slaves,, 
the Court adopted a rule which, when applied provisionally in other Cases» had received the sanctioa 
of His Majesty's Government; but in behalf of the present claim it may be urged, that in those ver; 
Cases C* Sinceridade" *^ Activo^* and *^ Perpetuo Defensor,**) where the Court made only a provisional 
Award of demurrage and indemnification for slaves,' it absolutely confirmed to the Claimant the ascer« 
tained amount of his costs of suit, and ^cial damages and expenses, and that the pnyriety' of that 
absolute Award has never yet been questioned. 

" The Court, however, is of opinion that the decision to which the Governments of[ Great Britain 
and Portugid came, in every one of the Cases referred to, — viz. that the Claimants had no right to the 
indenmificationmrhich had been provisionally decreed to them — goes far to establish the principle 
that no compensation whatever should be granted for losses sustained in the course of an * illegal 
traffic, and would induce the Court to believe that, if the items which form the claim now unda 
consideration had been submitted at the same time, and under the same circumstances, to the 2 
Governments, their decision, with regard to costs of suit and sp)ecial expenses, would have been tb^ 
same as it was with regard to demurrage and indemnification for slaves. 

** The illegality of the * Maria da Crloria^s* voyage is unquestionable, if we look only to the 
admissions of her Master, that the slaves on board of her were shipped as contraband ; that he was 
bound to Monte Video, a place for which he had received no Clearance; and that in both these 
respects he had violated the conditions and incurred the penalties of the Bond which he had given to 
the Custom- House at Loando. Upon the principle, therefore, which has already been laid down» the 
Court must decline making an absolute Order for any compensation to the ^ Maria da Gloria^ iioiwitb<- 
standing the circumstances of her illegal detention. 

" The Court further considers that such an Award would be not more opposed to aoond reason 
than it would be to the letter and spirit of the Portug^uese Convention ; the 1st Article of which saya^ 
* the object of this Convention is, on the part of the 2 Governments, mutually to prevent their, 
respective subjects from carrying on an illicit Slave Trade.' And in the 5th Article o£ the same 
Convention, ' the object of the 2 high contracting Powers' is again declared to be * preventioa. 
of all illicit traflBc in slaves." • And . surely the prevention of such illegal trading is not to be 
accomplished by an indemnification for losses sustained in its prosecution. 

** Let us apply this understanding of the object of the Portugoese Convention to the 8t2r. 
Article of the Regulations for the Mixed Commissions, so much insisted on by the Proctors* on both 
sides ; and all difficulties, by which it may appear to be surrounded, will instantly vanish. That 
Article opens thus, ' every claim for compensaticm of losses occasioned to ships suspected of- 
carrying on illicit trade in slaves shall be heard and judged by the above-named Commissioner 
who shall award indemnification in all cases wherein restitution shall have been so decreed." The 
construction put upon this clause by the Court is, that indemnificdtion should be g^ranted to a 
detained vessel in every case where the illicit trade in slaves shall only have been * suspected' by 
the detaining ship, and not home out, as it has been in the present instance, by incontestable 
proof, 

*^ But, notwithstanding the conviction which the Court Entertained, that reason, and the sptnt o£ 
the Portupniese Convention, as well as of the Instructions which have been received from His 
Majesty*s Government, are opposed to the compensation which the Claimant is seeking at its hands^ 
it cannot forget that there is no appeal from its judgment; and that this is the first occasion oa 
which -it has been called upon to apply to a claim for costs of suit and expenses the principle whidi 
has been recognized as applicable to demurrage and indemnification for slaves. 

• " Under these circumstances, and with the hope that the reference of this Case for decision by a 
higher authority may induce a revision of the Portug^oese Slave Treaties, the Court doth award 
and decree that William Robertson, Esq., the Captor in this Case, do pay unto JoaquimGerardo* 
Cordonij, the Claimant, or unto his lawful attorney or attorneys* for the use of the Owners and 
Proprietors of the said barque, ' Maria da Gloria^ the sum of 180/. 9s. Ad, sterlings beings for 
costs of suit, and such special damages and expenses as the Registrar has stated the Claimant to be 
entitled to, for the detention of his vessel, provided the British and Portuguese Governments agiee^ 
and declare that the said sum of ISO/. 9^. Ad, sterling ought to be paid to the) said Claimant^ 
according to the true intent and meaning of the Convention between Great Britain and Portugalt 
for the prevention of illicit Slave Trade, but not otherwise." , * 

On the 27th instant, the ship's Papers belongring to the *' Maria da Gloria^* were delivered up to the 
Claimant's Proctor, on his Petition, and a Receipt taken for the same, an Endorsement having first 
been made by the Registrar on the Portuguese Passport, stating the circumstances of the vesseTs; 
detention, and of her restoration on the 15th instant, under a Decree of the British and Portugneao 
Court established in this Colony, and that, '* by the aforesaid Decree, her Master, Joaquim Gerardo 
Cordonij, had received 309 slaves, of whom 5 had died since, and 64 had, on account of their 
extreme debility, been presented to the Governor of this Colony ; and that the said vessel was. 
about to take her departure hence, with the remainder of the said slaves, 240 in number/' 

Thjs Endorsement was made in order to prevent the vessel sheltering herself from capture, under 
the Decree of restoration from the Court with which she was provided, should she hereafter be 
boarded by any of His Majesty's cruizera, and be found to have a larger number of slaves on 
board than could be properly accounted for. 
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It is extremely gratifying to ud, at the conclusion of this long Report, to have it in oar power to 
point out one advantage which has happily resulted from the arrival of the " Maria da GloricT in 
our harbour. We allude to the circumstance (mentioned in the Endorsement on the ship's Passport, 
just quoted)of 64 of the sick slaves belonging to the vessel having been presented to the Colonial Go- 
Temment, through the humane interposition of His Excellency Lieutenant Governor Temple, for 
thepurpose of freeing them from slavery. 

Tnis is indeed an incalculable advantage, and may serve, in some degree, to console humanity 
under the horrid prospect, which now lies before the survivors of the unhc^py slaves, of having a 
third time to cross the Atlantic ocean, afler the«uflrerings which they have already endufed during a 
period of more than 5 months.

Before William Smith, Esq., His Britannic Majesty's Commissary Judge, and Henry William 
Macaulay, Esq., His firitannic- Majesty's Commissioner of Arbitration in the said Court, as 
associated with the Comn^issary Judge aforesaid, in the absence of either of the Commissioners 
on the part of Her Most Faithful Majesty the Queen of Portugal ; — present, Walter W. Lewis, 
Esq., B!egistrar, Saturday, the 22dday of March, a.d. 1834. 

Barque, '' Maria da Gloria,'' Joaquim Gerardo Cordonij, Master. 

The Court having heard read the Registrar's Report, and having taken the same into consideration, 
together with the arguments of the Proctors on both sides respecting the same, conditionally confirm 
the said Report. 

The Court therefore doth award and decree that William Robertson, Esq., the Captor in this Case, 
do pay unto Joaquim Gerardo Cordonij, the Claimant, or unto his lawful attorney or attorneys, for the 
use of the Owners and Proprietors of the said barque, ** Maria da Gloria^*' the sum of 180/. 95. 4d, being 
for costs of suit and such special damages and expenses as the Registrar has stated the Claimant is 
entitled to for the detention of his vessel : provided the British and Portuguese Governments agree 
and declare that the said sum ought to be so paid, according to the true intent and meaning of the 
Treaty and Convention between Great Britain and Portugal, for the prevention of illicit Slave Trade, 
but not otherwise.

IR9 Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Pal$nerston. — {Received June 25.) 

My Lord, Sierra Leone, Qth Aprils 1834. 

We had the honour, on the 3lst ultimo^ to address a Despatch to your 
Lordship^ enclosing our Report of the Case of the Portuguese barque, " Maria da 
Gloria'' We now beg leave to inform your Lordship that that vessel sailed from 
this harbour this morning, bound ostensibly for Monte Video. 

Although it has been our duly as Judges to restore the ^' Maria da Gloria,'' 
weeannot forbear expressing* to your Lordship our deep regret on witnessing 
the sailing of that vessel with her cargo of unhappy beihgps, destined to another 
miserable voyage across the Atlantic. 

As men, our feelings have been greatly distressed ; and we do most ardently 
hope that this Case may be the means of enabling your Lordship to make, in due 
time^ such representation to the Government of Portugal as will induce that Power 
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no longer -to delay the total abolition of the Slave Tradej^ and giving to His Ma- 
jesty's cruisers such powers as will eflectually crush it, should the subjects of 
Portugal attempt thereafter to carry on that traiiic.

His Majesty^ s Commissioners to Viscount Palmer ston. — (Received August 18.) 

My Lord, Sierra Le^me, 27th June, 1834. 

We have the honour to enclose our Report of the Case of the Portuguese 
schooner, *' Apia*' Christovao Xavier Vellozo, Master^ which was detained, on the 
27th December last, by Hw Majesty's sloop, *'Trinculo/' Acting Commander 
Warren commanding, in latitude 0^ 2(y North, longitude 8° 6' East, for being 
engaged in the illicit traffic in slaves. 

The ^^Apta'' was a small schooner-boat, built and owned at Princes Island, 
from which place she cleared out, in the month of November last, for a lawAil 
trading voyage to the adjacent Coast and to the Island of St. Thomas, as appears 
by the only Papers with which she was supplied, viz. a Register of the crew, and 
a Passport signed by Joze Ferreira Gomes, and Antonio de Castello de Vid, 
jointly intrusted with the Government of the Islands of Princes and St. Thomas. 

From Princes Island the '* Apta' sailed direct to Cape Lopez, and bartered 
her cargo of rum, tobacco, and dry goods, for slaves, of whom she shipped 54 on 
the 24th December last, and was fallen in with 3 days afterwards, by the 
capturing ship, with that number on board, steering for the Island of St Thomas, 
the destination marked out in her Passport 

The Captor then carried his prize to Fernando Po, where a strict and careful 
survey was held upon the vessel ; the result of which was, that rfie was pronoanced 
unseaworthy, and unfit, both from her small size and her crazy condition, to pro- 
secute a voyage to Sierra Leone ; and the " Trinculo,'* being obliged to proceed 
down to the Cape of Good Hope, the slaves and the stores were landed on the 
22d January last, and, with the vessel, were delivered into the charge of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Nicolls, the Commandant and Superintendent of the Island of Fernando 
Po, where they now remain. 

On the 13th instant. Captain Warren, having arrived here in His Majesty's 
schooner, *^ Forester," brought the *' Aptas'* Papers into the British and Portu- 
guese Court of Mixed Commission, aud produced as witnesses the Master and 
Mate of the detained vessel. 

The evidence taken in this Case clearly established the fact of illegal slave 
trading against the ** Apta^' and her violation of the 2d and 4th Articles of the 
additional Convention with Portugal of the 28th July, 1817; and of the 1st Article 
of the Alvara, signed at Rio de Janeiro, 26th January, 1818. The Co«rt there- 
fore pronounced its judgment accordingly, on the 25!h instant, condemning the 
hull, tackle, apparel, and furniture of the ^^Apta' as good and lawful prize to the 
Croyns of Great Britain and Portugal ; declaring it to have been proved, that 54 
slaves were on board the ''Apia' at the time of capture, and subsequently landed 
at Fernando Po ; and emancipating the said slaves, or the survivors of them. 

After the condemnation of the ''Apta'' had been pronounced, the Proctor for 
the Captor petitioned, as usual, that a Commission might issue for the appraisement 
and sale of the vessel and stores. We stated in reply, that such a Commission 
would issue when a suitable person could be selected to whom it might be 
addressed, and when an o|)|)ortunity offered of transmitting it to Fernando Po. 

Two Commissions of this nature were issued on the 9th August, 1824, from 
the same Court, authorizing Mr. Joseph Gray, at that time Purser of His Majesty's 
ship, *' Bann," under the command of Captain George Courtenay, to sell the 
Portuguese schooner, ** Magdalena,'' condemned on the 23d January, 1833, and 
the Portuguese schooi>er-boat, " Maria Piquena,^* coiKlemned on the 14th July, 
1824, both of which vessels had been left at Princes Island, in charge of the Por- 
tuguese Governor. In each Case the Commissioi) was returnable, with Account- 
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Sales, and Proceeds, in 8 months : no return, however, has ever been made ; as 
Mr. Gray appears to have died on the coast shortly afterwards. 

We propose in this Case to grant a Commission of the same nature, as soon as 
possible^ and it shall be our object to see that it is punctually executed. 

Immediately after the condemnation of the *^Apta*' and the emancipation of the 
54^ slaves who were landed from her at Fernando Po, a Letter was addressed to 
His Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, informing him of the circumstance. In 
this respect we followed the course which had been marked out for us by our pre- 
decessors (Messrs* Gregory and Hamilton) in the Case of the Spanish schooner, 
" Maria la Luz,"" condemned on the 8th September, 1823, where the emanci- 
pated slaves of that vessel, to the number of 183, had been fended at Cape Coast, 

Before we take leave of this Case, we beg respectfully to call your Lordship's 
attention to the sanction and connivance which the Portuguese Authorities of the 
Islands of Princes and St. Thomas continue to show to the worst description of 
illegal Slave Trade. 

The ^^Apta^^ according to the evidence of the Master, was only 30 feet long, 
and II feet in beam ; and she was made to carry 54 slaves, together with a crew of 
10 persons and 1 passenger, making 63 persons altogether 

Former instances on record prove how much the sufferings, which the slaves 
must experience from the smallness of such vessels as the ^^Apta'' trading between 
the Islands and the adjacent Coast, are increased and prolonged by the ignorance 
of the Masters, who are generally imperfectly acquainted with navigation, particu- 
larly if they meet with bad weather. We trust that some means may be adopted 
to compel a stricter attention to their duties, on the part of the Portuguese Authori- 
ties; and that the execution of the Alvara of His Most Faithful Majesty, datedat 
Rio de Janeiro, 26th January, 1818, may be, at the present time, urged upon the 
Portuguese Government, with better success than formerly. If the penalties of 
the 1st Article of that Law be honestly enforced, we are persuaded that adven- 
turers, however bold, will hesitate to embark in a speculation like that in which 
the Owners of the '^Apta*' were engaged, with the prospect of such a speculation 
being followed by the con6scation of the vessel and her lading, and by the fining 
and banishment of the Master and Supercargo.

Btport of the Case of the Portuguese schooner^ *^ Apta," Christovao Xavier VeUozo^ Master. 

This vessel was furnished with 2 documents from the Island of Princes, to which she belonged. 
The first, in point of time, is dated at Princes Island, the 28th October, 1833, and purports to be a 
" Register of the crew of the Portuguese schooner, called ^ Apta^ the property of Christovao Xavier 
Vellozo, about to prosecute her voyage to the Ports of the adjacent Coast, and the Island of St. 
Thomas, on lawful trading/' Attached to the List of the crew is a Certificate of its registry, signed by 
^* Jofio Maria de Souza e Almeida, Secretary of the Royal Custom-House, Receiver-General and 
Superintendent of Marine and other Departments connected with it/' 

The other document is a Passport, dated at the City of St. Antonio in Princes Island, on the 5th 
November, 1833, and signed by ** JoztJ Feireira Gomes, Knight of the Order of Christ, Auditor- 
General, President of the Commercial Board, and Colonel of the Forces of His Majesty, and by 
Antonio Castello de Vid, principed ecclesiastic of the Bishopric, both intrusted with the general go<- 
vernment of the Islands of Princes and St. Thomas/' This Passport authorizes Christovao Xavier 
Vellozo, the Master and Proprietor of the Portuguese schooner, " Apta^ of the Island of Princes, 
to prosecute a voyage of lawful commerce to the Ports of the adjacent Coast add the Island of St. 
Thomas. 

Having obtained these Papers, C. X. Vellozo sailed direct to Cape Lopez, situated about 1 degree 
South of the Line, with a cargo consisting of rum, tobacco, dry goods, guns, and iron bars, which he 
bartered for a return-cargo of 54 slaves, with whom he was proceeding to his destination, the Island 
of St. Thomas, when fallen in with and detained, on the 27th December last, by His Majesty's sloop, 
*• Trinculo," Acting Commander Warren commanding, in latitude 0® 20' North, longitude 6° 36' East, 
for being engaged in the illicit traffic in slaves, contrary to the Treaties existing between His Majesty 
and His Most Faithful Majesty, the King of Portugal. 

His Majesty's sloop, " TVincuIo,** being obliged to proceed down to the Cape of Good Hope, and 
the prize schooner being only 30 feet in length, and therefore too small to attempt a voyage to Sierra 
Leone, both the vessel and her stores, with the slaves on board of her, were left in the charge of 
Lieutenant- Colonel Nicolls, Commandant and Superintendent of Fernando Po, who, on the 2d 
January, 1834, (6 days after the capture was made,) gave full Receipts for the same. 
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Richard Laird Warren, E^q., the Acting] Commander of the ^* Trinculo*' ^at the tin^ wh^nthe 
** Aptc^* was captured, arrived at this {dace late on the (evening of the l^tb instant, in Qis Maji^y'f 
schooner, ** Forester/' on his way to join His Majesty's ship^ ^ iEtna/' to the conunaiid pf whic^ h^' ^ 
had been appointed. . 

On the I3th instant, the ^ Aptd^ was regularly brought before the British and Portuguese Cour^ 
on the Petition of the Proctor for the Captor, that the Affidavit 6f Captain Warjren, authenticating the 
Papers of the detained v^Bsel, inight be received and ^led, as also the Receipt for the i^tore^ left» ^4 
the slaves landf^d^ at Fernando Po, from the said vessel ; that a Monition mi^t issue, and that evi- 
dence might be taken. The Proctor's Petition ^as. granted. The Qaptor^s Declaration was^ at the 
same time, filed. The witnesses iu preparatory, produced by the Proctor, were , Chris^ap Xavier , 
Yettozo, the Manter, and Domingo Perez, who is named in the ipis^pf tfte crew aa the Chi^f Officer or 
Pilot of the « Apiar . , ; ^ ...;.* 

The Captors Declaration is to the following effect: ''I, Richard Laird Warren, Acting Cpipm^Jider 
of His Dritannic Majesty's sloop, ''Trinculo," hereby declare,tbat^on ihia27Uiday of December, 1833|^ 
being in or about latitude 0° ^U' North, longitufle S^ & East, I detained the sphooner or vaasel naii^ed\ 
* Apia^ sailing under Porlug^uci^e colours^ armed with 2 gu^ft 1 p^ of pistoljB, and 3 cutlasses, an4

The facts stated in \\\\^ Declaration were' 'r^iri^ed by the Affidavit of the Captor, filed on the same 
day, who further deposes therein, '^ that the said vessel ^Apta* was in so defective a sta^. after seizur^ 
that he ordered her to be taken to the Island of Fernando Po, at which place he, 'the safd deponent, 
caused a survey to be held upon her, whereupon she was pronounced. unseaworthy, as will more fully 
appaac by tba Rapori of s uw e y h e ww ri th produoed i mmL «» e ai weque wfa I h a wof Ih a a la i^aa o a b aai 4 
the said vessel were disembarked (54 in number) at the said Island, and were delivered over, together 
with the stores of the said vessel, unto Colonel Edward ^icolls, the Superintendent thereof, as per 
Receipts, herewith also produced." 

The Report of survey on the state of the ^ Apta^** referred to above, is dated at Fernando Po, 2d 
January, 1884, and Is signed by the first Ueutepaat and C^rpt qt«r of thecaptiiring eliipb ii4 by ^ 
the first Lieutenant and Master of His Majesty's ship, *' Curlew,*' then at Fernando Po. The sur* 
.veyors state, that " afler a strict and careful survey on the PoAuguese schooner, ^Apta* they foun(| 8 if. 
butt-ends started, her stem and stern-post loose, and the bolts of the chain-plates drawn, and were of 
opinion that she was not sea worthy, nor fit to prosecute her voyage to Sierra Leone ; and tlhty fur- 
ther declared, that the survey had been taken with suoh care and equity, that they were ready tpmake 
oath as to the correctness of their proceedings/' 

The other document, referred to in Captain Warren's Affidavit, is also dated at Fernando Po, on 
the 2d January, 1834, and contains a detailed List of the stores landed from the ^^ Apia'' at that 
Island, and the receipt of Colonel Nicolls, the Commandant, fbr the same. 

There was no separate Receipt given by ColoBel Nicolls for the 54 slaves landed firomthe'^^/ito,'' 
but they are included in a Receipt for 108 slaves, dated 2d January, 1834, being the number of slaves 
landed on that day from the ^' Apta^^ and from another Portuguese schooner, called the *' SanUsiimo 
Rozario e Bern Jezu2" This will more fully appear in our Report of the Case of the latter vessel, • 
which accompanies the present. 

The above Papers having been received and filed, the usual Monition, calling upon all : parties 
interested in the vessel to appear, was issued on the same day, the 13th instant, and was r^tum^ into 
Court on the 20th instant, certified by the Acting Marshal to have been duly serv^. 

On the 14th instant, the witnesses produced in the Case were examined on the standing Interro- 
gatories. The Master, C. X. Ve]k>zo, deposed, '* that he was bom at Princes Island ; hma always 
resided there ; is a subj^t of Portugal ; is not married; was appoiatad to tlis command of the 'ApUf 
by the Owner, Don Maria Xavier, who lives at Princes, and is a subject jof Portugal ; has known the, 
vessel about a year; first saw her at Prinzes, where she was built: was on board the said vessel ' 
when she wss taken; she was seized for Having slaves on board; had Portuguese colours of t>dn 
Miguel ; and had no others on board $ the vessel is called ^Apta^* and has always been known by the 
same name; does not know her tonnage; but. she was very snraU, being about 30 feet long, and 11% .• 
feet beam ; had 1 mate and 8i seamen, who were all natives of Princes or St. Thomas* anfl> were all 
shipped at Princes in November last ; had 1 Passenger, named Manuel, who was an old sailor 
going to Princes, besides the 54 Negroes, of whom his cargo consisted ; thel"* voyage began kt * 
Princes, and was io have ended at St. Tliomas; Princes was the last dearing-port from wkich he ^ 
sailed, previous to capture | went thenc# direot to Cape Lopet, to purchase a caigo of slaves; was. ,* 
taken in 20 minutes Noith latitude; saw the capturing ship a few hours before he was taken, oa r 
the 27th December; was steering, as near as the wind permitted, for St. Thomas, when he first saw 
the capturing ship ; kept away to escape, but seeing the English fiag, liove to, and hoisted his 
Ensign ; fit>m thie time of leaving Cape Lopez, made the best of hts way to St. Thomas ; had 2 
guns mounted, one paijr of pistol^, 3 cutlasses, 6 muskets, a small qaant^y of powder for, ship's use^ 
and 100 weight left from the trade goods, to defend themselves from the native canoes whiclv 
finequently plunder small vessels; had no orders to resist, as the trade is considered a contraband one, 
but to escape if he could; i-eceived his instructions verbally: the Owner is Don Maria Xavier; 
knows it because he received the command of the vessel fi-om him ; the Owher is a native of 
Princes, and lives there with his fiunily, who are all subjects of Don Miguel, and have .always • 
resided on the Island; the vessel was built by the Owner, and is entirely his property; he also 
owns a greater part of the slaves, some of whom belonged to dififerent individuals at St. Thomas, 
whose names he does liot know ; the slaves were all to have been landed at St. Thoma^, on account 
of the Owner of the vessel, and the other parties concerned ; the vessel took on board at Pieces, 
for Cape Lopez, the usual trade- cargo of rum, tobacco, -dry gooda, guns, and iron bars; the 
present cargo was 54 slaves, all shipped at Cape Lopez^ and none had died previous to capture ; 
is not aware how many have died since ; the vessel was taken to Fernando Po ; the Papers 
delivered to the capturing Officer were true ; was not provided with any Passport for carrying 
slaves ; none of the Papers on board, when he left PrinCes, have been destroyed or concealed ; the 
vessel was taken to Fernando Po, being too small to make the voyage to Sierra Leone." 
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The evidenct of the Pilot, Domingo Perez, given on the same day, corroborates that of ih% 
Master in every point 

A Court assembled for the adjudication of the **Apta" on the 25th instant. The evidence had 
clearly established the ftlct of illegal Slave Trade, eveh by the admission of the Parties concerned 
In the transaction. The '* Apia* a' slaves had been shipped at Cape Lopez, about one degree South 
of the Equator, at a place consequently where the Slave Trade is not permitted by Treaty to Por- 
tuguese subjects; the limits in which such trade is lawful being from 5^ 12Mo 18^ South latitude. 
The destination of the **Apta^" carrying, as she did, a cargo of slaves, was also illegal ; for it was 
not to supply a transatlantic Possession of the Crown of Portugal, but the Island of St Thomas, 
that she was so employed. At the time of her capture, therefore, by a duly authorized ship of His 
Majesty, the ^^Apta*' was clearly liable to detention, for being engaged in illicit Slave Trade, in 
direct opposition to the 8d and 4th Articles of the Additional Convention with Portugal, of the 28th 
July, 1817, and the 1st Article of the Alvard of His Most Faithful Majesty, dated at Rio de Janeiro, 
the 26th January, 1818. 

The Court accordingly pronounced Sentence of condemnation against the Portuguese schooner, 
**Apta,** C. X. Vellozo, Master, as good and lawful Prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and 
Portugal, and, as such, captured by His Majesty's sloop, **Trinculo,*' Acting-Commander Warren 
commanding. The Court further declared it to have been proved that there were 54 slaves on 
board the *^Apia** at the time of her capture, and that the same number were landed at Fernando 
Po ; and it decreed the emancipation from slavery of the said 54 slaves, or the survivors of them.

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Pabnerston. — (Received August 18.) 

My Lord, Sierra Leone^ 27th June, 1834. 

We have the honour to enclose our Report of the Case of the Portuguese 
schooner, ** Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz,'* Francisco Silvestre, Master, 
which was captured by His Majesty's sloop, '^Trinculo," Richard Laird Warren, 
Esq., Acting Commander^ on the 28th December last, in latitude 1^ T North, 
longitude 7^ 47' East, with 54 slaves on board. 

The Case of this vessel is so exactly similar, in all its material points, to that 
of the Portuguese schooner, "-4pto," Christovao Xavier Vellozo, Master, re- 
ported in the other Despatch which we have had the honour this day to address to 
your Lordship, that there is little o(!casion for further remark than the Case of the 
*'-4pte" has elicited. 

The registered List of crew from the Office of the Secretary of Customs at 
Princes, and the Passport granted by the Government of that Island to the 
" Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz^'' are dated on the 1 Ith November last. The 
** Aptas'' list of crew is dated 14 days earlier, and her Passport only 6 days 
earlier. The Papers of both vessels are in exactly the same form, written by the 
same hand, and signed by the same persons. The vessels were about equal in 
size, and sailed from the same port direct to Cape I^pez. Both embarked the 
same number of slaves, on the same day, and at the same place. Both were cap* 
tured by His Majesty's sloop, "Trinculo," and carried to Fernando Po together, 
where tney now lie, the stores and slaves of each having been landed, and deli* 
vered into the charge of Colonel NicoUs, the Commandant and Superintendent of 
that island. Both vessels were brought into the British and Portuguese Court of 
Mixed Commission on the same day, and the evidence against each having been 
equally conclusive, both were condemned on the same occasion. The only dis- 
similarities in the Cases of the two vessels are, that they had different Owners, and 
that one was bound to the Island of St. Thomas, whilst the other was bound to 
the Island of Princes. 

After the condemnation of the " Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuzy' on the 
25th instant, the Proctor for the Captor prayed, at the sitting of the Court, that 
the usual Commission of Appraisement and Sale might issue, for the disposal of 
the vessel and stores. An answer was returned, as in the former Case, that a 
Commission would issue, whenever an opportunity offered of transmitting it to a 
proper person at Fernando Po. 

The fact of the 54 slaves, who formed the cargo of this vessel, having been 
landed at Fernando Po, and emancipated by a Decree of the British and Portu- 
guese Court, was communicated officially to His Excellency the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Colony, the same day on which the vessel was adjudicated.

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The Oase of the ^* Santi^sifno Ra$sario e Bam Jezux^* affords an addittoftal 
proof of the extent to which illegal Slave Trade is carried on between the Islands 
of Princes and Si. Thomas^ and the adjacent coast ; and the activity of this traffic 
is fiirther attested bj the &ct, that this^essel* whidb embarked her slaves at the 
same time and place as tiie **Apta** only oocopied 6 weeks in roing to and re- 
turning from Cape LfOi>ez, and taking on board a fall cargo ofslaves ; for she 
appears to have been within a ^ort distaoce of her dest'mation, the Island off 
Pnnces» ^ tiie tnne of her capture.

Report of the Case of the Pdrtugueae schooner^ *' Santissimo Rosario e Bom Jezos,*' FrtmdKO 

Silvedre^ MoMter* 

The circumstaiices of this Case resemble so closely^ in every respect, those of the Portuguese 
schooner* ** Apta^^ that our present Report will be merely a recapitulation of that which we have had 
the honour this day to make, in the Case of the vessel referred to. 

The *' Santiisimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz^* was supplied with 2 Papers from Princes Island, to 
which plaoe she belonged. One, dated on the 11th November last, is called **a Register of the 
crew of the Portuguese schooner, named the * Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz^ the property of Maria 
da Gea^a, bound to Ca^ Lopez^ on a voyage of lawful traffic." After the List of the crew, which con- 
sists of the Master, Mate, Boatswain, Supercargo, 4 seamen, and 5 servants, follows a CertifioGtteof its 
registry by Jo&o Maria de Souza e Almeida, Secretary of the Royal Custom-House. 

The other Paper, dated also on the llth of November last, is a Passport from Joz^ Ferrelra 
Gomes, and Antonio de CastelJo de Vid, jointly entrusted with the government of Princes Island 
and St. Thomas, ** granting permission to Francisco Sitvestre, Master of the Portag^uese schcMmer; 
^ Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz^ to prosecute a voyage to Cape Lopez, on lawful busioeaB.'* 

Thus furnished with all the documents which he considered necessary to protect hira from inter- 
lerence on the part of the Portuguese Authorities, Francisco Silvestre sailed to Cape Lopez, where his 
Passport permitted him to engage in lawful trade. He there completed the real object of his voyage, 
by taking on board a return-cargo of slaves, of whom he embarked 54 on die 24th December last, 
part on account of the Owner of the vessel, and the remainder on fveight. 

Four days after leaving Cape Lopez, the " Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz*^ was fallen in with 
by his Majesty's sloop, " TKnculo,'' Richard Laird Warren, Esq., commanding, in latitude P T North, 
longitude 7^ At East, steering direct for Princes, and was detained for being engaged in the illicit 
traffic in slaves, in contravention of the Treaties between His Majesty and His Most Faithfiil Majesty 
on that subject. 

After capture, the *' Santissmo Rozario e Bom Jezuz^*' was carried by Captain Warren, on com- 
pany with the ^ Apta^^* taken on the previous day, to the Island of Fernando Po, wh&re a survej^ 
was held upon the vessel, which was thereupon declared to be unseaworthv ; her slaives and stores 
were landed, and Receipts taken for the same from Lieutenant-Colonel Nieolls, Commandaoit and 
Superintendent of Fernando Po. 

Late in the evening of the 12th instant. Captain Warren, who had in the meantime been obliged 
to carry his Majesty's sloop, '' Trinculo," down to the Cape of Good Hope, arrived at this place in 
his Majesty's schooner, ^^ Forester," and immediately commenced proceedmgs against the detained 
vessel in the British and Portuguese Court of Mixed Commission. 

On the ISth instant, the Proctor for the Captor petitioned, on behalf of the Comrnander, Ofieeti, 
and crew, of his Majesty's sloop, ** Trinculo," that Captain Warren's Affidavit, authenticating the ship's 
Papers and the Receipts given at Fernando Po, for the slaves landed and the stores lefl there, might be 
received and filed ; that evidence might be taken ; and that the Monition, citing all parties interested 
in the vessel to appear on a certain day, might issue. The Petition to this effect was granted. The 
only witness in preparatory named by the Proctor veas Francisco Silvestre, ^e Mailer* 

The Captor's Declaration, filed in the Registry of the Court on the same day, is as folbws : *' I, 
Richard Laird Warren, Actine Commander of his Majesty's sloop, 'Trinculo, hereby declare that 
on the 28th December, 1833, being in or about latitude 1° Y North, longitude T 47* East, I detamcd 
the schooner or vessel, named the ^Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz,' under the colours of Prinoat 
Island, (white flag and red cross,) armed with 2 guns, 8 muskets, and a pair of pistols, and 
commanded by Francisco Silvestre, who declajred her to be bound from Cape Lopez to Princes 
Island, with a crew consisting of 12 men, and 3 passengers, and having on board 54 slaves, said i6 
have been taken on board at Cape Lopez, on or about the 24th December, 1833." 

The above facts were attested by the Affidavit of the Captor, filed on the same day, who forthei 
declares therein, *' that the said vessel was in so defective a state af^er seizure, that she was taken to 
the Island of Fernando Po, at which place he (the said deponent) caused a survey to be held upon 
her: whereupon she was pronounced unsea worthy, as will more fill ly appear by the Report of the 
survey herewith produced ; and, in consequence thereof, the slaves on board the said vessel were dis- 
embarked (54 in number) at the said island, and delivered over, together with the stores of the said 
vessel, unto Colonel Nieolls, the Superintendent thereof, as per Receipts, herewith also produced." 

Of the Papers referred to in the above Affidavit, the Report of Surveyj dated on the 2d January^ 
1834, and signed by the Senior Lieutenant and Carpenter of the capturing ship, and by the Senior 
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Ueutenant and Master of his Majesty's sloop^ •* Curlew," then at Fernando Po, states : ** We, whose 
names are hereunto subscribed, have been on board the Portuguese schooner, ' Santissimo Rozario e 
'Bbrm Jtatz^ of 14 town captured by his Majesty's sloop, * Trincuk),' on the 28th December, 1833, 
and having held a strict and careful survey upon her, we find that her stern and stem-post are sepa- 
rated from her deadwood ; her beams started from the fastenings ; that she makes a foot of water in 
one hour whilst at anchor ; and that her whole frame is in a state of decay. And we are further of 
opinion, that the vessel is altogether unseaworthy^ and unfit to prosecute her voyage to Sierra Leone ; 
Bud we further' declare, that we have taken this survey with such care and equity, that we are ready to 
make oath as to the correctness of our proceedings." 

AAolher of the Papers is a Receipt^ affixed to a minutely-detailed List of the stores of the detained 
Teasel, which were landed at Fernando Po, signed by Colonel NicoUs, on the 2d January, 1834. 

The other PlipeT alluded to is a Receipt, on the same day, and from the same officer, for the slaves, 
landed at the same place from both the Portuguese schooners, ** AptOy" and ** Santissimo Rozario « 
Bom Jtzuz^^ as well as for the vessels themselves. It is to the following efiect : — 

'* This itf to certify, that on iht 2d January, 1834^ there were landed at this establishment, from his 
'Majesty's sloop, ' Trinculo,' Richard Laird Warren, Esq., Acting Commander, 108 slaves, as follows, 
the' cargoes of the schooners, *Apta^* and * Scmtisnmo Rozario e Bom Jezuz :* — 

Men • . • ,34 

Women . • . . 20 

Boys • . • .39 

Girls . . • . .15 

and also the stores enumerated in the accompanying Lists, belonging to the afore-mentioned 
schooners. The vessels themselves, being found by survey unfit to prosecute the voyage, have con- 
sequently been properly secured, until the decision of the Commission Court is known ; and also 
» Packet addressed to the Commissioners of the Slave Court at Sierra Leone, said to contain the 
detained vessel's Papers, which I requested to be forwarded by the earliest (opportunity ."

It would have been more correct to have given separate Receipts for the diffisrent vessels, and for 
the slaves landed from each respectively. But their being blended together in this form will suffi- 
ciently account for their non-appearance in the proper place. 

On the same day in which all the above Papers were received and filed, the usual Monition was 
isBuea, and it was returned into the Registry of the Court, on the 20th instant, with the Certificate 
of the Marshal that it had been duly served. 

The only witness produced in this Case, Francisco Silvestre, the Master of the detained vessel, was 
examined on the standing Interrogatories on the I4th instant, and deposed ** that he was bom at 
the Island of Princes, and has always resided there ; is a subject of Don Miguel, and has never 
been a subject of any other state Uian Portugal ; is married, and his wife and family reside at 
Princes ; was appointed to the command of Uie vessel by Senor Maria de Gra^a, who lives at 
Princes Island, and is a subject of Don Miguel ; took eonunand of the vessel at Princes Island in 
November last; has known ber about a year, and first saw her at Princes, where she was built; 
was present at the capture of the vessel, which was seized for having slaves on board ; was under 
Portuguese ootours, and had no others on board ; the vessel's name is ' Santinimo Rozario e Bqm 
Jezuz^* and has never had any other name, to his knowledge ; does not know her tonnage exactly, 
but thinks she is 8 tons ; nad 1 mate ; forgets how many seamen, all of whom were natives of 
Princes, and were shipped at Princes at the same time by order of the Owner ; had no interest in 
either the vessel or cargo, nor had any of the people ; was Captain of the vessel, and had 2 or 
3 passengers on board, besides the 54 slaves ; did not attempt to hide any of them ; does not 
Imow the naxnes of the passengers, who were natives of Princes, and had been to the main land to 
tnnle, and owned a portion of the negroes, who were shipped at Cape Lopez ; the voyage began at 
* Princes, and «b» to have ended there; Princes was the last clearing-port; sailed thence to Cape 
XiOpez to make trade, and took slaves on board, partly on freight, and part for the Owner ; was taken 
, in about I^ T North, latitude^ in the moath of December, on a Sunday ; saw the capturing ship only 
an hour or two before capture ; was steering direct for Princes Island, when he saw the capturing 
s1mp4 gave hkasolf up, and lowered hiasails; had 2 small guns, 2 pistols, 6 muskets, and a little powder- 
on board ; made no resistance ; had no orders to resist, but to get away if he could ; received his 
instructions verbally ; Senor Maria da Gra^^ was the Owner of the vessel; he (the Owner) is a 
native of Princes, and lives there with his family, who are also natives of the place; the present 
pwaer built tlie vteaMl, and she is entirely his property ; the cargo to the coast consisted of tobacco, 
gunpowder, rum, and guns ; had no cargo on his return but slaves, which amounted in number to 
54 ; they weie lUl taken on board at Cape Lopez ; none died previous to capture ; afier capture, the 
vessel was taken to Fernando Po, and the slaves were landed there ; the Papers found on board were 
Uf tttie; the vessel was taken to Fernando Po, as being too small to perform the voyage to Sierra 
tieone.** 

. No* other witness was produced by the Captor in this Case ; but the evidence already taken waa 
abundantly sufficient to prove that the detained vessel was engaged in illegal Slave Trade at the time 
of herci^ure ; and the 25th instant waa appointed for her adjudication, which took place on that 
day, after the Case of the *' Apta** had been decided on. The Sentence of the Court was, that the 
Bortuguese schooner, *^8anHsdmo Rozario e BomJezur^" Francisco Silvestre, Master, her hull, tadde^ 
apparel, and fiimitmne, be condemned as geod and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and 
Portuml» Cor being engaged in the illicit traffic in Slaves, in violation of the 2d and 4th Articles of 
the Additional Convention with Portugal of the 28th July, 1817. The Court further decreed, that 
there were 54 slaves on board the '* Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz" at the time of her capture by a 
My^ authorized ship-of-war of Ills Majesty ; that the same number of slaves were subsJiqoentljr 
iMidcd at Fernando Pd ; and that the said 54 davcs, or the survivors of them, be emancipated from 
slavery.

(Extract.) Sierra Leone, %ih Jufy, 1834. 

Wb have the honour to enclose our Report of the iPortiigues^ brig, 
** Tamigtt,'' Joze LfOpez Ferreira, Master, whidi was condemned on the 12th 
instant, in the British and Portnguese Oourt of Mixed Comimssion established in 
this place. . . *^ 

Little can be ascertained of the movements of the '' TutnegfC^ previous ^to the 
voyage in which she was detained. The evidence of her present Master is 
obviously improbable and false ; and the endorsements on the vessel's Pkssport 
are the only means which we possess of forming a conclusion upon the subject. 

But we are led by those endorsements, coupled with the confession o| the 
Master, that he had carried a cargo of gold dust and ivory from Lagos to Bahia on 
the last voyage, to suspect that at least one successful slave-trip had been made 
by the '* Tamega^^ before her capture. ' • ' 

The Passport referred to is dated at LasboUj on the 3lst January, 1833, and is 
signed by the Conde de Basto, at that time tfie Portuguese Minister of Marine. 
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It declares the ** Tamega'' to be owned by Manuel Joze Machado, a Portuguese 
merchant .resident fit Lisbon ; and it authorizes her to proceed from Gibraltar 
to Lisbon/Rio de Janeiro/ or Bahia, and Ports on the Coast of Africa, to return 
to Lisbod. . ' 

Nine months afterwards, onthe 4th October, 1833/ this Passport was endorsed^ 
as registered in the Portugfuese Consulate at Bahia, by Francis Autoiiio Filgueiras,. 
the Portuguese Vice-Qonsul, and a^in, in the same plac^, and by' the same 
Officer, on the 18th of l^ebruary in this year, when the vessel cleared out, under 
tibe command rf, her present Master, for Gibraltar ^^ and Ports on the Ck)ast of 
Africa, according to her Royal Passport of the 3J[st January, 1833." . 

From Bahia the **Taiiieg;a'*' appears to have come direct to the river La^os,. 
where, ^.topk on'^^krd a cargo qf more than 440 slaves, and within a snort 
^t wcer <tf "4i^ n^ situated'^ North of the Equator. - She was detained by 
Ws MajestVft brig, ^* Chaiybdis," Samuel Mercer, Es<].,commandingp ontlie Htb 
ultimo, for being enga^d m the illicit traffic in slaves; ^he wa^ tbieh sehl up tq 
Sierra Leone, and arrived in this harbour on the 4th instant, with 436 slaves on 
board. _ 

The Case was regularly brought before the British and Portuguese Court of 
Mixed Commission ; and the usual preliminary proceedings having been gone 
through, a^d the necessary evidence having been taken, the Court pronounced its 
Sentence of condemnation on the vessel and her cargo on the 21st instant, and

The ownership of flie " Tamegd" and slaves captured on board of her are 
subjects for remark. If the Master is to be believed at all, both the vessel and 
her cargo were the sole property of Joze Mantiel Machado, a Portuguese merctiant 
residing at Lisbon, and who is so described in the Passport granted by the Conde 
de Basto. . With himlhe Master states he corresponded as to the employment of 
the brig, and from him received his pay. The Master further declares of himself, 
that he resides at Lisbon, with his wife and family. If the Portuo^uese Govern- 
ment be really sincere in their professed desire of suppressing illicit Slave Trade 
by Portuguese vessels, and of punishing their subjects, when convicted of a 
participation in such illegal proceedings, an opportunity is now afforded them of 
proving the ^ncerity of their professions.

- Rhrer' Lagos, there i^ good ^ound for suspecting that the pi^ent was by no means the only slaving 
voyagle in vhidi thia veisel has been engaged. 

M. . The ^ Tamega" appefua to have come direct from Bahia to Lagos, and there to have embarked a 
full cargo of slaves, with which she was leaving the coast when happily fallen in with and detained 
by His 5f ajesty's brig, " Charybdis," Lieutenant Samuel Mercer commanding, in latitude 5** 28' North, 

^ fcnrftude 3« aO' East, on the 14th June, 1884. 

Ae arrival of 'the *^ Tmie^" in this harbour, with 435 slaves on board, was reported by the 
Acting Marshal on the 4th instant ; and she was, on the same morning, visited by the Surgeon to the 
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Courts, who stated in his Heport that " 2 slaves (a boy and a girl) were apparently in the last 
stage of disease, and several were affected with itch ; that some also were much emadated, but 
without evident disease ; but that the general appearance of the slaves was healthy." The Surgeon, 
however, recommended that the slaves should be landed as soon as possible, on aepount m the 
crowded state of the vessel, the inadequate means of ventilation on board, and the inclemeoi season of 
tiie year. This recommendation was immediately carried into eflfoct. His Excellency the Lieutenant* 
Governor having, in reply to an application from his Majesty's Commissioners on the subject, issued 
orders for their reception into the Liberated African Yard pending acQudicatioo. 

On the same day, the ^Tamega^* was admitted into the British and I^)rtugue8e Court of Mired 
Commission, on the Petition of the Phxstor for the Captor Uiat the ship's Papers might be noeived 
into the Registry of the Court; that the Captor's Declaration might be filed ^ and that &e osnml Moni* 
tion, calling upon all parties interested in the vessel to appear by a certain day, might issue. 

The Declaration was accompanied by an Inventory of stores and furniture onboard the prize at the 
time of capture, signed by the Portuguese Master of the vessel and the 2 Prize Officers who bitmght 
her up to Sierra Leone. 

The Affidavit d*the Prize Master was then taken and filed, in order to verify the fiicts stated m tbt 
Captor's Declaration, and to authenticate the ship's Papers whidi bad been delivered info tbe 
Registry. 

On the 5th instant, the examination of the witnesses by the Registrar on the standhvg Tnterrogatorfes 
was concluded. The Master deposed *^that be was bom in Fortagal;. Kves ia Lblwn; bos leaUfed 
there 40 years ; is a subject of Portugal, and has never been a subject of any other state ; is manieda 
-and his wife and family reside at Lisbon ; was appointed to the command of the detained vessel by 
the Owner, who lives at Lisbon, and is a subject of Portugal ; took command of the vessel about 3 
months since at Oibndtar, firom the former Captain, a native of Tuscany, whose name he dees not 
nmember ; has known the brig a year and a half; saw her first at Malaga ; beHevea she is Spanish 
built ; was present when the vessel was taken ; does not know why she was taken ; was taken under 
Portuguese colours (Don Miguel's), and had no others on board, except one English flag; the vessel 
is named ' TamegOy and has been so called a year and a half; does not know of any other name ; 
she is about 64 tons ; had 21 Officers and men on board, all Portuguese, who were shipped by himself 
at the Braails ; had no interest in the vessel beyond his pay, nor had any of the Ofioers or onw ; was 
Master of the detained vessel ; had no passengers except the negroes ; did not attempt to conceal 
them ; took the negroes on bcMird on the 1 1th June, and was to have taken them to the Havana ; 
vrhen he left Gibraltar, took with him a cargo of salt and wine, with whkh he traded from Cap6 
Mesurado to Lagos, and sailed from thence with gold dust and ivory for Bidiia, which port he left 
when he commenced the present voyage ; saw the charing ship in latitude 11^ 28^ North, aod longi« 
tude 3^^ 58' East, on the 11th June, and was taken a few miles from there,, after a chase of about 4 
hours; was steering off the Coast when he saw the capturing ship, and was under aU sail, which he 
continued, and made no alteration in the vessel's course ; she had 2 guns mounted, which were thrown 
overboard when she was chased, and also a small quantity of amnranition, with ^)e oatfasses, the 
muskets, and 1 pistol ; tbe guns were for making signals, and the other aims ta coslrol the negraess 
made no resistance, nor had he any orders to destroy his Papers; the Owner of the vesMl is Manuel 
Machado ; knows him to be so, because he receives his pay from him ; the Owner is a Portuguese % 
he resides at Lisbon, and always has resided there ; he is not married ; a Bill of Sale was made for the 
vessel at Malaga, but by whom he does not know ; saw the Bill of Sale at Malaga ; the cost of the 
vessel was 2,400 dollars, which is a fair price; believes the txansfer to have been truly made, and* if 
restored, the vessel will be tbe property of the before-named Owner ; the negroes belong to the Owner 
of the vessel, and were to have been delivered at the Havana to a Spaniard, whose name he forgets, 
on the Owner's account; has no doubt that, if they were delivered up, they would be the property of 
the Owner above- mentioned^ having no reason to think the contrary; took tobacco and rum to the 
Coast from Bahia ; the present cargo of the detained vessel consisted of 440 negroes ; does not know 
the respective numbers of men, women, and children ; they were all taken on board at Lagos, at the 
same time ; none had died before capture ; believes 6 or 8 have died on their passage to Sierra Leone, 
to which the vessel came direct ; the Papers delivered up are true ; had no Passport authorizing him 
to carry elaves ; none of the Papers on board when he sailed from Bahia have been desttuyed or con« 
cealed ; does not know of any Papers besides those delivered to the capturing Officer ; knows nothing 
of any Charter-party for the present voyage ; does not know if either vessel or cargo are insured ; coi^ 
responds with the Owner only concerning the employment of tbe brig; bulk was not broken before 
the vessel arrived at Lagos." 

Domingo Alva da SUva, one of the crew of the detained vessel, was also examined on the standing 
Interrogatories on the same day. He deposed '* that he has known the brig about 10 months ; saw 
her first at the Brazils; her name is * Tamega ;' has heard she was formerly called * Polomho^ about 
17 months ago; she had a crew of 21 men, Officers and crew, besides the Captain; they were alt 
Portuguese, and shipped at the same time at the Brazils ; neither he nor any of the crew had any 
interest in the vessel or cargo, except their wages ; the voyage began at the Brazils ; they were to have 
gone to the Havana ; went direct from the Brazils to Lagos.^ 

The Monition, issued on the 4tli instant, was returned into Court on the llth instant, with the Certi- 
^cate of the Acting Marshal, that it had been duly served. 

On the same day the Affidavit of the Prize Master was received, accounting for tbe number of deaths, 
which had occurred amongst the slaves since capture. He deposes that ^ 7 of the said slaves de- 
parted this life, according to the Schedule annexed to the Affidavit ; and deponent further believes that, 
during the passage to this port, 2 more of the said slaves fell or jumped overboard during the nighty 
unobserved by deponent and prize crew.*" 

Publication of the above evidence and a day of trial having been prayed for b]r the Captoi^s Proctor^ 
and granted, the Court proceeded to the adjudication of the vessel on the I2th instant The Case of 
the ** Tofitfga*' exhibited almost every feature of illegal slave trading contemplated by the Portug^uese 
Convei^ion of the 28th July, 1817. She was unprovided with a Royal Passport to carry slaves to 
the southwaid of the Line ; she took on board a full cargo of slaves at Lagos, situated 6 degrees to 
the North of the Line, wherfe Slave Trade under any circumstances is forbidden to Portuguese sub-, 
jeets; and she was conveying those slaves to a port not subject to the Crown of Portugal. The 
^* Tanufa'* was therefore justly detained by a properly authorized ship of His Majesty ; and the 
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OcNtrt, without hesitation, pronounced Seotenoe aocordingly, condemning Uie.Tessel as good and law- 
fnl prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Portugal, awl declaring that she was legally captured hj 
His Majesty's brig-oi^war, ^ Gharybdis,*' Saoiuel Mercer, Esq., commanding ; and tUai, at the time 
of her capture, 442 slaves were on board, of whom 7 .died previous to their being landed in this Colony* 
and 1 subsequently. The survivors of th^ " Tamega's'' slaves, 434 in number, were then decreed to be 
emancipated from slavery* 

With req>eci to the Affidavit of the Prize Officer, which attempted to show that 444 slaves were on 
board the ** TamegcC^ at the time of her capture, the Court remarked that it must follow in this Case 
the usual rule, and only declare to have been captured the number that could be properly accounted 
for.

His Mcgesty's Cammhsianers to Viscount PaJmerston. — {Received Sept. 26.) 
My Lord, Sierra Leone^ I9th July. 1834. 

We have tlie honour to enclose, for your Lordship's information, the Copy 
of a Letter whidi we this day addressed to the Governors of Princes Island^ and, 
despatched by His Majesty's steam-vessel, ^' Pluto,'* Lieutenant Thomas Ross 
Sdivan oomsianduig. 

We had ascertained that the Master of the ** Santissimo Rozario e Bom Jezuz,**' 
and the Master and Mate of the '^Apta'* (the 2 vessels which were condemned; 
on the 25th ultimo in the British and Portuguese Court of Mixed Commission), 
were then on their passage to the Island of Princes, to which place both vessels 
belonged, t Under these circumstances, we thought it right to embrace the oppor- 
tunity thus afforded us of bringing under the notice of the Portuguese Officers, 
provisionally administering the Government of Princes Island and St. Thomas,' 
flie avowed violation of the Treaties between Great Britain and Portugal which had 
taken place in both the Cases referred to, by persons residing, with their families, 
within the limits of their command. 

The information conveyed will, we have reason to fear, be unattended with 
proper effects ; but it will, at any rate, take from the Portuguese Officers the plea 
of ignorance, should His Majesty's Government think fit to make any representa* 
tion upon the subject. 

In requesting^ Lieutenant Sulivan to deliver this Letter, on his calling at Princes 
Island, we at the same time desired him to ascertain there, if possible, the fate of 
the 2 Portuguese schooner-boats, *^Magdalena^ and *^ Maria Piquena^'* referred to 
in our Despatch of the 27th ultimo.

May it please your Excellencies, Sierra Lecme, I9th July^ 1834. 

We have the honour to bring under the notice of your Excellencies the drcumstances attend- 
ing the capture of 2 small vessels belonging to one of the Islands over which your Excellencies pre- 
side, and which have lately been condemned by us as good and lawful prixes to the Crowns of Great 
Britain and Portugal, for being engaged in illicit Slave Trade at the time of their capture, in direct vio- 
lation of the Treaties subsisting between Great Britain and Portugal. 

The Cases alluded to are, the Portuguese schooner, *'-4pte," owned by Don Maria Xavier, and of 
which Christovao Xavier Vellozo was Master, and Domingo Perez, Mate ; and the Portuguese 
schooner, ^Santissimo Bozario e Bom Jezuz^" of which Senor Maria da Gra^a was Owner, and 
Francisco Silvestre, and Benio Joz6, Master and Mate of the vcssd. 

Certified Copies of the depositions taken in these 2 Cases, on the 14th ulUmo, we have now the 
honour to enclose, for the information of your Excellencies, and we have attached to them the seal of 
our Court, in proof of their correctness. 

From these documents your Excellencies will perceive, that the 2d Clause of the Ist Article, and the 
4fh Article of the Additional Convention, signed at London, 28th July, 1817, were avowedly viobted 
ia l)oth Cases by persons resident with their families in the Island of Princes, and who, we have as- 
certained, are at present vnthin the limits of your Excellencies' command. 

We therefore beg to call the attention of your Excellencies to the 1st Article of the " Alvarfc of 
His Most Faithful Majesty, dated at Rio de Janeiro, the 26th January, 1818," which states that 

the Officers of such vessels, to wit, the Captain or Master, the Pilot, and Supercargo, shall be 
banished to Mosambique, and each diall pay a fine equivalent to the pay or other profits which be 
was to gain by the adventure."

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Pabnerston. — (Received December 1.) 

Mr Lord, Sierra Leone ^ 6th September ^ 1834. 

We have the honour to enclose our Report of the Case of the Portuguese 
schooner, '' Despique/' Joze Maria de Oliveira, Master, adjudicated in thp British 
and Portuguese Court of Mixed Commission, on the 1st instant. 

The Case of this vessel resembles that of the *^Hebe," reported in our Despatch 
of the 27th October, 1832, in every material point. Both vessels cleared out from 
Lisbon, under a Passport from the Portuguese Minister of Marine for the Coast 
of Africa. They embarked their slaves at the same place, were bound for the 
same island, and were captured on the same spot Subsequent to capture the 
same proceedings were adopted in both Cases, with respect to the prosecution of 
the vessel and the disposd of the slaves found on board of them. 

The ^^Despupxe" received a Passport from the Portuguese Minister of Marine 
at Lisbon, dated the 1st October, 1833. Slie left Lisbon on the 19th October, 
and reached Pernambuco on the 25th of the following month. She proceeded 
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again i>n lier^iiroyage4 chiyis afterwatds, and arrived at St Paul de Loando 
in AngK*i on the 15th Jftiiuarjr, 188*. Having landed her c^rgo of Avine 
and dry ff6ods, she detained permission, on the 5th April following, from the Go- 
vernor of Angola and its Dependencm^ to return to Lisbon » the destination marked 
out in her original Piapeis^ by .way of Havana and Gibraltar. The last document 
pivomed by tiie ^^De^pj^tie" >at Loando was a Port Clearance, dated the 7th 
April, 1834, certifying that all the necessary examinations had been made, and 
that she was aboiit to take her departure for Havana in ballast. 

Such ^ proceeding as this necessarily implicates the Authorities in Angola as 
conniving at \he illegal nature of the voyage, in the prosecution of which the 
" Despique' was caj^tired ; for they fnust have been ^ell aware of the dbject • 
with which the vessel cleared out for Havana in ballast, after having landed a 
valuable cargo and lain a nerind Q£.82.day&ixi.iheir harbouFj v;ithout_takin^on . 
board a single dollar's worth of return-cargo. 

The " Despique then went direct to Aratriz, about 60 or 70 miles to the 
northward of Lc^^ft^^nd having emb^u-k^d be^ sl^^ves^^who we;j?'i^l ready for 
her, sl^e, sailed on the following* day for Havana. Snewas, however, happily 
fdlen^ff %itK >?*liiKl t^ and before the infamous object vfrf^ her :)

The slaves of the ** Despique'" were landed^ as in the Caae of the " H^,'\ ' 
at Nassau^ in the Bahama Islands^ owing to the sickness which prevailed amongst 
them, and the insufficiency of the provisions for their sustenance. . And the vessel 
herself was brought into this harbour by a prize crew of the capturing ship; 

The usual proceedings liave been closed, and the necessary evidence taken, we' 
passed iudgment on the Case on the 1st instant. The slaves found on board the 
*^ Desptque^'* at the time of capture, were undoubtedly embarked within what the 2d 
Article of the Convention calls *' the territories in which the traffic irt slaves con- 
tinues to be permitted to die subjects of His Most Faithful Majesty ;" but it is 
equally certain that the vessel on board of which they were placed was unprovided 
with a Royal Passpprt authorizing her to carry slaves, in accordance with tlie 1th 
Article pf the same Convention. Under these circumstances we had no hesitation 
in acting upon the principle which guided your Lordship and the Right Honorable 
the Elarl pf Aberdeen, in the Correspondence which took place witli the Viscount 
d'ltabayana and the Chevalier de Mattos^ on the subject of the Brazilian schooner, 
" Tres Amigos,'' in the years 1829 and 1830, namely, that the Articles of the 
Treaty .w)iieh wiwld^eem^ at first sight, to oppose the condemnation of a vessel 
which had embarked her slaves within authorized limits, '* have reference only to 
Cases of vessels furnished with Pasi^rts entitling them to carry slaves." 

The " Despique^'' having no such Passport, was therefore not entitled to claim 
the betiefit of those itatides of the Po i t u gues e Convention whieb would otherwise 
have protected her from capture. She was besides violating the 4th Clause of the 
1st Article, in being bound for a port not in the Dominions of Her Most Faithful 
Mfijesty ; and it was incumbent upon heo hy th^ 5th Article of the Instruotionst 
detained as she was, 20° North of the Equator, to prove the legality of the voyage 
in which she was engaged. Tliis, of course, it was impossible for her to do, 
inttSiMiich as^her voyagie was Illegal in every point, exoept in the place where her 
slijfves Wefe ^mbark^. On these groands a Sentfenoe of condemnatioa was 
pronounced upon th^ ** Despique ' and her cargo, and the survivors of the slaves, 
found dn boanl of her at the time of capture, were decreed to be emancipated. 

In\>itr Despatch of the 16th July, 1834, which contained our Report of the Case 
of the Pbrtttguese brig, " Ttmega^' we had the honour to call your Lordship's . 
attention to the f^ct that a Portuguese merchant resident in Lisbon, Joze Manuel 
Mnchado, was the Owner of the '* Tamega'" and her cargo of slaves, and that her 
Captain also resided at Lisbon with his family. In tiie present instance your Lord- 
ship will observe that the Passportfrom the Portuguese Minister of Marine describes 
Joze Gomes Ligeiro as the Owner of the *' Despique :*' and the Master of hpr 
deposes that both the Owner, Ligeiro, and himself^ live constantly at Lisbon; that 
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the slaves were the sole property of the Owner, and were to have been sold oa 
bb account; and that he corresponded with him on all matters relating to the 
•* Despique'i* trade. 

Should your Lordship think it right to brin? under the notice of the Portuguese 
Government such glaring infractions of the Portuguese slave law, and should the 
punishment of the offenders be neglected^ it would be suffieiently evident that the 
encouragement which is i^orded to illicit Slave Trade by the Authorities^ of 
Loando is sanctioned and connived at by the mother-country.

Report of the Case of the Portuguese schooner^ ** Despique,'' Joze Maria de Otivetra^ Matter, 
The Papers with which this vessel was furnislied at the time of her capture are the following: — 

1. A Passport from his Excellency, Agostinho Joz<5 Freire, the Portuguese Minbter of Mariae, 
dated at Lisbon, on the 1st October, 1833, and countersigned by Joaquim Pedro da Costa. Tliis 
Passport authorizes the Portuguese schooner^ " Deiptque^" on sads&ctory proof hating been given 
that she was entirely Portuguese property, owned by Joz<$ Gomes Ligetro and Company, and com- 
manded by Joz<l Maria de Oliveira, to make a voyage from the city of Lisbon to the Pcuis of the 
Coast of Africa, by way of Pemambuco, to return thence to the same city of Lisbon. An endorse- 
ment on this Paper, signed by the same J. P. da Costa, states, that it was registered in the Book of 
Passports kept at the office of the Secretary of State for the Afiairs of the Marine, on the 2d of 
October, 1833. 

2. A List of the Crew, dated at Lbbon on the 22d of October, 1833, in which the names of the 
▼esse], Master, und Owners, are the same as in the Passport The residence of all the persons in the 
last, except 3. is said to be on board the ship ; that of the Mate, Joaquim Ignacio Ribeiro, and of 
Rufino Ribeiro, a boy of 12 years of age, is put down as at No. 22, St Thomas Street The 
Cook, Jo&o Roiz, is said to live in the Rua do Lordto. 

3. Is a Log-book of the ** Despique^'' which appears to be in all respects true and fair. It com- 
mences on the 20th of October, 1838, when that vessel took her departure from Lisbon. She arrived 
at Pernambnco on the 25th November, on the 37th day of her voyage, and left it again on the 39th 
November, which is called the first day of her voyage to Angola. On the 1 5th January, 1834, 
she reached St. Paul de Loando ; and from this date we lose sight of her proceedings, for a period 
of 80 days, at the expiration of which she was still in the same harbour. 

4. The next document then, in point of time, to be remarked upon, is an Endorsement on the 
** Despique*^* Lisbon Passport dated at St Paulde Loando, on the 5th April, 1834, purporting to be 
a permission from the Baron de Santa Comba, Governor of Angola and its Dependencies, (oar that 
vessel to proceed to Lisbon, by way of Havana and Gibraltar. 

5. A Bill of Healtli, of the same date, signed by Henrique da Costa de Aranjo e Farra, certifies 
that the ** Despique*^ was about to make a voyage to Lisbon by way of Havana and Gibraltar ; that she 
had on board a crew of 15 persons, including the Captain ; and that she was free from any con- 
tagious disease. 

6. Is a Clearance from the Custom-House at Loando, signed by the Baron de Santa Combo, and 
registered on the 6th April, 1834. 

7. A Certificate, dated the 7th April, 1834, from the Secretary of the Customs, states that all the 
necessary examinations had been made, and that the ^ Detpiqut^* was about to proceed from Loando 
in ballast. 

8. The ^^Despique'^* voyage from Angola to Havana beg^an on the 8th April, 1834, according to 
her second Log-book, the correctness of which there seems no reason to doubt. On the 23d of May 
she was so near to Cuba that the Isle of Pines was in sight ; and on the 24th she saw the capturing 
sbq} in chase, which i^ professed to believe to be a Columbian pirate. She then put about, and ran 
away from the land with all the sail she ooidd make, but was taken on the following day. 

With these Piters, and with a cargo of 215 slaves on board, the ^ Deqdque'' was captured on the 
25th May, 1834, ofi^ the Isle of Pines, by His Majesty's schooner, '* Firefly," Lieutenant John 
Julius Macdonnell commanding. 

The C^tor carried his prize, in the frst instance, into Havana, with the intention of bringing her 
hekfte the British and Spanish Court of Mixed ConmisBioa established there. But that Court eoi^ld 
not take cognizance of Portuguese vessels. He then proceeded to Nassau, New Providence^ in the 
Bahamas, where the slaves on board of the *' Despique*' were landed She was then given into the 
charge of Mr. Arthur Sansam, a Mate of His Majesty's schooner, ^ Firefly," and a prize crew ; and 
after having touched at Bermnda, in order to commraiioate with Admiral Sir George Cockburn, 
arrived in 2iis harbour on the evening of the IStii August, 1834 ; and on the morning of the 14th her 
acrival was reported by the Acting Marshal. 

On the 15th August the Affidavit of the Prize Master was taken, proving that His Majesty's 
sehooner, ** Firefly," John Julius Macdonnell, Esq., commanding, was duly authorized and empowered 
to make seizures of Pottugoeae veswb engaged in the Slave Tnde ; stating the time, iht place, and 
tbe circuBiBtances,of the '* Detpique'^' capture, and aathenticaUng the ship's Papers^ which have 
been already described. 

On the same day the " Despiqwi" was regularly brought before the British and Portuguese Courtt 
on Petition of the Captor's Proctor, that the Affidavit Sf the Price Master might be received ; that 
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the usual Monition miglit inue, and that evidence mi^ht be prodoced. The witnesses in pre- 
paratory, named by the Ph>ctor, wtte the Master tmd Mate of the detained Teasel. The Monition 
was according issnedt and the Captor's Declaration was (Ued. 

The Declaration is to the IbJlowing eifect : ** I, Lieotenant John Jniios Macdonnell, Commander 
of His Britannic Majesty's schooner, * Firefly,' hereby declare that, on this 25th day of May, 1834» 
in latitude 20<^ 4y North, longitude 88^ 4(y West, I detained the schooner named the * Dtspiqtte/ 
•ailing under Fortagrnese ccSours, armed with 2 guns, 6*poonder8, and commanded by JoikI 
Maria de Olireira, who declared her to be bound from Loando in Angola, on the Coast of Africa, to 
Havana, with a crew consisting of 13 men and 2 boys, whose names, as declared by them respec* 
tively, are inserted in a List at the foot hereof, and having on board 215 slaves, said to have been 
taken on board at Angola, on the Coast of Africa, on the 7th day of April, 1834." 

Lieutenant Macdonnell, in a subsidiary Declaration, made at Nassau, says : ** Finding it necessary 
to disembwfc 205 of the said slaves (10 having previously died on the passage) before the vessel 
could arrive at Sierra Leone (to which place it was my intention to send her for a4judication), on 
account of the very great debility of the slaves, and there not being a sufficient quantity of provisions, 
I did, on the 18th day of June, 1834, disembark 205 of the said slaves at Nassau, New Providence, 
in the Bahamas, where they remained.'* This Declaration, as well as the former one, was signed 
by the Captor, and witnessed by the Senior Mate and Assistant-Surgeon of the vessel under his 
command. 

Two other Papers were also filed on the same day, on the Petition of the Proctor in the Case. 
One was a Certificate, under the hands of the Senior Mate and Assistant-Surgeon of the capturing 
ship, that 10 deaths had occurred amongst the slaves, between the period of the ^* Despique^s** capture 
and her arrival at Nassau. The other document was a Receipt from the Collector of Customs at 
Nassau for 205 slaves received into that Island and placed under his charge, by order of his Excel- 
lency Lieutenant-Governor Balfour. 

On the 16th ultimo the witnesses in preparatory were examined on the standing Interrogatories 
by the Acting Registrar. Joii Maria de Oliveira, the Master of the •* Despique^*^ deposed, " that he 
was born and lives at Lisbon, which has always been his home ; has never been a subject of any 
state but Portugal ; is not married ; was appointed to the command of the detained vessel by the 
Owner, Joze Gomes Ligeiro, who lives at Lisbon, and is a subject of Portugal ; took possession of her 
in September last ; has knovm the vessel only since he commanded her ; does not know where she 
was built ; was present when she was taken ; she was taken for having slaves on board ; she was 
under Portuguese colours at the time of capture, and had no other colours on board, except for 
signals ; the schooner's name is the * Despique* which is the only name she has had since he knew 
her; is not aware of her exact tonnage; she had 3 Officers and 12 seamen on board, all of 
whom were Portuguese, and shipped by him at the same time, at Lisbon; had no interest in the 
detained vessel or her cargo, except his pay, nor had any of the officers or people on board ; he 
carried no passengers except the slaves, whom he did not attempt to conceal ; the present voyage 
began at Lisbon ; had he landed his slaves at Havana, he would have proceeded to Gibraltar, and 
thence to Lisbon ; afler leaving Lisbon he anchored at Pernambuco for water, and went from that 
port to Angola ; was going to Havana when he was taken ; made no resistance to capture, nor had 
he orders to resist, but of course would get away if he could ; nor was he instructed to destroy or 
conceal any of his Papers ; the Owner was Joz^ Gomes Ligeiro, who lives at Lisbon, where witness 
believes he has always lived ; knows him to be the Owner, because he was appointed by him, but does 
not know whether he is married; does not know if any Bill of Sale was ever made for the vessel, or 
what consideration was paid for her, but has no doubt that she was really the property of the above- 
named Owner ; the slaves were shipped at Angola, by JozcS Fereira da Silva Maiu, and he (witness) 
was to have sold them at Havana on account of the Owner of the vessel, whose sole property they 
were ; he (witness) verily believes tliat the slaves were, and would be if restored, the sole property 
of the aforesaid Owner, because he has not the slightest reason to doubt it ; the outward cargo was 
wine and dry goods, and was shipped at Lisbon ; there is no cargo at present, the slaves having 
been landed at the Bahamas; he took on board 215 slaves at Ambriz, near Loando, but does not 
know the number of each sex, nor how many died before capture, nor what number have died since ; 
the vessel was taken to Havana, and thence to the Bahamas, where the slaves were landed ; from 
Providence the vessel went to Bermuda, and thence to this Port ; the whole of the Papers found on 
board are true and fair ; had no Royal Passport to carry slaves ; the vessel is under the control of the 
Owner before named, with whom he corresponds on all matters relating to her or her trade.*' 

The evidence of the Mate, Joaquim Ignacio Ribeiro, corroborates that of the Master in every 
particular. 

The Case on behalf of the Captor having been closed, a Petition for its publication was presented 
on the 18th of August. On the 22d the Monition, citing all parties interested in the vessel to 
appear, was returned into the Registry, with the Certificate of the Acting Marshal, that it had been 
duly served ; and on the same day the Captor's Proctor prayed that a time might be appointed for 
a trial. 

Owing to the illness, at different times, of both the Commissioners, and of the Registrar, the 
Court did not assemble for the adjudication of the ** Despique*' until the 1st instant, 10 days afler the 
return of the Monition, when the Case was finally disposed of, no claim having, in the mean time, 
been preferred for the vessel and her cargo. 

The present Case is exactly similar to that of the Portuguese brig, " Hehe^'* reported on the 27th 
October, 1832, in every material point Both vessels were furnished with a Mercantile Rissport 
from the Minister of Marine at Lisbon, authorizing them to proceed to the Coast of Africa, but 
giving no permission to trade in slaves. Both embarked their slaves at the same place, and were 
captured on the same spot, and both adopted the same proceedings, with respect to their slaves, 
subsequent to capture. Under these circumstances a Sentence of condemnation was pronounced 
upon the ^Despique," for the same reasons which influenced the Court in the Case of the ^ Hebe." 

The capture of the ^ Despique^*' to the North of the Line, by a duly authorized ship-of-war of His 
Majesty, whilst engaged in illicit Slave Trade ; the absence of a Royal Passport permitting her to 
carry slaves anywhere ; and her being bound, with a cargo of slaves, to a place not within the 
Dominionsof Her Moat Faithful Majesty, were deemed to be such manifest infractions of the 4th 
Clause of the let Article, and of the 4th Article of the Convention between Great Britain and 
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Portugal, of the 28th July, 1817, as to render her liable, to detention, under the 5th Article of the 
tame Convention. The Court therefore decreed, *^ that the Portuguese schooner, * Detpique^' JolA 
Maria de Oliveira, Master, was justifiably detained by His Majesty's schooner, * Firefly,' John Julius 
Macdonnell, Esq., commanding ; and that she be condemned, her hull, tackle, apparel, and fumitore, 
and the goods, wares, and merchandize, laden therein, as good and lawful prize to the Crowns of Great 
Britain and Portugal." The Court moreover decreed, ^ that there were on board the * Dapique^' at 
the time of her capture, 215 slaves, of whom 10 died previous to the arrival of that vessel at Nassau, 
New Providence, in the Bahama Islands ; and that the remaining 205 Aaves, or the survivors of 
them, at the present momept, be emancipated fir^m sbvery."

With feelings of the deepest regret, we have to inform your Lordship that 
Joze de Paiva, Esq., His Imperial Majesty's Commissary Jud^ m the British 
and Brazilian Court of Mixed Commission, died yesterday evenings after a short 
but severe illness. 

In performing the melancholy duty of making this communication to your 
Lordship, it b only due to the memory of Mr. de Paiva to say, that, for the 
period of nearly 6 years, during which, without intermission, that gentleman 
resided at his post, his public conduct was marked by a spirit of courtesy and 
conciliation towards hb colleagues in office, with whom he at the same time 
lived privately on terms of intimacy and friendship. 

His Imperial Majesty's Commissioner of Arbitration, Matheus Egidio da 
Silreira, Esq., will have now to perform the duties of his deceased friend, until 
another Commissary Judge be appointed, unless he should himself be confirmed 
in the appointment. 

The 14th Article of '' the Regulations for the Mixed Commissions," annexed 
to the Additional Convention with Portugal, of the 28th of July, 1817, states: 
** That in case of the death of the Portuguese Commissioners, Judge, or 
Arbitrator, in the Commission established in the British Possessions, the remain- 
ing individuals of the above-mentioned Commbsion shall be equally authorized 
to proceed to the judgment of such slave-ships as may be brought before them, 
and to the execution of their Sentence." Under such circumstances, however, the 
same Article gives *^the parties interested the right of appealing from the Sen- 
tence, if they think fit, to the Commission resident in the Brazils ;" thb right 
bein^ restricted, in point of time, to such Sentences only as shall be pronounced 
withm 6 months from the date of such death-vacancy. 

This Article, as well as every other in the Treaties and Conventions subsisting 
between Great Britain and Portugal, on the subject of the Slave Trade, will be 
the guide of our conduct, in carrying on the business of the British and Brazilian 
Court of Mixed Commbsion, according to the Instructions on this point conveyed 
in your Lordship's Despatch* of the 16th August, 1831. 

No Brazilian Case has come before the Court for adjudication for a long period, 
the ^^Ismenia," detained by His Majesty's ship, *' Eden," on the 28th November, 
1839, being the last vessel captured under the Treaty with Brazil.

On the 16th instant Lieutenant Charles Bolton, commanding His Ma- 
jesty's schooner, *^ Nimble," came into this port with the Spanish schooner, 
" Joaquina/' which, with 327 negroes alive on board at the time of detention, he 
had captured oflf the Isle of Pines, on the 10th instant. This Case of illicit Slave 
Trade was immediately laid before the Mixed Commission, and on the 21st instant 
the Sentence of that Court was signed, which condemns the vessel, and emanci- 

Eates all the slaves found on board and now remaining alive. We have now the 
onour to transmit to your Lordship Copies of the Captor's Letter to the Mixed 
Commission, and of his Declaration, together with an Abstract of the evince, and 
a Translation of the Sentence. 

From these various documents it will appear that the schooner, ^^ Joaquina,** 
of 101 Spanish tons, and armed with 1 long 12-pounder, sailed from the Havana 
on the 21st April last^ and, on the 19th of September following, took on board at 
the River Bonny, on the Coast of Africa, 348 negroes, of whom 17 had already 
died on the voyage back to Cuba, when she was descried by His Majesty's schooner, 
^'Nimble." It will further appear that this slave-vessel made a most obstinate 
defence of nearly an hour, and was not taken possession of by His Majesty's 
schooner until she was reduced to nearly a sinking state, having her Captain mor- 
tally wounded, as well as 2 negroes lulled, and 1 seaman and 2 negroes less 
severely injured. One, however, of these last negroes died afterwards of his 
wounds, as well as 3 others of dysentery, in the interval between the capture and 
the delivery up of the cargo to the Captain-General, so that the Sentence of the 
Mixed Commission emancipates only 323 slaves ; but we regret to state, that on 
counting the negroes over at the period of delivering them up to the Captain- 
General, the Captor found 2^ men of the number missing, so that in fact only 
321 were delivered up to the local Authorities. We have the honour to enclose a 
Copy of the Captor's Letter on this subject^ addressed to His Majesty's Commissary 
Judge. 

We have great pleasure in stating, that although the ''Joaquina'' is almost a 
wreck, and arrived in the Havana with the greatest difficulty. His Majesty's 
schooner received no damage whatever, except having a few of he;* sails somewhat 
cut up. 

We learn that, after the capture, a conspiracy was formed on board the slave- 
vessel, to rise and murder the prize crew ; but as it was most providentially dis- 
covered in time, the whole matter has now been referred by lieutenant Bolton 
to the Captain-General.

' Ldeutenant Bolton to the Mixed Commiuian, 

His Britannic Mafeslys schooner^ *^ Ninble/* 
Most Excillbnt Sir and Gentlemen, Havana, I6tk November^ 1833. 

I BEO to acquaint you that I arrived this day, at this port, in His Britannic Majesty's schooner, 
" Nimble," with the Spanish slave-schooner, *' Joaquinay* captured on the morning of the 10th instant, 
off the Isle of Pines. At daylight on the 10th instant, a sail was discovered about 9 or 10 miles to 
leeward, standing iji for land. All sail was kninediately made in chase, and having greatly the supe- 
riority of sailing, I soon made her out to be a large schooner, which we were closing very fast. When 
within 3 or 4 miles the stranger, pcpceiving there was no chance of escaping by sailing, wore round, 
shortened sail, and hove-to to receive us ; being then 7 or 8 miles from the South-west point of the 
Isle of Pines. I soon afterwards took in stodding-eails and square-sail, and prepared lor action, still 
bearing down upon him ; he then hoisted Spanish colours and fired a blank gun, when I hoisted our 
colours, and as soon as we were within musket-shot (to ascertain positively what he was) I ordered 
8 muskets to be fired over him, which he returned by a well-directed shot from a long 12-pounder. 

I immediately opened fire npon him, dosing as qukkly as possible. The wind now becoming very 
light, he continued receiving and returning our fire until within half pistol-shot, when, having re- 
ceived two 18-pound shot between wind and water, several through his upper works and sails, his 
mainmast cut nearly through, and rigging much damaged, the Captain desperately wounded (since 
dead), he struck his colours, and cried for quarter^ His defence was most obstinate and desperate, 
continued nearly an hour, and he fought worthy of a better cause. 

On boarding I found 1 seaman (besides the Captain) wounded, and I greatly jregret to add, 2 of 
the unfortunate negroes in the hold were killed by 1 shot, and 2 others severely wounded. She 
proved to be the ** Joaqiana*' schooner, of 101 tons, 1 long 12-pounder, and 25 men, 51 days from 
the River Bonny, and having on board at the time of capture 329 negproes ; it appears she sailed witli 
8^ and they wdkmowMgt having executed several on the voyage for mutiny.

Declaration of the Captor. 

I, LiBUTBNANT Charlbs Boltom, Commander of His Britaumc Majesty's schooner, ** Nimble,** 
hereby decktre that on this 10th day of November, 1833, being in or about latitude 21° 28^ North, 
longitude 83° 13^ West> I detained the schooner named U^ '^Joaqwnc^^* sailing under Spanish 
colours, armed with 1 long 12-pounder, eommlnded by Don Juan Vergel, who declared her to be 
bound from Bonny River, on the Coast of Africa, to the Isle of Pines, off the Island of Cul)a, with a 
crew consbting of 14 men, 7 Ix^s, and 4 passengers, whose names, as declared by them respectively, 
are inserted in a List at the foot hereof, and having on board 329 staves, said to have been taken on 
board at Bonny Rivei; on the Coast of Africa, on the 19lh day of September, 1833, and are enume- 
rated as follows : —

i do fi|rther deelare that ibt said schooner appeared to be unseaworthy, in consequence of damage 
leeeived in the action by shot^holes between wind and water; that she was supplied with a sufiicient 
wtotk of water and provisions for the support of the said negroes and crew on the destined vopge to 
the Island of Cuba. I do further deelare that in the action previous to the detention, of nearly an 
hour's duratbn, in which the Master of the slave-vessel was mortally wounded, and 1 seaman severely, 
there were also killed 2 negroes and 2 more severely wounded, thus reducing the number of negroes 
alive at the time of taking possession to 327 : and I do further declare, that in the interval between 
dM capture and the vessel's arrival in the Havana, there have died of dysentery 3 negroes.

Abstract of the evidence in the Case of the Spanish schooner^ •* Joaquiiia." 

Li£UTBNANT CuARLBs BoLTON, Commanding His Britannic Majesty's schooner, ^ Nimble,'* being 
sworn, and having shewn his Instructions, deposed that the contents of the declaration now pro- 
duced and signed by the deponent, are just and true, as to the state of the detained Spanish schooner, 
*' Joaquina,** her crew, and slaves, at the time of detention ; that the number of slaves is now reduced 
by death to 323, as appears by the Certificates annexed to deponent's Declaration ; and, finally, that 
the documents. No. 1 to 4 inclusive, now presented to the Court, are those which this deponent 
received from the Mate of the slave-vessel at the moment of taking possession, via. : — 

1* A Log-book. 
2. The Royal Passport. 
a The Muster-roll. 
4. The Contrasefia. 

Mr. William Pennycook, Assistant- Surgeon on board the said schooner-of-war, •* Nimble,** being 
sworn, deposed that the j^eclaration of the Captor now produced is signed by the deponent, as being 
witness to the truth of its contents, as well as of the additional Certificate annexed to this Declara- 
tion. 

Mr. Whaley Armitage, Mate of the said schooner-of-war, being sworn, deposed that the Declaration 
of the Captor now produced is signed by this deponent, as being a witness to the truth of its contents. 

Don Benito Pereyra, 26 years of age, a native of Coruiia, in the kingdom of Galida, unmarried, 
and a Catholic, being sworn, deposed that he is Mate of a merchant-vessel, and matriculated at 
Ferrol ; that he is now in prison, having been brought into this harbour by the English schooner-of- 
vrar, ** Nimble,'* on account of the Spanish merchant-schooner, *' Joaquina^" in which the deponent 
sailed, having on board bozal negproes; that the *^ Joaquina" was detained on the south side of the 
Island, in front of the Isle of Pines ; that at the time of detention there were 329 neg^roes of both 
sexes existing on board ; that the ** Joaqtiina" made resistance to the schooner-of-wari but that this 
resistance proceeded from the crew of the ** Joaquina*^ not being able to recognise the colours of 
the *' Nimble," and their mistaking her for a suspicious insurgent vessel ; that the schooner, ^^Joa- 
qvmoC* was thus induced, under her Spanish colours, to return the fire of the ^'Nimble;'* that the 
Captain of the ^^Joaquina*' has died of his wounds received in this action, as well as 2 bozal neg^roes 
in the hold» and 1 other after the schooner had arrived in this port, and that although there were other 
bozal negroes wounded, their wounds have not proved serious ; that the deceased Captain, Don Juan 
Raymundo Vergel, gave the deponent his place as Mate on board the ^^ Joaquina ;*' that the 
**Joaquina** sailed from this poBt» as well as the deponent recollects, on the 25th or 21st of April last, 
for the Island of Principe, with a cargo of tobacco, gunpowder, and aguardiente, together with 
some dry goods and specie. That although they sailed fi'om the Havana for the Island of Principe 
they did not touch tliere, because the Captain, now deceased, resolved to go to the Coast of Africa, 
which voyage he effected, notwithstanding the written Protest of this deponent ; that this deponent 
knows not where the said Protest now is ; that the ^' Joaquina** anchored in the River Bonny, on the 
afi)resaid Coast, and there landed her cargo, taking on board in return 348 negroes of both sexes ; 
that Ihey sailed from Bonny on the 15th September last, and that they were detained by the English 
schoouer-of-war, on the morning of the 10th of this month ; that the difference between the number 
of negroes now alive, and the number originally embarked in Africa, entirely results from death by 
natural diseases, such as dysentery, &c., and the consequences of the action ; that the Owner of the 
*^ Joaquina" is Don Antonio Babis, who died of fever on the Coast of Africa ; that the Supercargo 
of the schooner was Don Juan Vergel ; that the Assistant-Mate, Don Francisco Conde, is now in 
the public prison ; that the Cook, whose surname this deponent forgets, but whose Christian name is 
Manuel, contrived to escape from the schooner-of-war, by throwing himself overboard in the bay. 
That there remains no cargo or effects of any kind on board ; that the capturing schooner was even 
obliged to supply the ^^Joaquina** with provisions for the voyage to the Havana; that at the time of 
the Captor's taking possession of the ** Joaquina" there were 329 negroes on board ; that 2 of these 
in the hold died inconsequence of a shot received in the action, as well as another of his wounds; that 
3 negroes, yIz. 2 females and 1 male, died of natural diseases, making in all 6 deaths after the 
Captor took possession of the '* Joaquina ;" that the Papers now produced are truly those of the 
schooner, ** Joaquina" 

D6n Francisco Peirano, 33 years of age, a native of Ferrol, in the kingdom of GralUcia, married, 
and a Catholic, being sworn, deposed that he is by profession Boatswain of the Spanish merchant- 
schooner, *^ Joaquina^** which was captured by an English schooner-of-war, near the Isle of Pines, 
on the south side of the Ishind ; that this deponent does not recollect on what day of the month she 
was captured ; that he supposes the cause of the capture to have been some bozal negroes who were 
on board; that the English schooner brought them into this port; that Don Juan Vergel gave this 
deponent his place as Boatswain ; that he embarked in this harbour under the idea that his destina- 
tion was the Island of Principe ; that the outward-cargo consisted of aguardiente and provisions ; 
that the '* JoaquiTia*' did arrive at the Island of Principe, but took no negroes on board there, nor 
did she there land any part of her cargo ; that she sailed from that Island for the River Bonny, on 
the Coast of Afi-ica, where she took on board 347 negroes, as well as this deponent remembers ; that 
this deponent did not interfere at all in the business, being entirely under the orders of the Captain ; 
that this deponent knows not how many negroes remained alive at the moment of the detention, 
because 15 days after having sailed from Africa the deceased Captain deprived this deponent of his 
place ot Boatswain, for what reason this deponent knows not ; that as no one on board the *' Joa^ 
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M^iltiui^ «Mdd disChii^flh the EngHflfa colours on boaml the achooner-ofwar, they certainly did 
fire upon hevt tluniuBg they were attacked hy some pirate ; that the action lasted until they were 
conyinced that she bebnged to the Royal British Navy ; that the Captain of the *' Joaqumd' died of 
a musket-wonnd in the breast ; that a sailor was also wounded by a splinter ; that 1 negro, as this 
deponent wis infivmed, was killed in the hold, but that he knows not how many were wounded ; 
that this deponent has never inown any other Owner or Supercargo of the ^*Joaquina'* than the 
Captain, now dead ; that at the time of the detention there was no other cargo on board than the 
negroes. / 

Don Juan Cruz, 45 years of age, a native of Castro de Urdiales, in the Mountains of Santander, 
where his wife now resides, being sworn, is a Catholic, deposed that he is a mariner of the Spanish 
merchant-schooner, ^^Joaquina*' to which he was appointed by her late Captain, Don Juan Ray- 

. mundo Vergel ; that this deponent sailed from thb port in September last, for the Island of Princi|ie, 
with a cargo of aguardiente and other goods; that they never arrived in the said Island of Principe, 

^ but steered away lor the River Bonny, on the Coast of Africa, where they landed the aguardiente, and 
took on board, by orders of the Captain, 347 negproes ; that on the V Joa^ina's** return to this 
Island, being then off the mouth of the Guanimar, on the south side of this Island, she was detained 
by an English scbooner-of-war, and brought into the Havana, on account of having bozal negroes on 
board ; that this deponent knows not how many negroes were alive at the time of detention, nor does 
he recollect how many dead bodies were thrown overboard previous to that period, but all that had died 
before that time had died of natural diseases; that the *'Joaqnina" made resistance to the English 
schooner-of-war ; that this deponent heard the Captain say before he died, that this resistance arose 
entirely from his not recognizing the colours of the vessel which attacked fcim ; that there was no one 
on board killed except the Captain ; that this deponent knows not whether any of the negroes were 
killed or wounded ; that this deponent is not acquainted with any other Owner or Supercargo of the 
*' Joaquina* than the deceased Captain Don Juan Vergel ; that at the time of detention there 
lemained nothing whatever on board exq^pt the negroes, who had been embarked on the Coast of 
Africa.

Sentence in the Case of the Spanuh schofmer^ " Joaquina/* 

In the always most faithful City of the Havana, on the 21st day of November, 1833, the most 
Excellent Seiior Don Joz($ Maria Herrera y Herrera *' Conde de Femandina,*' Honorary Grandee of 
Spain of the first Class, Grand Cross of the Royal Order of Isabel la Catolica^ Knight of* the Order of 
Charles III., GentiUtombre dc Camera con exercicio^ Supernumerary Colonel of the Havana Regiment 
of Cavalry, and also William Sharp Macleay, Esq., the Spanish and British Commissary Judges 
In the Mixed Commission, having met together, and taken into their consideration the proceedings 
consequent upon the detention which, afler an obstinate action on the 10th of this month, the 
English schooner-of-war, '^Nimble," commanded by Lieutenant Charles Bolton, made in latitude 
21® 28' North, and longitude 83^ 13' West, of the Spanish merchant- schooner, *^ Joaquina,* Don 
Juan Raymundo Vergel, Master, anned with 1 long 12-pounder, with swords and firie-arms, and 
having on board, at Uie time of detention, 329 bozal negroes, of whom 2 died in the action, and 
another afterwards, by reason of his wounds, as well as 3 more of dysentery, previous to her 
arrival in this port ; and although the Spanish captain has also died, it being fully proved, as well 
by the Declaration of the first Mate, Don Benito Pereyra, as by those of the other witnesses 
examined, and by the documents found onboard the Spanish schooner at the period of detention, that 
she sailed from this port on the 2l8t April last, with Papers and a Cargo for the Island of San Tomas, 
and directed her course to the River Bonny, on the Coast of Africa, where she took on board 348 
negroes of both sexes, which number, by reason of deaths on the passage back, was reduced, at the 
time of detention, to 329, from whom 6 must be further subtracted, as having died either in this port, 
or in the action, or afterwards during the passage to this port, so that only 323 now remain alive. 
Whereupon the aforesaid Commissioners resolve that they ought to declare, and do hereby declare, with 
all doe consideration to the merits of the Case, and according to Ihe brief and summary mode of pro- 
ceeding adopted in all simibr Cases, on the truth being made known, that the capture of the aforesaid 
schooner, ** Joaquma^'' and of the 323 negroes now remaining alive, is good and legal ; and that the 
aforesaid schooner, ^* Jbaguina," with all her tackle and apparel, and whatever else may be mentioned 
in her formal Inventory are subject to confiscation, all except the above-mentioned 323 negroes no->v 
alive, who are declared to be free from all slavery and captivity. And the Commissioners order that the 
condemned schooner and all that belongs to her be valued by the principal Masters of the Royal 
Dock-yard, they being previously sworn to perform their duty fiiithfully, and that the whole be sold at 
public auction, in the presence of the public Scrivener, Don Manuel Fornari, in order that the 
proceeds be applied to the benefit of the 2 Governments, the said schooner being for the present 
placed in deposit with and under the charge of Don Jayme Andreu, who shall likewise swear faith- 
fully to perform his duty, and shall receive her from the Captor, according to formal Inventory. The 
Commissioners shall likewise proceed, without, further loss of time, to deliver, according to the 
customary form, by the hands of their Secretary, to the above-mentioned 323 negroes, their Certifi- 
cates of Emancipation ; and they shall likewise address a Letter, with a certified Copy of this 
Sentence, to His Excellency the Captain-General, in order that he may take the proper steps to give 
it effect; and because the crew of the said schooner, ^^Joaquina,* remain in prison at His Excellency's 
disposal. And by this, their Sentence, definitely judging, thus have the Commissioners provided, 
ordered, and signed, in the presence of their Secretarv, who certifies.

Extract from the ** Diario de la Habana,'' November 28, 1838. 
(Traaalation.) (Official Article.) 

WvERBAs many manumitted blacks, of both sexes* have died in cooseqi^noe of the cholem 
morbns with which we have been afflicted, and whereas there have been observable much confusiott 
and little order in the reports and accounts transmitted at that period, wliich has occasioned many 
doubts, it becomes necessary to clear them up by every possible means, to which end His Excellency the 
President-Governor and Captain-General has resolved to put off the presentation of the said 
emancipated negroes, which was to have taken place on the 1st of December next, it being fixed for 
Sunday, the 19lh of January of the eosuinf year, in manner following >-7 

On the said day theie shall appear, without fail, only those belonging to the brigs, " RelAmpago^ 
** Campeador," ^^ Magieo^" and the schooners, ^^ Isabel'* and ^^^ Fingal ;'* on the subsequent Sunday* 
the 26th, those of the brigs, *" Orestes," the '* Intrepido,** and the schooners, ''Gerges'* and "^ Fo^odora.-" 
on the 2d of February following, those of the brigs, ^'Firme,'* the '* Midas,*' and the schoonera^ 
"^ Josrfa'* and *' Santiago;'* on the 9th of the same month those of the brigs, *' EmUio;* ** AguHaJ^ 
and the brigs, *' GaUU&' and *^ Flaneta;'' and lastly, on the 16th of the same month, shall present 
themselves those of the schooner, " Jndagadora^* and the brig, '^ Negrito;** and to the end that these 
different examinations may lead to the most satisfactory exf^inations. His Excellency directs those 
individuals who have free negroes of any of the said vessels to present themselves, provided with the 
respective descriptions of their persons ; and those who have had any escape from them, or die in 
consequence of the cholera in their houses or in the hospitals, likewise to appear, in order to give a 
circumstantial account of the day of the decease of the free negro, the place where it happened, the 
medical practitioner who attended him, and the Justice to whom he made the report, together with 
the name and number which the negro or negress bore, and the vessel to which they belonged : and 
that it may become known to all. His Excellency orders this Notice to be inserted in 3 eonsecntive 
Diarios of this city, lest any one should plead ignorance ; it being understood, that he who shaH not 
appear must abide the consequences of it, and whatever measures may be deemed necessary.

His Majesty s Commissioners to Viseouni Pabnerstan. — (Received Jan. 2A, 1834.) 

Mt Lord, Havana, Qd December, 1833. 

We have the honour to transmit to your Lordship the Translation of a Note 
which we have received from the Captain-General, in which His Excellency calls 
upon us to reply to certain proposalsL^tlierein stated, as to the most convenient mode 
of immediately sending 200 emancipated negroes to Trinidad, the number of each 
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sex being equal. We also have the honour to endose a Copy of our Answer to 
these propositions. 

We have no hesitation in assuring your Lordship, that we firmly believe the 
Chief Authorities of this Island to be most anxious to fulfil, with the utmost good 
&ith> every cooditioQ laid down by the Colonial Department for the removal of 
emancipated negroes from Cuba ; but, unfortunately^ on a due consideration of 
these conditions, several obstacles present themselves, which His Majesty's Cqm- 
missioners dare not venture to set aside, without having explicit Instructions from 
their Government as to the line of conduct they ought to pursue. Of the various 
difficoities that occur, perhaps the most important is the required previous notice 
of 1 month to the Governor of Trinidad. To comply accurately with this condition 
is a difficulty that will be best understood by persons experienced in the naviga- 
tion of the Gulf of Mexico ; indeed, the Grovernor of Trinidad, fully aware ofits 
being almost impracticable, has, in his Despatch to His Majesty's Commissioners, 
qpontaneousW offered to dispense with it. 

We b^ leave to state, tnat we deem the proposition of the Local Authoritied 
to pay the British Government one-half of the value of the '' Joaquina^'^ as esti- 
mated under oath by the Masters of the Royal Dock-yard, to be not only &ir, but 
fiberal, because no vessel hitherto sold has fetched the sum at which she was valued. 
Bat we have judged ourselves entirely precluded from accepting the proposal by 
the 7th Artide of the Instructions annexed to the Treaty, which expressly provides 
the sale of the vessel by public auctioD. 

We also humbly entreat your Lordships' Instructions as to the proposal made, 
of despatching the vessel employed to convev the negroes to Trinidad, with a 
Briti^ crew and a Spanish agent. There can be no doubt that this would be the 
most effectual mode of preventing frauds on the passage ; but we know not how 
far it may be possible to come to such an arrangement, nor indeed what measures 
His Majesty's Government would deem sufficient to guard the negroes against all 
hazard of such frauds. Our opinion as to the necessity, for the same reason, of a 
British agent accompanying the slave-vessel, in the event of her being manned by 
a Spanish crew, has been already laid before your Lordship, in our Despatcn 
of 21st January last. 

In that Despatch we stated to your Lordship, that, with every wish to obey the 
orders of our Government, we felt ourselves wnolly incompetent to certify that the 
neffroes sent are free from disease, and not incapacitated for labour, and that we 
haa accordingly taken upon ourselves to propose to the Local Authorities, that 
they should be examined by a Medical Officer appointed by us. We now venture 
to call the attention of His Majesty's Government to this subject, as well as to the 
other points in question, because we see most clearly that it is the decided intention 
of the Captain-General to avail himself of the permission given by His Majesty's 
Colonial Department, and to despatch to Trinidad all negroes who may in future 
be emancipated. If these unfortunate beings are acceptable in that Island, we 
may safely assert'that by their transmission there the humane object of the Treaty 
for the Abolition of the Slave Trade will be more effectually secured. 

For the present the negroes of the ^' Joaquina'' are deposited in the Bedado, (a 
place 2 leagues out of town, on the sea-coast,) as your Lordship will perceive by 
the enclosed '^Diario" of yesterday, containing a Report of the ^^ Junta Superior 
de Sanidad,'* in which, by the way, we beg leave to remark one statement as 
particularly erroneous. The negroes of the " Negrita' were not unhealthy, as 
was shewn by the Medical Certincates at the time, and by the state in which they 
arrived in Trinidad, and we can only explain the circumstance of so inaccurate a 
statement having been made to the public, by a desire, on the part of the Authorities, 
to apologize for the landing of the negroes of the '^ Joaquina,^' an act which has 
been exceedingly unpopular in the Havana.

sMenti namely, that he wished, from his seal for the inhabitants of this city, . v^hose health mig^l be. 
endangered unless the same measufe was adopted now that was taken with req;^t to tlie pegrbes of the 
goleta, ** Negrita^*^ also captured by the " Nimble/' to have them sent for security, as on that occasion 
were thoRe of the ^* Joaquina^' to Trinidad, one of the wiqdwaird Islands^ prov^de^ th4 t|^c President's 
of^ion coinddedwlth his ; aud seeing the Letter from ths Chief Pt^ysician, in which be requests Ifls 
Eveellencytbai the said blaeks might not be lodgfd ia,the;IaiS^ barracks on tbe^p^blic walk,, ^t-?;

> of those occasioned by the last epidemic, so as to throw the public works conskleribly^ils arrear, yet 
he would rather forego his wishes than neglect the means which were most likely to ensure the sueoesii ^ 
of his detennination ; and therefore applying to this Supreme Junta, freely to acquaint Mm by reason 
of the know]ed<re it must possess in regard to this subject, whether in fact no danger will result fcom* 
the landing of those negroes. And the Board having discussed the subject with the care and circum- 
spection which its importance requires, and being convinced that the circumstances in wlrieh fortunately 
we now are placed, with respect to the state of health, are very different from those under which the 
*' Negri ta" arrived, as also on the lith April, the date of the resolution taken on this subjectt the stats 
of health was different under which the negroes of that vessel presented themselves, almost all of them 
being sickly, and many of them dying in the very bay, which was far from being the case with those 
of the ''* Joaqnina,'* who arrived in perfect health, and without any other ailments, aocordtng to the 
Report of the Chief Physician, than those usual and common in those protracted voyages and 1a 
this class of men ; and considermg also, that with the precautions pdnted out by His E^LceUency, th^ 
inhabitants would run no risk, and his patriotic and generous intenUons might at the same time be 
fulfilled, the Board resolved to report to His Excellency that there would be no difficulty in granting 
permission for the landing, observing only that it should be effected, if the wind alkmed it, at the 
Point of LaChorrera, which is the nearest to the place where they are to be accommodated, and that 
if it should not be easy to accomplish it at that point, they should land at the crane of the Puata after 
nightfall, and should pursue their straight road ; the Secretary being authorized, finidly, to give currency 
to the present resolution, solely with the approbation of His Excellency, and without -the necessity of 
i's being previously read in the next Sitting, on account of the urgency of the measures above 

jeferred to.

The Captain-General to His Maje$ty*$ Commimoners. 
(Translation.) 
Obntibmbn, Havana, 29th November, 1883. ' 

In a Meeting of the Chief Authorities of Cuba, which was convoked by me on the 23d instant, 
vour Letter was read of the 2l8t insUnt, in which you reply to mine of the 20th, on the subject of 
transferring to the Island of Trinidad the negroes of the *' Joaquina," captured by His Britannic 
Majesty's schooner, " Nimble." In the same MeeUng was also read vour Letter of the 16th January 
last, addressed to His Excellency the Conde de Villanueva, in which you succinctly detail the con- 
ditions under which your Government allows the transmission of emancipated negroes to the afore- 
said Island. The ** Junta," taking the whole into consideration, agreed, among other things, that ^ 
should officially inform you that, in conformity with the conditions approved by His Majesty the 
King of Great Britain, 88 negresses-that is, all the females of the cargo of the aforesaid •• ^- 
qtiina'* will be forwarded to Trinidad with an equal number of males, and, in order to complete 200, 
which number it has been judged convenient now to despatch, that they be made up with other eman- 
cipated negroes who shall possess the requisite qualifications, th^ number of each sex being always 

*^It was also agreed that a Letter should be written to His Excellency the Governor of Trinidad, In- 
forming him that the difficulty of communication with that Island renders the previous notice ofl 
month quite impossible ; but that, in order to avoid this difficulty, the ** Junta** of Authorities has 
imagined that the Fame object will be completely secured by the vessel carrying additional provi^oM 
sufficient for those 30 days, so that the cargo can remain on board after the vessel's arrival in Tn- 
nidad, and the intentkins of the Government of His Britannic Majesty be thus fulfilled.

' It was also agreed by the same /Junta^. that by reason of the aforesaid difficulty of commUnS- 
cation with TVinidad, the same official Letter' to tne' (Governor of* that Island should serve as a 
previous notice to announce that another transmission of such negroes as fall under the required 
conditions will follow, under the superintendence'of His Britannic Majesty^s'Commissioners, these 
negreta fonsisting of an equal number of each sex, being previously clothed, and also examined by 
Medical Officers appointed by the said Commissioners. 

The same ** Junta** likewise agreed, that the schooner, '^Jcaqmna^ haying been taUiediby the 
Marine, should be repaired, in order to prosecute the voyage to Trinidad, the *' Real Hacienda'* tt'j 
imbursing, conformably to the valoation, that part which afccraes to the Government of His Brilannie 
Majesty— ^that is, if you will not consent to await the return of the vessel, and her sale l^ pubUe 
auction afler return. 

Finally, it was agreed to request of you that the said schooner be manned by individuals from 
some English ship-of-war, or other vessels of the same Nation, as was the case with the vessel which 
carried away the negroes of the '* Negrito^'* the vessel having Hkewise on board a Spanish Com* 
missioner. 

I lose not an instant in communicating all this to you, in order that with all possible speed you 
may have the goodness to inform me of your opinion on the above points, which I have extracted from 
the Minutes of our proceedings ; and I beg to inform you at the same time that the negroes are de- 
posited in the '*Bedado."

Thi Undersigned, Commissioners of His Britannic Majesty, have the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of the Note of His Excellency the Coptaln-General, dated yesterday, in which His Ex- 
cellency has been pleased to state various Propositions, which had been agreed upon at a Meeting of 
the Chief Authorities of this Island on the 23d instant; these Propositions being as follow: — 

1st That the 88 negreascs of the ** Joaquina" shall be sent to Trinidad with an equal number of 
males, and also 12 males and 12 females more, so as to make the whole number sent to amount to 200. 

fidly. That a Letter shall be written to His Excellency the Governor of Trinidad, stating that the 
diiRculty of communication renders the previous notice of 1 month impossible. 

8dly. That the Authorities of Cuba shall, in order to avoid this difficulty, furnish the vessel em- 
ployed in the conveyance of the above 200 negroes, with provisions for 30 additional days, by which 
means the said negroes can remain on board the vessel 1 month after the Governor of Trinidad shall 
have had due notice of their arrival. 

4thly. That tlie above-mentioned Letter to His Excellency the Governor of Trinidad shall also 
announce the intended transmission, under the inspection of His Majesty^s Commissioners, of more 
emancipated negroes, who shall be clothed, and previously examined by a Medical Officer appointed 
by His Majesty's Commissioners. 

' 5thly. That the ^^Joaquina^' shall be valued, as usual, by (he Masters of the Royal Dock-yard, and 
repaired, in order to convey the abov^ 200 negroes to Trinidad, and that such Moiety of her above- 
estimated value as may accrue to the British Government shall be paid by the Finance Department 
of this Island, in the event of His Majesty's Commissioners not agreeing to await the return of the 
said vessel from Trinidad, and her sale by public auction : and, — 

6thly. That His Majesty's Commissioners agree to this schooner, and future vessels in the like pre- 
dicament, being manned by British sailors, taken either from vessels-of-war or merchant- vessels, it 
being always understood that they shall carry to Trinidad a Spanish Commissioner, as in the Case 
ofthe"2^f5rite." 

The undersigned have the honour to state, as far as regards the first of these 6 Propositions, that 
no difficulty presents itself to them with respect to receiving in Trinidad 200 negroes, when an equal 
number, according to the proposal, is sent, of both sexes. 

With respect to the 2nd Proposition, the undersigned beg leave to state, that His Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has, in his Despatch to them of the 5th July last, enjoined the 
strictest observance of that condition which requires 1 month's previous notice to the Governor of 
Trinidad of any proposed transmission to that colony of emancipated negroes. 

The undersigned can therefore give no answer to the 8d of the above Propositions, except that 
they will lose not a moment in referring the question to their Government. 

With respect to the adoption of the 4th Proposition, the undersigned see no difficulty whatever; but . 
they must observe^ that the 200 negroes now intended to be sent, ought to be forwarded under the 
inspection of His Majest/s Commissioners, and under precisely the same conditions as any future 
transmission of negprocs. 

The undersigned consider themselves, relatively to the 5th Proposal, bound to state, that they 
deem the offer which their Excellencies the Chiefs of this Island have made to reimburse the British 
Government one-half of the value of the ** Joaquina,'' as estimated by the Masters of the Royal Dock- 
yard, to be perfectly fair ; but they are sorry that they have no power, without the previous consent of 
their Government, to alter any of the Rules hitherto adopted with respect to the disposal of captured 
slave- vessels. As to His Majestjr's Commissioners agreeing to await the sale of the *' Joaquina^ 
afler her return from Trinidad,' it will be obvious that they would, by such assent, exceed their duty, 
as the vessel might be lost, or at all events deteriorated, previous to her return. The undersigned, 
however, see no objection, all the other difficulties being obviated, to the' ** Joaquina,** when pro- 
perly repaired and rendered seaworthy (which she is not now), being employed to convey the 200 
.negoes to Trinidad. 

The undersigned fully appreciate the motives of the Chief Authorities of this Island, in making the 
6th Proposal, and consider it to be a most honourable evidence of the good faith with which their 
Excellencies desire that the conditions proposed by the British Government should be executed ; biit 
although the undersigned feel how desirable it would be to send the negroes under the charge of a

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Britiflh orew, aeoomptsied by a Spaai^ CommisMoner, they have no anthoriiy or meaDB to carry 
mxdtk a piopoial into efieet. It need acarcely be said, indeed, that 4he underatgntd nfould be moat 
happy to agree to this 6th Proposal, if it oould be carried into exeentioa by the Spantah Aiith<Nritiea» 
bnt they entertaitt very eerious doubto of the practicability, in eonfannity vith the eadsting Navigfftiea 
Laws of Great Britaia, of navigating a Spanish vessel by a Britiah crew, ^thout a Special Agree* 
ment between the 2 Governments on the subject 

Having now had the honour of stating provisionally their Answers to the several Propositions of their 
Eitcellencies the Chief Authorities of the Island, the undersigned must repeat, that they will lose not 
a moment in referring the Letter just received from His Excellency the Captaio-Gkaeral to their Go- 
vemmeot.

I HAVE the hopour to state for your information, that on leaving the Havana, after the condemna- 
tion of the *' Joaquina/* in the full conviction that the Isle of Pines was the great resort for vessels 
engaged in the illicit traffic of slaves, I proceeded immediately to cruize off the shores of that Island, 
and on the morning of Tuesday, the Sd instant, about 9 A.M., discovered a vessel to windward, 
runniug down along the land, under all sail; and soon after observed her to be a large B-topsail 
schooner, who on discovering us to be a man-of-war, ran on shore inside the reef of Playa Larga^ 
it blowing strong at the time, and a heavy sea running; it took us until nearly 4 P.M. to beat up to 
her, during which time she effected the landing of the slaves and crew. As we approached, her 
masts were cut away, her magazine blown up, and the vessel so effectually fired in all parts, that, on 
the arrival of our boats alongside of her, it was found quite impossible to exlingmsh or subdue it. 
There was evidently a large quantity of oil on board, which fed the flames ; and she quickly burnt to 
the water's edge. 

It appears from a name painted on a piece of canvas rescued from the flames, that this vessel was 
the *^ Amistad Habanera^* and this supposition is confirmed by the crew of the ^^Manu^ta'* slave* 
achooner, which I have captured this day. On the morning of the 4th instant we discovered another 
vessel, 8 or 10 miles further to windward, which had l^en recently run on shore and burnt in the 
same manner. She bore every appearance of the vessel's being engaged in the Slave Ttade; and 
we learned from a fisherman, that she had landed slaves there, and been set on fire by her crew. I 
have no doubt she had received information from the fishermen of our being cruizing off the entrance 
of their regular landing-place, and, in despair of escaping us, had adopted this desperate alternative.

My Lord, Havana^ 2CXA December, 1833. 

We have the honoar to report to your Liordship the deteatioa of the Spa- 
nish slave-schooner, ^^Manuelita,'' oflF the Isle of Pines, on the 7th instant, by His 
Majesty's schooner, " Nimble/' commanded by Lieutenant Charles Bolton. The 
Captor arrived in the Harbour of the Havana, with his prize and 485 slaves, 
on the nth instant; and on the 17th the Sentence of the Mixed Commission was 
signed, condemning the vessel, and emancipating the 484 slaves now remaining 

alive- 
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We have the honour to transmit herewith the Copies of a Letter from the 
Captor and of his Declaration; also an Abstract of the evidence, and a Transla- 
tion of the Sentence. 

This Case has presented no novelty whatever, except that the '^Manuelita" was, 
although not armed at the time of detention, the finest schooner, and fastest 
sailing vessel engaged in the Slave Trade. She is said to have been largely 
insur^ at Barcelona. 

The negroes have all been landed, although on first arrival they were placed in 
quarantine. By the enclosed Copy of a Letter from Lieutenant Bolton to His 
Majesty's Commissioners, your Lordship will perceive that 2 of them have 
disappeared after emancipation. We are unable to explain satisfactorily bow 
the same misfortoiie should thus have occurred to the 2 last vessels condemned ; 
but we have represented Lieutenant Bolton's Statement to the Captain-General.

I HATB the honour to hifbrra jon that I arrived here this morning, brining' in fbr adjudication 
tlte Spanish slaye-schooner^ •* ilftmwrfito,'* which vessel I captured off the Isle of Pines on the 7th 
instant, after a chase of 7 hours, during- nearly the whole of which time, the wind being h'ght, we 
were workrag hard at our sweeps. She is a beautiful large 2-topsail schooner, drawing 17 feet water 
and had on board, at the time of capture, 485 slaves, and a crew of 34 men ; she made no resistance, 
harmg thrown btr gun orerboard when chased by a strange vessel on the Coast of Africa. 

I tfost the capture of this fine vessel so soon after the '* Joaquina ;** the destruction of the 
**Amiitad Habanera;'* and her being obliged to land her skves and crew on a part of the coast fkr 
fh>m any settfement, where there is neither road nor footpath, and the only inhabitants a fbw solitary 
fi^erroen, living in temporary huts, will act ae a check on the Proprietors of these vessels, and 
eoBvince them, that they cannot, but at an i mm ine n t- risky embark their property in his nefarious and 
disgraceful traffic:

'* ManueHta," as well as Captain and Mate ; that the " ManuelUa" had no other cargo on board what* 
ever except the negroes ; that the Papers now produced are the true Papers of the *' Mcmueliia", vis., 
the Royal Passport, Countersign, Muster-roll, and Log-book, all which this deponent delivered to 
the Captor at the time of detention ; that the *' ManuMa" sailed from Onis direct for the Island of 
Cuba, as will appear from the inspection of the Log-book. . ^. .) , 

Don Genaro de Garay, 48 years of age, a native of Biscay, and of the town of San Tusce, 
married, and a Catholic, being sworn, deposed, that he is by profession Second Mate of tUe Spanish 
merchant-schooner, ** ManuelUa ;" that this deponent embarked on board the said vessel in this port; that 
the master, Don Jost$ Garay, gave this deponent his place; that this deponent cannot state on what 
day the ^'Manuelito'* sailed from the Havana ; that her outward cargo consisted of dry goods, spirits^ 
alid gunpowder ; that they sailed for Onis, on the Coast of Africa ; that they landed the cargo there, all 
except the provisions necessary for their sustenance, and that they took on board, in return for the 
cargo, 523 negroes, as well as this deponent recollects ; that this deponent does not recollect the exact 
day on which they sailed from the Coast of Africa, because he was at that time very sick ; that the 
^^Manuelita*' made direct for the Island of Cuba; but was on the voyage detained by the British 
schuoner-of-war, *' Nimble ;** that this deponent cannot exactly state the day of the month on which 
the detention took place; that more than 480 negroes remained alive at the time of detention; that 
the rest had died previously at sea; that I or 2 negroes died after the detention, on the. passage 
round Cape Saint Antonio to this port; that this deponent knows no other Owner of the ** Manuelita*' 
than the Captain who commanded; that he interfered in every afl^ir, and paid the expenses; that 
the Papers now produced, numbered 1 to 4 inclusive, are truly those of the ** Manueiita^*' wfaidrthe 
English Commander seized at the time of detentk)n;

Santiago, unmarried, and a Catholk^ being sworn, deposed that he is Boatswain .of the 
Spanish merchant-:schooner, ^' ManueUta ;" that this vessel has been brought into this port »by 
an English schooncr-of-war, on account of negroes having been found on board; ^mi^t the 
'* ManudiiOt" was detained by the said schooner-d'-war, in sight of the Ide of Pines, on the South 
side of thLs island; that the day of her detention was, as weUas this deponent remembers, the 7th 
instant; that more than 480 negroes were then remaining on board ; that this deponent cannot state 
more exactly the number of negroes then remaining alive ; that the ** ManuelUa'* sailed from this 
port of the Havana, on the 17th June last, with a cargo of dry ^oods, aguardiente, and gunpowder; 
that she made for Onis, on the Afri6an Coast, a place at the mouth of the River Lagos; that she there 
took on board, in return for her cargo, 520 bozal negroes ; that the ** ManueHta'' sailed from Onis for the 
Island of Cuba on the 30th of October last, as well as this deponent recollects ; that more than 30 
negroes had died upou the passage previous to the detention ; that this deponent cannot state how 
many died afterwards, on account of his having been removed on board the capturing schooner; that 
this deponent cannot say whether the 4 Papers now produced, or any of them, are truly those with 
which the '* ManuelUa** sailed ; that this deponent obtained his place of Boatswain from the Master, 
Don Jos<^ Garay, who alone this deponent knew as arranging every thing relative to the schooner.

GsMTLEMEN, Hia Majeiiy^i nfiooner^ ** Nimble,'' Havana^ December 18, 1883. 

I BEO leave to state, for your information, that in delivering up the negroes taken on board the 
*^Manuelita** to the Spanish Authorities this day, 2 of the number were missing. I am quite certain 
. that the account of these at first taken was correct ; but I beg leave to call your attention to the fact, 
that during the time the Spanish Authorities prohibited our having any intercourse with our prize, it 
vras currently reported in the city that 2 of the negroes had been brought on shore from the ** Ma- 
nttelita f" that during the whole of that time a boat, said to be a Government boat, was laying astern 
of her, and that the watertack was abo sent alongside, in one of which I cannot but suppose they 
must have been conveyed away. 

Although I was not permitted to relieve the prize crew, exhausted by previous matching and 
anxiety, I am quite satisfied that no want of vigilance or attention can be attributed to the Officers in 
charge of her.

We are grieved to state that tBe year just expired shews no decrease 
ivhatever, but rather an increase in the Slave Trade of this port. 

In the year 1830 there sailed from the Havana, according to the List we have 
the honour to enclose, 31 slave- vessels, of which 1 was Portuguese. Of the 
remaining 30 Spanish vessels, no less than 22 have safely landed thefr cargoes, 
3 only being known to us as having been captured by His Majesty's ct^izers, so 
that the fate of! 5 remains to be ascertaiQed. . 

The number of slave- vessels which have sailed from the Havana, iA 1833^ 
according to the enclosed List^ is 38, among which are 2 Portuguese. Ot die 3& 
Spanish vesselts^ no less than 5 have openly cleared out for Lagos,, or San Pablo, 
de Loaodo, on the African continent, and 8 have already retumra and landed their 
cargoes. Two of them, however, have been captured by His Majesty's sdiooner^ 
" Mmble," and lately condemned at the Havana. 

We also have the honour to enclose a 3d List, being that of the slave-vesse& 
which have arrived in this port during the year 1838. These are 2f7, of which 4 
were Portuguese. Exactly the same number of slave- vessels canje into tibe Ha- 
vana in 18^. 

We are unable to state with precision the cfegree to which the Slave Trade 
prevails in the other ports of the Island ; but we understand, from His Majesty^ 
Naval Officers, that it is carried on at ^ntiago de Cuba m so indecently glaring; 
a manner as to call for particular inquiry. 

Although, at this great distance from the place, we have few means of knowing 
accurately what passes there, we may state that, on the 31st October last, the 
schooner, " Iberia," Jose Pugol, Master, landed slaves dose to Santiago* 
At Trinidad, on the southern Coast, slave-vessels are also fitted out for the Coast 
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of Afiicaw among whieh we may specify the sdioowr, ^^Mmco." Tomas EUortegtit, 
Master, which sailed on 3d March last. 

The great mortality which took place last year in the black population^ in con- 
sequence of the invasion of the Havana by cholera, has, now that the panic is over, 
occasioned^ in some quarters, a great demand for African negroes, and, upon the 
whole^ has given a considerable impulse to the Slave Trade, which, as we have 
lepeatedly had the honour of stating to your Lordship, is carried on by individuals 
having little connexion mth the Island of Cuba^ and who certainly take no interest 
whatever in its ultimate prosperity. 

Although we are well aware of your Lordship's being already oonvinced df the 
fiaict, we must repeat that the Slave Trade is ouly nominally abolished by Spais^ 
as long as she refoses to declare it piracy, or protects vessels from condemnation 
that are evidently fitted up for this detestable traffic.

As soon as I received your Note of the 22d ultimo, with the enclosed Copy of the Letter addressed 
to you by Lieutenant Charles Bolton, Commauder of His Britannic Majesty's schooner, ** Nimble," on 
the subject of the disappearance of 2 of the negroes of the schooner, ** Manuelitaj* 1 referred the 
whole affair to the Lieutenant-Governor, First Assessor- General of this Government, in order tiiat he 
might proceed, in so delicate a matter, according to the forms of justice; and of the result of his 
investigation you shall, in due time, be infurmed.

HU Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Palmerston. — {Received March 27.) 

My* Lord, Havana, 25th January, 1834. 

We have the honour to acquaint your Lordship that soon after the 
condemnation of the '^ Manuelita,'' the Intendant made a proposal to the Mixed 
Commission to purchase her at two-thirds of the valuation by the Masters of the 
Royal Dock-yard^ in order that she might be forthwith employed to convey 
emancipated negroes to Trinidad. The Mixed Commission replied that the 
Treaty^ which specially provides for the JPublic Sale of condemned vessels, 
rendered this step impossible. The " Manuelitaj' was accordingly brought to 
public auction, and purchased by the Intendant at two-thirds of the valuation^ 
which is the lowest price at which such sales are les^ally valid. 

We have now to inform your Lordship that the Captain-General addressed us 
a Letter, dated the 3lst ultimo, a Translation of which we have the honour to 
enclose, in which the Junta of the 3 Chief Authorities is declared to have agreed 
to those conditions which we had stated to His Excellency as being indis- 

Eerisable for the removal of any emancipated negroes to Trinidad. We 
ave the honour to enclose a Copy of our Answer,, dated the 2d January> 
in which we proposed, among other things, that when the negroes should 
have been approved by Dr. Meikleham, an English physician established 
in this city, the original CertiGcates of emancipation might be sent along with 
them to Trinidad. We beg leave to send herewith the Translation of a Note from 
his Excellency, in answer^ dated the 3d instant, enclosing a Copy of his Commis- 
sion to Don Luis P^ne^ authorizing him to set aside such of the negrbes of the 
'^Joaquhui\%ndi '* manueUta'' as might be fit to be sent, according to the conditions, 
in the schooner^ *^ MmueKta,'* to IVinidad.

We have also the honour to enclose tke Trmmlation of another Letter from His 
Excellency^ dated the 10th instant, in which be 94ate» that 106 maled and 106 
females had been put aside as sound and healthy for Dr> Meikfeham's inspection. 

We accordingly^ in a Letter, dated the 13tk la&taot, of which a Copy is enclosed^ 
requested the proper Authority for this gentleman, to inspectlhttm^ ^n^icfa was given 
on the same day in another Letter of the Captain-General, a Translation of which 
is likewise enclosed. 

We have also the honour ta transmit the Copy of a Letter which we ^^^'-yswd 
to the Captain -General, on the 16th instant, stating that all the formalities requi- 
site on our part had been completed, and we enclose a Translation of His Excel- 
lency's Answer. 

It will appear from the Captain-Generdl's statement in his Note of the 31st 
ultimo, that a notice of the intended transmission of these negroes wassen(» on the 
t6th December last» to the Governor of Trinidad, by way of Jamaica, so that, on 
the evenmg of the 16th instant, the ** Manuelita** sailed with them, having 
additional provisions on board for 30 days after ^^rival at her destination — a 
measure which was adopted in order to meet the possibility of any delay in Che 
notice sent by way of Jamaica. 

We furnished the '* MantAsUta,'* previously to sailing, with a Certificate, to 
prevent her bemg interrupted or detained by any of His Majesty's cruizers on 
the voyage ; but we took care that it should be understood, that this document wagi 
to be given up with the negroes to the Governor of Trinidad, by the Captain in 
charge. 

We have the honour to enclose a Cof^ of a Letter, which we addressed, with 
the original Certificates of emancipation, to His Excellency, the Governor of Tri- 
nidad. We further beg leave to enclose a Certificate from Dr. Meikleham» 
a graduate of Oxford and Glasgow, to prove that the 212 negroes sent were 
healthy and sound. To this medical gentleman we feel ourselves greatly in- 
debted for his readiness in offering to give us, without making any previous 
stipulation whatever, such a Certificate, for the satisfaction .otHis Majesty's 
Grovemment, as we felt ourselves perfectly incomoetent to give, and we venture 
most humbly to solicit, in the event of such Certincates being required in f«tiife, 
such remuneration for his services as your Lordship may deem proper. We 
were obliged to avail ourselves of his assistance, because we could not con- 
scientiously give that assurance of these negroes being capable of labour which is 
required by His Majesty's Colonial Department, and because we did not feel that 
this inability on our parts would Justify us in retarding anv longer the transmission 
of these negroes to their destination. It will be perceivea from the above Corres- 
pondence, that the question of a British Agent to accompany Spanish vessels to 
Trinidad has been left open by common consent, until your lordship shall be 
pleased to honour us with Instructions on the subject. 

The negroes were all sent comfortably clothed, and His Majesty's Commissioner 
of Arbritration, who accompanied Dr. Meikleham into the country to the depot, 
was gratified to observe, that the Spanish Local Goveroment had even faumisbcd 
them with warm clothing to provide agaiiist the cold, whidi at this season of the 
ycnr may be expected on their getting into the latitude of the Bermudas, whidi 
tbey must at least reach in order to enable them to make a speedy voyage fronts 
the Havana to Trinidad. 

We are not indeed aware that any of the condition laid down by Hb Midesty's 
Government have been neglected, and we hope that those which we have thonght 
it absolutely necessary to add, will meet your Lordship's aprobation. 

We feel ourselves more anxious than ever for Instractions from His Majesty's 
Government on those points which we have already had thp honour to refer 
to it 

We beg leave to enclose a ^ Diaria'* of the 23d instant, containing a Notice from 
the Captain-General to the public, respecting the remaining male negroes of kh& 
^^ Jfoaquina*' and '* ManueUta ;" in which " Diario" will also be found a very im^ 
portant Decree, with respect to the investigation now going on of the number 
of deaths by cholera among the negroes that had been previously emancipated*

Gentlemen, in order that yoii may be 
pleased to give me, without loss of time, your opinion on the subject of the examination of these 
negroes, and also in order that yam may name the Mfldicnl Gentleman whose office it will be to 
examine them, so that the increasing expense that is incurred in both these dep6ts may be avoided. I 
request this, because I think that every obstacle has now been removed that could have occurred to 
preaent the tvsnsmisainn of diese negrnes to Trinidad, in such a number as may be possible, iEeepiog 
the aeaMS oqaaL And as to the state ok' health which fortanately this Island enjoys at preeeat, I beg 
to enclose the ''Diario" of this city of the 11th instant, in which is tuasited tbe ^AcAa'' of tha 
Superior Board of Health, declaring the whole island free from the epidemic, and ^iixncting, in conso- 
Qnenoey the issue of dean Bills of Health. God preserve yon many years.

Island, at a Meeting which was convoked for the purpose of adopting meaanres the moil advisable 
for forwarding emancipaed negroes forthwith to Trinidad. 

By the 1st of these Resolutions the Undersigned learn tbat the scbooner, ** ManuelilOy** now pur- 
chased by His Excellency the Intendant at public sale, is to convey to Trinidad a certain number of 
the negroes of the 2 schooners Ian eondemntd, and that His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Station is to furnish her with a crew. 

By the 2d Resolution the Undersigned learn, with unfeigned satisfaction, that the Island of 
Cuba is at pBSoent free fnnn v^olera; and they take the opportunity to acknowledge His Excellency 
the Captain-General's attention, in forwarding to them a Copy of the ** Diario," wbich contains the 
^ Ada*' of the Soperior Board of H«aUh« du^etiiM^ thft issue of dean Bills of Health.

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By ike 8d of these Resolutions, the Undersigned understand that on tfie.lQih lyeicenilbef'lR^ the 
reqaired previous notice of a month was sent by way of Cuba and Jamaica, to the Gor^or of 
Trinidad, but that notwithstanding, in order to remove all difficulty, it is determined that the ^ Ma» 
nvelUa'* shall carry provisions sufficient to maintain the negroes for 30 days after her atritU in 
Trinidad. On this last measure, the undersigned have only to observe, that it seems to be the 'more 
necessary, by reason of the unfrequency of communication which exists between Jamaica and Trini- 
dad ; but at the same time they cannot but reckon this proposal, thus originating with the Spanish 
Authorities, to be a most convincing proof of the anxiety, on the part of their Excellencies, lo comply 
rigonmsly with those conditions upon which the British Government has consented to receive these 
negroes in Trinidad. 

On the 4th Resolution the Undersigned have no particular observation to make, unles^ they 
mieht venture to suggest that, as the Secretary of the Mixed Commission retains the Registers of 
**j^iaciony** perhaps a saving of time» labour, and expense, may be secured by forwarding to ihe Go« 
^ynoTiof Trini<)ad th^ original Certificates of emancipation instead of certified Copies. These 
Certificates of emancipation, indeed, with a corresponding List, stem to be all tbit is4ieteAry to 
identify the negroes. * >>^ >« 

By Article 5th the Undersigned are gpratified to find, that the Chief Authorities of this Island are 
in accordance with tliem on tb^iprpyriety of the transmissioi^ to Trinidad being effected under the 
joint inspection of both Nations, and they accordingly consider this question to be, by common 
agreement, reserved until In8tr^ctions oa the subject shall arrive firom His MigMy^-'Gov^rKlment. 
, In the particular Case of the ^ Manuelila** there seems to be the less necessity for jher intended 
voyage being accompanied by a British Agent, as His Excellency the Captain-Gen^i^ has. h^ the 
goodness to make to the Usdetsignedi in conformity to the 6th Resolution, such strong assurances 
that these %ip*groes shall be propedy fed 4ind clothed, no^ only for the voyage to Trinidad, but for SO 
difys afler the vessel's fetilival there. 

With reference to the 74h Ariiele, the Undersigned feel so strongly the propriety of affording 
every facility in their power to the Superior Authorities of this Island, that they have arranged wi£ 
Dr. D. S« Metkieham,an EUiglish physician, established in this city, to examine, with refisrence to the 
several Certificates of emancipation, at such time and place as may be determined, the able>t)odied 
liegrois who may have been pieviously separated by the Spanish Authorities, as fit to b^ ^nt to 
Trinidad, in conibrmity with the already stipulated Conditions. 

To these Conditions the Undersigned do not deem it necessary to add more than that they h^ve the 
fullest confidence that the Officers and crew entrusted, by His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Marine, with the charge of the '* Manuelita^* will exercise the utmost vigilance In the interval which 
may elapse between the time of examination and that of sailing, since the Slightest discrepancy in the 
documents furnished to the Qovernos of Trinidad may produce difficulties so serious as to prevent the 
disembarkation of these negroes — a result, moreover, which the Undersigned will hav^ no power of 
remedying. 

\Vhenever the neeessary arrangements shall be complete, the undersigned will be ready to, furnish 
the requisite Letter lo His Eieelkncy the Governor of Trinidad, as well as a Certificate, under thenr 
hand and seal, to secure the ^* MattuelUOt'' during this present voyage to Trinidad, from any Itftermp-

.^ In copformfty with what I had the honour to state to you, in my Note of the 3d instant, the 

Honorary Royal Officer of the **Real Hacienda" and Government Interpreter, D. Luis Payne, has 
. finished the operation of separating the able-bodied negroes of the ^Joaquina'* diud **Manuelita*' 
into an equal number of the sexes, so that their whale number amounts to 212, whose ^fdiaciones" 
have bfscn verified with the original Certificates of emancipation. Nothing remains, therefore*, now 
to be done, in order that these negroes may embark, except the scrutiny of the medical gentleman, 
Dr> pavid Scott Meikleham. 

I send herewith the List of the names of the aforesaid negroes, and the corresponding Certificates 

. ;0f emancipation, in order that they may be verified in the scrutiny to be made by the aforesaid Dr. 

Meikleham: thus they may embark as soon as possible, since the schooner is now ready, and ought to 

avail herself of the actual weather, so that her expenses may not be augmented by an useless 

delay. 

The Captain, D. Bias Garcia Vior, named for the command of the '*Manuelitay* is a person who 
has merited the confidence of the Most Excellent Sefior Conde de Villanueva, and, in consequence,

ALTHOfTOH I have leanaed, with Uie gwsBlestisatiiifBilioii, tliat the Mixed Oommisaion, ncaadiiy lo 
my request, is now engaged in the ^^tioetos" df the negroes detained in the schooner, **EaM^** 
nevertheless, as my- constant object hae-ever bean toidioile* the time of the 'lomiasionof these.negsoies 
to Trinidad, in order to lessen the efmniioos expensewhich this ** Real Hacienda" has enfpiflpBd io 
defray, I cannot do otherwise than inform you,.tluit if I have taken obai^ of these negroes, it .waa 
alone under the idea that the oaptoriog iressel would immediately toome into port. Time, however, 'is 
pasntng away, and a long delay may occur, in wlueh case this Government, which ought not to tuive 
received them until after the Sentence, will commit a grievoua iiyuiy to the Royal Tiaasnxy, and thus 
be the means even of frustrating Its own goodintentions. 

The laws are to be applied to common and regular, casss. Rxttaoi^npry cases should be mlsd -by 
equity ; and I think that there would be no inconvenience whatever in your pioceeding in this affiiir 
forthwith, and sentencing the vessd, since the Prize-Master, part of the Spanish crew, and the corpus 
delicti^ are all now here. 

Agpiin I beg most urgently to call yonr attention to the grievous expense occasioned by this delay.

This Mixed Commission has weighed, with all due ooBfiideration, the contents of your 
£fXoellency*s Communication of the 6th instant, and heartily wishes that it were authorized to comply 
with yonr Excellency's urgent request, that the afiair of the ** Rjosa^ may be immediately concluded, 
aad an expense thus avoided, which, unfortunately, however, has become indispensable, as well by 
reason of the peculiar nature of the affair as by the forms of our proceedings. 

For instance, the want of the **Rosa's' Papers, which the English Commander took possession of 
at the time of the vessel's detention, but which, not having arrived, have not been appended to the 
proceedings, prevents this Commission firom deciding whether the detention has or has not, been 
legal, according to the stipulations and provisions of the Treaty. Besides that, the 20 days have not 
yet expired which the Regulations for these Mixed Conunissions allow for the Sentence, in the event of 
any deficiency of evidence. It would, above all, be impossible to omit those formalities required by 
Article 3 of ^ above-mentioned Regulations, now that the Captor may be momentarily expected; 
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he haiTiiig written from Barbadoes, on the 18th ult, Uiat he should be in the Havana within a 
fortnight. 

As for the Spanish Commissary Judge, he, on his particular part, being guided by the Royal 
Orders on this subject, couoeiyes that the Spanish part of the Commission neither can nor ought to 
lecQgniise tiie legality of a capture until the detained vessel shall have been accompanied into port 
by the Commander of the capturing vessel, accorJing to the Treaty and Instructions, which are in 
conformity with the Royal Oiders of 27th April, 1828. and 13th May, 1829, Copies of which are 
herewith enclosed. 

On tiiese several grounds, the Commissary Judges trust, that your Excelli?ncy will feel the vaHdity 
of those reasons which prevent the Mixed Commission ^om* pm^eedins: forthwith to condemn: the 
**Ro$af'* and, at the same time, that you will rest assured of our readinese toprononaor the Smip* 
fence as soon as the actual difficulties shall be overcome.

In the always most faithful City of the Havana, on the 15th day of February, 1884, the Most 
Excellent Senor Don Jos<S Mana Herrera y Herrera, Conde de Femandina, Honorary Grandee of 
Spain of the first Class, Girand Cross of the Royal Order of Isabel la Catolica,and Knight of that of 
Cnarles III., Gentleman of the Bed-chamber, con exercicio^ Supernumerary Colonel of the Havana 
Regiment of Cavabry, and Spanish Commissary Judge in the Mixed Commission, and William 
Sharp Macleay, Esq., the British Commissary Judge, having met together, and having taken into 
their consideration the proceedings consequent upon the detention which the English corvette-of- 
war, *' Despatch," commanded by Don Geoige Danielly made on the 25th December, 1833, in 
latitude ?P W North, and longitude 39® 32' West, of the Spanish merchant-schooner, ** Ro««,*' 
D. Jos<$ de Villadarga, Master, armed with 2 4-pounder8; and having on board 292 negroes 
alive at the, time of detention, of whom 2 have since died ; and it being completely proved, 
as well by the Declarations of the aforesaid Spanish Captain and other witnesses examined as by the 
Papers found on board the Spanish schooner at the time of capture, that she sailed fVom the Port of 
Santiago de Cuba on the 2d of May last, for the Island of Principe^with Papers, and a cargo which 
she took on board at the said portr and made sail direct for Ayudah, on the Coast of Africa, where 
she took on board 293 negroes, of both sexes, who were reduced at the time of detention to 292, of 
whom 2 died afterwards, previous to arrival in thia port, so that 290 now remain alive. Whereupon 
the Commissioners resolved, that tliey do declare, and ought to declare, with all due regard to the 
merits of the Caee, according to the brief and summary mode of proceeding which has been adopted 
in all similar Cases, on the truth being made known, that the capture of the aforesaid schooner, 
'* Rosa,'* is good and leg^l, as well as that of the 290 negroes now alive^ and that the said vessel, 
with all her tackle and apparel, and every thing which may appear in her Inventory, are subject to 
confiscation, all except the aforesaid 2P0 negroes now alive, who are hereby declared to be free from 
all slavery and captivity. In consequence of which decision, the Commissioners order the con- 
demned vessel, and all belonging to her, to be valued by the principal Masters of the Royal Dock- 
yard, they being previously sworn to execute the office &ithfully ; and also, that she be brought to 
public sale before the Public Scrivener, Don Manuel Fomari, who is hereby commissioned for the 
purpose, so that being sdd, her proceeds may be applied to the benefit of the 2 Governments ; the 
said vessel being, for the present, placed in deposit, under the charge of D. Jayme Andreu, who shall 
likewise swear to execute his office faithfully, and who shall receive her from the Cfl^tor, according 
to the formal Inventory. And the Commissioners further order that, without loss of time* the 
customary Certificates cf emancipation be delivered, by the hands of their Secretary, to the above- 
mentioned 290 negroes now remaining alive ; an official Letter, with a certified Copy of this Sen- 
tence, being forwarded to His Excellency the Governor and C^pitain-General, in order that he may 
take the proper measures to give it efiect^ and because the crew of the *' Rosa*' remain in prison at 
His ExcelIency*JB disposal. * And by this their Sentence, definitively judging, thus have the Commis- 
sioners provided, ordered, and signed,, in the presence of their Secretary, who certifies.

On the evening of the 28th uUimo, being 1 month after noiSce was sait 
aailed from this port for the Island of Trinidad, with a Certificate from us as 
before, the Spanish schoon^^of-war, '' CrUtina^" t). Juan Bardet, Commander^ 
having on board 97 females^ and an eqnai nomber of nudes, the whole fonmng 
part of the cargo of the schooner, ** Rosa.^ The conditions laid down hj Hb 
Miyesty's Ck)mmi8sioners had been previously strictly complied with ; and we have 
i^^n to express our obligations to Dr. Meildeham for our being able to enclose 
now to your Lordship a satisfactory Certificate that the whole 104 were sound and 
healthy. 

We beg leave to transmit a list of these 194 negroes, a Copy of our Letter to 
Sir 6. F. Hill, Burt^ and Translations of the 3 Notes we have received on this 
sqbject from the Cs^ptain^General. Your Lordship will perceive that additional 
provisions for 30 days were put on board tfie ** CW**rna/' in order to obviate any 
difficulty in the event of the required notice not having arrived in time. 

If the Spanish Government shodld continue to send the emancipated negroes 
in ships-of-war, it appears to us that there will be less necessity for a British 
Agent accompanying them, particularly as the original Certificates of Emanci- 
pation contain every information with respect to the names and persons of tiiese 
negroes that can be desired* 

In private conversation ttie Authorities here express great anxiety to be relieved 
from the condition of the equality of sexes^ because every slave- vessel brings a 
great majority of males ; and we believe the Captain-General has even addressed 
Sir G. Hiil on the subject. We have not^ however, encouraged him to indulge 
the sliglitest hope that His Majesty's Government will qpnsent to any alteration of 
this condition.

His Excellency the Coode de ViI1anueva» Intendant-^General, has written me as follows in hia 
Letter of the 7tft instant : ** Mbst Eiceltent Sir, — I have to acknowledge the receiptr of a Copy of the 
Note of the British Commissioners, which your Excellency has been pleased to enclose in your Letter 
of the 3d instanti and also of the Qcpfy wftich accompanies it, of a statement of the Governor of Tri* 
nidad^ cetatite to the cargiot of emancipated neg^eees lately carried there by the schooner-of-war» 
* Cristina.' Tlie bad state in which these Africans arrived could not have been entirely produced bv 
fheir voyage in this vessel. Having been badty treated on Aeir previous passage fW>m Africa, whicfi 
voyage was moreover tedious, they had arrived here already worn out, aod in a situation which it was 
impossible to im|npove, even by means of the different treatment which they must without doubt have 
experieoeed during their voyage to Trinidad. It may be proper for me to assure your Excellein^ 
that although there are no funds set aside to meet the expense of these sudden expeditions, the negroes 
in question were nevertheless provided not only with what was necessary for their subsistence during 
the voyage, but for 80 days af\er arrival, in precisely the same way as the preceding expeditions, and 
alao vntk all other r«^iiMtea» «i«sb aa-w^ret proper ocmaideriog the season in which they were embarked. 
For the future, however, having due regard to the remarl^ contained in both the above-mentioned 
documents, we sftall proceed in the proper mode."

Hjs Excellency the Conde de Vilianueva, Intendaut-General, has written me as follows in his 
Letter of the 7tli instant : ^ Moat Excellent Sir, — ^The particular conditions to which the Britisb 
Commissioners, re&r, with re^pcfcllo the emancipated Africans in fliture to be removed to the Island 
of IVinidad, and which your Excelliency has been pleased to enclose in your Note of yesterday, are 
entirely in conformity with what was discussed and agreed upon previously by the Junta of Chief 
▲ndioFities. The only difierence relales to 1000 of the formerly emancipated negroes, who may be 
MDt to Trinidad under certain condib'ons prescribed by His Excellencv the Governor of that bland, 
for which end your Excellency mav, if this proposal be acceptable, order the anterior Lists to be fur- 
nished, so that we may meet together to investigate them, and determine on what is most advisable 
to be done."

. In yow' Despatch, of the Ist July last you announced the arrival of 189 Africans, who had 
been captured in the **N'egrita'* by His Majesty^s schooner, ** Nimble," and had been condemned at 
the Havana; and you enclosed aLetterfrom the Commissionecs at the lla^ua to yonrself^ explaining 
the circumstances which led to their being sent to Tr>a«dad. 

I had likewise received, through Viscount Palmerston, a Copy of your Answer to the before- 
..^«fiantinni>^ T^ttar nf tha r/immioj^iAnprg^ nnH also.Coples of the previous Correspondence between the 
Commissioners and the Authorities of the Havana, which led to the adoption ofthis measure. 

Although you had not been made acquainted, through this Department, of the views of His Ma- 
jesty's Government on the subject of the admission of captured negroes into the Colony of Trinidad, 
yet when I consider f he extreme emergency of the ease, and the humane as well as prudiential motives 
which induced the Havana Authorities to decide upon the sending away these captured negroes from 
their shoKS^'and that the Commissioners transmitted to you a Copy of Lord Howick*s I^ter, con- 
taining a proposal to allow captured negroes to be sent to Trinidad u^n certain conditions, which in 
the present insldnce were observed as fn asdrcumstanoes would pernui, £ cannot but entirely approve , 
ofyour having contented to lective these unfortunate negroes; and it affords me great satisfaction * 
lofinc^ that ioUUediately upon their arrival their labour was jn demand, and that you had no difficulty 
in distributing them, as free labourers, amongst different employers. 

The course to be pursued in future with reference to negroes who may be captm^ in slave-ships 
and ibondefained at tha Havana, and whom the Authorities at that ptace may wish to be tmiisferred 
^Trindad,dcnnndt considerable attention, with reference to the great change now in operatioa 
under the Slavery Abolition Act, and vrith reference to the expense which must necessarily be incurred 
in providing such negproes vrith food and other necessaries of life, upon their first arrival in the Island. 

|t appears to me, that considering the circumstances under which these negroes are to be intro- 
duCedi into the Dominiotis of His Majesty^ if their future condition should, even outwardly, resemble 
davery, it would afford plausible grounds of complaint against the British Government I think, 
therefore, that the negroes who may, under the proposed arranirement, be sent to Trinidad, should not 
. be allotted to their employers lor a fixed period of years, notwithstanding such an arrangement might 
not be without considerable benefit to themselves. 

They should be hired out to employers for a period not exceeding 6 months certain ; after which 
the contract of service should be determinable by either party, upon giving the other 6 months' 
notice. 

The vrages should of course be determined by the free competition of the employers at the time of 
the hiring. 

With regard to the expenses to which I have adverted, I cannot hold out to you any hope that they 
Mn in fiture be definayed from any other source than the colonial revenue of Trinidad ; unless an 
unomectionable mode cap be devised of c|iarging a part of them upon the wages of the negroes in. 
ifspectcf whom they have been incurred. 

If you find, from your own knowledge of West Indian affairs, and from the opinions of the most 
experienced residents in Trinidad, that an importation of free labourers upon these terms would be 
ai^pftable to,the Colony, and that the benefits to be derived from such a supply of labour would more^ 
than counterbalance the expenses which will be incurred, and the inconvenience of the introduction 
of a large number of savages into the Island, I shall be disposed to sanction (if the financial state of 
the Colony will permit,) Sie arrangement for the reception of captured negroes into Trinidad, which 
. .jras proposed by the Commissioners at the Havana, in their Letter of the 16th January last, but 
nevertheless with tbe following modifications ; viz., that no notice to the Governor of Trinidad of the 
intention to send there the negroes shall be necessary, but that the vessel which brings them to Tri- 
nidad shall retain them for a few days until accommodation can be provided for them ; that the 
number of females ahall be at least equal to the number of males; and that in case it is found con- 
venient at any time to make a shipment of negroes from the Havana, of which the majority shall be 
male8,.lhe deficiency sfaftU be made up in the next shipment. 

' I have only to add, that I think the proposition of Commodore Farquhar to land captured Africans 
at TVinidad, to avrait there the issue of the proceedings before the Mixed Commission at the Havana,, 
is a measure of very doubtful expediency, and, under the existing Treaties and Acts of Parliament on 
the svl^ect of the abolition of the Slave Trade, would lead to considerable difRculties, and ought not 
to be acceded tfi,

Mr. Stanley is of opinion, that the conditions t^ sendmg a 
British Agent and employing a medical Inspector are perfectly proper, and there would appear to 
be little doubt, from the extreme anxiety manifested (especially in the Enclosure of Lieut.-Govemor 
Sir G. Hill's Despatcli) by the Spanish Authorities, to relieve the Island of Cuba fix)m these Africans, 
that, they will cheerfully undertake the additional expense. Mr. Stanley considers, however, that 
it may be well to suspend the issue of further Instructions until the Despatch which he is led:te! 
egqpect from Sir George Hill shall have given His Miyest^'s Government more information, both 
afi to the disposal of the cargo last reported to have been sent to Trinidad^ and as to the condition,

Sir, Trinidad, 9th March, 1854. 

On the 12th ultimo, I reported the arrival of 207 prize Africans from the Havana, with, a 
Traaslatron of the Letter I received from the Governor of Cuba. 

Immediate applications were made, to the amount of 938, by the inhabitants for their services. 

As the best mode of disposing^f them, I had them divided into 20 lots of ID each ^ males and 
5 females), keeping those together attached by relationship or friendship. 

There wera 7 iitUe girls, 'under 10 years of age, too young to go to estates, these I placed in 
fouectable families^ the ethers were distributed in 20 Iot% upon 20 different estates, in the capacity 
of free labourers, pursuant to your Instructions, for 6 manths, and were delivered to the^partietf 
direct '^om the Spanish schooner, by the Captain, Don Salvador Castello, upon orders from me, by 
which all expense has been saved, either to the British or Colonial Treasury. I endase a Copy df 
those Orders, containing the names of the Africans, and the Receipt for th«n of the party ta whom 
they were respectively delivered. I enclose also a printed Copy of the document, signed by the 
persons who obtained these Africans, containing the conditions to which they thereby U)und theitti- 
selves to comply, a Copy of which document I have ^flent to the Commandants of the quartern in 
which these Africans are located, together with a Letter of Instructioa firom myself, of which 
l4iko enclose a printed Copy. 

Previous to the expiration of these 6 months, axpesience may suggest new terms under which 
these and other Africans may be employed ; and I shall not fail to take frequent opportoniliiia ^- 
seeing these Afiaoans niyself, and to instruct the Protector of Slaves, in his joumies into tiie county 
to do the same.

Certificates of a heaMiy 
state of bodj, anH wNh 4i full supply of clothing and fnrovisions for 80 days afler arrival here, we 
can salely and with great «dvaMtage receive and locate all the fresk-eaptured Africam the Havana 
Authorities can send us; but I would not, upon my own judgment, intboufyaiir lMlractiofiF» 
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encourage the introduction into this Colony from CubB*. of' Africans, who had resided there & or 6^ 
years ; — ^their best years of labour are probably gone by ; their separation from connections they must 
have formed; the doubtfulness of their character^, suggest strong olyections, in my mind, to receive 
them. 

I now particularly request your attention to a difficulty which presses itself upon me. 

By the Act of the 5lh of Geo, IV., cap. 113, and the terms of the Treaty with the Spanish Goyem* 
ment therein set out and confirmed, all slaves found on board ships condemned tor making an 
unlawful voyage shall receive from the Mixed Commission a Certificate of emancipation, and shall 
be delivered over to the Govei'nment on whose Territory the Commission is established, to be 
employed as servants or free labourers, each Government guaranteeing the liberty of those 
individuals consigned to it 

Now these Africans have become the subjects of Spain. Tl^y are sent here, however, by the 
Governor of Cuba, and sanctioned by Messrs. Macleay and Mackenzie, the British Members 
of the Commission, with (as they state) the permission granted to that effect by His Mi\jesty s 
Government. 

Query. — Are they not aliens, and do they not still continue to be Spanish subjects? 

Query. — ^What control (otherwise than as aliens) have I over them r 

I have hired them out as free labourers fgr 6 months. 

Query. — ^If they should become refractory, or disobedient, or insubordinate as labourers, c!an they 
be coerced? I apprehend not. The only legal hold I have over them is by considering them as 
aliens. 

Query. — Had the Spanish Government, under the Treaty, a right to export them ? 

Although I do not anticipate any emergency that I would not venture to provide against, Upon 
my own responsibility, (relying upon your liberal but firm chkiracter,) yet t submit, whether the 
control and regulation of these persons,, as free labourers, ought not to be the object of an Or^er in 
Council or a Local Ordinance. 

I could prepare an Ordinance to subject these persons to wholesome control, that should not eVea 
cast a shade upon the spirit of humanity and kindness with which this class of our fellow creatures 
ought to be treated.

We, the Undersigned, do severally acknowledge to have received fhim His Excellency the 
Right Honourable Sir George Fitzgerald Hill, Bart., Governor and Commander-fn-chief in and' 
over the said Island of Trinidad and its Dependencies, Vice- Admiral thereof, the several male and 
female Afirican negroes, lately arrived here from the Havana, and particularly named and described 
in the Lists or Lots hereunto annexed and respectively signed by us, upon the following cdnditfons, 
that is to say : — 

To be employed as agricultural free labourers on the estates in the said Lists or Lots 
respectively named and mentioned, for the period of 6 months certain from the date hereof, and not 
to be removed or transferred therefrom to any other property or estate during the said period. 

And we hereby respectively engage and contract with His ssfd Excellency the Governor, to 
lodge, medicate, and give them an adequate supply of food, clothing, and household fbmiture. 

And we further respectively undertake and promise, within 1 month from the date hereof, to have 
them vaccinated ; and we will, within the said period, respectively make or cause to be made and 
forwarded to the Office of the Honourable the Colonial Secretary, Affidavits, in writing, that they have 
been so vaccinated. 

And we further respectively promise to report each month to His Excellency the Governor the 
state of the said several male and female Afirican negroes, by us respectively received, and from time 
to time any casualty that may occur to them, or any or either of them. 

In witness whereof we have severally and respectively set and subscribed our hands, at Port of 
Spain, this 15th day of February, in the year of our Lord 1884.

Most Excellent Sir, Government House^ Trinidad^ 21th February^ 1834. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Excellency's Despatch, dated 16tK 
January last, enclosing the Copy of a former Communication, under date the I6th December, I833« 
sent by Cuba and Jamaica, the original of which has not as yet been received. 

I am happy to mform you that the schooner, *^ Mauuelita,^* arrived in this Colony on the 8th in- ^ 
stanf, with the African negroes embarked on board of her at Havana, with the exception of ;">, who 
died on the passage. Permit me to express my thanks for the humane and obliging attention cvtiteed 
by your Excellency, in carrj'ijfig into effect the conditions agreed on between the Spanish and British 
Governments for the removal of these Africans to Trinidad. It gives me sincere pleasure tti report^ 
froni personal inspection and inquiry, that your Excellency's benevolent intentions to provide for the 
health and comfort of these Africans during their voyage hither have been most assiduously seeotuled^ ^ 
and successfully carried into effect, by the zealous care of Don Salvador Castello, to whom I a;ji happy ^ 
to oftr this sincere testimonial' of my approbation. 

The expression of your Elxcellency's wish to promote the interests of the Colony under my Govern^ 
ment, by the introduction of ^ricuhura) tabourersi from the Havana^ claim a froru meihe most graieM ^ 
acknowledgments. Most sincerely do I ho];ie that this measure, which has mei wtih the appiobatioti 
of our respective Governments, may prove mutually beneficiaf. On the same day thut I was favoured 
by the arrival of your Excellences comm»micaUon,l received further iijstructious from the Government 
of Hb Britannic Majesty, which haf^ eimbled me to siale, that X shnll be ready to receive, H any time, . 
such of those Africans as ^Ive Spanish Governinent may desire to forward, under the following condi- 
tions : — , . 

First, That the whofe number of^those already emancipated shall not, until further comn^unicatJoh 
from me, exceed 1,000, «nd that the; numbf^r of the sexes be equal in each vessel hired for their trans- 
port, or he equalized by subsequent embarkations. 

Secondly, That no emancipated Africans be sent who have been liberated by a Sentence of the 
Mixed Commission more than ^S years before embarkation. 

ITUrd. Thai the negroes to )>e removed to this Colony be furnisl^d with a Certificate by ^ 
proper medical practitioner, that they are free from all sickness or innrmitjr disqualifying them fi^m 
agricultural labour, and that no separation of juurentS-Audjchildren, or husbands and wives, should 
be caused by the removal ; and,- - 

Fourth, That they are properly clothed an^faoipljr'prpvUioiled'for at least 30 days beyond the time 
required for the voyage hither, and that the vessel in which they are brought is instructed to remain 
subject to my orders for at Wait 1 niantli after Her iMval in this port. 

I am happy to assure your Excellency, that, although the Instructions which I have received render 
it imperative that this last coi^ditiw should Jic; 4ompli^. with, yet^. thai I have little doubt but thiv^by 
arrangements which I have already ma4e„ I ahall bf ablp to disposQ of any ^Aiiricans which may < 
arrive much within the stipulated timet an4 tbat/uo exertion shall be wanting on my part to lighten 
the i^ecessaiy expense wbicb^xust be incurred, by t|i|p Spanjt^h Government in carrying this measure ,t 
into e&ct The fulfiljaieBt.oif this last*meniioned condition enables me altogether to dispense w|th 
the notice of 30 days, which was under the former arrangements agreed to be given to roe previous to « . 
the remotyal of any* Africans tp this Colony. 

The fMsuranqe^ Qpi^tained in yaujr Excellency's qanununiea^iont as well as the liberal measures al- 
ready adopted by t^e Span^ish AuikoriUes for the fulfilment o^ the stipulated provisions in the removal 
of the «n|ai>cipaied Africans sent hither by tbie ^' ManuelUal* afford the most satisfactory pledges for , 
the future adherence to the above-meniioned conditionsi to which I am sure your Excellency's atten- 
ti(m will be specially directed.

The npanner.in whi0h tiMe negY^ee were pronuded with food and clothing was highly eredllable to . 
the Spanish GovernmsBt; and the humane attentions paid to their comforts by Don Salvador CostelJo> 
to make them cpntenled and cheerful, demand my ^ncerie commendation and warmest praise. I 
am persuaded he is a trustworthy good man. He ha^ duly deliv^ered to mc the Lifjt of (hese Africans, " ' 
including their African and. baptismal names, together with the 212f>rf^ma! Certificates oflhejr eman- '*^ 
dpation. He ha^' also delivered to me the Certificate, signed atid sealed by you^ to secure to the 
•* Manmlita** safe conduct from the Havana to Trinidad ; and having landed the Africans, 1 now * ' 
hasten ib transmit this Pommunication to you by him. 

On the same day that the ^^ Manuclita^' arrived here, I received a Despatch from His Britannic ' 
Majesty's Secretary of State, with additional Instructions for my guidance, in the event of any further 
transportation of Afncanis ft-om the Havana to Trinidad being deemed expedient. I have now thfe 
honour to state, that I will receive 1,000 Africans, to consist of 500 males and 500 females, under '*'** 
SO years of ase— :the males riot to hajve been more than 2 years captured — on the following condi- 
tions: that they be inspected and reported healthy previous to embarkation, furnished with Lists* 
stating their names and de8criptu>n, also with their Certificates of emancipation ; that they be victualled 
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not only for the voyage, but for 30 days lAer aarrivat ai Trinidad, together with a su^^ly of 2 suits 
of clothing and a blanket each. I shall tiot require previous notice of the intention of the Spanish 
Government to forward here another shipment ; and if the sexes cannot be eqnali^Q^d in the first ship- 
ment, I will receive the males, if accompanied by a Letter of assurance from the Spanish Goremment 
Ibat the deficiency in the nmnber of females shall be made up in the next or some futuve shipment ;

Tun CaptohHQeiienit of CwIm will, by the Spaaktt schooner, '^MamtdUA^ IX Sidvadvr €fe»^ 
telio, Master, who takes charge of this Letter, inform yonr Excellency thai the Spanish Antboritiet 
<^the Havana have resolved to despatch the aforenid vesKl, with 212 emancipated negproes^ to be 
delivered into your Excellency's charge, in conformity with the permisoon granted to Siat eAct by 
His Majesty's Government. 

Previous to giving our sanction to any negroes beioif sent away fmm this port, we were very par> 
tionlar, in the fint place, to ascertain whether any choieni exrsted in the territory of the Havana, and 
we have the satisfaction to state, that we possess the strongest assurance from tha Local Govermnent 
tiiat the whole Island is perfectly free frwm that Aease. Perhaps it may not be amiss to observe, 
that from the result of our private inquiries we are inclined to place firil faith in the above assnranestl 
and we have the honour to enclose to your Excellency a Diario of the 11 th ultimo, containing (he M^ 
iaotes of the proceedings of the Superior Junta de Sanidad^ by which clean Bills of Health are directed 
lobe issued. 

l%e next pdnt we Insisted upon with the Captam-Geneitd was the previous notice to your Excel* 
laney of 1 month, as required by His Majesty's Government This Local Government accordingly, 
addressed your Excellency on the 16th ultimo, by way of Santiago de Cuba and Jamaica, notifying 
its Inlenlion to send off to T\4nidad forthwith a certain number of emancipated negroes of the cargoes 
of the schooners, **Joaqui7u^* and ^MamitlUa^ the former of which vessels was condemned by (his 
Mixed Commission on the 21st November, and the latter on the 17fh nltimo. But not contented 
with sending this Despatch, the Authorities of Cuba, in order to make sure of the object 6i the 
required previous notice being attained, have resolved to victual the crew and passengers of tha 
**ifannWtto," not only for the voyage, but for 90 days after her arrival in Trinidad* m ofderthat 
yonr ExceHency may foe put to as little {aconvettienoe as possible ; and itiay, if necessary, have tha 
power of keeping them 1 month on board after their arrival. 

As in your E^patch to us of the 27th May last, which we have not before had any opportunity of 
acknowledging, your Excellency has been pleased to require that the number of females sent should 
always predominate, or at least be equal to that of the males, the ^^MamidM* will now carry 1A6 
females, and an equal number of males, all able-bodied and sound in health, as has been certified by 
Dr. David Scott Meikleham, an English Physician established in this dty, whose Certificate to thai 
effect we have now the honour to enclose. 

In order to prevent the possibility of changing any of them, we have the honour to enclose a List 
of these 212 negroes, and all the 212 original Certificates of emancipation whkh correspond to them 
respectively. In these last Certificates will be found their African and Christian names, the descrip- 
tion of their persons, and every other particular which may be necessary for their identification. 

For the purpose of securing the Spanish schooner, *^ MfmudiUk!* from beings tnterropted or de- 
tained by any of His Majesty's cruizers during tins her voyage to Trinidad, we have given her a Cer- 
tificate under our hands and seal, which Certificate we have the promise of the Captain-Genaral shidi 
be delivered up to your Excellency, by the Captain of the ** Manuelita^** immediately on her arrival ; 
and we beg of your Excellency to secure the Document, in order to prevent any improper use behig 
made of it 

The **ManueUU^' was the last schooner captured by His Majesty's schooner, ** Nimble," haviog on 
board at the time of detention 485 negroes. She was sold by the Mixed Commissfon, and porduaed 
by the Spanish Government for the purpose of taking these negroes to Trinidad* 

Although ire have the strongest assurances from the Captain- General that the 212 negroes noir 
sent shall meet with every hnmaoe attention during this voyage, we ^lall be anxious, neverthelesB, 
to know your Excellency's opinion of tha state in which they may arrive.

I HATE had the hefBoor to Tcceire ycmr Pe a p aU ih «r the Mi March last. I iras ladi 
altogeiher prepared for yotir immediately acting on the oenditkmal safietioB conreyed to yo« in rof 
]>e^atdi of the ISHi De e eaib er , relatire to the introduetion of coodemaed AfHcans from the 
Raimia into the laland eflMtiidad. In that Despatch I inthnaled to you the eft^ection which I MC 
to the snhjeeitiBgtiieee Alrioaae to any qiecieB of apprentieeflliip which might even outwardly resemble 
daYery ; and I caied yocnr afHtentioB to the possible inoottTenieBoe which might result to &ie Colony 
from the introduction o^a iramber of undriKsed persons. 

AHheagh I have no oceaston to doubt bat thai yon have duly considered these circumstances, yet I 
think that the number of Africans which you have at once agreed to receive justifies me in intimating 
to you, that this experiment should be proceeded with very gradually and with great cautiem. 

I should wish you to observe and report to me fhim time to time the conduct of these Africans ; 
more especially afler the termination of the half-year for which they are origrinally engaged ; as from 
the private acconnts which have reached me on the snhjeet of ^e cargo of the ** NegritOt" I am 
disposed to appr^iend, tliat after the ezpmtioa of the first 6 oMmths, many of die Africans will leave 
their employers, and addict themselves to that wandering and unsettled mode of life which will not 
only put a stop to their own civilization, but will create mipch inconvenience and some danger to the 
Colony. 

I shall communicate with the Foreign Office on the several points which you have brought under 
my notice in your Despatch of the 9th of March.

I HAVE the honour to report, that the Spanish schooner, ** Cruttna^** was de^tched to this 
Colony by the Governor of Cuba, with 97 male and 97 female Africans, prize to His Majesty^s M^ 
** Despatch,** and condemned by the Mixed Commission at the Havana. They arrived on the Mm 
ullimo, and were for the most part in good health, but had not the appearance of having been so weB 
fM as the last batch. I therefore determined to distribute them in lots of 6 instead of 10, which has 
been done, considering that the smaller allotment would be likely to receive more care flrom the 
individuals undertaking to provide for them than the larger one. 
Thus these Africans were parcelled out into

I enclose Copies of the Letters which I received on this occasion from the Governor of Cuba, and 
from the Commissioners, and of my Answers. I also transmit Copies of the Allotments, with the 
Receipts of the parties ; a printed Copy of the Conditions to which the employers bound themselves ; 
and a Copy of the Instructions transmitted to ike Conmaiidmts of Quarters, and to the Protector of 
Slaves. 

I am happy to state that the Reports of the parties who received the last Afinains are favourable. 

The desire «f the Proprietors of Estates to procure them continues unabated. On the arrival of 
these 194 Africans applications were made to me for as many as 1,502. 

Only 1 death out 4ra the 806 people landed in February last has occurred.

The British Commissioners will transmit to your Excellency the 194 Manumission Papers belong- 
ing to the negroes. The Captain^ Bardet, will deliver into your Excellency's hands, the Certificate 
of the said Commissioners for the security of his passage. 

I cannot do otherwise than avail myself of this opportuiiity to reiterate to your Ezcellenfy, that I 
shall continue to send to the Island under your Exeellency'a command the negroes who may be 
taken and condemned, under the conditions established and agreed upoA with the CommissiQt;^^.

I, Agostinho Joze' Freirb, of Her Majesty's Council, Minister Secretaiy of State for the War De- 
partment, and charged temporarily with the Affairs of the Marine, and those beyond the sea, &c., make 
known to those who shall see this Passport, that the schooner, *' Despique^" Joz4 Maria de Oliveira, 
Master, owned by Jofi6 Gomez Ligeiro and Co., is about to sail from the port of this City of Lisbon, 
for the ports of the Coast of Africa, as is proved by hgoX documents exhibited in this Secretary of 
State's Office, all the above persons being Portuguese, and subjects of these kingdoms, and no 
foreigner having any share in the said schooner.

I GRIEVE to state that since the occupation of his Post by the new Captain- 
Genera1> the Slave Trade of this Port has been more shamelessly prevalent than 
ever I recollect it to have been during my long residence here ; while no good 
whatever results from the representations I make to His Excellency on every 
arrival from the Coast of Africa. 

Since my Despatch to your Lordship on this subject, dated 1st July last, no 
less than 6 slave-vessels have sailed from the Havana, and 4 have arrived, 
1 of which is said to have previously landed more than 700 negroes. 

The slave- vessels which have sailed, are the notorious Spanish brig, ''Llobregat,'' 
Jose Antonio de la Vega, Master, on the 3d ultimo ; the Spanish schooner. 
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'^ Tito/' Juan Acosta» Master, on the 17th ultimo ; the Spanish brig, " General 
Laborde^'* Ramon Trello, Master^ on the 23d ultimo; the Portuguese brig, 
** Fortuna,** Domingo Dargues, Master^ on the 27th ultimo; the Spanish ship, 
" Socorro,'' Juan Peoli, Master, on the 5th instant ; and the Spanbh schooner^ 
*^ Iberioy'' Juan Casas^ Master, on the 9th instant. The large ship, " Socorro,** 
cleared out for the East Indies^ but there is no doubt that her real destination is 
Africa. 

The 4 vessels which have arrived m the Havana, after having previously 
landed their slaves, are all Spanish brigs ; viz., the '' TemerarioJ* Joaquin Blanco^ 
on the 7th ultimo; the *^ Alerta,'* Antonio Muzard, on, the 1st instant; the

Mt Lord, Rio de Janeiro^ \lth November^ 1833^ 

Our last Despatch had hardly left the harbour, when the documents. 
Translations of which we have the honour to transmit, appeared in the ^* Correio 
Official.'' They all 3 bear the signature of the> same individual^ the newly 
appointed Minister of Justice, and bespeak a determination to enforce the observaooe- 
of the laws directed against the Slave Trade^ which, if honestly seconded by those 
to whom their execution is entrusted, would go far, if not to suppress, at least very 
ereatly to hnpede, the traffic. But we cannot shut our eyes to the expertenceof 
3ie past, nor allow ourselves to hold out any such expectation to your Lordship, 
when the very grounds on which these fresh Instructions are issued altest the 
notoriety and impunity with which similar violations of those laws have been 
constantly going on, in spite of every eflFort of the Government to prevent it. 

No. 1 of these Papers is a Circular to the different Justices of tne Peace along 
this coast, censuring them for their neglect of duty, and enjoining the greate^ 
activity and vigilance in the detection and apprehension of the offenders. 

No. 2 is an application to the Minister of Marine to station additional cruisers 
off the coast ; and we would beg leave to direct your Lordship's attention to the 
wording of this Despatch, as regards the care to be used in the selection of the 
Oflicers' terms ; which, we have reason to believe, are not mere matter of form, 
but are owing to the circumstance of some individuals lately employed having been 
found to have themselves engaged in the very traffic they were sent out to' 
suppress. 

No. 3 refers to a Commission appointed at the close of the last Session of the 
General Assembly to revise the present legislation, and to make a report to the 
Government thereon, with a view to the correcting " its most prominent defects.** 

Among the principal objects enumerated, and which are divided into 8 or 9 
leading articles, we looked in vain for the suggestion of any more efficient measure 
for the suppression of the traffic in slaves : this omission has now been so far re- 
paired, as that the Regency, impelled, it should seem, by the effrontery w ith whidi 
the trade has been openly persisted in, as well as by its alarming increase during the . 
last few months (within which period a greater number of Africans have been 
imported, and the price they have- fetched been consequently less than has been 
known* for some time); has, as your Lordship wiH perceive in this supplementary ' 
Instruction, distinctly recommended the subject to the most seribus consideration of 
the CommiBsion. 

No reference is indeed made either to the Law of November, l^T, orto the** 
discrepancy between it and our Treaties ; nor, perhaps, could' any direct mention of 
either, in a document of this nature, be expected : it may not, however, at the 
same time, be improper to' remark, that the Instructions by which their labours 
are to be regulated seem rather to point to the means of securing a more effectdal 
execution of that law than to its modification or repeal.

My Lord, Rio de Janeiro, 18th December, 1833. 

We have the honour to enclose to your Lordship herewith, a Letter, 
addressed, on the 3d instant, to His Majesty's Commissary Judge by Rear- Admiral . 
Sir Michael Seymour, transmitting, — 

First, a Declaration made by Commander Smart, of His Majesty's sloop, *' Satel- 
lite," on the detention by him of the brig, ** Paquete do Sui,'' under I\)rtuguese 
colours, on the 15th November, 1833 ; and. 

Second, a Declaration made, on the 25th November last, by Commander Ro- 
bertson, of His Majesty's sloop^ ** Snake^" on the detention, that same day, of the 
barque, ** Maria aa Crloria/* also under Portuguese colours, with 423 African 
slaves on board. 

The first of these vessels arrived in this Harbour on the 15th, and the latter on 
the 25th ultimo, but being both put immediately under quarantine, it was not till 
the 3d instant that the official notification of thle fact was made, when, in compli- 
ance with the Rear-Admiral's request, the British Commissary Judge communi- 
cated it to the Court, and, on the following day, the Papers were brought in by 
the Admiral, representing the Captor, and duly sworn to by the respective Officers 
in charge of the 2 prizes. 
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The Court are now assiduoasly proceeding in the investigation of both Cases ; 
and we shall not fail to report the result, with every particular respecting it, at the 
earliest period after they i^all have come to a decision. 

In this stage of tiie proceedings, we conceive the course best befitting our duty 
is to abstain from entering into any further detail, the more so as it seems likely, 
from present appearances^ that the circumstances attending these captures may 
become the subject of much future discussion.

I likewise transmit a Declaration made, on the 25th November last, by Commander Robertson, of 
His Majesty's sloop, ** Snake," on the detention of the barque, ^ Maria da Gloria" under Portuguese 
colours, with 423 African slaves on board, and also various Papers found on board at the time of 
detention. 

Both these vessels, though under the Portuguese Flag, are undoubtedly the property of persons 
domwiled and gaining a livelihood in the Brazils, and the vessels trading to and from the Port of Rio 
de Janeiro. I have therefore to request you will be pleased to bring these 2 Cases before the Mixed 
Commission at Rk> de Janeiro, in the usual manner.

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Palmerston. — {Received March 26, 1834.) 

My Lord, Rio de JanAro^ 2Gth December, 1833. 

In our last Despatch we had the honour of reporting to your Lordship the 
capture of 2 slave-vessels^ under Portuguese colours, by His Majesty's cruizers, 
and their having been both brought before the Mixed British and Brazilian Com- 
mission established at this place, for adjudication. 

The first of these, viz. the brig, " Paquete do Sul,'' detained by Commander 
Smart, of His Majesty's sloop^ " Satellite," without any negroes, but having 
shackles and irons on board for securing male and female slaves, is still under the 
consideration of the Court. 

The proceedings relative to the other, ''Maria da Gloria/' taken by Com- 
mander Robertson, of His Majesty's sloop, " Snake," with 433 slaves on board, a 
Copy of whose Declaration at the time of capture is hereunto annexed, terminated 
on the 20th instant, and will form the subject of this Despatch. 

The usual Monition being issued, according to the forms observed in this 
Country, the 2 Protests, Translations of which we have the honour to enclose, were 
presented by Cordonij, the Master of the vessel. 

The first, lor the illegal detention and capture of the ship, '^ Maria da Gloria,'' is 
made in bis own name onlv, as Captain, and is directed against the British Go- 
vernment, the English Admiral commanding the Naval Forces in the Port of 
Rio de Janeiro, and the Captor, and is principally deserving attention ; 1st, as 
declaring that she was bound to Monte Video, a subterfuge which, besides being 
unsupported by any Papers with which the vessel was furnished on leaving this 
Port, is at variance as well with the Passport with which she sailed from Loando 
as with the Captor's Declaration, and which appears to have been an after-thought, 
suggested by some ill-defined idea, taken up since anchoring in this Port, of being 
able to use it as a ground of defence ; and, 2nd, as putting forward aa a fact *' that 
the brig-of-war, • Snake,' had not on board the particular Instructions required by the 
Convention of 1817, nor was destined by the Government of His Britannic Majesty

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to prevent the traffic b slaves by Portuguese ships/' an aasertioo which we have 
little doubt will prove incorrect, but wbicb^ as yet, we have no dieect means of 
ascertaining, Commander Robertson not having been in Port siace the delentioiK 

The remainder of this Protest, and the exen^^tion daimed from capture on the 
p^round of the traffic be'mg still permitted to Portugal to liie South of the Equator^ 
m despite of the 4th section of the 1st Article of that same Convention, is. altogether 
unworthy your Lordship's notice. 

The 2d Protest, proteasing to be made by him as the duly authorized and legi- 
timate attorney of the Owner, Anastacio Joze Ribeiro^ renews that already made^ 
extends it to the Imperial Government, and speciGcally to the Ministers of Fo- 
reign Affairs and of Justice, for having referred the Case to an incompetent liriibuftaly 
the Mixed British and Brazilian Commission, ('^seeing that this Commission 
can take cognizance only of prizes made of English and Brazilian vessels 
found in the traffic of slaves") protests against all their proceedings, and claims to 
be indemnified for all prejudices, losses, &c. 

From the very commencement of the proceedings it appeared that the ** Maria 
da Gloria*' and the whole of her cargo were the property of 1 individual, and 
that that individual was a subject^ not of Brazil, but of Portugal ; nor was anythtng 
whatever elicited either by the Court or by Sir Michael Seymour which at all dis- 
proved that fact. 

On the 16th instant, when both the Brazilian and British Commissary Judges 
had fully made up their minds> and were ready to give judgmeat^ Sir M. Seymour^ 
who had assisted at the whole of the examinations (and to whom^ it is due to our 
Brazilian colleague to state, the utmost possible courtesy and latitude in his cha- 
racter of prosecutor were extended), announced to the Court, having till then de- 
cKned employing any legal assistant, that be had put his cause into the hands of a 
Mr. Stevenson, and should, through his agency, apply for further thne, with a view 
to prove that the reputed Owner of this property was a Brazilian. Accordingly, 
on the 18th, he delivered in the enclosed Paper in Portuguese. 

The Court intimated their readiness to comply with his demand, on the usual 
security beine^ given ; but that, unless this fact of Brazilian ownership could be 
established, the delay would be useless (their opinion, subject to the production of 
any proof of that nature, being already formed), and could only tend to the preju- 
dice of the slaves, respecting whose sufferings, from their long confinement on 
board, representations had been already made. 

Sir M. Seymour took time to consider this answer, and on the folkywihg day 
presented a 2d Paper, declaring that he desisted from his appUcation, (Elndosure, 
No. 5.) 

The Court, though many of the expres^ons contained in these documents cwiki 
not escape their ot^rvation, did not, nevertheless, allow themselves to make my 
comment upon them; and no attempt to prove either of tike 2 fiicts allegea, 
viz., 1st, that the hull of the vessel was Brazilian profH^iy, and, 2d, that her 
Owner was born in Brazil, and acknowledged as a maziliao, havingbeen made, 
proceeded to pass the Sentence which your Lordship will find in die Exitaci fimn 
the Protocol of the 20th instant, which we have the honour to transmit herewitb^ 
(Enclosure, No. 6%) 

The British Commisswy Judge felt it the more incumbent upon him formally to 
record the grounds of his opinion in this Case, both on account of the reference 
■lade in the AdmiraFs first argument to the dedsioos given by the Court in what 
are termed ^ identical causes," and of the concurrence in his views which, he met 
with, on this occasion, on the part of his Brazilian: coUeagvei. 

The ffjhound of this Sentence, your Lord^p will perceive* is that, to give the 
Mixed Commission at present established here jurisdiction La any Case wl^evei^it 
is necessary to prove either British or Brazilian ownership^ or^ at least» the bet that 
either British or Brazilian capital^ or interest of some kind^ is actually conoemed 
in the adventure ; and that, consequently, property belonging exclusively to the 
subjects of any other Nation engaged in the traffic, even though that Nation should 
be a party to the Treaties enteml into with Great Britain for the abolition of the 
Slave Trade^ does not come within their Jurisdiction, nor is .liable to the penal- 
ties denounced by the Alvara of the 26th January* 181S, through the Miaed 
Camniisiion. 

The Brazilian Commissary Judffe had heretofore proceeded upon tfae^ prin- 
ciple that the 2d Article of tJbat Law Mferrad^ not to their own sulgeots.ittke- 
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duing dates into Bmsil ander a foreign FIa^> but to the introduction of Haesm 
by foreigners; and on the latter part of the 4tn Article, which declares it to be 
lalrfdi lor either of the parties to appiy to the Mixed Cosamission to determine 
whether or ttot tiie Case save vefereiioe to the Abolition^ he put a similar construe* 
tian ; vis^ that that Commis^on acquired, by it^ jurisdiction in any Case, other than 
British or Brazilian, provkled either of the parties, tbe accuser or accused, applied 
to thein, and upon this principle was, at first, disposed to admit this Case at Ae 
resQuisitMin of me Captor. 

To tbn tvrdbld cause b to be attributed as wdl the cognizance wbidi the Court 
have, in some instances, taken of Portuguese vessels^ as the apparent anomaly of 
decreeing the emaneipcUaoa of Ae slaves, thereby establisUng the perpetration 
of the crime^ and not^ at the same time, pronouncing Sentence of condemnation 
on the ship, aad the oAer penalties presmbed by that part of the 1st Article, 
which, after making provision for the disposal of the slaves, proceeds to declare^ 
in folfilment of the Sd Article of the Convention of 1817, the punishment whidi 
the Portuguese (now Brazilian) sdb^ects should incur by an illegal participation 
in tiie traffic 

Not to take up your Lordship's time, by entea'ing at lengtti into the reasonings 
of Sir Michael Seymour, ftm^ded on his reading of the Law of Nations^ or his view 
of the duties of the Court, as deduced from the assumed applicability of the prin*- 
dples which regulate the proceedings of the High Court of Admiralty to the supposed 
engagements between Great Britain and the Empire of Brazil, it may be sufficient 
here to observe (as the ^dmiral was reminded when urging these and such like ar- 
guments upon the Court,) that those duties emanate, not from the general Law of 
Nations, but from a specific Treaty, entered into for one defined and particular 
object, and that the very circumstance of so unusual a power thus conceded to a 
Tribunal of so novel a character takes their proceedings out of the general rule 
for which he so stremiously contended, and made it only the more imperative upon 
them to be most cautious not to deviate from that one broad line of duty which 
their Instructions so clearly prescribe. 

It is unnecessary also» perhaps, on this occasion, to advert more than cursorily 
to the renewed declaration of tiie Brazilian Commisssuy Judg^, that the so-oft 
recited Alvara, in virtue of which judgment was prayed on this vessel, is, in 
&ct, no longer in existence, the I-aw of November, 1831, having superseded it. 

Another and, as it appears to us, a much more pertinent and conclusive argu- 
ment adduced by the Brazilian Commissary Judge, to shew its complete abroga- 
tion as to Brazil, is, that, from the moment of the separation of Portugal and Brazil; 
the punishment by the latter, as prescribed by the Alvara, that of banishment 
to Mozambtqtie, ceased to be practicable ; and that, by her Convention with Great 
Britain of 1826, the crime in question was to be treated as piracy ; the penalty 
attached to that crime, imprisonment for a certain number of years, being substi- 
tuted for the previous one of banishment. 

These are points, however, foreign to our present purpose, and we might here 
close our Report of this Case, did we not deem it advisable, under the circum- 
stances, to put your Lordship in possession of the several Documents bearing 
upon it, from which, in the absence of any counter-proof, we deduce the fact of the 
" Maria da Gloria'' and her cargo being Portuguese. 

A Minute of these will be found in me Enclosure, divided, for greater perspi- 
cuity, into those produced by the Claimant, and those transmitted by the Brazilian 
Government. 

On the same principfe we forbear to trouble your Lordship with the evidence 
taken before the Court, proving this cargo of slaves to have been shipped by 
contraband, outside the Bar of Loando, and to have been destined, on the admis- 
sion of the Captain himself, for the Coast of Brazil, and not for Monte Video, as. 
alleged in his Protest . 

In addition to the above-mentioned Papers, the Minister of Justice transmitted 
a Copy of the act of examination and proceedings had in respect to this vessel, as 
directed by this Government, by which the Master, Cordonij, and his Mate were 
ordered to be committed for trial. 

A Warrant has been also issued by the same Authority for the apprehension of 
Anastacio Jozfe Ribeiro. This man was cited before the Commission, but did not 
appear; and hb wife, who received the summons, declared to the Marshal of the 
Ccmrt who served it that he haid gone from home some days. A summons was 
then also directed to herself, but it was not obeyed.

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The Admiral has announced it to be his intention to send the *' Maria da 
Gloria'* to Sierra Ltone. 

On this point; my Lord, as also on the course which would have been pursued 
by this Government, had he decided on delivering over the prize to them, as he 
had at first intimated. His Majesty's Government will^ no doubt, receive more 
dii'ect information both from himself and through Mr. Fox. 

We have only to state therefore, on this part of the subject, that the Brazilian 
Commissary Judge, who evinced great anxiety to know what Uie Admirals 
decision migiit be, declared that his Government was prepared to proceed instantly 
in the Case, according to the provisions of the Law of November, 1831, should it 
be determined to surrender the vessel and cargo into their hands.

I, William Robcbtson, Esq., Commander of His Britannic Majesty's sloop, ** Snake," hereby 
declare, that on this 25th day of November, 1838, being in or about latitude 24^ 11' South, longHude 
42^ 40' West, I detained the ship or vessel named the ^\ Maria da Gloria^*^ sailing under Portuguese 
colours, armed with 2 guns, 3-pounders, commanded by Joaquim Gerardo Cordonij, who declared her 
to be bound from Angola to Rio de Janeiro with a crew consisting of 13 men, no boys, no super- 
cargo, 3 passengers, whose names, as declared by them respectively, are enumerated in a List at foot 
hereof, and having on board 423 slaves, said to have been taken on board at Angola, on the 24th of 
October, 1833, and are enumerated as follows, viz. : —

Men 71 4 (1 In a dying state.. .) 75 

Women ... 32 2 34 

Boys 217 3 220 

Girls 90 4 94 

Total 423 

I do further declare that the said ship or vessel appeareth to be seaworthy, and was supplied with 
a sufficient stock of water and provisions for the support of the said negroes and crew on their des- 
tined voyage to Rio de Jani;iro.

Protest. 

JozB Di Miranda, Vice-Consul of Her Most Faithful Majesty, and charged with the affairs of the 
Consulship-General in Uie Empire of Brazil : — 

I certify, that in this Chancery of the Consulship-General of Her Most Faithful Majesty, in Book II, 
pages 38 and 89, Is entered the Protest made by the Master of the Portuguese galera, *' Maria da 
Gloria" which is as follows: The undersigned. Captain and Master of the Portuguese galera, 
*' Maria da Gloria^^* which was captured by the English brig-of-war, ** Snake,** to the south of the 
Bar of Rio de Janeiro, on the 26th day of the present month of November, proceeding from Angola 
to Monte Video, on pretence of having Africans on board, being sensible that such proceeding is con- 
trary not only to the Law of Nations, but is especially opposed to the Treaties between Portugal and 
England, dated the 22d of Januaiy, 1815, in Vienna, and to the additional Convention made In London, 
on the 28th of the month of July, 1817, by which Portuguese subjects are prohibited from carrying 
on the traffic In slaves only to the North of the Equator ; and as the vessel, performing a voyage from 
Angola, was furnished with a Passport and other Papers, showing that she came firom ports to the South 
of the Equator, and that she could not be detained and captured without an infraction of the 1st 
Article of the Treaty of the 22d of January, 1815, the more so as being met on the high seas at 58 
miles to the south of the Bar of Rio de Janeiro, in her course towards Monte Video, the chace of the 
vessel was not begun to the North of the Equator, and consequently she could not, on any principle, 
be captured and detained, as Is expressed in Article IV. of the Instructions annexed to the additional 
Convention of the 28th of July, 1817, intended for the Portuguese and English ships of war, charged 
to prevent the illicit commerce of slaves, which stipulation is as fdlows : — 
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*« Al^le IV, Under no pretence can be detained Portuguese merchant-ships, or those employed in 
the commerce of negroes, in whatever latitude they may be met, whether near the land or on the high 
sea, to the South of the Equator, unless it be in consequence of the chase thereof having been begun to 
the North of the Eqoaler." 

In coniequanee» the violation being manifest of that Article of the Instructions forming a 
part of the Treaty and additional Convention of 1817, inasmuch as the vessel, ** Maria da 
Gloria^'' was detained at so great a disUnce to the South of the Equator, without the chase 
of the same having been begun to the North of the Equator; and it being also certain that the 
brig-of-war, " Snalfie/* had not on board the particular Instruoiions, nor was destined by the Govern- 
ment of His Britannic Majesty to preyen^ the traffic in slaves by Portuguese ships, without which no 
i^ip is to take part in preventing such traffic, as is expressed in the 7th Article of the same 
^ditional Convention, which even requires these Instructions to be signed by the Minister of Marine 




Rio de Janeiro, and against the Officer commanding the capturing brig, to be hereafter indemnified 
by the Government of Great Britain, for the prejudice, losses, and damage, profits ceasing and losses 
arising, which shall result from a proceeding as violent as it is arbitrary and opposed to all the existing 
Treaties, and which have latdy acquired new force by the proceeding of the Government of his Bri- 
tannic Majesty, in their recent acknowledgment in Portugal of Her Majesty Donna Maria the Second. 
And in order that this Protest may at all times be known, I sign it, and cause it to be inscribed in the 
Books of the Portuguese Consulate at Rio de Janiero, in order that it be duly intimated. — Rio de 
Janeiro^ 27th November, 1833.

(Translation.) Protest. 

Most Illustrious Gentlemen of the Mixed Commission, 

Brazilian and English, 

JoAQUiM Gerardo Cordonij, Captain and Master of the Portuguese galera, ** Maria da 
Gloria^** which was detained and captured by His Britannic Majesty's brig-of-war, " Snake," William 
Robertson, Commander, on occasion of having fallen in with her more than 58 miles to the south of 
the Bar of Rio de Janeiro, having on board Africans, states that, not only by reason of the adver- 
tisements in the public papers, but that being in a state of the greatest coercion, violence, add 
oppression, the Petitioner vras called to answer questions before this Commission, without reflecting 
that the whole of the acts and proceedings are null. It is for these reasons that the Petitioner is 
informed that, trampling under foot the most obvious principles, not only of the right of Nations, but 
even of universal jurisprudence, the cognizance of the capture of that vessel was committed to you, 
and that in virtue thereof you have ordered notices to be affixed, in order that those interested in the 
vessel or cargo may appear and make any daim which they may have. The Petitioner is the duly 
authorixed and legitimate Attorney of the Owners of the ship and cargo, having already made his 
Protest against the Government of His Britannic Majesty, against the Admiral of the British Forces 
stationed in this port, and against the Commander of the capturing cruizer, repeats again that same 
Protest before this Commission, in order that it be intimated as well to His Excellency the Admiral as 
to the Commander of the capturing brig, '* Snake," William Robertson; and at the same time he 
also protests before this same Commission against the Government of His Majesty the Emperor 
Don Pedro the Second, and particularly against the MostExcellent Ministers of State, Bento da Silva 
Lisboaand Aureliano de Souza Oliveira Coutinho, for having referred to this Commission the decision 
of a capture of Portuguese property, subjecting the judgment thereof to incompetent judges, seeing 
that this Commission can take cognizance only of prizes made of English or Brazilian vessels being 
found in the traffic of Africans and slaves ; which proceeding, besides being the most arbitrary, 
involving even a violation of the Treaties made between England and Portugal, becomes more and 
more hateful by the proceedings practised towards the Petitioner and towai^s the crew of the ship 
and the passengers, all of whom have been imprisoned and even inaccessible, the whole to render 
difficult the means of their natural defence — a proceeding which was not to be expected from the 
National Government which now presides over the destinies of the Brazilian nation : and from this 
moment the Petitioner protests against every ac\, process, and judgment of this Commission, inas- 
much as he does not acknowledge in it any jurisdiction for the cognizance of a Portuguese capture. 
The Petitioner annexes to the present the document in proof not only of his Protest against the 
illegal capture of the vessel, but he even proves by them that the vessel is Portuguese property, pur- 
chased of JoziS Bernardino de Sd, a resident in this capital, by the Portuguese merchant, Anastacio 
Joz4 Ribeiro, of which purchase and sale, made upwards of 2 years ago, he encloses the writing in 
Copy, as also he annexes another document, shewing that the said Anastacio Jozd Ribeiro is a 
Portuguese citizen, and finally the Procuration of the Petitioner, in order that his Attomies may 
defend him. 

He requests that you, Gentlemen, will be pleased to order the present to be added to the docu- 
ments of the Process in question, giving orders that the Protests included in this requisition be notified 
and delivered officially, by Copy, to the persons interested, against whom they are directed ; and the 
Petitioner protests against any negligence on the part of this Commission, that he may be indemnified 
fi'om its Members, and fi-om the Brazilian Government, for all prejudice, losses, and injuries of which 
they may be the cause, seeing that no one can be deprived of his natural defence.

Sia Michael Sbthour, Bart., Connntoder-in-i^ief of tlK Britieh Nvral F«ren 
ilMioiied in Brazil, in the name of William Robertsen, Commander, and of tlK oniw of t4M bng^-dt 
war« ^ Snake," has to present to the Commission some observations and metivea bearing upon tile 
judgment to be pronounced on the Teasel, ^ Maria dm Ghria,*' captoved by the said brif, ^'Snmka.'' 

In order that the present exposition may be entered upon dispaasioBately, it is necessary that seui 
otder of reasoning be established, by which, njecting all tumnltitoHs confusion in the d iftrwrt 
matters, simplicity miy be the guide of the judge. 

Vae first considerattom is the Treaty entered nto between this Empire, the Kingdom of Fortagali 
and England, respecting the extinction of the trafiic in sIstcs, in Brasil, as also the penalties 
denounced against its infraction. 

The ship, ^ Maria da Gloria/* was captured in the waters of this 3^^rt, baring on board 488 
iteres. These slaves, according to that Treaty, are considered to be free, and as such, sent back la 
the port from whence they came, and the importer, being a Branlian, saffers the penalties inflicted 
on pirates. The vessel becomes the property of the Captors. 

It appears, that according to the afbre-mentioned Treaties <if 1915 and 1617, and inally ratted 
in 1836, and to the additional Articles, the Mixed Commission created in this Capital ought to be 
considered competent to the required adjudication, the more especially, the hull of the said vessel 
being Brazilian property. 

Anastacio Joe^ Ribeiro has been summoned to appear and defend his right, but he has not com- 
plied ; were he a Portuguese there is no doubt he would have appealed in the sapport of this hia 
right. 

fa the second plaice, what proofs are there that he is not a Brazilian ? 

The Passport granted by the Portuguese Consul -General, Jo&o Baptista Moreira, does not decide 
any thing, for'this man was disgracefully unmindful of probity,^ of duty, and of conduct, granting 
Portuguese Protections to many Brazilian citizens, who wished to evade serving in the National 
Guard and other national obligations. 

The flag hoisted on board the '' Maria da Gloria!^ at the moment of her capture, was that of Don 
Miguel, and consequently was not a Portuguese Flag, that Flag not having been ackno^rledged for 9 
long time past, but substituted by that of the Queen of Portugal; and it is astonishing, that a 
Charged d'Affaires of Donna Maria II., Queen of Portugal, should think of despatching anv vessel 
under a Flag which was a nullity; and still more strange, that that Flag should be considered as 
belonging. to Portugal, and such property as Portuguese; or that any one should be denominated a 
Portuguese, who recognized only the' invasion of the Usurper, Don Miguel, never recognized in this 
Empire. Besides this, if it is alleged that Anastacio (now residing in this city) was living in Bahia> 
in 1822, nukking common cause with the Portuguese General, Madeira, in order to induce the 
belief that he is a Portuguese, this assertion does not prove it, for the same thing has happened with 
many Brazilians, who are at this day Brazilian subjects. 

The Constitution so designates those who were born or resided in Brazil, at the period of her 
Independence; and these privileges are never lost, as is provided for by the Article of the Constitution* 

In the same circumstances may be considered the other assertions, of his having lived until 1830 
in Portugal, and of his subsequently coming to Brazil in a vessel of his own, with a Passport 
granted by the Portuguese Government; it being well known how these matters are managed. It is 
generally known that many adopted Portuguese, whenever they please, call themselves Brazilians» 
and when this no longer suits their interest, they again declare themselves Portuguese. 

Ajuistacio was, as it appears, bom in Brazil, and was acknowledged as a Brazilian; and if he has 
awumed the name of Portuguese, it has been to enable him the better to forward his projected 
infringement of the laws of this Country ; and this to such an extent even, that it is generally reported 
that he is now at Ilha Grande, waiting to receive other ships belonging to him, which are expected 
back iirom Africa with slaves. Furthermore, the voyage commenced here, the vessel sailed hencew 
and returned here. The slaves entered the waters of this Empire. Treaties and Laws were trampled 
underfoot by the Owner of the vessel, or rather pirate. This individual is obliged to respect the 
Laws of the Country in which he resides (supposing him gratuitously to be a Portuguese)^ and it 
would be absurd to permit him, under this appellation, or that of foreigner, to commit, with 
impunity, against the Country which fosters him, whatever crimes he may please. 

The crime was committed in this Empire, and it is the province of this Mixed Commission to take 
cognizance of it This crime was imagined, conducted, and completed, in this Empire ; and it 
would be degrading to the national character, compromised in this Case, that the Brazilian Empire 
should suffer another Nation to punish the delinquent, or to judge of and decide respecting his 
condemnation or acquittal. 

No other authority in Brazil is competent to judge this Cause, and much less a foreign one* 
Moreover, the fact of the residence of Anastacio in this Empire, has given him a quasi national 
character, which, while living under the protection of the Laws of Brazil, precludes the possibility 
of his being by any means whatever subjected to the infliction of any penalty by another Nation. 

It was probably upon these principles, that this same Mixed Commission have twice decided 
identical causes in the manner now pointed out, and it is hoped that they will not now proceed 
differently. 

During the short space of time allowed the Admiral to plead in favour of the capture, and pray 
for judgment, he cannot bring forward such witne^es as might be of service to him; he require^ 
that, according to the Regulations of the Mixed Commission, he may be allowed time for this pur- 
pose, in order that the precipitation of the proceedings may not indirectly deprive the party to whom 
it belongs of his right; and he protests against any Sentence as partial, should he not be allowed 
the legal postponement that justice demands. 

It is of the greatest importance to know, whether Anastacio be, or be not, a Portuguese, on 
account of the ideas which the Commission may entertain of acquitting the criminal on that ground. 
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there being no pMlive proof whatrrev which nu^y induce the b^ief that he is a Portuguese, and 
the inforoKUioa respecting him being altogether devoid of the character of full and perfect truth. 

It i» to be observed Uiat, mippoeing^ in the same gratuitous manner, that Anastacio is a Poctur 
guese, that the flag he hoisted and used at sea also was Portuguese, and, finally, that he was 
•m^igating in due form ; even from these circumstances it would not follow that he ought not to be 
tried by this Commission, because the crime was committed in this Country, which possesses tbe 
Tight to punish any criminal ; and because, according to the Law of Nations, which regulates the 
duties and obligations between each other, it is acknowledged that any stranger^ residing in a forejgvi 
Country, is iniKested with the national charaeier, whenever he commits a malversation in and a^inat 
that Country, whose dignity and hosour would be thereby compromised. 

It would be opening a wide door to the annihilation of the Treaty made with this Empire respect- 
ing slavery, shauld the slaves be pennitted to be sold in this Empire ; and, finally, if the right of 
punishing the delinquent were to be transferred to another Nation.

The British Commander-in-chief to the Mixed Commission, 

Rio de Janeiro^ 19 th December^ 1833. 

Admiral Sir Michakl Seymour, Bart., Commander-in-Chief of His Britannic Majesty's 
Naval Forces, in Brazil, presented yesterday, the 18th of December instant, some observations to 
you, intended to produce an influence in the Case of the barque, ^^ Maria da Gloria^'* captured bj 
the brig^of-war, " Snake," and requested that time might be allowed to prove that Anastacto^ Joei^ 
Ribeiro, the Proprietor of the adventure, is a subject of this Empire ; finding, however, con- 
siderable difficulty in substantiating this point, for want of time, he desists now from his application, 
though he cannot admit the sufficiency of the proof adduced before the Commissioners^ that the said 
Anastacio is, as allegeri, a Portuguese subject. 

It is. clear that the object and spirit of the Treaty entered into between this Empire and Great 
Britain, on the 23d November, 1826, was to abolish the traffic in slaves, and to prevent entirely the 
equipment of expeditions for that purpose in the ports of Brazil. 

On this principle it is that the Admiral very respectfully persuades himself that the Mixed 
Comimssion should form their decisions, because they would otherwise fall into ihe absurdity, and 
be guilty of the crime, of consenting that Portuguese subjects, residing in Brazil, ^ould conttme 
the traffic from Brazilian Ports, in vessels under Portuguese colours, which would be exactly the 
game thing as that the Brazilian Govern meat should he step-father to their own subjects, and be 
&ther to foreigners, all the stipulations of the Treaty thus becoming nullified 

Wherefore, the Admiral requires that, before the Mixed Commission decides the question, the 
Imperial Government and the British Minister may be consulted as to the true meaning of the 
Treaty in this Case, and also respecting the understanding* of the 2 Governments, as to their recog- 
nition of the international law, which determines, that a foreigner residing in this Country acquires 
a national character, and becomes subject to the same penalties as the natives engaged in the 
traffic of slavery. 

In the supposition even that, because the vessel is Portuguese property, and therefore not subject to 
the penalties, yet this circumstance cannot avail with respect to the slaves on board, the introduction of 
whom fnto this Country, being prohibited by Laws the most decisive of the Empire; and there being 
no doubt that the intention of the Owners interested in the expedition of the barque, *^ Maria da 
Gloma^' was to land the slaves in a port of Brazil^ they ought, for this reason, to be dedared free by 
the Mixed Commiseion* and the importers of them condemned according to the law. 

In all other xespecte the Admioal confirms entirely the representation which he made yesterday to 
the Mixed Commission.

Thb Britnh Commissary Judge read his opinioii respecting the Sentence to be given in the Case 
of thfr barque, " Maria da Gloria^** which is as follows.' — 

*' Of the illicit traffic in slaves, as established in proof against Uie baraue, *• Maria da Gloria,** and 
of her consequent liability to capture and condemnation, under the Treaties between Gfreat Britain and 
Portugal, the British Conniiissary Judge can entertain no doubt ; but he has looked most scrupulously, 
but in vain, in the Commismon with which the King, his Master, has been graciously pleased lo 
entrust him^ for authority to ad|udicaie the Case of any vessel other than British or Brazilian ; nor 
can he find any in the Alvara of the 26th of January, 1818, supposing it were still in fiill force, and 
imrepealed by any subsequent legislative Act, that Law referring, as he conceives, even in that part 
of the 4th Article which allows a Case to be brought before the Mixed Commission, exclusively to the 
flubjects of that Government by whom it is promulgated; viz., that of Portugal in the first instance, 
and of Brazil, after the Declaration of her Independence* Seeing then, that there is no evidence, 
direct or indirect, before the Court to disprove this vessel and the whole of her cargo to be bon& 
fide Portuguese property; and that his colleague, the Brazilian Commissary Judge, M. Joao 
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Carneiro de Campos, declares officially that the aekADWledged Ofvnef of iht vetfel :ia a Po»tiig«eflB^ 
and recognized as sooh by the Brazilian Authorities, the British Commissary Judge is obliged* 
however reluctantly,- to declare his optnioni that this Court has bo jiuiKlietion in this Case, nor any 
power to take cognisattce of it.'' 

The Brazilian Commissary Judge, agreeing in opinion wHh the British Commissary Judge, they 
dcAiver the IbUowing Setttence:--^ - 

^H appearing' by the documents annexed to the present Aete, that the barque, * Muria daGUmaf 
detained by thie Bnglish brigof^ttfar, * 8nake,' in hiiUude 24^ \V South, longitude 42<> 40^ West, 
by reason of there having been found on board of her 423 Africans, wa# despatched fiiom this port 
by the Portuguese Consulate and the Brazilian Authorities, as the property of the Portuguese subject, 
i^astado Jpz^ Ribeiro ; and that she proceeded under the Flag of that Nation to the Poi't of 
Loando, whence she also returned with a Portuguese Passport ; and as it cannot be ascertained, 
either by the same documents, or the deposition of the witnesses, that the above-mentioned Anastacio 
Joz^ Ribeiro is comprehended, on account of his having resided previously in Brazil, in the 4th 
Section of the 6th Article of Uie 2d Head of the Constitution of this Empire, or that any Brazilian or 
English subject owns any part of the said barque and her cargo. Cases in which it would be comp(s«^ 
tent to this Commission to giVe judgment as to the detention of the same and of her eargo. In ooft* 
formity with the existing Ti^aties, they declared that ^ same Cconmisaion is not competent, in 
virtue of the Instructions whieh serve as their guidance, to decide finally in this Case*"

My Lord, JRio de Janeiro, 27th December y 1833. 

Humbly but conscientiously convinced as we are of the propriety of the 
decision *of the Court, as reported in our preceding Despatch, we yet cannot but be 
sensibly alive to the effect which that decision may possibly have, in the first in- 
stance, in promoting the importation of slaves into this Country under the Portu- 
guese Flag, though we are not, at the same time, without hopes that, should the 
Admiral be induced to send the '^ Maria da Gloria'* to Sierra Leone, this transient 
effect may be in a great measure counteracted by the alarm which the certainty of 
condemnation there will create among the slave dealers. 

Still, hmf^ever, so strongly did this consideration press upon our minds, that to 
nothing but a sense of the straight-forward duty we were called upon to perforni, 
looking only to that, and not to the result, could it have been brought to yield. 

In venturing to assure your Lordship of the assiduity and pains we have taken 
in the investigation of this Case, with a view more particularly to detect any 
circumstance which might bring it within our province, we should, perhaps, be 
almost laying ourselves open to the charge of having evinced an anxiety to fix a 
Brazilian character on the property in question somewhat inconsistent with our 
judicial and restricted functions. 

We trust, however, that notwithstanding the open and scandalous practice of 
this cruel traffic, occurring, as it does, under our immediate and almost daily 
observation, and in defiance of every law and every engagement directed against 
it, we have not been betrayed into such inconsistency, and that we shall have the 
satisfaction of finding the course we have followed approved of by your Lordship, 
as the only one which, consistently with the Instructions we are aqting under, could 
be pursued ; the more so as, had the Commission taken cognizance of this Case, and 
it should have ultimately proved that they had done so without due authority, not 
only would any proceedings had thereupon have been null and void, but it might not, 
improbably, have had the effect of causing some embarrassment to His Majesty's

If \ve have erred, it has beeh an error the more venial, we wocdd hop6, ni^mwm 
undoubtedly in direct conflict with those sentiments of hun^nity which we dkdwt 
f6 share, in common with thie British Nation at large, ofi this Bubjeot ; aodtwbile 
the decision affords the bestpledge that tbeCiommission will ndt attoW.'tlieihdi^tiM 
to be carried beyond their due bounds by feelings such as we have alluded to, tW 
mischief, rectified by your Lordship*s superioi^ judgment, will be cOmparativdy df 
short duration. ' j 

If, on the contrary, this decision should receive the sanction of higher authority^ 
the primd facie encouragement which the traflfic may derive ,from it wiH be com* 
pensated by the opportunity it will afford your Lordship of brin|^ng4hid'gvowiti|f 
evil befi^r^ the immediate Councils of His Majesty, and of making sudi arrange- 
ments both with ^his Government and Siat of Portugal as may be best calcniated 
to meet it. 

With a view to this part of the stit^t it may ftoit be irreievafk Co oall yoiir 
Lordship*s attention to tne Passport given by the Duke de Cadoval to a Portu- 
guese vessel in 1830, forming part of the documents in the Case of the ^ Maria 
da Ghria,'* which, on this accoun), we have sei^t in ea^tenso ; as well as that Arom 
the Portuguese Governor at Loando. The former is for a voyage from Lisbon to 
Rio die Janeiro, and from thence io tiie Goasta of Mrica, western or eastora^ Md 
back again to Lisbon Ay the Ports of Brazil. The real and main object of soch u 
voyage may he readily presumed. 

That the evil is rapidly increasing, and excites considerable apprebensi^m, m^ 
well be inferred from a perusal of the very remarkable Circular, recently pub- 
lished by this Government, a Translation of which we have the honour to enclose ; 
and while the repeated but fruitless examinations of suspected vessels whioh h»ve^ 
in considerable numbers, lately entered this port in balh^t, attest the sincerity with 
which the laws are attempted to be enforced by the Supreme Authorities, they at 
the same time demonstrate the melancholy fact of their inefficacy and of tiie (re- 
quency and notoriety of their evasion. 

In no one instance has conviction followed these investigations. IVoof tiiemost 
positive, short of actually finding Africans on board, has been produced of these 
vessels, all openly coming from the Coast of Africa, having had cargoes of slaves, 
and having landed them on the coast ; indeed, the very cincttoaslanoe^f iheir en^ 
tering in ballast is a strong presumption of the fact, yet they have been allowed to 
clear out again without further interruption, avowedly with the same destination, 
and with no less moral certainty of the object of their expedition. 

On a late occasion 8 of the slaves came forward themselves to denomice a«d 
substantiate the crime that had been committed; bat the evidence of sli^r^fliM 
being admissible, and the Orimtnal Code of this Country dadaring, in 
terms, that no presumption, however strong, shall be ftuffideut to cause the i 
tion of punishment, the information was not followed up. 

Among the number of vessels of the above description may be cit^ the ^^ Adt- 
laide** schooner, mentioned in oor Despatch of the 12th November, 1833^^ aad 
which we take the earliest opportunity of stating we were wrong in saying had 
been originally engaged in the traffic, prior to her having been bought by Adnliral 
Baker. 

Most, if not all, of these vessels bdong to subjects of Portugal, and sail aider 
that Flag, duly furnished with Portuguese Papers and Passports, and are despatched 
as such by the Authorities of this port. 

The final result in the Case of the ^' Zephyr^'* where the Jury to whom the qoes- 
tion was submitted accp)itted the Parties of having made an improper «Hie 0fdie 
licence conceded by His Majesty's Government, and still more the demmciaiimi 
which has subsequently been preferred against them, of having introduced, under 
tiiat anthority and decision, a greater number of slaves than the Uoence originally 
contemplated, shews the perthiacity with which, by every possible means, ue im- 
portation of Africans is persisted in ; and ^ enclosed Minute, extracted from the 
evidence of the Captain of the '' Maria da Gloria^*' no less manifests the oonfidenee 
with which they anticipate soooess. 

It will be for the wisdom of His Majesty's advisers to determitte the fit remedy 
for a state of things of which we have been far from making an exagg^ated oe» 
presentation.

If, then, they ehoald be dealt with, in conformity to the 
law of 1818, fettered as it is b^ the Clause above referred to ia the Criminal Code, 
as wdl as by various provisioiis of the Constitution, we have already had the 
honour of explaining how difficult it would be to condemn them ; if under timt of 
1831, your Lordship is fully aware of the destination the slaves would receive^ 
should any be found, and of the release which would follow of the ship and cargo 
other thaadayes.

These proceeditigs being now finally closf^, we have tl^ hpnour of iorwfirding

By this Sentence your Lordship will aee, that, it having been prov^ t^ me 
satisfaction of both the Commissary Judges^ that the; *' Paquete (A> Sfuh ha4jna4 a 
eargo of Africans on boards iwtwithstandiDg that none y^ere, actually, fou^^ f^d 
that^ though sailing under Portuguese ooloMrs> a^d prqfessjng to be ]^artvw^ese, 
she was, in fact, chiefly, if not anogether, the property of a Brazilian^ Manuel 
Peretra Mendex, eondemnatioo was passed upon her, and she was declared, as 
well as h&r tackle, anpltrel^ and furniture, lawful prize to His Majesty's sloop, 
" Satellite,'* to be sola by public safe for the profit of the 2 GoYej^i^eifts. .\ . v v 

We have the greater satisfaction in acquainting your JLordsbip yi\^ the unani- 
mity of the Court on this occasion, because, in the first instance, and even up to the 
very last moment, the Brazilian Commissary Judge contended, grounding himself 
on that Article of the Criminal Code referred to in our Despatch of December 27, 
1833, which declares that no presumption shall be sufficient to cause the infliction 
of punishment ; that there was not sufticient proof to warrant him in joining, in a 
Sentence of condemnation, in virtue of the additional Articles signed at Osbon 
on the Idth March, 1833; the 1st of those Articles not dedaring medfioallyrwhat 
should constitute '* the clear and undeniable proof" required ; and that> 6vwi if 
there were, the vessel had been detained unoer Portuguese colours, 'ivtis skiing 
witb 'a Portuguese Passport, and with Papers from me Port Authorities b^re, 
recognizing her as Portuguese, and that her Owner was so also^ and that conse- 
ouently, the Commission were bound, as in the Case of the ** Maria daGkfricf,^^ to 
declare that she did not come within their jurisdiction. ' 

Another difficulty urged, by him, as a reason for not concurring in the Sentence 
of condemnation contended for by the British Commissary Judge, was that Clause 
of the Constitution, the 20th section of the 179th Article, which forbids, in any 
case, the confiscation of property, and which he considered, of itself, as ^brogkting, 
fro tanto, the 1st Article of the Alvara of 1818. On this latter point ibe . jBr^ish 
Commissary Judge observed, that he called for the confiscation of this vessdi, not 
in virtue of the Alvara, but of the 7th Article of the Regulations for the Mixed 
Commissions ; and to the first of the other 2 objections, he replied that it ap- 
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ape«rft<iriloh|«/tt(|it)4hQ^. wrdi^ adUttio^al A^iifh in X|Wstion gave the 

Court a greater potvfer and ktituriQ than th^y wqrid hive possessed, had the par- 
ticular o^ects which abould be held to afford the requisite proof been specifically 
staidad^AiCitbattyi^ti)^, decision w^ lefty not to any technical nicety^ out solely 
to the lmiiestnodviet'(Q9i^ their minds, and that, according to this rule, he thought 
the evidence before them could leav^ no. doubt pjT. thif y^ssel i)avi)^ bad i^ c^o 
of slaves on board. . ,^ 

With respect to the alleged national character of the vessel, and the propriety 
inTeiTeff "ffoBn* it of'i'gftrstBg'tQ'tgfce-C Dgnizance o f h e r; ' the Briti s h Co i B iw iO fl Qr y 
Judge pointed out the wide difference that existed between this Case and the 
preying. 

Initbejpn^y.the.MfideniabM Owjier was a Pprtugues^,^ nor wf^ au;^, other interest 
whatever discovered to be concerned in it: in this, thougri the ships Papers^ were 
Portuguese, yet they were evidently fraudulent, and while the ostensible Owrier 
was Icept out of the way; so as to make it impossible to discover i?vho or what he 
really was, a Brtazilito subject was proved, if nit the real Proptietor, at least to be 
concerned in the adventure to the extent of rtiore, probably, ihaa the value of the 
ship, with alf its appfotfttmrices. 

These arguments were ably enforced* in a Paper given in by Sir Michael Sey- 
mour^ a Translation of which we have the boncar to enclose. The result was the 
Sentence above-mentioned. ^ 

In the accompanying ** ihrreio Official of this date your LordsUp will find the 
Report whitih tne Braziltan Commissary JiMlge addressed to his Goverpment^ in 
transmitting to them the Sentence of the Court, as also the Deeree of the Regency 
in consequence, directing proceedlngbto be instituted, conformably to the last Law, 
a^inst the reputed owner, Joze de Freitas e Oliveira, and certain other indtvidoals 
whom the Papers before the Court prove to have been also parties interested, but 
whose nationality could not be ascertained. The Master and Mate had already 
been sentenced to be committed for trial, according to the same Law^ tn conse- 
quence of an examination had on board by tlhe Judicial Authorities of this oity^ 
SQon after the arrival of the ^' Paquete do SuV* in the Harbour. 

The implied power of the Commission to inflict the penalty of the Brazilian 

* laws oh indtviduals convicted of being concerned in the Slave Trade, wfaieb this 
Paper predicates^ is not^ perhaps, under present cireumstanees, very material ; but 
your Lordship will not fkil to notice the concluding paragraph of this Report, as

was detained on stispicifin of having had staves on board (in consequence of !fiadin|^ in her, uleiisils 

' fitted fbr th^ traiRe) with every presutnption of their having been just landed. He further declared 

Uitt the Pa|)er8 brought into Court were ibund by him, some on board at the moment of detention, 

. some since, and that was picked up by him within the harbour, having been thrown overboard. 

The Master, Mate, and Pilot, were the witnesses examined iil this Case. The former, ficanolsco 
Silveira Gularte Simas, being duly sworn, declared himself to be a Portuguese subject ; and that 3oa6 
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had «»y iaieiiwi in it; fiiriheiy tbat th» butt pori be left was Ambriz, aad that he h^d i^b^e to the 
Coast of Africa to puBeha«e iT<^« mMs, and wax, and was returning by way of Monte Videp^ 
having been plundfli^ of his cargo by a Columbian pirate. He denied that any slaves had been 
veoeiTed in hia teasel, or that any uteofila bad been thrown oveiboavd^ and acetunAed for 4ie dena« 
tioo in the eourae of the brig« the capture having been made doaeto thia Pofi, by thn Jgnorwf M 
of a yioiing manr who acted aa Pilot; hm himself being rtrj ilL 

The 2d and 3d witnesses examined were the Pilot, a Brazilian^ and the Mata» a Portuguese aub- 
ject. They, in g^eral, confirmed the above, except that the former stated he had purposely sbifod 
hia conree as he baid done it ofder.the more readily to anabe Mont« Video. 

Jdv&da Freilaae;Qiiwr«idid not. appear in person ; but, by hia Attorn^, claimed the ** Paqimle do 
SuP* as his property, denying that she was engaged in the Slave Trade, and protesting against the 
competency of the British and Brazilian Commission to take cognizance of the Case, both because, 
if guilty of any violation of the laws of this Country, it was by them chat he should be tiried ; and 
also because the property iras Portngviese ; and re<Biiriar either that it shonld be reatorad to him iaSij 
and freely, or else that the Case should be remitted to Sierra Leone. 

The iadividual, Manud Pereira Meiidez, a Brazilian subject, suspected, from interna] evidence 
found among the ship's Papeaa, ef being the real Owner of this property, having uit first kept out of 
the way, it was not possible for some time to ascertain how far these suapiebns wen weU ftmnded ; 
but the Loctd Authorities having comiielled his attendance* those auspidona were folly nealized in thv 
nund of the Court, and Sentence of coodonmation on the vessel, aad aU property found in her, waa 
accordingly passed on the 14th January, 1834, in conformity to the 7tb Article of the Begulatioua for 
the Mixed Coount^siQns. .

The paesent Process and the documents annexed toot having been aaen and eianyaod, it is 
shewn thai Manuel Pereira Mendez, a Biaziiian subject, residing in this capiftal« and employed in it 
as a depository of contraband goods, has an interest in the brig, ** PaqueU do SiiZ," which proceeded 
from this Port, with a Portuguese Passport, for Monte Video, calling at the Ports of Benguela^ Ca- 
binda, and Ambriz. The docnment in folio 27, acknowledged by him as hia writing and iignatmro, 
is the Decburation which he makes of having aa interest of 3 conloa of xeis in tlM said^ brig^jwd 
of making over au inteceat of 1 coato, 340 milrei^ part of that.sum, qat iof the profits to arise fi^ooi 
the business to which it was destiQed,^to Joaquim Joze Meira, who is said to be a Portuguese. The 
document in folio 28, is an Invoice of goods laden by the same person for the enterprise, signed by 
Mendez and Company, and by him acknowledged to beiiis own signatuie, and amoiuUiagto 7 coatoa 
94l6 mil., S32 reia^ besides the amount of the articles shipped lor consumption on the vaya^^ aU. tlveae 
pH>ds being confiraaed by the Lietier of Orders in iblio 30«. addressed by him on the 30th May, 18S3» 
to the Master of the vessel. It is shown, in like manner, that the vessel was bound to the Pxirta of 
Africa, OH a slaving voyage, whence she brought slaves and landed them, probably near the Ilha 
Rasa, not only as there wore found on board, in the act of being visited and detained by the Qfioaca 
of Ihe Elngtiah corvette, ** SateUite,*' iooaa proper ibr that tiaffic, such aa asUanvshackleew &a«, but aho 
buckets for the food of the slaves, lai^ boilers, and a quantity of vessels which the Officers referred 
to, certify, were thrown into the sea, while they were nearing the brig. Considering^ therefore, &cU 
80 conclusive, which, if unconnected, might be in some measure of^sed or called in question, but which, 
collectively, constitute a very evident and clear proof; more particularly when they (the facts) are not 
overthrown by the de^sitien.itaelf of the aforesaid Mendez, inasmuch as the denial to which he had 
recourse, that he had no interest in the brig in question or in her cajigo^ and that he had gmn tha 
3 contos of reis only for the purchase of ivory, wax, and other articles, as also that he nad lent 
himself to the purchase of goods at the request of the Captain and of the Mate, besides being undo* 
serving of credit, the Letter of Orders, in which he positively refers to the shipment of the goods, 
proves most clearly that they are for his account ; and tnat, ifhe be not (he real Owner of the brig, he haa 
at least the interest above-mentioned* inasmuch aa the orders in respect to her voyage and destination 
can never be considered as given by any other than the real Owner, particularly as no other orders 
are found addressed by Joz($ de Freitas e Oliveira, the asserted Owner of the brig, which even leads Iq 
ihe belief that that person was no other than a man of straw for the putting her under the Portngiiese 
Flag, in order to elude in that way the existiiig Treaty between this £mpire and Great Britain. 
The &ct of there being on board iions and other articles re&rred to, aa well as some picoes of canma 
and hand- weapons, notavithstandnig the assertion in the Passport kom the Portuguese Cgnsnlatn tliat 
the vessel carried no such things, are more than strong indication^ constituting pioof^ that the brig had! 
biDught slaves, and that she landed theo in the vicinity of Ilha Raza, where ^ was captured ; thare 
is reason to believe, by the finding on boasd of fresh jpoeat and v^petablea^ the jubterf^i^ to wi^th* 
witaesaes have ncoarse, that there wes« no boilera on board being undaserviv^ «f aiiidit or «eaBt-* 
deration, seeing t:hat they were thrown into the sea, and that the irons were part of the i^qfutctenaiioei 
of the brig when ahe was purchased, it being inadmissible that the Master and the Owoor ahould heiqa

AoMitAi. Sir Michael Seymour, Baronet, Commander-in-chief of His Britannic Miuesty's Naval 
Forces stationed on the Coast of Brazil, and in the name of Captain Robert Smart ana the crew of 
the eonrete, "fJateUite," im pupportof his right in the proceedings regarding the prize, ** Paqueie 
do Sitfy" captured by the saW corvette, reprefeents as follows .• — 

By the 2d and ad Articles of ^e Treaty entered into between Brazil and Great Britdn, on the 23d 
November, 1626, for the abolition and regulation of the Slave Trade, it was stipulated and agreed 
that the 2 High Contracting Parties adopted and renewed, as effeetually as if the same were tran- 
•eribed^ word for word, all the Articles and, provisions of the Treaties concluded between His Britannic 
Majesty and the King of Portug^ on thiJB subject, ou the i2^ of January, 1815, and 28th July, 1817, 
and the aercral ei^aatory Artifiles which have been added to the aaid Treaties. 

On the 15th of March, 1823,2 explanatory Articles, in addition to the said Treaties, wece signed at 
lisbon, by which it was stipulated, that '* if there be dear and undeniable proof that one or more 
ekfvea of either sex had t>eeti taken on board of a -ship, fbr the purpose of nlegal traffic, during the 
voyage on which the aaid ship should be taken, th«n, and tot tliis reason (according to the tme in- 
ieiit and tneaniag of (he atipttlations of the aforesaid Convention)^ such ship shall be dettdi^d by the 
. oruiitrs, aad fiumly condemned by the Commissioners." 

Btaed upon these addttionai Articles, the capture of the *' Paqiieie de 8uP* was made ; ibr, 
aHhough aoviaiRea wereibund on boaitl, still, according to the declaratiou of the witnesses that the 
pM|>l0 of 4he priae threw overboard buckets and large kettles suitable for the use and cooking fbr 
slaves, and there having been found on board manacles and oUier irons, some of them having been 
roeeat^ cot with a chsael iifr other sharp-cutting instrument, are indications sufficiently strong %o 
authorise the capture, and are equivalent to that proof which the additional Articles require. 

¥es, 4hese indieations are now changed into clear and undeniable facts, proved by the documents 
eaistin^ in the process^ that is, that the voyage of the prize was intended for the traffic in slaves, and 
fhat'tbere were slaves on board during the voyage. By the docnmeat No. 16, it is seen that a person 
ef the name of Brett sent to the Ma3ter of the prize on the 26th August, 1833, when she was on the 
Coast of Africa, 190 slavea, and, by the document. No. 17, which is the Inventory of the effects of 
Manael Ahp<es, w^ died in Ambriz, on the 7th August, 1833, mention is made of 4 slaves, who 
aMie'flhipped on baatd the ** Fafiitte do fkd^' which slaves foroied part of the effects of the said 
Manuel Alves, deceased. 

It ia true Ihat ^m€ know, from the depoftHJ<nM of the Master and crew of the prize, that the ol^eci of 
the voyage was not to traffic in slaves, as they allege that the cargo on the return-yoyage consisted of 
wta, hwry, and mats. Of which ^ey were robbed by a Cohimbian privateer — ^but who does not perceive 
tiM laMty of such a story ? TIm fiilsebood of such assertions is evident from all the documents and 
other proof 4& t^ proeese, and even from what the Master and men declare, who are not agreed in 
tbeir depQsitiotts (aone dedaring that the robbery took place in the morning, and others in the 
afUmoon of days of October.) Besides this, there is not any document to prove the purchase 
or flhipment of such articles — there is bo Cargo-book, nor Manifest, nor Bill of Lading, nor Invoice 
of any such shipment, neither is there any mention made thereof, nor of the subsequent robbery, in the 
^ip*B Journal ; fn fine, there is no document, protest, or any other paper, to prove the occurrence 
of that robbery. 

Aad, aStiMmgh aeeorduig to the 8^h Article of the Criminal Code, it is established that presump- 
tions, however strong, do not authorise the imposition of punishment, yet that Article cannot by any 
means contravene what has been said ; — let, because, in the present Case, there do not exist simply 
presumptions, to which the 36th Article refers, but there are strong indications of guilt 'fhere is a great 
^y^renee between presumptions and indications. Indication means the sign or trace which leads to 
the heliof of tlw existence and truth of some circumstance, whilst presumption (the word used in the 
said 36th Article of the Criminal Code) is defined to mean conjectural opinion without certainty or 
evidence. Thus, seeing a man armed with firearms, it may be presumed that he intends to commit 
a criminal act. But indication is more g^duated, it implies a greater degree of certainty. If we 
see a dead person baring all the usual appearances of haviiig been poisoned, we immediately conclude 
by indication that the person was poisoned. 

In the dnd place, the 308th Article of the Criminal Code determines that the same does not 
comprehend the crimes of responsibility of the Ministers and Counsellors of State, nor crimes purely 
military, tiorfhsally, oommardal crimts, and therefore piracy being a crime classified under those of a 
commercial nature, and more especially, the crime of trafficking in slaves, it is to be concluded that 
the 36th Article of the Criminal Code cannot apply to the present Case. 

In the 3d place, the Treaties between free and independent States, as well as the penalties 
redproeally stipulated bjr them, cannot enter into the class of crimes which any particular Nation 
punishes in its own subjects by its Private Code. Public and universal law is the only Code which 
decides the queation, and therefore, according to that law, the application of Article 36 of the 
Criminal Code ought to he considered foreign to the present Case.

The Treaty between Great Britain and Brazil, with the additional Articles, created a Mixed 
Commission for the decision of the infractions of the same Treaty ; therefore that Commission cannot 
depart from the forms marked out for it upon its creation, and it is to be wondered at that the Com- 
mission, proceeding in (he organization of such processes as the present, in direct opposition to the 
forms prescribed by the general law of this Country, should admit into their decisions the quirk of law 
found in the General Code, with manifest contradiction to reason and common sense, which do not 
admit of the contradictory and simultaneous principle of disallowing forms of process, and at the same 
time approving of forms of the same general process which have been disallowed. 

Besides, if a Treaty between Nations establishes among themselves a Private Code, from which it is 
not lawful for any of the Nations to recede without the consent of the other, at any rate unless it were 
with the view of hostilities, it would be repugnant to reason to refer to the general rules of the General 
Code of one Nation, or its forms, the decision of a question specially provided for by the Treaty. 
This would amount to a violation of the Treaty, and would be equivalent to the paradox of admitting 
that one Nation could of its own accord alter the Treaty without the consent of the other, and even 
contrary to its inclination. 

Finally, by the 11th Section of the 179lh Article of the Constitution, it is determined that no per- 
son can be condemned but by the competent Authority. From this, the following corollaries »re to 
be deduced. Either that the Commission is not a competent tribunal, because no mention of it Is 
made in the general laws of Brazil, and consequently, that every thing it has done, or is doing, is 
null, or that it is competent. 

If it be competent (of which there can be no doubt, because such creations are necessary emana- 
tions from the right that Sovereigns have to make Treaties with Foreign Powers), no douBt can be 
entertained but that the line of conduct to be pursued by it, in its decisions, cannot be other than that 
peculiarly and distinctly f\xed by Treaty; that line of conduct has no reference to general laws: it 
forms a body C^corpo") of itself, and therefore the Commission cannot attend to any thing bui to 
what is stipulated in the Instructions whk^h were issued upon its creation. Every thing which it does 
in opposition to this is a scandalous arbitrary act, against which, and every thing which the Commis- 
sion may do contrary to the Instructions, the Admiral solemnly protests, and requests that his Protest 
be registered. 

The ship is reputed to be Portuguese, and to belong to JoziS de Freitas e Oliveira ; but it is notorious 
that, previous to the present voyage, she belonged to one Lobo, a Brazilian, residing in this city, 
who made a simulated sale of her in the month of May last, and changed her name. 

Independently, however, of the documents merely Consular, which appev in the process in proof of 
the property of the ship being vested in the reputed Owner, Joz4 de Freitas e Oliveira, we have, at folio 
27, a document which clearly proves that Manuel Pereira Mendez, an adopted Brazilian, residing in 
the street called Rua da Praynha, is interested in the said brig to the amount of 3 contos of 
reis. This document is signed by Mendez, and he, being interrogated by the Commissioners, admitted 
his signature. This document runs thus : ** I, the Undersigned, say, that, of the part which be- 
longs to me of the interest I have in the brig, * PaquHe do Stf/,' amounting to 3 contos of reis, I 
give an interest in the profits, &c.'* Mendez, in his deposition, denies having any interest in the 
rig, but the document proves the contrary. It is also clear that the said Mendez has an interest in 
the cargo, which is also proved by the documents at folio 28, 30, and 31, signed Mendez and Co., 
which signature Mendez acknowledges to be his ; and he says that there is no partnership, but that he 
signed these documents, ** Mendez and Co.," by the advice of the Master and Mate of the ship. The 
first of these documents is the Invoice of the goods shipped for the voyage, amounting to 7,946 mil, 
532 reis : the document at folio 31 is the account of provisions for the ship, amounting to 
1,879 mil, 700 reis, and, consequently, so far as the amount of these sums extends, he is interested 
in the cargo. Besides this, by the document at folio 30, the same Mendez and Co. give instructions 
to the Master respecting the ship and his conduct on the Coast of Africa, in the ammt OMttiner aa any 
other ship-owner would give his orders to a Master of a ship of his. 

From all this evidence it is indubitable, that Mendez is interested in the ship and cargo, and there- 
fore that the adventure is not Portuguese, as they wish may be believed, but, in fact, Brazilian, and 
as such ought to be sentenced (" juz^o") by the Mixed Commission, agreeably to the Treaty with 
Brazil, dated the 23d November, 1826, and the additional Articles to the Conventions with the King 
of Portugal, which are adopted by the said Treaty. 

In proof of the nationality of Mendez, we annex an Attestation of the Inspector of the District in 
which he resides, setting forth that he is a lawfully adopted Brazilian. 

The result of this exposition proves—lst, that Mendez being interested in the ship and cargo, the 
Mixed Commission of this City ought to decide the Case, as being Brazilian ; 2d, that the Instruc- 
tions issued on the institution of the Commission are those which alone are to be attended to in the 
decision of the question. 

The present arguments constitute such strong grounds as cannot but be expected to excite the 
attention and settle the mind of the Judges.

*'Paquet€do Sul/' detained by the English corvette-of-war, "Satellite,** on suspicion of having 
brought and landed slaves in Brazil ; and it having been proved that Manuel Pereira Mendez, a 
Brazilian subject, is interested in the same brig. 

In addition to the Process, there is another drawn up by the Justice of Peace of the Parish of Santa 
Rita, by order from the Office of the Secretary of State for aflairs of Justice, on board the same brig.

ztkd in w6ich is found a Sentence of impri^riment and committal ag:aiust the Captain and Mate of the 
same ;^ and as the Commission^ in virtue of the Instructions senriii^ as its guide, and of the etisting 
Treaties, ieemed itself authorized to take cognisance only of the part of the interest appertaining to 
a Brazilian subject, and as it does not appear Just that the other persons interested in this Inhuman 
traffic should remain unpunished, I think it my duty to submit to your Excellfency that, l)esides those 
2 indiyiduali;, the penalties of the law lately promulgated by the General Assembly, apply also to 
Jozfe ^e t^reitas e Oliveira, who calls himself a Portuguese, and appears as such in the Passport of the- 
Owner of the aforesaid brig, and to Joaquim Joz^ Meira, partner of M^ndez, likewise a Portuguese. 
T^e former is said to be in this city, and to be living in the Rna do Ouvidor, and the latter is known 
to have disappeared from the Hospital, to which he had come fh)to the brr^ to be cured. 

There i^ also among the Papers, taken on board in the act of the detention, a Letter written by Joze 
Antpnio dos Santos e Aranjo, of this city, to the same Freitas, announcing the fehipment of some 
Spanish dollars and barrels of gunpowder, in order tljat the proceeds might b^ Invested in slaves, to 
be brought, on the return of the brig in question, to this place ; and as the Commission took no cogni- 
zance of that individual, inasmuch as he pould not be found,, and that his national character could hot' 
be ascertained, it is fit that the ordinary tribunals should do it, so that the impunfty of him and 
others should not give greater encouragement to those engaged fn such a barbarons commence, atid 
to the continuation of tne abuse of putting the vessels Intended for it undeV the Portuguese Phig, in 
order to exempt them from the provisions of the Treaties existing between this Empire and Great 
Britaji^— an abuse which certainly requires the greatest vigilance on the part of the Government, on 
account of the lamentable consequences which may in future ensue from the continued importation of 
Africans into BraziU when once declared free, and that, knowing the law, they proceed to claim the 
rights which the law guarantees to them among many others subjected to perpetual slavery.

of the influential character of this Society, which has ramificdtions in various 
other provinces, and of the probable spirit in which the sulyi^ct.b likely to he 
proposed and discussed in the ensuing Session of the Cbambec^^ 

The publication of the above Papers has been followed by 2 Articles, froih 
which, as shewing the feeling which is beginning to prevail on this subject, and 
the attention which it.exeites, we think it right also to subjoin Extracts. The one 
is from the pen of the Editor of the " Aurora Flumtnetue/' a Deputy and Firsl^ 
Secretary to the Society, the other from a daily Paper lately set up m tnis city. 

They both go very minutely and accurately into the subject ; but we fear your 
Lordship wUi be of opinion, with us, afler perusing tlie contents of our next 
Number, that, notwithstanding the zeal and sound principles whicb these produc- 
tions indicate, and which, if generally shared, might promise better things, lit^ 
hope of any real change can be entertained so long as this country remains ki its 
present state, and that every sacrifice wbtchicoiild be miide in the cause of humanity 
with a view to any improvement in this respect would be in vain. 

The abuse of the Portuguese Flag, referred to in each of these Ai!^ed> continues; 
Vessels are constantly entering in ballast from the Coast of Afrioa, ^giving out 
that they have been very unhealthy, and have lost several of the crew. Amott^ 
tbs. deaths is almost always enumerated the Mate or Pilot— in other words, tlu)se 
individusJs more particularly charged with the disembarkation of the negroes aloog^ 
the coast. Cases of this kind happen daily, and are generally followed by vi^ 
and examinations on the part of the different Port Authorities, the mention of 
which appears regularly ip .the official Paper ; but, for the reasons so well knowa 
to your Lordship^ we can cite no i»ne instonce Ia wbifih. they have I^ to May 
further result.

As, however, the Government of Your Majesty is authorized by law to impose fines on ships* 
the Society presumes to point out how expedient iC would be to lay a heavy caution or fine 
on all vessels sailing for the CoaM of Afifiea, and-in the hhlni of ettering here in ballast, in order 
that, whenever it shall be ascertained that they have been trafficking^ in slaves, the amount may be im* 
mediately forfeited. It also appears abaaMc^Betesasvy lhlat*i¥fMatiug signal-boats should be stationed 
along the coaiit which may inform theGovernment of those places and estates which serve as depots for 
80 baneAil a contraband, in order to carry into execution the prudent law of the 7th November, idSl.

The attention and the patriotism of the ** Sociedade Deferuord'* were awakened to this subject 
by wtting the aomdalouaimanner in whieh wretched Africans, torn from their native country, to maJte 
the misery of ours, are every day disembarked on our shores. 

Agriculturists, Merchants, Justices of the Peace, and other aabdfteM AtHthOfiii^, aM wdeh^^df 
being engaged in, or of encouraging this traffic iu human flesh, and publte opinkm has atk yet fijoad 
on this species of crime the stamp of shame. This does not surprise us : for many years Wilberforoa» 
• u d ut he i pfaifamthroplBts; enemies of the African' Slave Trade, strove to introduce their ideas— thoaa 
of reason and of justice — into the enlightened Parliament of Great Britain, and only after a thousand 
reiterated effi^rts did they obtain the victory.* The *• Sociedade Definsora" believed that the principal 
meana to be employed to accomplish the eflfoctnal abolition of the traffic was persuasion, and that mudi 
will btfve beeft dbue, if th^ piejtldice ftVdoAbl^ tb the ihtroduction- of slites Into Bwte» shottld give 
way to move salutary and jadicious ideas on this subject. This does not preclude the use of admi- 
niafratlve meaAnts, aifd the due exeeutioA of those penal laws which, unhappily, have been, up to this 
Smf^n dead let«»K Thetrafficker inhuman flesh-^th^ intrdduoer of barbarism iri the midst of our 
ritaaded civilisation — the cdatrabaad in men is certain of impunity ; and, on the other hand, the enor- 
mous profit holds out allurements to the commission of the fraud. To avoid the penalty of pihitry, 
tHe Portuguese Flag is at hand to leftid itself to all the infamdds trttks necessary for this commerce, 
•lalouf' codntiyis' inundated^ without Aitasttie, by a lude and tftupid Hk^ the number of whom 
airMdy casting. ougf it to>aiarm ns. 

We Will not here go into the detail of the sufferings of these unhappy creatures in their parage

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from Africa to BratU, piled up^ like bales of goods, one apoti another, nor into those atrocities of 
which some are the victims evenwi^n our own refined capital. 

The introduction of African slaves, laying aside other considerations of policy, is hurtful in the ex- 
treme to our civilization, to our habits, and to our liberty. How can any improvement take 
place among the Africans living among us, if at every hour fresh reinforcements arrive to Iceep up 
among them the remembrance of their customs, their ^ulU*, their prejudices, and to ^ Aftlcanize*' 
even the Credes with whom these nnibrtunate recruits of slavery are mingled for all the ordinary 
, services of life ? Who will deny, that intercourse with this rude and dissolute race carries into the 

. very centre of families the seeds of corruption ; that the habit of having one slightest caprice obeyed 

of having a human being ready to serve us for every purpose — inclines us to pride and prejudice, and 

to the contempt and neglect of the useful arts? In this point of view, the fatal present of African 

. slaves was a curse on our land, which has retarded the real prosperity of a highly favoured country — 

' debasing that industry which gives life to every thing, and without which neither riches, nor social 

happiness, can exist And yet barrels of gunpowder continue to be thrown, without any scruple, into 

this threatening mine of African slavery. No one to this day ever doubted the superior advantage of 

free labour over that of slaves. To suppose that a free man cannot perform certain kinds of labour in 

. Braio), is to raise into a general and id>8olute principle that which depends on the very existence of 

slavery, and which would disappear progressively with it. 

But we by no means say that the use of slaves should be done away with all at once : it would be 
madness to propose so sudden a change ; but let us take the first steps towards it, preventing by 
every means the traffic in them — ameliorating the condition of those already existing — removing 
them from the towns into the country, where they might become serfs, attached to the soil — instituting 
associations for the introduction of fm CQloniat% and substituting the employment of machinery.

In despite of the penalties denounced against trafffekers in fatiman flesh — in despite of the 
vigilance of the British cruisers — the barbarous and inhuman traffic tn African slaves still 
continues — no longer, indeed, clandestinely, but openly, covered with the Flag of a friendly 
Nationt Availing themsehres of this facility, numerous vessels have dared to despise the 
cruizers, and to come to this side of the Atlantic with their cargoes, which are so many barrels of gun- 
powder thrown into a mine. No matter that they rah the risk of being treated as phates ; these in- 
fringers of the laws daringly make certain points otour extensive coa^t, reckoning eftber on the absence 
of tne cruisers, or the neglect or connivance of certain Local Authoritiea, who, a» is collected from 
official documents, published in the Papers both of this Capital and of the Provinces, are interested in 
this infamoqs contn^band, thus making themselves the violators of those laws which they ought to be 
the first to execute. It is affiioting to the heart of the true friends of Brazil, concerned for the glory 
and prosperity of the country, to see, that, at the moment when other civilised Nations ekert them- 
selves to extirpate this gnawing oaaeer, ei^er restoring the rights of men to tkeae unhappy, beings, or 
colonizing tliem on the African Coast, there should exint among us men so inhuman, and s^neh rebels 
to the laws, as to empUy their funds in a speculation as infiunous as it is hazardous. Unfortunately, 
all Uie Treaties and our lawa in favour of what is held most saered, have failed : in spite of tbe zeal of 
philanthropic soeieties and of the influence of the British Government, unfoftunately there still exist 
those who exhaust the art of sophistry to justify the conamecce in human flesh.

Your Lordship will recollect that, in our Despatch of the 26th December 
last year*, we stated that a Warrant had been issued for the apprehension of the 
Owner of the barque, " Maria da Ghria^^ Joz6 Anastacio Ribeiro. This War- 
rant, however, remained for a long time a dead letter, and Ribeiro was seM walk- 
ing about the streets with equal eflfrontery and impunity. But, it appearing from

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various examinations had in regard to other vessels wbichi since the capture of 
the ^^ Maria da Gloria/' have entered this port in ballast, and otherwise affording 
the strongest indications of their having landed slaves along the coast, that this 
same individual was also concerned in them^ an order was issued for his leaving 
the Empire within 15 days. 

This order appears in the Number of the ^* Aurora Fluminense,*' of which we 
have made the enclosed Translation, and which Paper we select, in preference, as 
the channel of transmission for the above document, both because the measure 
itself was originally suggested and advocated by the Editor of that Journal, (thus 
affording another instance of the influence exercised by the '^ Sociedade Defensora^* 
of which it is the organ,) and because it is accompanied by some remarks which 
may not be unworthy of your Lordship's notice.

Thi^ n another act of justice which does honour to the Government of BraauL A stranger, abusing 
the hospita^ty he received in our country, employs his capital and his industry in bringing hither 
AfHeaiis to be kept in an ^unjust state of slavery, and thus aogmenls the nonber of these dange ous 
tttlfditunates, violating the rights of hmnansty for the sake of vile lucre. jOwing to the neglect or the 
eotml^ance of some of our Magistrates, this and other contrabaad dealers in slaves have gone 
unpunished, insultiiig, by their continued presence in our streets, the Laws which they trample under 
fi)ot, and the dignity of the country they inhabit. If the Government had longer tolerated this, after 
— Ore^llHHpiSTKijr'havfe laid tiown"!n respect to ffa re t gn e r s, t hey wou ld to a certain degree become 
accomplices in the crime, and would even be considered as abetting so infiimous a commerce. But 
the example is given ; and other Portuguese engaged in this odious traffic may now depend on being 
.treated in the same manner,, if th^y do ^pt refrain from such unworthy conduct 

It was not suftcient that for ages the Portuguese Flag was the standard of our colonial degra- 
-datioor-ihat, since that, for 12 y^ars, the Court being transferred to Brazil, it continued, to be the 
signaY of the preference given on all occasions over Brazilians to the natives of the ancient metropolis — 
it,w8to -still neceasary that tUa aan^ F!)eg sl>eu1d come hither to cover transactions shameful in their 
ni4/are, av^d menacing our internal peaoe by their probable consequences. The Government shoidd 
by no means allow this, and considcu'ing it is not within their competence (o punish those unworthy 
importers ttrho call themselves Brazilians, have recourse to the discretionary power grif en them, with ' 
respect to foreigners, for the good of the country they are called upon to administer, and to afford a. 
^ 'ceitatii prbof that it is contrary to their intention and will that the traffic in human flesh should be per-^ 
sisted in afler the severe laws which prohibit it. 

We are informed, also, that the Senhor Anastacio, from the very moment of the independence of 
Brazil, shewed himself her declared enemy at Bahia, and that he retired thence with General Madeira, 
conscious of the mischief he had done, and apprehensive of the due reward of his g^ood deeds. 

ItTsnot to be wondered at tbat such a man should c6me here to embark 111 the connnerre of Afri- 
cans: it is a new way of waging war against Brazil which the ex-soldier of Madeira availed himself 
of. We have no wish for such industry among us ; and let those who make so infamous a use of their 
mfOiey carry it. away with them and welcome. The civilization, and consequently the riches, of the 
country will gain by it.

Ifinisterof Marine to the Department of Jostioe, in order to the institution c^ 
proceedings against her, accoraing to Law^ ^e took an opportiurity of mentioning 
the subiect to the Brazilian Commissary Judge, when he informed us that saoS 
proceedings were in progress, and that he presumed the reason why the Case had 
not been submitted to the Mixed Commission was, that the vessel in question had 
"been taken rnider Porttrgaese colours, those of Donna Maria IL 

However probable it may be thait, tboagh taken under these colours, this pro- 
perty would prove, on a dose inve^igation, to be Bnusiliani yet, in thepresenit 
state of the question, and alfterthe late deobion respecting the '' MajtiadaMoria" 
ft seemed to as most advisable to rest satisfied with this reply : the inquiry we 
thought it our duty to make being a suflSdent intimation of the oourse which we 
conceive should be taken withreference to any capture made by Brazilian sbips- 
of-war, of property belong'mg to subjects of this Empire. We shall not fail, how- 
ever, to make His Majesty's Minister at thb'Court acquainted with the oircmii- 
stance. 

At the first moment of the capture ol *^the2d March,'* which happened oflf St 
Sebastian, it was thought to be made only on suspicion ; but the Brazilian Com- 
missary Judge informed us that he understood that^ since she was taken possession 
of^ slaves had actually been found on board.

tondemoalioQ of a veaseU that Ae, as w«Il as -ler cai|^, with the •xception of the slaves, shall M 
wcid by Public Sale> for the profit of the 2 Governments, and that, as to the slaves, they shall receive 
a/Certificate of Emancipation ;*' in order that, should you ccmeur with us in opinion a» to the ceunHr 
which should be pursued in these and similar Cases, you may» Sir» if youfthink proper»rosJce secb.

It is more Uian probable that the vessds above-mentioned may have been captured under PortU:* 
gnese colours.; but experilsnce ahews, that it by no means fbllows from that circumstance that the 
adventm^, in whole or in port, may not, on close inveslig^tion, prove to be 'Draailian-^a point wbioh 
wejconceire it is peculiarly the pro\dpce of this MixAd Commission to aseerlein, and that &eiB'ihi«f 
duty no prima fack attempt to coneeaL.the real oharacter of tbe prise ou^hl to preclude then>. 

The Caseofthe '^ Marim da, Gioria*^* on the one^hand (of which the Mixed Commission dedinedl 
to take cc^nizance, beeaute,. after a full investigation, she was proved to be excluntely Portuguese 
pvoperty), will sufficiently acquit either our coljeagueaor ourselves of any wish unduly to extend oitf 
jurisdiction ; while, on the other, the Case of the '* Paquete do Sul,'* both veaaels taken under the Flag 
of Portugal, proves the akeady notorioua fact, that that Flag has bean but too often used by Braaiiia& 
adventurers, as a mask by which to cover their illicit proceedmgs. 

We have the less scruple, Sir, in making this representation, both because should the Mixed Com- 
mission, in any Case brought before them by a lirasiKan Ceptor, declare their inoompetency to take 
cognizance of it on the ground of its not being cither British or firaailian, Hi» Imperial Majesly^^ 
Qovemment would then equally have the power» as in the first instance, to proceed. accordiag to tba 
laws of thia country, apart from any international engagement, and because the siunmary course 
attending the proceedings of a Mixed Commission has been acknowledged by the Execntive to he thq 
best calculated to counteract that system of fraud which it ia alike the object of both^Guvernmotta to 
pcerent

His Majesty's Commissioners to Viscount Palmerston. — (Received September 9.) 
My Lord, JUo de Janeiro, 2Ath July, 1884. 

Our Half-yearly Report of the 5th instant will have apprized your 
Lordship of the detention of a schooner, u^der Portuguese colours^ called the 
*' Buquesa de Braganza,*' by His Majesty's sloop, •'Satellite," Robert 
Smart, K.H., Commander, with 277 slaves on board, and of her having been 
brought before the Mixed British and Brazilian Comnussion resident here, fcup 
adjudication, from the belief, that, though under cover of the Flag of Portugal, she 
was in truth Brazilian property. 
The result of a long and minute investigation proved such to be the fact, and 
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we have now the honour of forwarding to your Lordship^ herewith, the R^ort of 
the Case, together with the Sentence of the Court, in translation, whicn was ; 
unanimously delivered on. the 2ist instant, drawn out in the usual form practised' 
in this Country, and by which the *^ Duquesa de Braganza*' was condemned as . 
lawful prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Brazil, in conformity to- the ' 
Convention concluded between them on the 23d November, 1826, and to the 1st 
Article of the Alvaraof the 26th January 1818, to be sold, together with all her 
appurtenances and whatever articles may be in the said schooner, for the use of 
the 2 Governments, and the blacks found on board to be emancipated from 
slavery, and placed at the disposal of the Government of His Majesty the Emperor, 
as servants or free labourersj according to the provisions of the 5th Article of the 
above-mentioned Alvara. 

We have much satisfaction, my Lord, in reporting to you this Sentence, both 
because we sincerely hope it may have the effect of deterring Brazilian subjects 
from engagigg in this traffic, in tne hope of covering their proceedings under the 
Portuguese Flag, and because the basis on which it rests, and to whioh the Bra- 
zilian Commfesary Judge oflfered no objection, proves that the Imperial Govern- 
ment have abandoned, as far, at least, as regards prizes made by either British or 
Brazilian ships-of-war, the point their Commissioner once so strenuously insisted 
on, namely, that he could know no other guide than the Law of the 7th November^ . 
1831 ; and that the Alvari of the 28th January, 1813, was extinct and superseded 
by subsequent legislative enactments. 

The 2 iSrazilian subjects convicted of engaging in the traffic in slaves in this 
Case, viz., the original Master and Owner of the schooner, and the Pilot of the 
same, are, your Lordship will perceive, by this Sentence, to be deemed and treated 
as guilty of piracy, in virtue of the 1st Artide of the Convention of the 23d 
Noveml>er, 1826. . 

To the other individuals so engaged, the jurisdiction of this bom mission does 
not extend ; but the proof of their guilt is no less strong, and the Brazilmn 
Commissary Jud^e h^s already made the necessary commnnication to His 
Government, in order to proceedings being instituted against them at Common 
Law. 

The only other point to which we would beg leave particularly to call your 
Lordship's attention, is the connivance, for it cannot be called by any other name, 
with which the Portuguese Authorities at Benguela and Loando entourage and, 
facilitate this traffic* On the strength of no l^etter evidence than j^. fictitious salp, 
so obviously fraudulent that no one could really be deceived by it, tlie Governor 4i^ 
interim of the Captaincy of Benguela declaims this schooner to be whoHy and • 
solely Portuguese property, and gives her' a Passport as such ; and the Port 
Authorities at Loando certify that she left that Port in ballast, when it was 
sufficiently notorioiis that she was to receive a cargo of slaves on board ; and when, ; 
as appears by one of the documents, found at the time of her detention, several- 
of them had actually been shipped many days prior to her sailing out of thit' 
harbour. 

We should not, perhaps, close this Despatch without informing your Lordship, 
that in a communication made by the Portuguese Charge d'Affaires at this Court to 
the Minister of Forei^^n Affairs, and transmitted by him to this Commission (but 
which is not noticed m their Sentence, because if was made confidentially), that 
functionary admits, referring to a conversation which had passed between them on 
the sulyect of the schooner in question and some other vessels, that he does not 
himself believe that the ^* Duquesa de Bra^qnza' is Portuguese property.

Thtb schooner, " Duquesa de Brdganza*] sailed from Rio de Janeiro, in Jftntrary last, tinder 
the Brazilmu Plag/and with the' customaiy Papers frotti the Port Authoritfesi deftcribfhg h«t and 
her Master as Brazilian, ostensibly for Monte Video, but in reality for the Coast of Africa. 
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A fictitious sale having: been there executed, and her Master changed for a Portuguese, she relumed 
direct to the Coast of Brazil, and was detained on the 15th day of June, 1834, in or about latitude 
23^ 47' South, longitude 44° 27' West, sailing under Portuguese colours, and armed with 2 long 
4-pounder3, by His Majesty's sloop-of-war, " Satellite/' Robert Smart, K. H., Commander, who, in 
his Declaration, states that her Master, Joz6 Joaquim de Barros, declared her to be bound from 
Angola to Monte Video, having on board 277 slaves. 

The schooner was furnished with a Passport from the Governor, £id inierhn, of the Captaincy 
of Benguela, authorising her to proceed to Monte Video, touching at Loando, and describing her 
as a Portuguese vessel, and owned and commanded by subjects of Her Most Faithful Majesty, Donna 
Maria IL, and in which no foreigner had any share or interest. 

The *^ Duquesa de Bragamd'^* ship's Papers were filed on the 30th of June, and properly 
authenticated by the Affidavits of Commander Smart himself, and the Prize-Master, Lieutenant 
William Russel Drummond ; and the usual Monition having been duly served, according to the 
forms practised in this Country, the examination of the witnesses commenced. 

They were 4 in number, the first, JozcS Joaquim de Barros, Master of the aforesaid schooner, 
Francisco Elesbao Correa Caldas, Pilot of the same, and 2 persons, one a Spaniard, Antonio Janhes 
Pataca, and a Brazilian, JcSlo Fernandes Meira, who described themselves as passengers, but who 
had both crossed in this vessel from hence to the Coast of Africa in January, and one of whom, the 
Spaniard, was also found on board the ^^ Maria da Gloria*^ at the time of her detention, at the close 
of last year, by His Majesty's brig, '* Snake," also in the character of passenger. 

The first witness, Joz^ Joaquim de Barros, swore that he was a Portuguese subject, and that he 
received the command of the schooner, in Benguela, from Joztl Joaquim Teixeira, also a Portuguese, 
who had bought her from her former Owner, Jo^o de Souza Mattos; but that he had neither the 
Passport with which the schooner left Rio de Janeiro nor the Papers to certify this (pretended) sale ; 
that the List of the crew with which she sailed from Benguela, where she obtained her Bortuguese 
Passport, was lefl at Loando, and that her course firom the former to the latter port did not appear in 
the Log-book, because, the navigation being along the Coast, it was not customary to mark it. He 
further swore, that the blacks found on board were shipped outside the Bar of Loando, to be delivered 
at Monte Video, and that he had been obliged to make the Coast of Brazil from contrary winds and 
want of provisions and water. He denied all knowledge of Jo§o de Souza Mattos, the former 
Master and Owner, and declared the Pilot, Francisco ElesbSo Correa Caldas, to be a Portuguese. 

This latter individual (the second witness examined) swore that be was a Portuguese subject, though 
born in the province of Cearii, having left it for the Island of Madeira at the age of 6 years ; that the 
Consignee of Jozt^ Joaquim Teixeira, at Loando, appointed him Pilot to the schooner ; that the 
document respecting the sale, of which he gave the same account as the preceding witness, had, he 
supposed, been forwarded to Rio de Janeiro, and that the List of the crew with which they lefl 
Benguela had remained at Angola, where fresh hands were engaged. His account of the shipment 
and destination of the blacks agreed with that already given. 

The third witness, Antonio Janhes Pataca, a Spaniard, deposed to the same effect as the preceding ; 
but his evidence was even still less worthy of credit than the others, he being detected in a most gross 
perjury, swearing that, on the outward voyage, part of the cargo had been landed and sold at Monte 
Video, in the face of a Protest, to which his own name appeared, declaring the imoossibility of 
reaching that port, owing to the state of the winds and the consequent necessity of steering for 
Benguela. 

The fourth and last witness examined was Jo§o Fernandez Meira, a Brazilian ; but nothing new 
was elicited from his testimony. 

A Claim was filed on behalf of Joze Joaquim Teixeira, as " Owner and Proprietor * of the Portu- 
guese schooner, ** Duqucsa de Braganza," setting forth that the vessel was forced to steer for 
Benguela by stress of weather; that she was sold at Benguelo, for want of means to meet the 
requisite repairs, to a Portuguese subject ; that she was bound for Monte Video, with Passport from 
the Governor of Benguela, as Portuguese property; that, as such, she could not be detained South 
of the Equator, nor come under the jurisdiction of this Mixed Commission Court; and praying, 
either that she be released and allowed to proceed on her course to Monte Video, or that she be sent 
to the Commission at Sierra Leone ; and concludes, by protesting agauist the competency of this 
Commission, and holding the individual Members of it, or their respective Governments, answerable 
for ail losses, &c. 

The Court having fiiUy considered the facts of this Case, as shewn, as well by the evidence of the 
above witnesses as by the various documents submitted to them, among the rest, the Bill of Sale of 
the " Duquesa de Bragama,*' at Benguela, for 500 milreis, were unanimously of opinion, that the 
schooner " Duque$a de Braganza^** is and was Brazilian property ; that the alleged sale to a Portu- 
guese was fictitious, and made only for the purpose of covering the real character of this vessel, and 
accordingly, on the 2ist instant, passed Sentence of condemnation on the same, as good and lawful 
prize to the Crowns of Great Britain and Brazil, and was taken in the illicit traffic in slaves by Hin 
Majesty's sloop, " Satellite," Robert Smart, K. H., Commander, and decreed the emanci;^ation of 
her surviving slaves^ 249 in number^ to be placed at the disposal of the Government of His Majesty 
the Emperor, as servants or free labourers.

(Translation.) Sentence. 

Rio de Jmeiro, 2Ul July^ 1834. 
The present Acts and Documents having been seen and examined, it is ascertained that the 
schooner, '* Duqucsa de Braganza,'* detained by his Britannic Majesty's sloop-of-war. " Satellite,'' in 
latitude 23° 47' South, and longitude 44«> 27' West, for having been found with 277 African blacks 
on board, is Brazilian property, although then navigating under Ue Portuguese Flag, because, although 
among the Papers taken on board, there exists a Portuguese Passport issued by the Governor of Ben- 
guela, in which the schooner in question is declared to be the property of Joz«$ Joaquim Teixeira, a Por- 
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tuguese subject, and residing there, having been sold by herforroer Owner, Jofto de Soinft Matks, a 
Brazilian subject, and the said Teixeira having, by bis Reqttisition, at page 1 50, presmted the lastn- 
ment by which the said sale was ejected, such Documehts, connected with the fraud with which k Ib 
seen that all this business has been planned from its commencement, and particularly with the ina^- 
nificant price of 500 mitreis for which it is pretended that the sale was effected of a scbooiBer of 125 
tons, with all her appurtenances, without its being authentically shown what damage she had toffiMned, 
and the alleged want of means of repairing the same, because the Document, at paj^ 138, with whieh 
it is attempted to prove these circumstances, and the necessity of steering fi» Beagucla, being only 
a Protest drawn up and signed by persons engaged in the African trade, and acenstomed to the 
shameful contraband in slaves, far from deserving credit, proves, on the eontralry, that the real desti- 
nation of this vessel was for the Coast of Africa; it being scarcely crediblei that, having sailed with 
Clearances fur Monte Video, in January, a (it time of the monsoon for sach voyages, she shoal d have 
been forced by bad weather, as it is fisserted in that Document, to pot into Benguela, 6^>eciaUy as 
no Log-book has been found showing the fact of the existence of such ooatrary winds, as la always 
the practice in such circumstances, and that all the causes referred to are nothing more than subter- 
fuges and deceitful means to which recourse was had to obtain, by the small sacrifice of 25 mihreis, 
being the amount of the duty upon the pretended sale, the Portuguese Passport, by which the real Owner, 
Joao de Souza Mattos, might screen himself, and the other individuals equally concerned, from the 
just punishment of the laws attaching to the criminal traffic in the human species which they 
meditated. 

It is evident that tlie aforesaid schooner is Braxifian, not only because she was employed as such 
in the coasting trade (see Document at page 194), but also beotuse, in this same character, and as 
the property of the said Joao de Sousa Mattos, she was despatched in January of the present year 
for the Port of Monte Video, as is shown b}* the Documents at pages 189, 190, 191, 192, 198, 
and 198. 

The fraud with which this business was planned is proved, inasmuch as the schooner, having cleared 
out for Monte Video, as already stated, fkr from going to that Port, these being no other journal of 
her course than from the 24th to the 29th of that month, and without its being known how she after- 
wards navigated, there appears a Protest made on board on the 15th February, in which alleging, as 
above mentioned, the contrary winds experienced on the voyage, it was resolved to change the course 
and to proceed to Benguela — a Protest, which for the reasons above given, ftrily eoDVioces that the 
destination of this schooner, from the time of her sailing from this Port, was no other than to the 
Coast of Africa, for the criminal commerce in slaves, which is further corroborated by the following 
documents: the Cargo-book, at page 10, in which are mentioned the goods embarked on board 
of her (the schooner) for Angola ; the Letter, at page 26, written by GaSpar Jozc! Vianna, which is a 
further proof of fraud in this business, inasmuch as reference being nia<fe therein td a BiU of Lading 
of goods laden for Monte Video, Document, page 24, not only the Letter is addressed to Antonio 
Janhes Pataca» and, in his absence, to Antonio Jozt^ de Mesquita, merchant, at.Ixxindo, but also in 
the Cargo-book for that Port the same goods are described as laden by Janhes Pataca ; the Docu- 
ment, at page 27, being an Invoice of goods laden for Angola, by Francisco Elesb&o Correa Caldas, 
to be delivered to himself; a List, at page 29, of the crew with which the schooner sailed firona this 
Port for that of Loando, and which agrees with the Muster-voll made ibr Monte Video, besides other 
Letters and Invoices ; a Declaration, at page 58, that the said schooner leA this Port on the 23d day 
of January of this year, at 6 o'clock in the morning, on her voyage to the city of Angela, notwith- 
standing the testimony of Antonio Janhes Pataca, in his deposition, at Pages 129 to 138, asserting 
that the goods were intended for Monte Video ; that the schooner had entered there and sM part of 
the same, inasmuch as in this act he was convicted of contradiction and falsehood^ with reference to the 
Protest made as a pretence for putting into Benguela) which was also signed by him, as he afterwards 
acknowledged. 

It is also shown, that Jozt^ Joaquim de Barros, a Portuguese subject, is entered in the Muster-^roll 
as Master of the schooner only to cover the Portuguese Flag, and to cofonr the fraud with which it 
was intended to disguise her real national character, hiasmuch as besides that he himself days, in the 
act of the examinations, that he had no Pilot's Certificate, there appears Francisco Elesbao Correa 
Caldas, a Brazilian citizen, born in the province of Cear&, who, having sailed in this same schooner as 
Master, as is seen by the Passport at page 194, and who proceeded in her as Pilot, in the supposi- 
tious voyage to Monte Video, according to the Clearances, but in reality to Angola, as is wxved by all 
the Documents registered in the latter Port, as first Mate and a Portuguese subject, and a native of 
the island of Madeira, which proves, besides the fraud premeditated to cover the true character of all 
this business, the corruption and want of morality in all the individuals employed therein, and the 
laxity with which they treat the sanctity of oaths, concluding from this, and from the contradictions 
which are observable in all their depositions, that no credit can be given to them. 

Considering, therefore, what has been demonstrated, it is fully proved that the schooner in <|iies- 
tion was bound from this port, with all her cargo, for the Coast of Africa, to l)e employed in the 
prohibited commerce in slaves ; that the touching at Benguela was only to obtain by fraudulent 
means the Portuguese Passport ; that the same schooner was and is the property of Jolto de Scmza 
Mattos, who has a great number of blacks in the schooner, as have also the Mate and other isdivi- 
duals, particularly Antonio Janhes Pataca, as appears from the Docinnent at page 36, whi<)h is a 
statement of all on board, with their rcqiective marks, and, opposite to them, the names of the persons 
to whom they belong ; and that her voyage from Angola, far from being for Monte Video, is is 
alleged, and as the Clearances refer to, was intended to be direct to Ilha Grande, as is seen by a Chart 
presented by the Commander of the sloop-of-war, drawn up according to the journal of the coorsf^ and 
to a statement given by the same Officer, Document, page 205, although the Protest in page 37, d^wn 
up on the 13th June, be intended to induce the belief that the having been fallen in with in, the 
proximity of the said Island was owing to the intention which she (the schooner) had of supplying 
herself with water, of which she was in want, because, besides that it (the Protest) was made by the 
same individuals, already accustomed to every sort of falsehood, and therefore not deserving any 
et«dit» the Lieutenant charged with the searching and examination of the same schooner, in his first 
deposition, and which he afterwards ratified in the presence of the witness, Antonio Janhes Pataca, 
affirms that there existed on board sufficient water and provisions for continuing the voyage to Monte 
Video, indepepdently of that colourable putting in there, supposing such had been her real destination. 
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Wherefore^ considering what has h«en set forth, with what further appears from the Protocol and 
the provisioBR of the existing Treaties and Conventions, the undersigned Commissary Judges declare 
the aforesaid Jo^ de Sousa Matfcos and Francisco Blesbao Correa' Caldus, Brazilian subjects, as fall- 
ing under the Ist Article of the Treaty of the 23(1 November, 1826, they adjudge the detention and 
capture of the schooner, *^ Duquesa de Braganza^* Brazilian properly, by the British sloop of- war, 
"Satellite,** to be valid, and they condemn as lawful prize, in conformity with the above-mentioned 
Treaty, and with Article the 1st of the Alvark of the 26th January, 1818, and of the Convention of the 
•28th July, 1817, additional to the Treaty of the 22d January, 181 5, the said schooner, her sails, tackle, 
stores, goods, and whatever other articles may be therein, the whole for the use of the 2 Governments 
of His Majesty, the Emperor and of His Britannic Majesty ; and they declare emancipated from 
slavery the blacks existing on board the same, to be placed at the disposal of the Government of His 
Majesty the Emperor, as servants or free labourers, according to the provisions of the 5th Article 
of the above'menlioned Alvara, the number of both sexes, and of all ages, amounting to 249, 28 
having died on shore since the detention of the schooner.

Viscount Pcdnierston to His Majesty s Commissioners. 

Gentlemen, Foreign Office, Qth October j 1834. 

I HAVE received your Despatches of the 26th and 27th December, 1833, 
and of 15th and 30th January, and 22d April, 1834, upon the subject of the Case 
of the ** Maria da Gloria,'* which had been captured with 423 slaves on board, 
under Portuguese colours, by His Majesty's ship, *^ Snake," and brought before the 
Mixed British and Brazilian Commission at Rio de Janeiro. 

I have also had before me various other Letters upon the same subject from His 
Majesty's Minister at Rio de Janeiro, and from the Admiral commanding His 
Majesty's ships upon that Station. 

The Case has received the serious consideration of His Majesty's Government; 
and, as the Declaration of the Mixed Court that it was not competent to take cog- 
nizance of it, may be productive of great, difficulty in the suppression of the Slave 
Trade, I proceed to make to you the following observations : — 

The " Maria da Gloria,** although navigated under the Flag of Portugal, and 
with Portuguese Papers, was fitted out at Rio de Janeiro ; and there can be no 
doubt that she was to return to some Port of Brazil. 

The Owner, though possibly a Portuguese by birth, was resident at Rio de 
Janeiro, and carrying on business as a merchant in that city. 

Now it is a principle of the Law of Nations, that the national character of a 
merchant is to be taken from the place of his residence and of his mercantile 
establishment, and not from the place of his birth. 

In this transaction, therefore, the Owner of the " Maria da Gloria,'* must be 
considered as a Brazilian subject, and, as such, bound by the Laws of Brazil and 
the engagements into which that Government had entered with other States : and 
His Majesty's Government are of opinion, that the Mixed Commission at Rio de 
Janeiro had jurisdiction in this Case, and that it might with propriety have ad- 
mitted the usual proceedings to be instituted against the vessel and the slaves, 
with a view to the condemnation of the former and the emancipation of the latter. 

I have accordingly to instruct you to acquaint the Brazilian Commissioners with 
the opinion entertained by His Majesty's Government, and to desire that you will 
use your utmost endeavours to induce them to proceed to adjudicate in Cases 
which may be brought before the Mixed Commission, under circumstances similar 
to those of the " Maria da Gloria.** 

In order, however, the more eifectually to put a stop to the means now resorted 
to by slave traders, as evinced in this Case of the ''Maria da Gloria,** for evad- 
mg the penalty to which they are justly liable. His Majesty's Government has 
proposed to the Governments of Portugal and Brazil, to agree to additional 
Articles, to be annexed to the existing Treaties with those Countries, containing all 
those stipulations which experience has shewn to be best adapted to prevent the 
subjects of either Power from engaging in any way whatever in the Slave Trade.

' ' Majiesty's Minister, as referred to in our Despatcb of, the 26th of June* the 2 

vessels therein-mentioned, the *^ Dots de Marga'" and the "fia^/au^oww/' were 

bmoght, as soon as the process at ordirtary La\ir was pretidniRarily oomjileted, 

before the Mixed British and Brazilian Commission, 

The result of that process was in both instances oCHiviction, or rather tJie com- 
mittal of the parties to prisoii to take their trial, as having been engaged ia 
'itflpo+tJti^ slaves ihto Brazil. 

The Q Cases v^eare presented on the 23(1 July, and our colleague at first spoke of 
both, on laying them before the Court, as susceptible of Rttle or no doubt, and 
likening the Case of the '* Dots de 3fargo'' to that of the *' D^quesa de Bra- 
ganza,'* in that part which regarded the pretended sale of the vessel on the Coast 
of Africa, proposed tTiat the 2 Commissary Judges should each read over atten- 
tively the proceedings . already had before* tb^ ordinary Law Authorities, and, 
provided they concurred in, the judgment pronounced by the latter, that they 
should at once proceed to adjudicate the Cases cm the same basis. 
,[ To this the British Commissaiy Judge decidedly objected, alleging that they 
were bound, as he conccived> to follow the course prescribed by the Convention 
and the Regulations annexed, and to commence the process de nova; and that^ 
though even the result should be the same, any. judgment whatever founded on 
any other proceeding would be null and void. 

The Brazilian Commissary Judge persisted for a day or two in his opinion ; 
bur, after consulting some legal friends, gaVe way, and the trial of the 2 Cuses was 
entered upon as if no previous proceeding had taken place, by receivirtg thfe depo- 
sitions of the respective Parties, and at flie same lime affording them an opportu- 
nity of retracting or ratifying their original testimony* 

The vessel forming the immediate subject of this Despatch is the ^' D&is de 
Marp'* She cleared out from this Port fpr Angola^ in November, 1833, as 
Brazilian property, under the name of the " Uniao,'' and was detai^ied in May 
last, in the harbour of St. Sebastian, by the Brazilian schooner, " Fiuininense,** 
on suspicion of being engaged in the traffic in slaves, having been chased, some 
days previously, off this port, by the Brazilian brig-of-waf, *' Cacique/* which pui^ 
sued her to the former Station. 

This vessel wiis furnished with a Passport from the Governor of Loando, to 
proceed in ballast, to Monte Video, and is described therein, under the denomina- 
tion of the " Dots de Marpy' as Portuguese, owned and commanded bjr subjects 
. of Her Most Faithful Majesty. 

We have the honotir to subjoin herewith the detailed Report of the Case, 
which, together with the annexed Copy of the Protocol of the proceeding^ of the 
Court, from the 23d to the 27th ultimo inclusive, will put your Lordship fully in 
poss?ession of every particular. In the latter, you will observe the difference of 
opinion which occurred between the 2 Commissar)^ Judges respecting the national 
character of the vessel, as seen in the separate opinions given by each, artd that, 
the Brazilian Commissary Judge adhering to his opinion, lots were drAwn, in 
conformity to the 3d Article of the Regulations. The lot fell upon the Brazilian 
Commissioner of Arbitration, who immediately declared his entire concnrrence 
with his colleqgne, and, on the following day, they conjointly pronounced their 
Sentence, declaring the property to be Portuguese, and that^ consequently^ this 
, Mixed Brazilian and British Commissiou was incompetent to take cognizivuce of 
' . tne Case. . ' 

It was not without considerable reluctanoe that the British Commissary Judge 
colild bring himself to put his name to a Sentence so at Variance, not only wit|i the' 
J previously expressed sentiments of His Brazilian colleague, but with what 
appeared to him the just and only conclusion to be drawn from the evidence 
belbi^ them. Such, however, being the ordinary usage in this Country, arid the 
Sentence requiring his signature to give it validity, he signed it, ** as under protest, 
or being overryled, as regarded the national character of the vessel/' 

Into the question of her having imported a cargo of slaves into this Country, 
he was thus not called upon to enter : of this (act, however^ it was, on the whole, 
difficult to doubt, thougn certainly it appeared to be less unequivocally proved 
than in other previous Uases. 
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For the reasons of the Brazillaiil Coftiraissioners for the judgment they pro- 

nwnceci,. we beg leave to refer your Lordship to the Sentence itsejf, and to 

the opinion on which it was founded : they turned chiefly on the extreme difficulty

Protocol of Proceedings of the Mixed Commisuon. 

(Translation.) Rio de Janeiro, I9th Juguat, 1884. 

Thr Minutes of the last Session being read and approved of, the Commissary Judges, on the 
receipt of a Petition from Francis Elesbao Correa Caldas, formerly Pilot on board the schooner, 
** Duquaa de Braganzch'* praying to be informed of the degree of penalty in which he was compre- 
hended by reason of the Sentence of the Commission, which was not explicit in this respect, and 
respecting the application of which penalty the Executive Judge entertained doubts, agreed that this 
question should be submitted to the consideration of the 2 Governments, by their respective 
Commissioners. 

The Brazilian Commissary Judge presented to the Board his opinion in the Case of the patacho, 
** Dois de Marfo^* being of the following tenor : The Brazilian Commissary Judge having examined 
the process relative to the Portuguese patacho, *'JDow de Marfo^*^ captured by the brig-bark, 
*' Cacique,'* and the schooner, '^ Fluminense^* both of the Brazilian navy, ascertained that the said 
patacho sailed from this port for Angola under the denomination of the patacho, ^' Uniao^** and 
under the Brazilian Flag, as belonging to the Brazilian subject, Jo£U> JoztS GoiKjalves, shown by the 
Clearances she then obtained, that she returned from Angola with a Portuguese Passport, under the 
denomination before-mentioned of" Dois de Marpo,** and as the property of Antonio Jozt^ile Mesquila, 
a Portuguese subject, with a cargo of slaves; that she landed them in the vicinity of Cape Frio, and that 
afterwards, steering for this port, and fulling in with the brig-bark, " Cacique,'' which chased her, 
she was forced to run, and steered for the port of Sao Sebastiao, where she met with and was detained 
by the schooner, *' Fhiminejise." 

From these premises, no doubt existing of the before-mentioned patacho having conveyed to 
and landed slaves at some one of the ports of the Empire, notwithstanding that they were not found, 
for not only 4 of the sailors in their depositions on board the schooner declared to that effect, and 
alter wards confirmed the same with still further particulars, in the presence of the Justice of the 
Pence, but also because it was proved by the vouchers for the rations, and by the Report of the survey 
of the hold of said patacho, where, even after the lapse of 3 days between the commencement 
of her chase and her detention, besides those which elapsed since the landing of the slaves, until 
the day on which they n)ade the bar of this port, during all which time they might have cleaned out the 
hold, and iiave put it into such a state as to do away with any vestige whatever, appearances were yet 
visible which shewed that the said slaves had existed on board, all which circumstances united consti- 
tute full proof of this crime ; the retractation presented afterwards by 3 of the before-mentioned 
mariners being unworthy of any credit, by reason of the incoherences observable between the Petition, 
which for this purpose they made to the Justice of the Peace, and the answers which they afterwards 
made to the Board of Commissioners, in the presence of the Commander of the brig-bark, Cacique^*' 
who, being confronted with them, entirely destroyed the allegation contained in their Petiiion respect- 
ing the circumstances of restraint, &c., the above-mentioned Judge would not hesitate to condemn the 
patacho in question, if there could be found among the documents any proof that this vessel, not- 
withstanding the Portuguese Passport, having sailed from this port with the Brazilian Flag, continues 
still to be Bruzihan property ; but, as there is no such document in existence, as has been already 
noticed, proving it to be so, and the Passport being moreover granted by a legitimate Authority, and 
all the other necessary Clearances being equally found to be in due order ; in reference to which it cannot 
be asserted with confidence, that in this business there had been any fraud, since no document bear- 
ing upon the sail of the said patacho exists by which such fi^ud might be^yerified, (added to which) 
all the witnesses agree in declaring that the patacho is Portuguese, without there being the 
slightest proof to the contrary, but merely suspicion, that the adoption of the Flag was intended to 
withdraw the parties concerned from the penalties of the Treaties (which, however, is no way proved). 
He does not deem the Commission competent to adjudicate in the Case, because this power belonging 
to it only in conformity with the Treaties, and according to what has been already decided in (he 
Case of Brazilian and British vessels, or where subjects of those Nations are interested, which does 
not appear in the present instance, he does not consider it duly authorised to condemn the said 
pataclio ; and is of opinion, that the Papers should be sent back to the tribunal from which they 
came, in order to the prosecution and termination of the process against those individuals, who, being 
reputed accomplices in the traffic of slaves, are already committed to take their trial for this offence, in 
conformity to the laws.

The opinion of the Brazilian Commissary Judge embracing 2 distinct qnestions, the one the 
national character of the vessel ; the other, whether or not in her vojiage from Angola she embarked 
a cargo of slavts ; the British Commissary Judge will, with leave of his colleague, apply himself for 
the present to the first only of these questions ; namely, is the patacho now called ** Dots de 
Marpo^'^ to be considered as Portuguese or as Brazilian property, adverting no otherwise to the latter 
inquiry, as to the slaves, than may be necessary in the prosecution of the former, to sustain the view 
he takes of it, and this the rather because he unhesitatingly acquiesces in the opinion predicated by 
his colleague, and acted upon on a former occasion, that, if the patacho shall be adjudged to "be 
Portuguese, this Commission, however fully the fact of her having imported a cargo of slaves may be 
established, has no jurisdiction over her. 

From the Documents before the Court, it appears that this vessel, then called the ** Um&o^" was 
despatched to Angola, from this port, as Brazilian property, in the month of Novem'ber last, under 
the command of a Brazilian subject, Joz^ Bernardino Correa ; that she sailed again from thence in 
the beginning of April, under her present denomination, ** Dois de lUarpo^" the same individuals for 
the most part composing her crew in both voyages, though under different characters, the former 
Pilot having, in her homeward voyage, been appointed Master, and that (if we are to believe the 
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sailors, on whose testimoay the Brazilian Commissioner a^^ars to lay great stress) the before* 
mentioned Joau^ Bernardino Correa returned in her to the Coast of Brazil, where he landed with the 
slaves ; that, when first chased by the Brazilian bri«r-of-war, '* Cacique^' the patacbo hoisted Bra- 
zilian Gotours, and ttmi it was only on finding it impossible Mibsequently to escape the Brazilian 
sloop-of-war, " Fluminense" that she resorted to the Portuguese Flag. 

Such are the circumstances tending to prove this vessel to be still Brazilian. What is there to 
show the contrary? Nothing beyond the simple averment of the Master and his crew, that there had 
been a transfer, and the Passport and other Documents obtained at Loando, declaring the " Dois de 
Matfo** to be Portuguese, and her Owner and Master to be subjects of Her Most Faithful Majesty. 
How, when, why, or for what consideration, this transfer was made, it is not attempted to be shown: 
the only positive account we have of it is the evidence of the aforesaid Master, Joao Pedro Ferreiia, 
who says, that in Angola she was sold to Antonio Joze de Mesquita, a subject of Portugal. 

It must, however, be remembered that this witness is altogether discredited, if we suppose the 
patacho to have had a cargo of slaves on board, and give credence to the deposition of the Bra- 
zilian Captor (as of course we must) respecting her Log; and that the sailors, from the contradictory 
statements made by them, on 4 several occasions, are utterly unworthy of credence, either one wuy or 
the other. 

Besides, the Court might naturally expect the production of some document to attest the alleged 
sale^f not the Bill of Sale itself, at least a Copy of it ; but the Master declares hjB is not in possession 
of anything of the kind, fliough he adds that the Papers are in the hands of Antonio JoztJ de Mesquita ; 
nor does he gite any reason (as was attempted in a former Case) why such sale was made ; atid all 
this absence of proof occurs in a Case which, admitting, for argument's sake, the sale to have been 
real, must yet be acknowledged to be obnoxious to the strongest suspicion, and where one would have 
supposed every precaution to counteract and rebut such suspicion would have been taken, so as to 
enable the Master at once to verify his statement; more particularly regard being had to the scene of 
this transaction, and to the present state of the Slave Trade, which, by way of illustration, may not 
inaptly be considered as bearing some analogy to the rights of belligerents in naval warfare. Again, 
who is the reputed Purchaser? Antonio Jozjf de Mesquita, an individual who has, on more occasions 
than one, appeared before this Court as notoriotisly engaged in the traffic of slaves, whom the docu- 
ments in this very Case prove to be the Owner of very considerable numbers, and who signs, as he had 
before done in another instance, one of the Custom-house Papers at Loando as security for this iden- 
tical vessel, not describing himself as Proprietor of the same, but simply as a resident merchant of the 
place. 

What, moreover, are the engagements for which he thus pledges himself? That the vessel in ques- 
tion shall not take any person whatever on board withotitthe leave of the Govewior, and that she shall 
not deviate at all in her course to the Port of her destination (viz. Monte Video) by touching at any 
other point whatever ; and this Document is produced simultaneously with the evidence that the ori- 
ginal Owner, a foreigner, had come in her to the Coast of Brazil, and with the Passport on which the 
pretension of considering the patacho as Portuguese mainly rests, which makes no mention of any 
such person; and where are these disclosures made? In the latitude of Rio de Janeiro, not only 
without any Protest to show that a necessity had existed for making any deviation in her course, but, 
in the face of a Log-book, clearly demonstrating that the Coast of Brazil (Capo Frio), and not Monte 
Video, had all along been her destination. 

Where such a system of fraud is established it may fairly be presumed, without any other imputation 
than want of due caution on the part of the Authorities at Loando, that their vigilance has been sur- 
prised on this occasion, and when it is further recollected that the barque, " Maria da Gloria" lately 
before this Court, was furnished with precisely the same documents, signed by the same Authorities 
(which barque avowedly took in a cargo of slaves off the Bar of Loando), it is not too much to infer 
that those Authorities have been imposed upon ; that similar frauds have been practised by the Owners 
of ihis vessel, and that, pertinaciously persisting in the traffic of human flesh, and yet dreading the pe- 
nalties it subjects them to under the Treaties, they have passed off a fictitious sale on the Governor of 
Loando, in which the change of name of the vessel forms but one part of the contrivance, and thus 
fraudulently attempted to escape detection and, it may be, punishment, under cover of the Flag of 
Portugal — a device which has too frequently and too successflilly been resorted to, and which can 
scarcely be wondered at when the undue facility, not to say remissness, with which Certificates are 
given on such occasions, is adverted to. o^^ttl 

This inference is still further corroborated by the fact which appears on tb^foce of the proceedings, 
that, though the Passport is granted on the 24th March, the Pilot, and, as may reasonably be inferred 
from the same evidence, the leading officer of the ship, Joz<5 Antonio, continues, up to the last moment, 
to date from on board her as from the patacho, " Uto&o.** 

With stcb positive and negative evidence before the Court, tending to establish the belief that 
nothing beyond a mere collusive sale and transfer of this property has really taken place, for the 
purpose above altoded to, the British Commissioner cannot hesitate in declaring it to be his opinion, 
that Antonio Joz<i de Mesquita is not the real Proprietor of the Patacho, now denominated ^' Doia 
de Marpo,^^ that she is still, as from the first, bonajidc Brazilian property ; that the whole transaction 
bears upon the face of it the marks of her being such, and that she is therefore amenable to and 
.iable to condemnation by this Mixed Commission — a conclusion at which he more readily arrives, 
both because the Pilot, Jozd Antonio, who could, no doubt, have given the best account of the 
whole business, has absconded, and because the declared Own-jr, ^ze Bernardino Correa, though 
generally believed to be in the neighbourhood of this city, has not thought proper to answer to the 
summons issued by the Court for his appearance (which, if he had no interest in the adventure, he 
might have done without risk), and still more, because the Master claiming for the pretended Owuer, 
Antonio JoztJ de Mesquita, on whom the onus probandi lay of proving the reality of the alleged 
sale, has not deemed it prudent to avail himself of the opportunity afforded by the Regulations of the 
Court, to ask for time to procure satisfactory testimony for that purpose. 

For the reasons then above stated the British Commissioner cannot but consider this sale as 
merely colourable ; but, even were it otherwise, were the transfer real, the Law of Nations, which 
must be supposed to have regulated the principles, if not the inimediate duties of this Commission, 
which he is quite ready, at the same time, to admit do not emanate exclusively from that Law, would 
hardl)^, he conceives, justify such a transaction, or legalize a proceeding so manifestly resorted to for 
the mere purpose of defeating, by the instrumentality of a 3d power (and that power, it is noD 
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irrellfTiiii to obserre, itself a pwtif to. similir'eiigagdaitiiits), Ae zealoufi endeBvoofs *f 0iadependfiil 
Nations iu the furtherance Alike of tho sacied cause of hi|iiianity» and of the direct interests of l^^t f' 
Jeast of the contracting parties. . ,

Your Lordship will, perhaps, have noticed that mention was made iu the 
Minutes of the Court, enclosed in our preceding Number, of the receipt of a Petition 
from Francisco Elesbao Correa Galdas, formerly Pilot on board of the schooner, 
** Duquesa de BraganzaJ" prajing to be informed in what degree of penalty he. 
was comprehended; the Sentence of the Court, cpnfiinng itself to declaring him 
guilty of piracy, in conformity to the Ist Article of the Convention of the 28d 
November, 1826, and the Officer whose duty it is to carry the Sentence into 
exectttlon, entertaining doubts as the nfieasure of punishment to be awarded ; the 
crime of. piracy, as defined in the Penal Code of this Country, subjecting the 
guilty party to 3 distinct degrees of punishment, viz. —

2d. Imprisonment, with labour^ for 20 years. 

3d. Imprisonment, with labour, for 10 years. 

We beg leave to subjoin herewith a Translation of the above Petition. 

In the ^scussion which it gave ^ise fo between the Commissary Judges, they , were 
unanimously of opinion ih^ they hod no power to decide the que^ion, being no 
further authorized than to cite the Article its to which the Treaty had been in- \ 
fringeff; aftdthe BraziKan Commissioner then proposed that the question should 
ibe referred' to his Government; and that, if ^6ir detem/ination should eventiidly 
jfiot accord with the ideas] of the Brftish Commissioner, he should report it at 
home, where such a decision as His Majesty's Ministers might* Uiink proper 
XJOuW be taken uponf it.

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The Brittsb Gommidsioner replied tbai^ m bid countiy, piracy ;is a capital 
offence, and that he had HtHe doubt tbat^ at the time of the signatnre of the 
Conveation, such wi^ the sense in which the Plenipotentiaries understood the 
Article in question; and that, though he felt confident the British Government 
would be far from being desirous of exacting undue severity in such a Gase^ and 
certainly had no ,such disposition himself; yet he thought that, as one of the con- 
tracting parties^ it was proper that the point should be submitted for considera- 
tion as well to the British as to the Imperial Government --a proposal which wa9 
ultimately acquiesced in^ as your Lordship wiU likewise see ia the aboive* 
mentioned Minutes. 

The Brazilian Commissary Judge made the communication accordingly to his 
Govertnnent, a Copy of which we saw, and found to be in conformity to the 
Minute of the Court, but which we are unable to furnish your Lordship with, it 
being the Act, not of the Commis»on, but only of one branch of it. From the 
reflj returned thereto, and of which, as being communicated to the Court, we 
have the honour to transmit a Translation, your Lordship will collect the contents 
of the Paper to which it is an Answer ; and while we wait respectfully for your 
Lordship's Instructions, we are the more satisfied, from the teoourof that 
Answer^ at having expressed oarselves as we did on this subject

out serious injury to the constitutional rights of Brazilian citizens ; wherefore the Sentence in question, 
and all others, in like circumstances, are only to serve, regarding inracy, as an indictment upon which 
to found the crime, and the consequent accusation and trial of the deliiiqiientfi aooording to the Inira 
of the respective Countries. It is therefore necessary that you should remit to the AHomejf-General 
an authentic copy of the Sentence, that he may denounce and prosecute the accusation of the crime 
which I communicate for the information of yourself, and of the Mixed BraziTian and British 
Commission.

Wb cannot transmit the Report of the Citee of the '^ Santo Antonio,'' the 
. second slave-vessel taken within the^last few months by the Imperial Marine, 
without congratulating your Lordship, in common with every friena to humanity, 
on the evidence these captures afford of the increasing activity displayed by the 
Brazilian officers in the suppression of this odious traffic. On both occasions 
great zeal and intelligence were manifested ; and, in the instance of the '' Santo 
Zintonio,'' taken by ftie Brazilian schooner, ** Lebrc,** Lieutenant E. A. da Veiga, 
Commander, the capture was not effected withont the greatest difficulty and risk, 
owing to the very stormy weather which prevailed at the moment^ %vA which 
threatened for a time the loss of both vessels. 

Your Lordship is already apprized that a preliminary couiviotion took place in 
the Oases of both the ^' Dt^ de Mar^o^' and the ** Smio Antonio/' before tho 
tribunals of the Country ; to which we may add, that the GovemmeBt have already 
awarded, in consequence thereof, and mdepeudent of the proceedings of the 
Mixed Commission, the sum of 30 milreis a head to the Captors of the latter 
vessel, on board of which 144 slaves were found> this being the sura decreed 1^ 
the law of the 7th November, 1831. - 

We now proceed to transmit to your Lordship ihe enclosed Report of the Case. 

The ^^ Santo y^ntonto," Hypolito Joze Vieyra, Master, saUed from lience, 
under Pbrtuguese colours, in December, 1833, with a Passport from the Portn* 

Siese Vice-Consul at this port, declaring her to be the property of the above 
ypolito Joze Vieyra, subject of Her Most Faithful Majesty, Donna Maria IL,^ 
to proceed to the Islands of Principe and St. Thomas^ with an express declaratioBt 
however, that it was valid only to the first Portuguese port at which the vessel 
might touch. 

Instead of going to those islands, the '' Santo Antonio," under preteooe of bear* 
ing that they were in a state of revolution, made directly for Gabao, and taking in 
a cargo of slaves there, returned to this ooast, where the Imperial scfaoonec* 
*' Lebre,*' fell in with her in the vicinity of the Bar of Rio de Janeiro, befidre she 
had an opportunity, of landing any of them. , 

Of her being engaged, therefore, in Ae traffic, there was no doubt ; the ovXy ^ 
question was whether she was Portuguese or Brazilian. 

On this point proof was adduced on the part of the Captor, that this vessel was, 
in the year 1833, called the ''Esperanto/' that she was then employed in the 
coasting trade between this port and Porto Alegre, in the Province of Sao Pedro do 
Snl, that Antonio Joze de Oliveira then figured as the Owner and Master of her, and 
Hypolito Joze Vieyra as Boatswain, and that both these individuals were Brazilian 
citizens, the latter native, the former " adopted," and that, in virtue of a Certificate , 
signed by 2 merchant of this place, declaring the schooner to be Brazilian property^ 
exclusive of any foreign interest, a Brazilian Passport was granted to theia; that a 
fictitious sale having been subsequently made by Antonio Joze de Oliveinrfe 
Hypolito Joze Vieyra, the name was altered to that of ** SarUo Antonio ;'* that 
th^ both continued in the vessel, changing only their character, and then obtained 
the i^ssport with which they sailed for the Coast of Africa, from the Portuguese 
Vke-Coasul, the former registering himself as a Portuguese snli^ect, Bative of 
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liBboii^ &e letter as a Mtrve of Coimbra ; there wae a 3d pacty coneerned in 
Ae vrftole of tiiese tnmsactiom, Adolpbe Richard, a Frenchman, and whom it 
is only necessary to mention, as showing the facility with which Certificates are 
obtained, and the little caution used in providing against abuses. This person is 
a youBg man, speakiag but v«ry imperfectly tbe Portuguese language* and whom 
it is only necessary to look at, to detect him at once for what be is, a foreigner, 
native of Nantes ; and yet 2 respectable merchants came forward to pledge 
themselves that a vessel, of which he was part Owner, and in which he was 
entered as Piiot, was exclusively Brazilian. 

The system of fraud thus exposed may be taken as a sample of the artifices to 
which the traflBckers in slaves now resort, and sufficiently oemonstrate the abso- 
lute necessity of some arrangement, by which the abuse of the Portuguese Flag 
mBf be oDunteractedy if not altogetiber put a stop to« 

On a review of the above facts, the 2 Commissary Judges had no difficulty m 
netting, aside tb^ Portuguese Passport, and in pronouncing Sentence of condemna- 
tion against her, as Brazilian property, decreeing, at the same time, the emancipa- 
tion of the 91 surviving slaves, 53 having died since the capture. 

Herewith we have the honour to add a Translation of tb4 same.

Rio de Janeiro^ Uh September^ 1834. 

' Tbc present Froo9«8 aad Documents thereunto annexed being examined, it appears evident that 
thepatacho, ^* Santo Antonioy* detained by. the schooner-of-war, " Lebre," for there having been 
found on board 144 Africans, notwithstanding her having obtained a Portaguese Passport, granted 
by the Vice-Consul of Portugal, to proceed on a voyage to the Islands of Principe and Sao 
Thotn^ and that she sailed therewith from this port, is Bmzilian property ; inasmuch as the Ddcu* 
menta presented by the Attorney of the Captors, prove that this patacho, formerly the Argentine 
schooner, called the '* Rio Packet^** having been sold by Birselin to Antonio Jozt^ de Oliveira, and 
Adolphus Ricardo, these 2 persons changing her denomination to the schooner^ '* Esperanpa," sailed 
ia her iu the year 1882 for Porto Alegre, in the Province of S§o Pedro do Sul with a-Braiilian Pass* 
port ; the first entered as Master, and as native of Lisbon, but an adopted Brazilian citizen, as he 
himself declared in his first Deposition ; the second as Pilot, a native of the Province of Minho, and 
Hypolito Joz^ Vieyra, aa Boatswain, a native of Porto Alegre ; that the afore-named Master and PUot 
presented at the OfBce of the Marine Department a Certificate, signed by merchants of this place, 
declaring the schooner, ** Eaperanpa^'' to be Brazilian property belonging to the aforesaid Master and 
Pilot, exclusive of any fbreign mterest, in consequence whereof the Brazilian Passport was granted, 
with which the schooner sailed for Porto Alegre as before mentioned; this being corroborated by the 
evidence of these 3 individuals, who decl^vd, that they were the same mentioned in the Muster- 
roll, and that besides that voyage they also had made one to Montevideo : it being conclusive from all 
this, that as they were all of then(i interested in this vessel, the Bill of Sale of the said schooner, which 
was afterwards made in the sole name of Aatoaio Joz^ de Oliveiia to Hypolito Joz6 Vieyra, Adolphus 
Ricardo being then also a Proprietor of the same, was no other than a fraudulent measure to vi^ich 
these 3 confederates resorted for the purpose of escaping the penalties established by existing Treaties 
between this Empire and Great Britain ; because all of them continuing in the employ of the said 
schooner, the above-mentioned Hypolito Joz^ Vieyra comes fbnvardj on the ebange of thaname of the 
pghuAo to that of ** Smnio jMonie^'* as Owner and Master of her, and then registering htmselfas a Portu- 
guese subject, native of Coimbra, Adolphus Bicardo as Pilot, a native of Nantes, and Antonio Joza 
de Oiiveira as CoastPilot, a native of Lisbon, they, were enabled to surprise and delude, not only the 
Portuguese Consulate, in order to obtain the Passport of that Nation, but also the Brazilian Autho- 
rities, before which, in the preceding voyages, the first-named appeared as a Brazilian, native of Porto 
Alegre, and the second as a native of the Province of Minho ; this deceit being the more manifest, in 
that Antonio Jani de Oiiveira, v^o in the Bill of Sale appeared as the Vendor of the schooler, 
** JQyeroTipo," to Hypolito Joz«? Vieyra, in his first deposition declared, that by hearsay only, he knew 
that this patacho belonged to Hypolito Joz<^ Vieyra, which he could not afterwards confirm when the 
authentic Copy of the sale vms shown to him. Finally, it is evident that these 8 individuals were 
latflMsted in thia last transaction, a* least from the deposition of one of the witnesses ; that, supposing 
themselves safe under cover of the Portuguese Flag, tliey engaged in the criminal traffic in slaves, to 
which they were destined from the time they lefl this port ; for, having despatched the patacho to the 
Islands of SSlo ThomtS and Principe, to trade in ivory and wax, as they alleged, far from going thither, 
they wait directly to Gabao, where they received the cargo of Africans who were found on board when 
the vessel was detained, notwithslandiag the subterfuge to which the Master and Pilot resorted, de- 
claring that it was the iaformation they bad from a Portuguese schooner, of those Islands being in a 
state of revolution, which determined them not to stop there, but to sail along t)ie coast to Gabao ; for 
in this assertion they not only contradicted each other, the one saying they met the schooner within 
sight of these islands, the odt^r at Gabao; but the sailors also in their depositiooa before the Jiiztice of

The Sentence of the Court, your Lordship vrill have observed, places the 
negroes found on board the 2 vessels lately condemned at the disposal of His 
Majesty tbe Emperor^ in conformity toihe original Alvara ; but this arrangement 
is said to be only temporary till their re-exportation can be arranged. In tli^ mean 
time, the abuse of the Portuguese Flag has received no check from hence ; so far 
from it, that the jury to whom the Case of the '* Maria da Gloria*^ was submitted, 
have, we lament to say, return^ a full verdict of acquittal, and restored &sd surviving 
slaves ; nor does it seem likely to experience any, under existinfi;' circunHstanc^S/ 
unless, i deed, the Decree, said to have been recently published on the part of 
Portugal, prohibiting any of her Cdonies from trading with foreign Countries, 
e^lQCjpt through the Metropolis, should be rigorously eoforoed. Were this to be 
the case, one great facility in the traffic in slaves would undoubtedly be renmred. 

The individual Anastasio Joze de Ribeiro^ Owner of the above-mentioned 
barque, ^' Maria da Oioriai*\mi who we stated in our Despatch, of the 22d 
April last, had been ordered to leave this Empire within 15 days, remon^ated 
against the measure, and is still here, though fresh orders td the same effect hate 
lately been repeated.

Mr. VUliere to Viscount Pahnerston. — (Received 6th January, 1834.) 

(Extract.) Madrid, 23d December, 1833. 

On the 17th instant, vid Corunna^ I had the honour to receive your 
Lordship's despatch^* dated 22d November, directing me to make another earnest 
attempt to awaken the Spanish Government to a sense of what is due by them 
not only towards the British Government, but also the national character or Spain 
herself, upon the subject of the Slave Trade. 

Previously to the receipt of the above directions from your Lordship, I had had 
more than one conversation with M. de Zea upon the flagrant and systematic 
manner in which the Treaty solemnly contracted by Spain with Great Britain for 
the Abolition of Slave Trade had been violated by every successive Government 
of Cuba ; and I told His Excellency that as the Government of this Country were 
never slow to chastise those public servants who had incurred their displeasure, 
I could not but view the impunity which had, with no exception, attended the 
conduct of the Captains General of Cuba, as a proof that the continuance of the 
Slave Trade had the deliberate, though unavowed, support of the Government. 

M. de Zea said that the whole subject should be immediately brought before 
the Cabinet, where I might be assured that there existed every disposition 
honestly to fulfil the engagements of Spain with the British Government. I told 
His Excellency that, as the question had not come before any Member of the

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present Cabinet of Spain, and that it was in all likelihood imperfectly known to 
the Council of Regency, I purposed in a few days to present a note to His 
Excellency, containing a review of all that has taken place upon this question 
snbseqnently to the signa t ur e of the Treaty of 1817, aod I iek eertaiii that no 
candid or honourable mind would fail to admit, that in order to check the con- 
tinued . violation of that Treaty, some further preventive measures were impe- 
riously demanded of the Spanish Government ; but, I added. His Excellency 
could at all events not doubt, that after the great and generous eflforts lately 
made by the British Nation for the extinction of Slavery, that His Majesty's 
Government would insist upon the complete fulfilment of the engagements which 
already existed. 

M. de Zea again repeated that the subject should be immediately considered.

Sir, Madrid, December Slst, 1833. 

In the coDversations which I have had with your Excellency upon the subject of the Slave 
Trade, my expectsttons have not been dUappokited of hearing from you, thet tJk» Spanish Govern- 
ment were no less desirous to meet the wishes of England, than they were determined to fulfil those 
engagements te whiek the natiowal honour is solemnly pledged ; and before I propose to your Excel- 
lency the adoption of such steps, as appear desirable for placing on a more perfect footing the co- 
operation of England and Spain for the Abolition of the Slave Trade^ it will be convenient, by a 
brief rimime of the Transactions in which the 2 Governments have been engagfed for this £freat object, 
to exhibit the exact relations which they have maintained with each other, firoai the first measore taken 
in common by His Britannic Majesty and the King of Spain* This review of the engagements that 
have been entered into, of the efforts that have been made, and of the results which they have produced, 
seems the most just and natural mode of arriving at the consideration of such further proceedings as 
may appear necessary, in the event of its becoming manifest that the benevolent designs of the 2 
Powers are hitherto at a lamentable distance firom a state of satisfactory compieUen. 

In the Additional Articles of the Treaty betweai Great Britain and Spain, signed at Madrid^ the 5lh 
July, 1814, His Catholic Majesty, ^' concurring in the fullest manner in the sentiments of His Bri- 
tannic Majesty,*with respect to the injustice and inhumanity ofilu Traffic in slaves, engaged to take 
into consideration, with the deliberation which the state of his Possessions in America demanded, the 
meetm of acting in confirmiiy with thote sentimenti. His Catholic Majesty promised, moreover, to 
prohibit his subjects from carrying on the Slave Trade, for the purpose of supplying any Islands or 
Possessions, excepting those appertaining to Spain, and to prevent likewise, by effectual measures and 
regulations, the protection of the Spanish flag being given to Foreigners who might engage in this 
Traffic, whether subjects of His Britannic Majesty, or of any other State or Power." 

This is the first solemn engagement on the subject of the Slave Trade entered into by the King of 
Spain with the Britbh Government, and it is in perfect harmony with the declaration ef the 8 Powers 
made shortly after at Vienna, (February 8th, 1815,) in which the Plenipotentiaries of those- Powers 
proclaimed, in the names of their respective Sovereigns, this Traffic '* a scourge which has long deso- 
lated Africa, degraded Europe, and afflicted Humanity." 

By the Additional Article of the 28th August, 1814, the King of Spain pledged himself to take 
the subject of the Slave Trade into His Royal consideration ; and after a negotiation carried on with 
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gvcftt aeal, m weil n nMKh cieeomapection* a noieam Treaty was conoluded oa the S3d September, 
1817, at Madrid, between Great Britain and Spain, having for its object the abolition of this dis- 
gracseful Traffic. 

This Treaty is based on the AddUioncd Article of 1814, which has just been referred to, and seta 
forth that His CatboKc Majesty, conformably to the principles of hnraanity with which he is ani- 
mated, has resolfed to co-operale with His Britannic Majesty in adopting ^cacioui tntans for 
kringing aboui the AboHiiom of the Slave Trade. 

The first Article of this Treaty secures, on the part of His Catholic Majesty, that the Traffic in 
Negroes shall be abolished throughout the entire dominions of Spain, on the 30th day of May, 1820 ; 
and that, from and after that period, it shall not be lawful for any of the sui^ts of the Crown of 
Spain to purchoie Slava, or to carry on the Slave Trade on any part of the Coast of Africa upon any 
pretext whatever. 

On the other hand. His Britannic Majesty engaged to pay the sum of «^400,000 sterling on the 
20th February, 1818, to such person as His Catholic Majesty appointed to receive the same in London. 
The said sum of j£400,000 sterling was to be considered as a full compensation for all losses sus- 
tained by the subjects of His Cathdic Majesty engaged in this Traffic, on account of vessels captured 
previously to the exchange of the ratifications of the Treaty ; as also for the losses which are a neces- 
sary consequence of the Abolition of the said Traffic. 

North of the Equator, the Slave Traffic was to cease immediately on the ratification of the Treaty* 
giving only 6 months after the date of it for the completion of enterprises already commenced ; and 
in the interval between the ratification and the SOth May, 1820, the Slave Trade, south of the Line, 
was only to be permitted under passports of an especial character. 

Inasmuch as the execution of these .measures demanded on the part of the Spanish Government 
considerable energy, and the exercise of various means to put an end to a Traffic so thoroughly 
established in the Spanish Colonies, the High Contracting Parties were not content only with enume- 
ratiog such measures of prevention as were at the time suggested, but His Catholic Majesty bound 
himself, by Article 6, to *^ adopt, in conformity to the spirit of this Treaty, the measures which are 
beet calculated to givefitU and complete effect to the laudable objects which the High Contracting Parties 
have in view." 

The Treaty established Courts of Mixed Commission for the adjudication of offences against its 
provisions, and accorded a mutual right of searching suspicious vessels to such ships of war of each 
nation as were charged with Instructions, for the purpose of carrying the Contract into effect, and 
which InstrucOortM were to be considered as an integral portion of the Treaty. 

By the 9th Article of the Treaty, and the 1st of the Instructions, it is stipulated tliat those vessels 
only shall be detained, and sent before the Courts of Mixed Commission, which shall be found to have 
siaveM on board; ''ships, on board of which no slave shall be found intended for the purposes of 
traffic shall not be detained on any account or pretence whatever.*' 

It was this clause which first exhibited the imperfection of the provisions laid down in this Treaty, 
and its accompanying *' Instructions,'* for ih^ efl^tual Abolition of the commerce in slaves. One of 
the first instances which occurred of seizure, was a case in which one slave alone was found aboard, 
the rest having been disposed of; but it soon became a practice, on a slave vessel perceiving a cniizer 
in chase, to run ashore, or make for the nearest cove or harbour, and there land her living cargo before 
the could be actually come in contact with ; an evasion of the letter of the law which enabled the 
Slaver to brave the power of his pursuer in the very act of perpetrating his crime, and, by waiting a 
convenient opportunity, to reship the unfortunate wretches he had put on shore, and continue his 
voyage with impunity. 

When this defect in the provisions of the Treaty was properly represented to the Spanish Govern- 
ment, they agreed to an Explanatory Article, which, to a certain extent, gave efficiency to the 9th 
Article of the Treaty. 

By this Article, the High Contracting Parties declared, '* that if there should be clear and undeniable 
proof that a slave or slaves has or have been put on board a vessel for the purpose of illegal traffic 
in the particular voyage on which the vessel shall be captured, then, and on that account, according 
to the true intent and meaning of tlie stipulations of the Treaty, such vessel shall be detained by the 
Craizers, and finally condemned by the Commissioners." 

The provisions of the Treaty itself were made Spanish law, by Royal Cedula of the 19th December, 
1817, within 3 months of the conclusion of tiie Treaty, and very shortly after the exchange of 
ratifications ; not so, however, with the *< £xplanator}' Article,'* which Was never confirmed by His 
Catholic Majesty, and consequently never communicated to the Spanish Authorities in the Havana, 
or elsewhere, until the year 1826 ; when, under date of the 12tb February, the Duke del Infantado 
wrote to the Minister of His Britannic Majesty at Madrid, that because *' he" (Mr. Lamb) ** had in- 
timated, that, in order to complete the destruction of the illegal traffic in Slaves, it would be proper to 
communicate to the Authorities of the Isle of Cuba the Additional Article in questbn, which was 
neglected at the time, a neglect which kept those Authorities in ignorance of it. His Catholic Majesty, 
after taking the matter into consideration, had thought proper first to confirm this Article, though it 
had been concluded and ratified at the end of Constitutional Anarchy, because it was consonant to the 
spirit of the Treaty of 1817, and to the intentions of the 2 high Contracting Parties." 

With the exception, therefore, of a Decree of the Cortes declaring Slave Dealing to be felony, 
which was afterwards annulled by the King of Spain, the only executive measures promulgated by His 
CathoHc Majesty in furtherance of the object of the Treaty of 1817, up to the year 1826, it has been 
seen, were the prohibition of the trade by the Royal Cedula in the year of the Treaty, and the Expla- 
natory Article passed in 1822, but only communicated to the Authorities in 1826. 

It being found that the prohibition of His Catholic Majesty was disregarded by His subjects, and 
that the Traffic was pursued in the domink>ns of Spain to an enormous extent with perfect shameless* 
ness, and, as far as regarded the Spanish Authorities, with almost perfect impunity, various represen- 
tations were from time to time made by the different British Minbters at Madrid to the Spanish 
Government, calling upon His Catholic Majesty, on the faith of Treaties, and in the name of Spanish 
honour, to carry into dflfect the objects of a contract to which the Royal Authority had been sacredly 
pledged, and for which England, with a perfect reliance on the sincerity of the declarations of His 
anxiety to put an end to this infamous Traffic, had consented to make the inost serious sacrifices, and 
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hiid persevered in a coune of the moet stretraoos exetHomy whiob, withimt Ike smceic oo^operalkm ef 
Spain, were perhaps even worse than uselees. 

These representations pnkloced the effipct that might have been anticipated from a Oovemmenl to 
jealous of the national honour. Reiterated orders were iainied by the Govenuaent at Mudrid lo iht 
Anthorities whom it concerned, to exercise the utmost vigfiiance and activity in carrying into eaeeutioii 
tlie provisions of the Royai Oedulaof 1817, and at the same time fresh measuves and i^utataoM 
were devised and adopted, whidi it was considered might contribute to the great end -designed by the 
High Contracting Parties. In 1684) for instance, it having been undo^l^ that slaire ships were 
fitted out at Cadiz, His Catholic Majesty, ** though desirous to throw every possible obstacle in the 
way of his subjects carrying on the traffic in slaves, being yet prevented by the laws from proceeding 
against the masters of vessels on mere suspicion, still was pleased to resolve, tluit in the bond into 
which merchant vessels are required, pursuant to the ordinance, to enter, upon being qualiBed by • 
means of the Royal Licence of Navif^tion, the express obligation should from that time forward be 
inserted of their not engaging in the Slave Tftide." 

Again, by a Letter, l^aring date January 6th, 1826, from His Excellency the Duke del Infantado^ 
to the British Minister, Mr. Lamb, it appears, that His Catholic Majesty adopted other ** new regula* 
tions to facilitate more and more the extinction of so abominal>le a timffic." His Catholic Majesty at 
the same time decreed, ^lat ** every v^sel proceeding "from the Coast of Africa to a Spanish Port, 
should, on her arrival, deliver to the Commandant of Marine her log-book, in order that that officer 
might examine it, and if he found any ground for suspecting that tlie vessel bad brought negroes, and 
disembarked them secretly, should immediately acquaint the Captain General of the Island, in order 
to ascertain the fact, and punish the offender." It was further decreed, at the same time, *' thai any , 
person of whatsoever class might denounce newly-arrived negroes ; and that if the informer were a 
slave, he should therefore be reward^ by his liberty, and the purchaser fined dOO dollars for every one 
so obtained. It was also ordered, by His Catholic Majesty, that the Archbishop of Cuba aad the 
Bishop of the Havana should be ''instructed to make known to the Parochial Clergyi and theiiyiiabit«^ 
ants of their respective dioce^s, that from the moment of the prohibition of the Slave Trade, the 
continuance thereof became a matter of corocience.'* Negroes who denounced the vessel in whtdi 
they were brought, it was likewise ordered, *' should be entitled to their liberty." A Royal order to Clda 
effect, of the date of January 2d, 1826, was published in Cuba, on the 11th Apr^ 1B26» by the 
Authorities of the Island. 

It appearing that these orders had not the effect that might, under some circumstanoes^ have been 
anticipated from them, on the 30th June, 1828, the Captain General of Cuba was forther desired, 1^ 
Royal order, to make to His Catholic Majesty **a detailed report of the ships wbkh have sailed 
from the ports of the Island to the Coast of Africa since the prohibition of the Traffic ; of the cargoes 
which they have received there, and the returns they have brought back ; a statement of the ve«els 
that have been taken during that period, whether by Spaniards or Foreigners ; of the clandestine in* . 
troductions which hare been discovered, and of the measures that have been taken in consequence^'' 
It is added, moreover, in this Royal order, addressed to the Captain General of Cuba, that *^ since the 
expeditions to the Coast of Africa are nothing more than a pretence to cover the forbidden Traffic in 
slaves, your Excellency is directed to procure from the Chamber of Commerce a statement of the 
articles of legitimate trade which they export to that coast, of the productions of that country which 
are sold in the island, or received in exchange, with such further particulars as your £xceHency may 
deem expedient, in order that, being provided with this information, the Council may advise His 
Majesty, as far as may be possible, what measures may be fitting or eomemeni lo pui €tn end to iku 
disgracefiii Trqffk** 

No doubt can be entertained that these inquiries were instituted with a sincere desire of devistag 
some efiectual means of putting a stop to the perpetual infractions of the law, which were continually 
laid before the Spanish Government, and under the feeling of a wounded sense of honour on the part 
of His Catholic Majesty, who saw himself in the painful situation of appearing to connive at the 
habitual violation of a solemn Treaty. But it is greatly to be lamented that these considerations did 
not suggest some more cogent metliod of attaining this desirable ohject than a renewed injunction to 
the Authorities to observe with rigour the decrees of their august Sovereign ; such, however, is ti>e 
entire amount of the Royal order of March 4th, 18S0, to the Captains General of Cuba and Puerto Rico. 
The Government of His Britannic Majesty, feeling but little hope that the mere repetition of orders^ 
which had so long been disregarded, was likely to produce any satisfactory result, renewed, through 
the British Minister at Madrid, the representations they had before felt it their duty to press upon ti^ 
Government of His Catholic Majesty ; the consequence of several earnest applications was anotlier 
Royal order, which in a note from His Excellency the Chevalier de Salmon to Mr. Addingtoa, dated 
2d August, IBSO, is described as being ** more decisive than before, and commands the Captains 
General of Cuba to allow in no manner the provisions of the Treaty for the abolition of the Slave 
Trade to be evaded." 

The very character of these repeated injunctions to obey the law, as well as the terms in which 
many of them are couched, prove but too cleariy that they have in fact been disobeyed. Unhappily, 
however, it is in the power of His Britannic Majesty's Government to show in a more direct and 
striking manner, to what a lamentable extent this disobedience and contempt of His Catholic Majesty's 
Royal Authority has been carried in this principal colony of Cuba. The deep interest whidi Uie 
British Nation takes in the subject, as well as the natural anxiety for the Government to watch over 
the execution of the solemn compacts into which thev have entered with other Governments, and 
which they believe to be dictated in the truest spirit of benevolence, has induced them to collect sncb 
information as to the manner in which the Slave Trade has been carried on by Spanish vessels, as 
cannot fail to prove to the Cabinet of Madrid that the honour of Spain is deeply implicated in at 
length resolving to give full force to the resolutions of the High Contracting Parties, and thus rescue 
the Abolition Treaty of 1817 from the bitter reproach of being no more than a mere diplomatic illusion. 
It would be useless to deny that the due execution of the Treaty for the Abolition of the Slave 
Trade in Negroes has its serious difficulties. It is proved by the fact that the Spanish (Government 
has made the repeated attempts, which have been enumerated, to perform its sacred promises now for 
upwards of 12 years, and that its failure has been sigrnal in the fhce of Europe. At the same time it 
is noH', and has been from the first, the opinion of the British Government, that a main cause of the 
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want of Boeeets whidi has attended the Eiecutive measurea directed to this ol^ct has been, that too 
moch reliance has been placed on the apprehension of the offender in the case only of his detection in 
the act of crime* The means of avoiding' discovery in this Traffic are in fiict so various, and the habits 
of men empl6*fed hi so degrading an occupation are so colonial with fraud, and their tempera so 
familiar with haiards of ali, and even the most ^tal, kinds, that it is vain to place confidence upon the 
effect of a contingent penalty. Experience has shown that the wise method of dealing with this, as 
with odier classes of malefactors, is that of prevention; and such is the method which Great Britain, 
upon sedi^ the tnefiicaey of the provisions under the Spanish Treaty, has adopted reciprocally with 
other countries, and it has been attended with the happiest effects. As, in matters of civil police, such 
weapons are sometimes prohibited as, being worn, imply hostile intentioQs, and indicate that the bearer 
is not proposing to conduct himself as a citixen of peaceful habits, so it would be desirable that when, 
in susfndous latitudes, a vessel were found evidently prepared to make war against the human race 
(fvr such is Slave Dealing), that it should, on the mere inspection of its nefarious contrivances, be 
immediately handed over to the Authorities constituted for theadjudk^tion of offences against the solemn 
atfts whiehihave been devised for the pmrpose of putting an end to the disgraceful traule in which they 
are engagedi 

* By Uie hiw of Spain, the act of Slave Dealing is a crime to which the most serious penalties are 
abed ; is it not then justifiable in discovering men, whether Spanish or English subjects, in the act, 
or on the very brink of committhig it, for the Authorities of their respective Governments to snatch 
from theffi.and declare forfeit the instrument by which tliey are on the point of effecting their evil 
porpose? In Slave Dealing, this instrument is the ship, and it is foKunate that so plain are the signa 
of a vessehprtpared for the reception of slaves, and so distinguished is it from any other vessel, Uiat 
it is hardly possible fbr stupidity to mistake, or for malice to pretend to mistake their character. The* 
alave vessel is provided with chains and shackles, with moveable decks, with numerous bulkheads 
penetrated with air-holes, with enormous quantities of water-casks, with large supplies of rice, and 
other olgects of negro food, which have been, in treaties with other Powers, enumerated and described 
in such a manner as to render the Commander of a searching vessel almost less liable to error in thia 
than in any other sim3«r case lefl in the remotest degree to his discretion. 

"Hie importanee of this measure, in putting an dffiictual stop to this commerce, arises from the 
cottsideratkm that slave vessels are compelled to hover some time on the Coast of Africa, before they 
can complete their ill-fated cargo.* As by the law, as it exists under the Treaty between England 
and Spain, English and Spanish vessels are now reciprocally liable to detention and ultimate for^ 
failure, if slaves are actually fbnnd on board, or to have been on board ; the captives are kept in huts 
or barraeks until such time as the whole number is completed, or until a convenient opportunity of 
sailing occurs, vriien the Slaver ships his cargo with all possible speed, an^ contrives, by well choosing 
his hour and his weather, to escape the cruisers of the diffierent countries who have stationed ships 
of war in those latitudes, in order to intercept the operations of these worst of pirates. The vast 
extent of sea over which these vessels roam for prey, the fluctuations of the weather, and the entire 
command which the Slaver has of his opportunities, render it as difficult a task to seize him when on 
the wing, as it would be easy to do so were a mutual power given and exchanged of arresting him 
while hovering along the shore, in waiting for the objects of his iniquitous cupidity. 

It is difficult to conceive what well-fotmded objections can be urged against a measure so fraught 
vrith advantage, and so little liable to abuse. The mutual right of search is already granted, and 
detention b permitted in the case of slaves being found on board, or having been on board during the 
same voyage, and, in the event of proof before the Mixed Commission, the vessel is confiscated. Here 
the risk of abuse is as great or greater than in the case of finding a vessel prepared fbr the reception 
of slaves, while the chance of advantage is far less than it is in the case of constant recurrence and 
easy detection, and which haa the paramount distinction of stopping the career of crime before it has 
arrived at the point of producing suffering. 

Stipulations having this effect, of rendering vessels, manifestly fitted up as Slave Traders, mutually 
liable to capture and ultimate confiscation, have been introduced into the Treaties of Great Britain 
with the Netheriands, with Sweden, and with France (by the convention, on this subject, of the 30th 
November, 1831). A copy of the provision on this head, as it occurs in the Treaty with the Nether- 
lands, accompanies this paper ; and as it has been found in practkse well adapted to its end, with the 
exception of one unessential point, f its mutual adoption by Spain and England is submitted to the con- 
sidmtion of the Spanish Government, as an effectual means of carrying into actual operation the 
Treaty by which the Spanish Monarch declared, in 1817, that the Slave Trade should cease in all the 
dominions of Spain, but which, from causes that have been already referred to, has remained, un- 
h^fipily, to a great extent, little more than a dead letter. 

In the island of Cuba, to the Authorities of which Colony some of the orders referred to have been 
especially directed, and to whom all were closely applicable, so true is it that the Treaty, explained 
and confirmed as it was by the Royal Cedulas, and repeated orders from the Spanish Government at 
home, has remained a mere dead letter, that the Slave Trade could not for several years past have 
been carried on with more actirity, nor yet much more openly, though probably with some variation in 
matters of form. Since the signature of the Treaty of 1817, the commerce in slaves in that island 
haa more than once sunk into comparative quiescence, from there existing an absolute glut of the 
unfortunate object of trade. Had the Traffic been perfectly unshackled, more than this could not have 
taken place. 

But the reports of the movements in this hateful trade, as faithfully and constantly presented to 
the Government of Great Britain by the British Commissioners at the Havana, prove to demonstra- 
tion that the Treaty of 1817 is practically set at nought by the Authorities of the Island ; while, with 
an apparent respect for the Royal orders, in preteuding to obey the letter, the spirit of them is alto- 
gether evaded. 

Vessels regulariy fitted up for Slave Dealing are continually clearing out for the Coast of Africa 
from the Havana; after the lapse of a sufficient lime to perform a slave voyage, these vessels return 
into that port in ballast; sometimes the same vessel makes three such voyages in two years, each time

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ieinraiog' ia baUatL It is hardly alUmpied to be ooooealed that the conductor of iliese enleqxiMt 
haye iM^ed ikeir cai^o in some neighbourixig cove or ouUport ; so little mystery is indeed observed, 
that the precise number of slaves landed is gencEally a subject of notoriety ; and yet, withal, every 
Authority remains silent Not only do these vessels return in ballast, not only are they openly saad 
to have landed their cargo, but they are constantly observed by British cruizers to be wailiog near 
the Coast of Africa for the negro cargo: they are evidently prepared for its reeeption, they have no 
other commerce, and sometimes are fortunately met with and captured at sea with their slaves oa 
board. But those which are seised in nowise differ from those that escape, and are not at all more 
or less known to be Slavers than the vessels which, on the completion .of their voyage, the Authorities 
of Cuba permit to enter and quit Havana without punishment, and almost without inquiry. 

In 1822, two years nearly after the period at^ which the foreign Slave Trade ought to have ceased in 
the Spanish dominions, 10 vessels arrived firom the Coast of Africa in ballast, after having landed 
cargoes of slaves in the island, and 6 sailed with the same destination, equipped in all points for the 
Slave Trade. In 1828, 10 arrived from the same coast, and 3 sailed thither. It being seen that, so 
&r as the Authorities of the Havana were concerned, perfect impunity existed, the adventurers took 
courage, and in 1824 fitted out for Africa 44 Slavers. In the same year 17 arrived at the Havana in 
ballast, as usual. In the year 1825, 85 Slavers entered the Havana, afler having landed their cargoes, 
and 82 departed on the same errand. In 1326, 11 arrived and 15 sailed. In 1827, 6 arrived and 27 
sailed. The announcement of the Royal Order of January, 1826, produced some apprehension on 
the part of the Slavers ; and not until they saw thai the Authorities of Cuba were as willing to permit 
the evasbn of this as of the <»ther orders, did they recommence their enterprises with the same hardi* 
hood. The easy expedient of taking care never to insert any mention of the cargo, or of the circum* 
stances connected with it, in the log-book, was found enough to elude the intention of the order ; the 
trade was revived with uncommon vigour, and subsists to this day with undiminished activity. In 
1828, 18 vessels arrived at the Havana, and 63 sailed on slave expeditions. In 1829, 80 vessels 
arrived and 43 sailed. In 1830, 36 arrived and 29 returned. In 1831, 36 arrived and 32 sailed. 
In 1882, 27 vessels arrived and 31 sailed. 

Thus it appears that no less than 325 regular Slavers lefl the Port of the Havaaa, between 1822 
aad 1682, for the Coast of Africa ; and that 286 returned, every one, except 2, being in baUa$i I And 
yet the Authorities of the Island, who had beien so repeatedly enjoined to put the laws in executioo, 
never pursued a single inquiry, with the exception of one, which was conducted in a manner which 
rendered it a perfect mockery of justice. The existence o( this connivance, not to say protection, soon 
became well understood by all whom it concerned ; and it is to this hour the firm conviction of all 
persons occupied in the Slave Trade at Cuba, and other Spanish Colonies, that the Local Authorities, 
in covering the Traffic with immunity, only second the wishes of the Government at home. The 
popular opinion of the Island is, tliat the only haxard that the slave merchant has to encounter is that 
of meeting with a British cruiser ; and that, this evil escaped, there rest no other grounds of appre- 
hension. No Spanish vessel of war has yet been known to bring in a Spanish prize; while, on the 
other hand, it is stated, on undeniable authority, that ships of the Spanish Royal Navy have been seen, 
in more instances than one, to convey fleets of SUvers out of the Port of the Havana, and through the 
Gulf of Florida. 

The vast amount to which the importation of slaves into Cuba has been carried, subsequently to 
the nominal abolition of (he Traffic, may be gathered not only from the statements of the British Com- 
missioners, who were very frequently able to ascertain the exact amount of each clandestine cargo 
(so little mystery was observed), but from a consideration oT the number and nature of the voaaels 
that have been employed in this service, and have entered the Port of the Havana in ballast. Many 
of these vessels are calculated to carry large numbers of slaves ; but, allowing to each the low average oif 
250 slaves, it will appear that from 1822 to 1882 inclusive — that is to say^ commencing 2 yeass aAar 
the time that the King of Spain had engaged by Treaty to put an end to the importation of slaves 
Into His dominions — >the Local Authorities of one Island permitted to be introduced in the neighbour- 
hood of its principal port nearly 70,000 negro captives direct from the shores of Africa. Experienced 
persons calculate that, Hi the otiier ports of the Island, about half the same quantity of prohibited 
commerce was carried on, which wilU at the same rate, make the whole importation reach the enor- 
aous amount of upwards of 100,000 individuals ! 

It is absurd to suppose that such a commerce could be csrried on without the knowledge of the 
Authorities, and it is as certain that in some cases it received their protection. Not a vessel arrived which 
was known to have brongfat slaves, that was not instantly denounced by the British Commisawneri, 
and in numerous instances the very place in which the cargo was landed was pointed out, as wdl as 
the number of negroes that had been put ashore. Still, in every instance, an investigation merriy 
formal was instituted, and always ended in pronouncing the slaves non-existent, and the vessel free from 
the remotest shade of suspicion, at a time when the very officers and crew were frequently boasting of 
their exploits, under the very eyes of the Authorities who declared them unjustly su^cted. In some 
cases, the persons engaged in this Traffic have been so lost to all sense of shame, as to deposit theur 
newly-arrived slaves in " barracooes" or slave-huts constructed for the reception of savage negroes, 
and which, previous to the abolition, were in common use. It is true tliat these have been put down 
by the Authorities when they have been denounced to them by the British Commissioners, but only 
then ; and the history of these and similar transactions affords additional proofs that these officers will 
see nothing connected with this trade unless it is brought before them in a manner that they dare not 
deny that the object is before their eyes. These short-sighted persons have acted under the idea that 
though they were disobeying the injunctions of their Sovereign, and exposing his good faith to the 
risk of a degrading suspicion, yet that they were benefitting the Island placed under their authority. 
They were, in fact, promoting the interests of a number of adventurers and gamblers largely embarked 
in Slave Trade, and have certainly encouraged a false appearance of prosperity in the Island of Cuba, 
while, by the introduction of so many hordes of savage and revengeful slaves, they were in fact undei^ 
mining the very existence of civilized authority in the Colony. By an excessive importation of slaves, 
the value of property has been generally depreciated, and it is to be feared that the foundation of 
insurrection, disease, and ultimate ruin, has been laid. The temporary production of some articles of 
commerce has been stimulated, but which, originating in superabundant labour and vague speculation, 
have returned upon the Island in the shape of bankruptcy and destitution. It is stated, on excellent 
authority, that the intelligent and respectable inhabitants of Cuba look with l^rror on the anticipated 
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consequences of this influx of fresh negroes into the Island, while they are afraid to express openly 
their opinions, from the fear of the violence of the characters implicated in this debasing commerce, 
and are bound to buy, agsHMi tfitir OMtvi«tfoft, and contrary to their interests, the newly-imported 
slaves that are perpetually being brought to their doors. 

It is not, however, only to the numbers of miserable creatures actually imported int# Cuba, that 
England, whose sole object in agritating this subject has always been one of pure benevolence, is 
bonnd to advert. Wot also to the vast expense of human misery and life which this imporUtion draws 
along with it. Though 234 vessels have arrived at the Havana with cargoes of slaves, 825 have sailed 
Ima thai pon« fUted up regularly for the eommeree. All have not returned : some have taken their 
cargoes elsewhere ; aiew have been eaptured ; many have been lost, freighted with their eaormouA load 
of life ; while others have fallen a prey to the rapacity of fellow-Slavers. For the traffic in slaves is not 
the only occupation of the miscreants engaged in this trade ; they join with it piracy, accustomed as 
they are to Hl-gotten gains ; the step from smuggling the slave, to that of stealing him from the 
snnggler, is not great ; and it is now connion to aet the slave vessels powerfully armed and manned^ 
in order to sehie upon such weaker sbipa aa they may encounter freighted with captives, and thus save 
themselves the risk and expense of a distant voyage. The sufierings of the victims of their rapacity, 
while the brutal captors are contending for the possession of the prey, which not unfrequently is itself 
destroyed in the struggle, may be easily conceived. 

Thus, tiie impunity with which the traffic k carried on spreads calamity far and wide. It is horrible 
in itself, but it is even more fatal in its consequences. Recent events have, however, at length 
enlightened the respectable portion of the community in Cuba ; the many hundreds of negroes who, 
within the last few months, have been Imported into that Colony, and publicly deposite<i in *' barra- 
oones*' almost adjacent to the Havana ; the aggravation which they produced of the ehdera at that 
tiaie raging, the insurrection that ensoed, and the immense loss of property which was the eonseqnence, 
have exhilnted iii their tme light the conduct of the Authorities, and the peril to which the inhabitants 
and their property are exposed. 

Leaving then out of consideration the solemn engagements of Spain for the abolition of this 
^tem, no measave more benevolent or wfse could be adopted by the Spanish Government than to 
put an efiecUuil slap to all the horrid and debasing scenes which, under its involuntary sanction, are 
perpetrated in so many parts of the world. 

It now only remains tor me to invite the attention of your Excellency to the state of public opinion 
at this moment in England. The deep-settled honest convictions of reflecting men have produced that 
untiring perseverance and lasting enthusiasm, which, regardless of every obstacle, and after cuiitending 
for 50 years with difficulties seemingly insurmountable, have led to the stapendous meaanre by which, 
with a sacriflce of £20,000,000 stterling, 800,000 of our fellow-creatures have been emancipated from 
slavery. England is justly proud to have achieved one of the most glorious events in the annals of 
her history. The national enthusiasm is at its highest pitch, and the nation awaits with confidence, 
as it will view with satisfaction, the co-operation of Spain for the extinction of this inhuman Traffic 

The Government of His Britannic Majesty, on their part, will not permit themselves to doubt that a 
plain and unbiassed statement of all the crime and suffering which is now. permitted in defiance of the 
most sacred pledges, and the plainest and best understood compacts between 2 ancient Allies and 
friendly Powers, will not be found insufficient to animate the Spanish Cabinet with a full sense of what 
is due to the honour of Spain, the claims of her Ally, and the injured rights of humanity.

clemency and magnanimity to the Spanish subjects. 

But the Undersigned regrets not being able to reply to His Britannic Majesty's 
inquiry, inasmuch as his Government, in its communication on the subject, has 
not specified to what kind of punishment the said Revel was sentenced, on which 
account he intends applying for the requisite information, and hopes that, by 
conveying it to Viscolint Palmerston, he shall soon be capable of contributing 
towards the gratification of His Britannic Majesty's benignant disposition.

In compliance with a Royal Order which I haye just received, I have 
the honour to state to Your Excellency that Don Francisco Garcia Gaona, Cap- 
tain of the Spanish Goleta ** Gai/tto," captured in November 1829, for having 
carried 136 negroes, was, in 1832, sentencea by the Mixed Commission at Havana 
to 10 years' imprisonment in the Philippine Islands, conformably with the Treaty 
for the Abolition of the Slave Trade. The said Gaona having applied to the 
King, Ferdinand VII., a little before his decease, imploring His Majesty^s per- 
mission to return to his family, Her Majesty the Queen Regent, compas- 
sionating his situation, wishes to abridge his imprisonment by remitting to nim 
the remainder of his confinement ; but as the sentence with which his crime was 
visited emanated from a Mixed Commission composed of English and Spanish 
subjects, previously to granting to him the pardon which he solicits. Her Majesty 
directs me to manifest to His Britannic Majesty, through the medium of your 
Excellency, how grateful it would prove to Her Majesty if His Britannic Majesty 
on his part would consent to the pardon implored by the above Gaona. 

I hope that your Excellency will be instrumental in the accomplishment of 
these merciful wishes, and be able to return to me a satisfactory answer.

The Despatches, of which the accompanying^ are Copies,* from His 
Majesty's Commissioners at Sierra Leone and at the Havdna, contain the Reports 
of those Officers upon that portion of the Slave Trade to which their attention has 
been drawn during the last year, and exhibit a distressing picture of the extent 
to whfch that disgraceful Traffic is still carried on, under the flag and upon the 
account of Spain, fbr the supply of her Colonists of Cuba. 

Twenty-seven vessels, laden with negroes destined to be slaves, safely effected 
their return to the Port of the Havana, in the year 18S3, after having landed 
their cargoes at the back of the Island of Cuba. 

Thirty-six Spanish slave vessels sailed from the Havana, in the year 1833, 
for the African coast, 6 of them having openly cleared out for Slave Trading 
Ports on the (^ontinent of Africa. Eight of these vessels, according to the last 
accounts, had returned and had landed their cargoes in Cuba. 

In the same year 7 Spanish vessels, with cargoes of slaves, were captured ahd 
condemned at Sierra Leone, and 3 suffered the same fate at the Havana. 

Besides this extensive traffic under the Spanish flag, the Trade in Slaves, under 
the Portuguese flag, which for many years had almost ceased, has again revived, 
roused into activity by the eagerness of the Spanish Merchants ; and accordingly 
it appears that all the Portuguese vessels, which, during the last 3 years have 
been condemned at Sierra Leone for Slave Trade, were bound for Cuba. 

To Spain, therefore, now belongs the disgrace, not only of continuing this 
traffic herself, in violation of her solemn engagements, but of having seduced 
another Nation, which for some time past had abandoned the practice, into a 
renewed participation in its guilt. 

It might happen, in the course of events, that the assistance of Great "Britain 
might be required by Spain for the protection of Cuba. But in what manner do 
the Spanish Government suppose that its call on such an occasion would be 
answered," if they permit that Island to continue to be the licenfe and the cause of 
'such deliberate arid extensive violation of the Treaty Engagements of Spain ? 
And be it rertiembered, that those Engagements were not entered into by Spain 
gratuitously and upon abstract principles, but were purchased by Great Britain 
by the payment oi a very large sum of money. I have received His Majesty's 
especial Commands to desire that you will remonstrate again with the Government 
of Spain upon this subject with all the force which the Documents now furnished 
to you will supply ; that you will urge that Government, in the strongest manner, 
to conclude, without delay, the newly proposed stipulations for the more effectual 
Abolition of Spanish Slave Trade ; and that you will, at the same time, press 
them to carry into execution, in the interior of Cuba itself, such measures for the 
fulfilment of the Treaty of 1817 as may effectually correct the abuses of which 
Great Britain so justly complains. 

You will at the same time inform the Spanish Government, that these are the 
only satisfactory proofs which that Government can give of its determination to 
act with good &ith towards Great Britain, on this important matter.

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and also to render it impossible that the flag of either Party should be used with 
success, for the purpose of covering that Trade. 

It seems to His Majesty's Government very desirable that such a Treaty should 
be concluded between Great Britain and Spain, and I accordingly transmit you 
a Draft of a Treaty adapted for that purpose, together with its 3 Annexes, 
A. B.and C; and I have to signify to you His Majesty's Commands, that you 
propose to the Spanish Government to conclude such a Treaty with Great Britain, 
in order most effectually to accomplish the purposes which the 2 Governments 
have in view.

The Predecessors of tbe present Sovereign of Portugal have already 
expressed, in solemn Declaration, their wish and intention to put an end to the 
Traffic in Slaves. 

By the Convention of 1815, with Great Britain, Portugal engaged **to deter- 
mine, by a separate Treaty, the period at which the Trade in Slaves shall 
universally cease and be prohibited, throughout the entire Dominions of Por* 
tugal ;" and further engaged ** that during the interval, it should not be lawfial 
for Portuguese subjects, or for the Portuguese flag, to be engaged in the Slave 
Trade, excepting for the ptirpose of supplying die Transatlantic Possession^ 
belonging to the Crown of Portugal." r 

Brazil has, since that period, been recognised by the Mother Country as 
forming a State distinct and separate from rortugal ; and from the moment of 
that recognition, the Trade by Portuguese subjects, and under the Portt^ese 
flag, became indisputably illegal. 

During the period which was to elapse before the formal Abolition of Portuguese 
Slave Trade, Portugal, under the Convention of 1817, with this country, mtruati^ 
ing to British cruisers and British Authorities, in common with her own, the 
execution of that part of the Treaty which stipulated for the Abolition of Slave 
Trade to the north of the Equator, reserved to herself the power of detaining 
vessels, and of punishing offenders found, to the south of that line, illegally 
trading in slaves. . 

It will be seen by Sir William A'Court's Despatch to Mr. Secretary Canning, 
of the 3d October, 1826, and by the Note from M. D'Almeida, of the 2d of th? 
same month, therein enclosed, that, at that period, the Portuguese Government, 
following up the principle laid down in the Treaty of 1815, formally declared, 
that '^ it acknowledges that the moment is now come, to put an end to the inhu-^ 
man Traffic in Slaves ;" and added, that '* it would have no objection to insert ia 
a Treaty, then contemplated, an Article by which His Most Faithful Majesty 
should bind himself, not only to the total Abolition of the Slave Trade in the 
Dominions of Portugal, but also to co-operate with His Britannic Majesty for 
the total extinction of so barbarous a Traffic, in the countries where it unfortu- 
nately exists.'* 

His Majesty's Government, in consideration of the peculiar circumstances in 
which the Crown of Portugal has been placed since the period above mentioned, 
have refrained from pressing for the conclusion of a Treaty thus already stipu- 
lated for ; but the time is now happily arrived at which the affairs of Portugal 
no longer oppose any impediment to the fulfilment of this engagement ; and I 
have therefore the honour now to transmit to your Lordship the Draft of a Treaty, 
containing the details of arrangements by which the entire Abolition of the 
Portuguese Slave Trade may be carried into full execution, by the co-operation 
H)f both Powers. 

I have to instruct you, to enter with the Government of Portugal, into negotia- 
tions for concluding, with the least practicable delay, a Treaty, founded on the basis 
laid down in the accompanying Draft and its 3 Enclosures A.^ B., and C. ; and 
your Lordship will state to the Portuguese Ministers, that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment cannot doubt that Portugal will be eager to redeem, by the conclusion of 
such a Treaty, the pledges to which I have adverted.

His Majesty's Minister at Rio de Janeiro was recently instructed to call 
the attention of the Brazilian Government to certain circumstances in the case 
of the Portuguese brigantine, " /^iXwefe/* condemned, in the month of November, 
1833, at Sierra Leone, upon a charge of being concerned in illegal Slave Trade, 
and to point out to that Government the apparent negligence of the Authorities 
at Bahia, not only in permitting the *' Virtude " to be fitted out at that Port, in 
the particular manner which clearly indicates the destination of a vessel to be for 
Slave Trade, but also in omitting to enforce the observance of certain formalities, 
specially prescribed, for the prevention of that traffic. 

In reply to the Representation made by Mr. Fox on this subject, the Brazilian 
Minister observes that, amongst the various difficulties which the Brazilian 
Government has to contend with in its efforts for the extinction of the African 
Slave Trade, one of the most embarrassing arises from the shameful conduct of 
the Portuguese Authorities, in the Colonies of Her Most Faithful Majesty, on 
the Coast of Africa, who continue to furnish the Masters of vessels employed in 
that infamous Traffic with fraudulent certificates of nationality. 

The Brazilian Minister adds, that he has already addressed urgent remon- 
strances upon this subject to the Portuguese Legation at Rio de Janeiro, and 
His Excellency requests Mr. Fox to assist in obtaining, through the intervention 
of His Majesty's Government, the adoption of such measures on the part of 
the Government of Her Most Faithful Majesty, as may lead to a discontinuance 
of the nefarious practices above denouncea. 

I enclose to your Lordship Copies of the Correspondence* on the subject to 
which I have here referred. 

The evidence which this Correspondence contains, of the misconduct of the 
Portuguese Authorities on the Coast of Africa, is amply confirmed by information 
which His Majesty's Government has recently obtained from other sources, that 
the success and impunity with which the Slave Dealers on the Coast of Brazil 
are enabled to carry on their abominable Traffic may be almost entirely ascribed 
to their abusive assumption of the Portuguese flag. 

I have to instruct your Lordship to avail yourself of the additional argument 
which is thus furnished, to prove the necessity of the Treaty with the Portuguese 
Government, of which I transmitted to your Lordship a Draft in my Despatch, 
of the 8th instant.

The enclosed Report* from His Majesty's Commissioneni at Sierra Lewie; 
states that the Portuguese Slave Trade, which for many years past had bMtt 
almost unheard of, appears now to be carried on to a ^eater exteaf than it had 
reached, even before Brazil had ceased to belong to Portugal ; aad the accom- 
panying Despatches * mofe recently received from His Majesty*s Gommii^ioixers 
at Sierra Leone, give an account of a very flagrant instance of that Trade. 

The ''Maria da Gloria' cleared out on the 25th October, 1833, from St. Panto 
de Loando, in Angola; she carried documents signed by the Governor of Angola, 
purporting that proof had been given that her Master, J. G. Cofdonij, and her 
Owner, A. J. Ribeiro, were Portuguese subjects- 
She had no passport for Slave Trading, and her clearance afforded no 
ground for supposing that she was laden, or intended to be laden, with slaves. 

Her official documents stated, on the contrary^ that she was to be laden 
with gum, hides, and mats, and a very insufficient cargo of these articles was 
found on board of her. 

The Master bound himself to the Portuguese Authorities, under a heavy 
penalty, that the vessel should pursue her destined voyage from Loando to Rio 
de Janeiro, without deviating from her direct course from Loando to her ultimate 
destination/ and without taking away any person whatever from the place of 
her departure^ without the special permission of the Grovemot General of the 
Province. 

It appears, however, upon the evidence before the Commissioners at Sierra 
Leone, that 432 slaves were taken on board, some of them at Loando itself, on 
the veiy day on which the bond and clearance were made out, and the rest, 
outside the bar of that place, 2 days afterwards. 

Either, therefore, the Governor must have permitted the exportation of the 
slaves, or else the Master must have violated his engagement on the very day 
on which he bound himself to its observance, and at the very place where the 
Authorities for enforcing it resided. 

But all this cannot well be imagined to have taken place without the know- 
ledge and connivance of the Authorities themselves. 

In 4 weeks and 2 days from the date of the clearance, the vessel was met 
with, near the harbour of Rio de Janeiro, with her cargo of negroes on board. 

She was there detained by His Majesty's Ship " Snake,'* and carried, in the 
first instance, to Rio de Janeiro, and afterwards to Sierra Leone, for adjudication. 

When the case was heard before the Court of Mixed Commission at Sierra 
Leone, the Master was guilty of gross prevarication, and even of direct perjury, 
in the evidence which he gave. 

Notwithstanding, however, all the circumstances attending the case of the 
''Maria da Gloria,^' the Commissioners at Sierra Leone felt themselves bound to 
release that vessel, since the Treaty permits the detention of Portuguese slave 
vessels in those cases only in which they are found to the North of the Line. 

If the Grovernment of Portugal denies to others the power to detain, in 
particular latitudes, Portuguese slave vessels engaged in a trade which is now 
confessedly illegal, surely a heavy obligation rests upon that Government to put 
a stop themselves^ by measures of prevention and punishment, to the prosecution 
of Portuguese Slave Trade in those latitudes. 

The British Commissioners, who, in consequence ' of the absence of the 
Portuguese Functionaries, were obliged, in this particular case, to act as Com- 
missioners for both Governments, were induced, by that circumstance, to leave 
to the ultimate decision of the Governments of the 2 countries the question 
as to the costs and expenses claimed by the Portuguese Owner. 

These expenses wel-e incurred partly for the subsistence of the crew and of 
the negroes during the further prosecution of the voyage of the " Maria da 
Gloriar . 

To allow these expenses, would therefore in fact be to contribute an aid 
towards the ultimate success of the illegal expedition. But His Majesty's 
Government never can consent to the payment of anything whatever, in the

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dispe of oooipeBBatmi, to those offending parties, for any losses or expenses 
incurred by them in such an undertaking. 

The Claimant was engaged in a proceeding that was in violation of the laws of 
God and man; k was undertaken in fraud, and defended by perjury; and he 
eMaped the punishment due to his crime, not because he did not deserve to 
•ttfer it, but beeaote he was found in a place, where, under the strict letter of 
the Treaty, he was not liable to be detaised. 

His Majesty's Government will not for a moment suppose that the Govern- 
ment of Portugal, on whom rests the obligation of punishing the offendersv will, 
instead thereof, be inclined to assist them in obtaining compensation for their 
losses. 

His Majesty's Government, moreover, expect that the Portuguese Government 
will issue immediate and peremptory orders to institute a rigid inquiry into the 
' affair in Question, in order to ascertain what Portuguese subjects were concerned 
in, and what Portuguese Authorities connived at, this illegal transaction, and in 
order that the offenders may not be suffered to escape without the severe 
punishment which is due to tneir crimes.

Your Lord^p wiU bring these facts to the nottee of the Portuguese Govern- 
n^ent, and you will state that His Majesty's Government cannot doubt that the 
Portuguese Government will avail themselves of this opportunity to manifest their 
sincere deternunation to suppress the illicit trade by punishing, with the utmost 
rigouTof the law, both the Owner and Master of the ** Tamega"

(Translation.) The Conde de FUla Real to Lord Howard de fFoMen. 

My Loan, Palace of Necemdada^ Uih Dec.^ 1834. 

On account of some searches which it was necessary to make, 1 have delayed repl^iing to 
Notes which your Lordship addressed to me, under the Nos. 62, 63» and 64, all relating to 
infractions of the Convention of 28th July, 1817, which regulated the manner in which it was 
permitted to the Portuguese Colonies on the Coast of Africa, to continue the Slave Trade until the 
period therein specified. In conformity with the requests of your Lojrdship, contamed in the above- 
mentioned Notes, I have now the honour to inform you, that, with regard to the first, I have written 
to the Minister of the Interior, in order that the penalties of the Law of 26th January, 1818, pro- 
mulgated in consequence of the Convention, may be inflicted on the Proprietor, Master, and others 
interested in the cargo of the brig '* Tamegaj' captured on the 14th June, 1884, by Lieutenant 
Samuel Mercer, commanding His Britannic Majesty's brig, ** Carybdis," and declared a good prise 
by the Mixed Commission at Sierra Leone, on the 12th July last. 

I wrote, at the same time, to the Minister of Marine, requesting, in compliance with your Lordship's 
Note No. 63, that he would give the most positive and peremptory orders to the Governors of the 
Islands of St. Thomas and Principe, or to the persons who perform their duties, to attend to the 
request which was made to them on the part of the Members of the Mixed Commission established 
at Sierra Leone, with regard to the 2 vessels, the '* Apia *' and ** Santiisimo Rozario e Bom Je»uiy* 
both condemned by the said Commission, on the 25th June, 1834. 

With respect to the vessel " Maria da Gloria^** to which your Lordship's Note No. 64 relates, the 
intervention of Her Majesty's Government has not been asked on the part of the Proprietor, to obtain 
indemnification of the costs of the trial, in which he was finally acquitted. Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, however, whilst they will proceed to institute the most strict inquiries in order to discover the 
connivance which appears to have existed on the part of the Portuguese Authorities at Angola, at the 
transgression of the laws and regulations by which the Slave Trade is regulated, that they may be 
punished with all the rigour of the law, cannot omit observing to your Lordship, that both by the 
above-mentioned sentence, and by the tenour of your Lordship's Note, it appears, that the Commander 
of the brig '' Snake," acted against the express letter of the Treaty, in detaining the vessel ; and 
although Her Majesty by no means desires to promote or encourage the illegal Trade in Slaves, she 
has every right to insist on the observance of the Treaties concluded with regard to it as long as they 
are not annulled. 

I regret much not being at present able to send a decisive answer, with respect to the project of a 
Treaty for the abolition of the Slave Trade, to which your Lordship's Note No. 60 relates, but the 
great labour and loss of time caused by the debates in the Chambers, have prevented a Resolution 
being come to, which, however, I will communicate to your Lordship as early as possible.

I HAVE to transmit to you the accompanying Copy of a Despatch* 
which has been received at this Office from His Majesty's Commissioners at Sierra 
Leone, reporting the ease of the Portuguese slave schooner ** Apia,'' and calling 
the attention of His Majesty's Government to the connivance which the Portu- 
guese Authorities at Princes and St. Thomas continue to show to the worst 
descirlption of fllegial Slave Trade, and to the fact, in this case, that the vessel 
was only 30 feet long, and 11 feet in beam, and had on board a crew of 10 
persons and 1 passenger, besides 54 slaves, making altogether 65 persons in 
this, small .vesseL 

I earnestly hope that, in the interval which may elapse before the conclusion 
of the Treaty, of which a Draft was sent out to you, on the 8th of September, 
1834, for tl;ie effectual Suppression of Portuguese Slave Trade in every par^ of 
the world, the Portuguese Government will not hesitate to do their utmost to 
mitigate the horrors of that abominable traffic, by enforcing most strictly (he 
penalties of the Portuguese law for restricting the number of negroes to be 
conveyed in a vessel according to her tonnage or burthen, 

I cannot omit this opportunity of expressing the anxiety of His Majesty to 
learn that the Portuguese Government will fulfil the expectations which have 
been so long held out ; and that Portugal will at length, by the conclusion of 
the Treaty now in your hands, efface the stain which will rest upon her flag so 
long as the Slave Trade of Portugal shall last.

1 MEREWitH tr&nstnit to you the Copy* of a Communication whidi I 
bare received from His Majesty's Commissioners at Sierra Leone, respecting the 
case of the Portuguese brigantine ^' Virimde^' which vessel tvas adjudged and 
condemned on the 21st of November last, at Sierra Leone, on a charge of having 
been, concerned in illegal Slave Trade. 

Upon an examination of the circumstances of this case, it appeared that the 
Authorities at Bahia permitted the vessel to be completely fitted out in that 
particular manner, and with those additional equipments, which clearly indicate 
that a vessel is intended expressly for Slkre Trade. 

It appears also that the vessel was despatched from Bahia, without having 
passed through the formality of being visited by the proper Officer, a formality 
which was prescribed specially for the purpose of chedking the Slave Trade. 

It appears, moreover, probMable that illegal voyages, similar to^at on which 
this vessel was captured, have been made % her previously to her capture, and 
that at least one of those former voyages took place from Bahia. 

Under these circumstances, I have to desire that you will call the attention of 
the Government of Brazil to the apparent supineness of the Authorities at Bahia 
in the performance of their duty of suppressing the Slave Trade ; and that you 
will request that Government to enforce, in future, a more effectual execution of 
the compacts which they have entered into, in fulfilment of the assurances which 
they have since given, that they will contribute their utmost efforts to the final 
Abolition of that Trade, so far as the Brazilian Territories are concerned.

The Undersigned, &c., has received the Note which M. J. de Ribeiro, &c., 
addressed to him on the 23d oif July, 1834, claiming, in the name of the Bra- 
zilian Government, the sums of £654 0*. Orf., £9,983 16*. Orf, and £150 0*. Od. 
sterling, together with interest on these several sums, as indemnity and compensa- 
tion for losses and damages ^stained by the Brazilian bri^ *'Activo/' in the prose- 
cution of an illegal voyage for slaves, under Brazilian colours, in the year 1826. 

In reply, the Undersigned begs to refer M. de Ribeiro to the declaration which 
has already been made by His Majesty's Government to the Government of 
Brazil, on this very case, when the conditional sentence on which the claim is 
preferred had recently been passed by the Court of Commission at Sierra Leone. 

This declaration was contained in a Note addressed by Sir Robert Gordon to the 
Marquis of Queluz, on the 4th of July, 1827, and the principle maintained in it 
wa^ that, '^ in point of equity, no compensation whatever can be due to traders in 
cases of traffic carried on under circumstances which constitute illegal Slave 
Trade." 

Sir Robert Gordon on that occasion further alleged, on the part of the British 
Government, that the principle on which this declaration was founded was con- 
formable to the spirit of the Treaty of 1817, and in particular to the 9th Article 
of the Instructions for the Mixed Commissions, annexed to that Treaty. 

Sir Robiert Gordon added^ that, if compensation were, allowed in the case of 
the ^^Activo," encouragement would thereby be given to the violation of the 
special object of the Convention, which was, to prevent illegal Slave Trade. 

The Undersigned, having given his attention to the claim on behalf of the 
*' Activo^' as put forward by the Brazilian Government, and as now again urged 
by M. de Ribeiro, concurs entirely in the justice of the line taken on that case by 
His Majesty's Government, in the year 1827. 

The compensation claimed by the Owners of the " Activo " is, for demurrage, 
for loss of slaves, and a per centage on capital employed in their illegal voyage ; 
and the Undersigned has distinctly to declare to M. de Ribeiro, for the informa- 
tion of his Government, that His Majesty's Government cannot consent to pay 
anything whatever in the shape of compensation to these offending parties^ for 
any loss or expenses incurred by them in such an illegal undertaking. 

The Undersign^ has only to add, that M. de Ribeiro seems to have mistaken 
the object with which Sir Robert Gordon proposed the 2 Articles referred to/ 
by M. de Ribeiro. 

If ,M. de Riboirovwill refer to Sir Robert Gordon's Note, he will see that Sir 
Robert Gordon discouraged the attempt to set up a claim for compensation in such 
a case as that of the ** Activo,** that he proposed to prevent such attempts in future, 
and that the mode by which he inteikled to effect this object was, l^ a fresh de- 
claration, on the part of Great Britain and Brazil, of the principle of the Conven 
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tion of 1817, and also by the correction of tliat seeming ambiguity in the wording 
of the Convention^ upon which the Brazilian Owners of the ''Activo'* founded 
their inadmissible claim.

In obedience to your Lordship's instructions, I addressed an official Note 
to Senhor Aureliano de Souza e Oliveira Coutinho, Secretary of State, charged 
with the department of Foreign AflRairs, calling His Excellency's attention to 
certain circumstances belonging to the case of the Portuguese brigantine 
" Virtude,'' condemned, in the month of November last, at Sierra Leone^ upon 
a charge of being concerned in illegal Slave Trade, and pointing out the 
apparent negligence of thfe Authorities at Bahia, in permitting the " Vtrtude* to 
be fitted out at that Port, in the particular manner which clearly indicates that 
a vessel is destined for the Slave Trade, as well as in omitting to enforce the 
observance of certain formalities, specially prescribed for the prevention of that 

traffic. ^ 1. XT t 

The Brazilian Minister officially informs me, in reply to the above Note, that 
orders have been transmitted to the President of Bahia to cause the punishment 
of such of the Authorities in that Province as shall have been guilty of the acts 
of negligence complained of. These orders have since been published, by autho- 
rity of Government, in the " Correio Official"" His Excellency further obseryw 
to me, in the same Note, that amongst the various difficulties which the Brazilian 
Government has to contend with, in its efforts for the extermination of ite 
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A^rteaa Slare Trade, one of tlie inost formidable is offered by the shameful 
^fiduct of the Portuguese Authorities in the Colonies of Her Most Faithful 
Majesty on the Coast of Africa, who continue to furnish the Masters of vessels 
employed in that infEimous traffic with fraudulent certificates of nationality. 
The Brazilian Minister has already addressed urgent remon^rances upon this 
subject to the Portuguese Legation, and His Excellency urges me to assist in 
obtaining, through the intervention of His Majesty's Government, the adoption 
of such measures, on the part of the Government of Her Most Faithful Majesty, 
as may lead to a discontinuance of the ne&rious practice above denounced. 

I have the honour to enclose a Copy and Translation of the Brazilian Minister's 
Note, as well as Copies of the Notes addressed by me to His Excellency. 
I believe that a similar proposal will have been made to your Lordship by the 
B^zilian Envoy in London. 

It has lately become quite evident that it is by the fraudulent and abusive 
protection of the Portuguese flag that the slave dealers on the Coast of Brazil 
are enabled to carry on their abominable traffic with impunity and success ; and 
I am persuaded that whatever assistance it may be in the power of His Majesty's 
Government to afford, for the abatement of this evil, will prove of extensive 
utility towards accomplishing the great end of the suppression of the African 
Slave Tra^e.

Rio de Janeiro^ Ibth June, 1834. 
Thb Undersized, &c., has been commanded by his Government to lay before the Govern- 
ment of His Imperial Majesty certain fabts relating to the case of a Portuguese slave vessel, the brig, 
** Virtude^" condemned, in the month of November last, by the Mixed British and Portuguese Com- 
mission at Sierra Leone. 

The Undersigned has the honour to enclose to Senhor Aureliano de Souza e Oliveira Coutinho, &c., 
a Copy of the Despatch, addressed by the British Commissioners at Sierra Leone to His Britannic 
Majesty's Secretary of State, «ipon the subject of the condemnation of the said vessel; and also a 
Copy of the Report therein enclosed of the Evidence taken upon the trial. 

It would appear that the brig ''* Virtude" sfiiled under the Portuguese flag from the Port of 
Bahia, in Brazil, expressly fitted out for the unlawful Traffic in Slaves ; that the Authorities of Bahia 
permitted her to be equipped in the particular manner, and to be furnished with all the utensils which 
indicate clearly that a vessel is intended for the Slave Trade ; that the ** Viriude,** moreover, was 
despatched from Bahia, without having passed through the formality of being visited by the proper 
officer, — a formality prescribed especisJly for the purpose of checking the Slave Trade. It appears, 
besides, probable, that several illegal voyages, similar to that in which this vessel was captured, had 
been performed by her previously to her capture, and that at least one of these voyages took place 
from Bahia. The circumstances from which the above inferences are necessarily drawn will be found 
detailed at length in the enclosed Papers ; and it roust thence result that the Authorities at Bahia 
have not been so vigilant as they ought to be, and as the Supreme Government of the Empire most 
assuredly desires that they should be, in carrying into effect the precautionary regulations prescribed 
for the suppression of the inhuman Traffic in Slaves. 

The Undersigned so thoroughly appreciates the resolution formed by the Supreme Government 
of this Empire to exterminate, if possible, the infernal African Slave Trade, — a trade at once as 
impolitic and unwise as it is barbarous and wicked ; and he has witnessed with so much satisfaction 
the solemn and convincing manner In which that resolution has been again recently proclaimed 
publicly to the world, — that he is sensible it needs only to be pointed out to the Imperial Government 
m what quarter its orders require to be more rigorously enforced, in order to ensure its vigilant atten- 
tion thereto. He avajb himself of thb occasion to repeat, &c

In answer to the Note which Mr. H. S. Fox, &c., addressed to me, dated the 17th instant, in 
support of the statements of the British Commissioners of the Mixed Brazilian and English Com- 
mission, urging that, in virtue of the Treaties existing between Brazil and Great Britain, the 2 vessels, 
named the '* Dots de Marco'* and the ^^ Santo Antonio^** captured by Brazilian men of war, for 
having on board African negroes, should be delivered over for judgment to the aforesaid Commission, — 
I have to inform Mr. Fox that the Department of Justice is about to issue the necessary orders to 
deliver over to the said Commission the above-mentioned vessels, which would already have been 
done but for the necessity of taking certain previous steps, as, for instance, placing the above-men- 
tioned Africans in depdt, obtaining documents, and other indispensable measures.

His Excellency declares, in his Note, that the Govermncnt of His Britannic Majesty cannot consent 
to pay to the said Owners any kind of compensation for expenses and losses sustained in an illegal 
enterprise, and, in support of this decknration, refers to what has already been said to (he Brazilian 
Government by Sir Robert Gordon, who, in a Note, dated Rio de Janeiro, July 4, 1827, laid it down 
as a principle, that, in fairness, no compensation can be due to those who engage in a Traffic attended 
by- circumstances constituting illegal Slave Trade. 

Notwithstanding the refusal so explicitly given in His Excellency's Note, the Undersigned, being 
of opinion that the British Government has no right to decide alone definitively on this question, once 
more ventures to request His Excellency to take it again into consideration, and to recollect, that not 
the circumstances of the Traffic in question, but the sentence of the Commission of Sierra Leone, is the 
point to he attended to; for whenever there is a Court of Justice duly established for taking cognizance 
of the circumstances of transactions of this sort, and for adjudging them accordingly, neither of the 2 
Governments is entitled to decide on its details^ but to act in conformity with tne sentences of the 
Court ; and though His Excellency believes he has a sufficient knowledge of the circumstances of the 
Traffic in question to be able to pronoimce it illegal, and decide that the indemnities are not due, in 
point of equity. His Excellency cannot be ignorant that equity, which is not always justice, must give 
way to a right founded on a judicial decision. 

According to the clause which the Commission has added to its judgment, the Undersigned is con- 
vinced that the Government of His Excellency bad every right to refuse at once the requireid payment, 
and he deems it even very natural, but cannot agree that it had the right of alone coming to a resolu- 
tion on what the judgment has made to depend on the consent of the 2 Governments. 

In this state of the matter it is only by employing one of the means of coming to a mutual under- 
standing, introduced by the usage of nations^ that this question can definitively be determined, and on 
this pomt the Undersigned thinks he has a right to hope for the concurrence of the Government o£ 
His Britannic Majesty.

The Undersigned, &c^ has had the honour of receiving the Note which 
M. de Ribeiro, &c^ addressed to him on the 17th ultimo, requesting His 
Majesty's Government to reconsider the decision which it has come to, not to 
concur in granting compensation for loss and damages sustained by the Brazilian 
brig '^Activo,'' in the prosecution of an illegal voyage for slaves, under Brazilian 
colours, in the year 1826. 

The Undersigned has to state, m reply^ that he regrets very much that he 
cannot take a differoit view of this case from that which he has already had 
the honour of communicating to M« de Ribeiro. 

The '' Activo"' was indisputably engaged in the ill^al Slave Trade, but the 
Treaty did not authorize the cruizer by which she was detained to capture her 
in the particular spot in which she was found. The Court of Mixed Commission 
released her, as not being liable to capture in the place where she was met 
with ; but, adverting to the fact that she was proved to have been engaged in 
the illegal Slave Trade, the Court hesitated as to awarding compensation to the 
Owners, and decided that such compensation should only be granted if both 
the British and Brazilian Governments should agree to give it; but His 
Majesty's Government cannot agree to pay public money in the shape of com- 
pensation to any persons for losses sustained und^ such circumstances as those 
out of which the present claim arises; and, therefore, the agreement of the 2 
Goreraments, which the Court declared should be the condition upon which 
alone compensation should be granted, has not taken place; and, as far as Great 
Britain ie concerned, no such compensation can be given*

I HAVE received your l)espatches upon the subject 9^ th^.case of the 
*^ Maria da Oloria,^* which had beep, captured with 423 slaves on board, under 
Portuguese colours, by his Majesty's snip ** Snake/* and brought before the 
Mixed British and Brazilian Qoifiini^^ioa at R^iq de JaneirOt 

This case has received the serious consideration of His Majesty's Government;* 
and I transmit, for your information and guidance, the Copy of an Instruction 
which I have addressed to the British Commissioners at Rio de Janeiro, 
acquainting theu' with Ihd opinion which Hie Majesty's Gdveemnetit ^tertain of 
the proceedings of the Mixed Commission in this case ; and directm^ theip to^ 
urge the Brazilian Coihmis^ioners to proceed to adjudicate in cases which may 
be brought before the Court utrder circumstaifces similar to those 6f the *^ Marta 
da Gloria.'' 

' You will take an opportunity of acquainting the 'Brazilian Gotcroittent with 
the opinion which His Majesty's Government entertain of the jurisdiction of the 
Mixed Court, and 3rou will urge them to give corresponding instructions to the ' 
Brazilian Cotaimissionerd. ' 

These proceedings of the Mixed Court ^ow so strongly the necessity of 
further measures being adopted to put a stop to the Slave Trade, that I have to 
repeat to you the instructions which you nave already received, to press upon 
the Brazilian Government their immediate accession to those Articles in the ' 
Conventions between Great Britain and France which are not contained in the ' 
Treaties between His Majesty ^nd the Emperor of the Brazils.

(Extract.) Rio de Janeiro, 15th October y 1834. , 

The African negroes recently liberated by verdicts of the Mixed Com- 
mission for the suppression of unlawful Slave Trade established at Rio de Janeiro, 
are at present employed at the public works, labouring as apprentices, provi- 
sionally, in the hands of the Government Orders also have been transmitted 
by the Minister of Justice to the different Provinces of the Empire, directing 
the same couii»e to be followed with regard to all negroes liberated in virtae ot 
the Braxilian Law of November^ 1831, iacludiug consequently not only those 
fooxid on board captured slave vessels, but such likewise as shall be seized from 
dieir unlawful Owners in any part of the country, and liberated upcHi proof appear- 
ing of their having been fraudulently introduced. 

This pfoyisional arrangement is oif course less satisfactory than what would 
have resulted from a true and full execution of the original stipulatioas of the 
Slave Trade Conventtoa, regarding the mode of apprenticeship of the emanci* 
pttted blacks ; but I believe it is, practically, the meet humane and comfortable 
destinsytion that could, under the present circumstances, be chosen in thiaCountry 
for the victims resetted from slav^. The negroes, thus serving in the ediploy*^ 
nent of Government, are well treated, and not overworked ; and, above all, thett 
is not the risk of their being agiain fraudulently disposed of, and robbed of their 
freedom for ever, which was most frequently the fate of the unhappy objects 
portioned out as apprentices in the hands of private Brazilians^ 

This system, however, has only been adopted as a temoorary expedient, to fe* 
main in force until such time ae it shall be found practicable to give effect, in one 
way or another, to th<U part of the Braeilian Law of 1831 whi<ii enjoioe the re« 
exportation of emancipated ahtvea. 

That portion of the ^same Law, which . prescribed that the liberated bladka 
should be reconveyed to Africa at the expense of the c<mvicted illegal tradiers^ 
and there delivered ov» to the native Authorities of the Slave Coae^ against , 
which His Majesty's Government so strongly aod so jt»stly remonstratedi has been 
entirely abanckmed, both virtually and formally, by the ONBicial DedaratiM of the 
Government, made to the Legislative Assembly in the " Rektorw,' or Report^ 
from the Department of Foreign Affairs. 

The Government, however, are still equally and most impatiently desirous of 
contriving some mode for eventuall)^ diipostttg of the lib^ted ^aves ^t of 
Brazil ; partly from deference to Jthe will of the Assembly, expressed in the Law 
above referred to ; and partly also from a real apprehension that the admission 
of a number of free bladts into this slave-holding Crountry may be productive 
of pernicious consequences. En^^lishmen and Brazilians must be expected to 
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argue this queetios in diffetent ways, as thejr start from different points in their 
argument ; and a native of Brazil, never looking to the possible ultimate emanci^ 
pation of the black population of his Country, is perhaps right, in his narrow view 
of the subject, in discouraging, by all the means in his power, the introduction 
into the same Country of a large portion of African blacks in a state of 
freedom. 

It is ttndcr.this impression that the Government of Brazil is now entering into 
Negotiation with every Power possessing Colonies on the Coast of Africa to 
conclude some arrangement for receivingthe emancipated negroes as free labourers 
in those Colonies. But, whatever arrangement of this nature may be made, and 
in whatever quarter, it is easy to foresee that the main difficulty (looking to what 
is of course our chief object, the well-being and bond fide deliverance of the negroes) 
will always be found in the reconveying them across the Atlantic. I do not see 
how it will be possible, excepting at a vast expense, to be borne by one Govern* 
ment or the other, to secure to the liberated blacks the benefit of good treatment 
during the voyage, and a safe delivery at their place of destination. Certainlv 
no private seafaring conti:actor belonging to this Country could be trusted with 
such a commission. 

The Brazilian Minister has urged me to express again to your Lordship how 
very great a satisfaction it would be to the Government of this Country if some 
uraageo^eut could be agreed upon to receive the liberated blacks, either at 
Sierra Leone (as was formerly proposed) or in the West Indies, or in any other 
British Colony ; and I believe that solicitations to the same effect will have been 
renewed to your Lordship by the Brazilian Envoy in London. I am^ of course, 
unable to judge how far His Majesty's Gk>vemment may be able or willing to 
accede to such a proposal ; but there is little doubt that it presents the best, 
perhaps the only, means of securing the benefit of freedom to the unfortunate 
objects most interested in the question. 

I am persuaded that it is quite impossible, in this Country, to give effect to the 
true meaning of that part of the Slave Trade Convention which provides for the 
apprenticeship of the blacks in the hands of private individuals ; not only arc 
the Government and the superior Authorities opposed to such a system upon 
principle, but even if they were to change their opinion, or be constrained by 
the obligation of Treaties to act contrary to it, they would not possess the means 
of doing so with advantage. The Government of Brazil has not sufficient 
control over the inhabitants to enable it to prevent the apprenticed blacks from 
being again fraudulently sold as slaves, and thenceforth more cruelly treated 
than if placed in a lawful and acknowledged state of slavery. Neither would 
any jurisdiction that could be allowed to the British Commissioners; or other 
British Authorities, (were such a thing possible^) be sufficient to watch over the 
existence and welfare of the apprentices in a Country of wild manners and 
amazing extent like Brazil. All the planters and proprietors throughout the 
land, into whose hands these apprentices must be intrusted, are cordially averse 
to their emancipation, both from interest and from prejudice ; while the subor- 
dinate and local magistrates, whose business it. should be to compel the execution 
of the law, are themselves drawn from the same class of proprietors, and governed 
hy the same interests^and prejudices. 

For all these reasons I cannot but heartily concur in the wishes expressed by 
the Brazilian Minister, that some plan may be discovered for disposing of the 
emancipated negroes, away from Brazil. Unfortunately, in discussing every 
'point and every bearing of the questions of Slavery and Slave-dealing in this 
part of the World, it is much more easy to point out tne enormity and abominable 
extent of the evil than to suggest means for its abatement ; but it appears to 
me that the worst of all that can happen is to abandon those negroes, who have 
been once rescued from the horrors of slavery, to the risk, indeed almost to' the 
certainty, of being again crushed under the same miserable yoke. The pro- 
visional arrangement, which is now acted upon, of employing the emancipated 
negroes at the public works, under the safeguard of Government, has been 
adopted by the Minister, Aureliano, (as Minister of Justice,) upon his own respon- 
sibility; and I am very doubtful whether the Legislative Assembly, in its Session 
of next year, will sanction a continuance of the same system. It is also ej^tremely 
probable that in other parts of the Empire the local Legislatures, to be now 
convoked, will lay claim to the privilege of themselves regulating all such affairs 
within their respective Provinces. The greatest advantage would therefore be

My Lord, Rio de Janeiro, \5th OctxAer, 1834. 

I HAVE had the honour to receive, ty the last packet, which arrived here 
on the 1st instant, your Lordship's Despatch* of the 25th of July, enclosing Copies 
of Correspondence between His Majesty's Ambassador at Paris, and the French 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, upon the subject of the Slave Trade Con- 
ventions recently concluded between Great Britain and France ; and instructing 
me to support the efforts which the accredited Minister of France at Rio de 
Janeiro may be instructed to make, on the part of his Court, to indnce th« 
Brawlian.Govjernraent to become a party to the Conventions in question. 
' With respect to those parts of the Conventions above referred to which treat 
of the Equipment Article, and of the proposal for breaking up vessels condcfiined 
for being engaged in the unlawful Traffic in Slaves, I had already, previously to 
the receipt of these last instructions from your Lordship, called the attention of 
the Brazilian Government to those 2 important points of Anti-Slave-Trade 
Liegislation, in a Letter addressed to the Brazilian Minister for Foreign Affairs; of 
which I have the honour herewith to enclose a Copy ; grounding my appltcertton 
upon former instructions on the same subject, which have, from time to titaie, beeij 
addressed to this Mission from your Lordship's Office. 

My Letter was officially communicated to the Assembly, and read to them, by 
the Minister, Aureliano, at the same time that he recommended to their adoption 
some other measures, connected with the more effectual suppression of the Sl^ve 
Trade. But the Minister, and all his communications, were, unfortunately, upon 
this occasion, equally ill received; and the reading of my Letter served oaly te 
call forth a violent attack upon the Government for listening to Foreign dicta- 
tion, and upon Great Britain for presuming to give advice to Brazil ; together 
with demands for the immediate abolition of the Mixed Commissions, both at Rio 
.de Janeiro and at Sierra Leone, and a renewal of the former appeals and com- 
plain^ against many of the sentences of those Commissions. 

1 have since received an official Reply from the Brazilian Minister, tot vjliicn I 
have also the honour to enclose a Translation,) warding off for the pre^^nt 
the 2 proposals contained in my Letter, upon the plea that the object of chief 
urgency at this moment is to succeed in depriving the illegal Slave Traders of 
the protection of the Portuguese flag, which object. His Excellency is induced t6 
hope, will be attained through the intervention of His Britannic Majesty*s Go-^ 
vernment; and that, when this point shall have been gained, the Slave Trade 
along the Coast of Brazil may be expected altogether to cease. 

It is so far true, that as long as the protection of the Portuguese flag is afforded 
to the Slave Traders, shielding them from public vengeance, and, as it is un- 
fortunately found to do in these latitudes, withdrawing them from the jurisdiction 
of every Tribunal, the whole of the illegal Slave Trade along the Coast of Brazil 
will continue to be carried on under that flag, and under no other ; so that it 
becomes, for the time, of less consequence what additional laws are passe4 for 
the more effectual suppression of the trade under the flag of Brazil. But, if 
means shall fortunately be found to put an end to this fraudulent use of the 
Portuguese flag, it may be apprehended that the Brazilian slavers will be once 
more tempted to drive this detestable trade under the flag of their own Country ; 
and I shall therefore omit no effort, whether alone or in coiyunQtion with tha 
Minister of France, to induce the Brazilian Government to accede to the 2

I TAEB the present opportanity, before tl\e dose of the Legislative Session, and after the more 
important part of the political labours of the A^eiAbty irppeark \6 ^ Ceimiiiated, to eafi yoilr 
Excellency s attention to certain points cdtinected with the suppression of the nnlawful African, Slave 
T— Jtt, iwhinh httirii ttlrflQily, q» fiirm^r pf>rtfy<g^ Ivy;^ f.t^f yiihjpft of Correspondence between His 
Britannic Majesty's Government and the Government x>f Brazil. The principal question that I have 
to refer to is the additional Article, which it haff lonn: been the anxious desire of my Government to 
see accepted by Brf»U^ as Art hnternatiotml stipulaiioot axn^ appended to the Convention of 1826; 
whenebjP ships fitted^up fbr the Slave Trade should, when met with at sea, be treated as if the illegal 
act for which they were equipped had been committed. Stipulations to this effect, whieh have been 
entered into between Great Britain and the European Powers interesited in the suppression of the 
Slave Trade, have ahready produced such satisfactory and eticactous. results, that there seems every 
reason to hope thai the adoption of a similar measure by Brazil would tend materially to assist the 
humane and prenerons efforts of His Imperial Maje8ty!s Government for the final extinction of the 
infamous Traffic in Slaves. I liad.the particular satisfaction to observe, that in the ** Relatorio*^ from the 
Department of Foreign Afikir^, presented by your Excellency to' the General Assembly at the opening 
of the present Session, the adoption of a measure such as is above referred to, was strongly recom^ 
nuended to the Assembly. An overture upon this question was made to one of your Excellency s 
predecessors, by Mr. Aston, His Britannic Majesty's Charge d'Affaires, in the year 1831 ; and a 
further communication upon the same subject was addressed by Mr. Ouseley, to his Excellency Senhor 
Bento da Silva Lisboa, in the month of Jnly, ISdS ; upon which occasion a Copy of the proposed 
stipulations was oomnwoicated. I am fully avthoriaed and empowered by my Government toxonclude 
and sign such an Article with His ImperiarMi^st/s Government, to be an additional Article to the 
l|$lave Trade Convention of the 23d of November, 1826 ; and it appears to me that the present is a 
proper and favourable occasion for carrying this object, so anxiously desired by my Government, 
into efTect. 

Theother point to which I am desirous of calling the attention of your Excellency, is the measure, 
also proposed, at a former period by His Britannic Majesty's Government to the Government of 
Brazil, for enforcing the entire destruction of vessels condemned for having been engaged in the Slave 
Trade, and the sale of their materials when broken up, as the most hkely and effectual means of 
preventing such vessels from aptin falling into the hands of SlaTe Traders, and being a second time 
employed for the same unlawful and criminal projects* An overture on this subject was also made by 
His Britfufinic Majesty's Charg^ d*Affairesto your E^ccellency's predecessor, in the month of June,1833. 

Waiting the honour of your Excellency's reply to the subjects contained in the present contmuniT 
cation, I avail myself of the occasion to renew, ftc.

The Undersigned, &c., acknowledges the receipt of the Note addressed to him by Mr. Fox 
on the 28d of last month, referring to a former correspondence between this Office and the British 
Lotion, and suggesting the expediency of conchiding &» Additional Article to the Convention of the 
$8d of NoTember, 182ft» as the roost effeciual means of suppressing the unlawful Trade in African 
Slaves* 

Tbe Undersigned, after reading the whole of the correspondence referred to, considers that it would 
be unnecessary toirepeat over again to Mr. Fox the eflTorts that have been made by the LegishUive 
Assembly^ and by the Government of Brazil, to repress, and, once for all, to pat an end to, that infa- 
mous traffic ; and there is no doubt this salutary end would already have been accomplished, if it were 
not for the protection given to the trade by the Portuguese flag, and in the Portuguese Colonies : as^ 
IS notorious, and has been proved by facts. 

The Imperial Government, persuaded that, this evfl once eradicated, there would be an end of the 
horrible Traflfic in Slaves, applied both to the Government of His BriUanic Majesty, and directly to the 
Government of Portugal, that effectual measures might be taken to prevent Portuguese vessels from 
being allowed to frequent those Colonies in quest of slaves. And, fortunately, these applications have 
not been mad^ in vain ; for the Trnperial Government is now officially informed that the Government 
of Great Britain has already proposed to the Government of Her Most Faithful Majesty, to conclude a 
IVeaty fdr the abolition of the Slave Trade within the Portuguese Dominkins. It therefore appears 
BM^t espedient to the Imperial Government to await the result of this Negotiation, which will of 
itself be sufficient for the attainment of those objects which the Governments of Great Britain and 
Brazil have it so much at heart, for the benefit pf humanity, to accomplish.

With reference to former Despatches, which you will have recetred 
from His Majesty's Secretary of State, upon the means of effecting the complete 
extinction of the Slave Trade, I send to you herewith the Draft of 2 Articles, 
one stipulating for the condemnation of vessels equipped for Slave Trade, and 
the other stipulating for the breaking up of condemned slave vessels. 

It is believed that stipulations to this effect will conduce more than any others 
to the extinction of that proscribed trade. 

I have therefore to desire that you will use your best endeavours to induce the 
Brazilian Minister to agree to the stipulations in question ; and I send you * 
herewith Full Powers for negotiating and concluding a Supplementary Con- 
vention, comprising these 2 Articles, with the Brazilian Government*

Draft of Supplementary Articles to the Treaty with Brazil, of 2Sd November, 1825. 

His Majesty the King^of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of Brazil, being desiro'us of rendering more effectual the Treaty for tho aup- 
pression of the Slave Trade concluded between the Crowns of Great Britain and Brazil on the 2Sd 
of November, 1826, have resolved to annex to the aforesaid Treaty certain supplemeiiiary i^ides ; 
and for this purpose they have respectively named as their Plenipotentiaries, viz., 

who, having communicated to each other their respective Full Powers, found to be in good and due 
form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles : 

AltTlOLB 1. 

It is hereby mutually agreed, between the 2 High Contracting Parties, that every merchant vessel, 
British or Brazilian, which shall be visited by virtue of the before-mentioned Treaty of the 29d of 
November, 1826, may lawfully be detained, and sent or brought before the Mixed Courts of Justice 
established in pursuance of the provisioos of the aforesaid Treaty, if in her equipment there shall 
be found any of the things hereinafter mentioned, namely : 

1. Hatches with open gratings, instead of the close hatches which are usual in merchant Teasels. 

2. Divisions or bulk heads, in the hold or on deck, in a greater number than are necessary for vesifls 
engaged in lawful trade. 

3. Spare plank, fitted for laying down as a second, or slave deck. 

4. Shackles, bolts, or handcuffs. 

5. A larger quantity of water, in casks or in tanks, than is requisite for the consumption of the 
vessel as a merchant vessel. 

6. An extraordinary number of water-cask^, or of other vessels for holding liquid, unless the Master 
shall produce a certificate firom the Custom-house at the place from which hecleared outwards, stating 
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that a sufficient security had heen given by the Owners of such vessel that such extra quantity of casks, 
or of other vessels, should only be used to bold palm-oil, or for other purposes of lawful commerce. 

7. A greater quantity of mess^ubs or kids than are requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel, 
as a merchant vessel. 

8. A boiler, of an unusual ^ize, and larger than requisite for the use of the crew of the vessel, as a 
merchant vessel ; or more than one boiler of the ordkmry size. 

9. An extraordinary quantity either of rice ; of the flour of Brazil ; mamoc, or cassada (com- 
monly called ** farinha;'') of maize; or of Indian com ; beyond what might probably be requisite for 
the use of the crew ; such rice, flour, maize, or Indian com, not being entered on the manifest as part 
of the cargo for trade. 

Any one or more of these several circumstances, if proved, shall be considered as pHmd facie evi- 
dence of the actual employment of the vessel in the Slave Trade ; and the vessel shall thereupon be 
condemned, and declared lawful prize, unless satisfactory evidence upon the part of the Master or 
Owners shall establish that such vessel was, at tile time of her detention or capture, employed in some 
l^gal pursuit. 

Articlb IL 

It is hereby tmHnally agreed, between the 2 High Contrteting Parties, that in all cases in which a 
vessel shall, under the Treaty of the 23d November, 1826, or under the present Supplementary Arti- 
cles thereto, be detained by a criiizer of either of the 2 High Contracting Parties duly atithorized 
thereto, on the gronnd of such vessel having been engaged in the Slave Trade, or having been fitted 
cmt for the pmposes thei«of, and such vessel shall consequently be adjudged aad condemned by the 
Mixed Courts of Justice established under the aforesaid Treaty of 28d November, 1826, the said 
yessel shall, immediately aller its condemnation, be broken up entirely, and shall be sold in separate 
parts, after having been so broken up. 

Article III. 
The present Articles shall be ratified by the d High ConttWDtittg Pitties, and the Ratifteatioits shall 
be exchanged at the expiration of 6 months from the date liereof, or sooner, if it can be done.

My Lord, British Consulate, Bahia, I8th December, 1833. 

I RESPECTFULLY Submit to your Lordship the enclosed Copies of my 
Correspondence with the President of Bahia, touching the Portuguese brig- 
schooner, '' Atrevido," from which a cargo of slaves was recently landed in this 
vicinity. 

The vessel is American-built. She navigated under Portuguese colours; 
and about 3 years since was captured and condemned at Princes Island for 
piracy. Charles Shillitoe, Master and sole Owner of the schooner " Margaret," 
of London, purchased and navigated her from Princes Island hither, under the 
name of " JSmma," despatched her to the coast, and exchanged her, as I am 
informed, at Ajuda, with the notorious '* de Squza, or Chd Chdy" for a cargo of 
43laves, which he succeeded in landing at the Havana. 

Under the new proprietorship of Chd Chd, the *^ Borboletta,'' alias ** Emma,'' 
became the ** Atrevido," and was recognised here as a Portuguese vessel, with a 
change of ownership changing her external form. Originally a schooner, she 
has now become a brig-schooner, and is about to be converted into a brig. 

In the month of she came from the coast ^^in ballast;" so 

reported, at least, although it was generally credited that about 400 slaves had 
been landed from her to the southward of Bahia. 

On the euthority of rumour only, I did not feel myself justified in making any 
official representation to the President.

The ruHKHir, as custoiMirir, iwas, that she had safety landed her fSaves (407;) 
and a credible informant assured me, that Senhor Joao Garcia^ the coipmander^ 
Imd^ m his presence^ made it matter of boast. 

Under these circumstances I addressed my letter to the President of Bahia** 

His reply being but the echo of the exculpatory feport of the very parties who 
were supposed to have been inattentive to duty, or perhaps corrupt, reduced me 
to the necessity of searching for stronger evidence.f 

Accordingly I obtained the Official Report of the Officer <if the gnindeliip I 
found his description of the vessel and her equipment at once indicated ** slaver,** 
or " pirate.":}; 

By further inquiry, I obtained information from one of the '^ AtrevidoW crew, 
that she landed about 400 slaves a few leagues to the northward of this harbour. 
The apprehension of private vengeance deterred the man from giving hts depoti** 
tlon in regular form. Fmally, however, I obtained the evidence of an eye-witness 
to many of the guilty proceedings.^ 

His solemnly attested narrative sufficiently confirms the suspicions entertained ; 
and, from scrupulous inquiry into the character of the man, I have no hesitatioa 
in giving full credit to what he has revealed. My informant e^^acted the ccm- 
dition not to have his name divulged. 

I lost no time in placing a copy of the man's statement in the hands of the 
President, when his Excellency with prompt candour assured me^ that he did 
" not entertain a doubt that it was true. 

Thus the matter rests. The truth and facts are before the Local Authorities, 
and they have only to follow up the guilty co-operators in this hitherto pros- 
perous violation of humanity, and law, and treaty.

I beg to add, that I shall consider myself much obliged by-your ExceUency's early attention to this 
matter, and bv the communication of such information as may enable roe to satisfy the British 
Government that the Authorities of Bahia are sincere and zealous in carrying into effect the philan« 
thropic intentions of the Supreme Government.

Thai o« die day that the brif-sehooner **A4rmdo'' entered this port under Portuguese colours, ht 
weal Hutentiy on- bmi), and there remamed uatil the 8th day of the present mo«th) there fearnnig 
tfwk mgtmi part of her caigo of slaves had been disembaricedl about a lea^e distant from Torrt^ 18 
leagues to the north of Bahia. 

That the lemainder, on entering this port, wene shipped in a ^ Gatouptira^** which coasted along^ 
fSfl Islandof Itaparica to the Creek of Itapagipe^ and landed the slaves at the sugar estate of Cabrito^ 
7 onlf estsptod, who were invalids 

INmt^fcnr hours after the veosel wmt at anchor, these people vrere smuggled out from the fore 
cabhi, plenty of food and vrater bang sftiown^ to them, and a man with a whip in his hand being sta- 
tioned theie tto prevent theit talking. 

Monavir, whilst the vessel was entering this port, a whale-boat came in pursuit, having on board, 
as H wavsaki, armed men from the Torre. The brig-schooner fired 1 of her guns, they neared to 
eommuniealiBt and the crew of the whale-boat came on board, leaving their own boat made fast astern 
ofthe-^/re«do." 

Doss not know whether it was through negligence or bribery that the yisiting Officer did not dis^ 
csivas Ills alaiKs ; the fact is, that no one went below, they only looked down the hatches. In order to 
sflM Hie diaemb a i ha i i sn of theslanrss^ a ** vkila" was sent for from store, and the esfitaiQ snt down 
to table with the guards, as if to divert them, causing them to drink freely ; and„ profiting of the time 
tMey w«fs adeep, they got llie slaves into the boat, and landed them at the '* Caes Dourado," in the 
tttf of Bahia, dose to the house of Vicente de Paula Silva, into which they were admitted about 4 
e'ciodi in the morning ; and he is certain that at this very time 40 or 50 blacks might be found at the 
store bdow the house of the said Vicente de Pauia Silva. 

Before the vessel came into port, some of the water-butts were taken to pieces, the staves being 
stowed away under the stone ballast, and the heads and bottoms being thrown overboard. Four of the 
guns with which the vessel is accustomed to be armed when she quits port were likewise stowed away 
equally under the ballast. Twenty days afterwards^ profiting by the absence of the Custom House 
guard, who slept ashore that night, they got out the staves and landed' them, and the casks, repaired 
and remounted, are now standrng-in front of the house of the said Vicente de Paula, as the vessel, 
when she goes out again, will take with her her stocks of water, in order to have nothing more to do 
than to take the slaves and return hither without delay. 

It is the custom there, when a parson goes to buy a slave, to rteeive for answer that tliey ** vrill 
shortly come back with one, as well to afford time for bringing np the slave and dressing him, as to 
cause the belief that no slave existed in the very house, and that the parties were obliged to send out 
to get one for " i^odJ' thereby to avoid any information being laid against them. 

It is publicly known on board that the captain himself had said that he made a present of 2 
young negresses to a superior Officer of the Custom House, and a pair of negro men for Cadeira, 
(Sedan Chair and Palanquin,) to a great authority on shore ; who it was, he is not personally able to 
declare.

On this 10^ day of April, in the year of our Lord 18S4y personally came and appeared before 
me, Rufino Alexandre, a native of Manilla, and seaman belonging to the Spanish brig-schooner 
*' Musca ;** and being voluntarily sworn on the Holy Evangelists of Almighty God, did solemnly 
declare to the following effect, namely, — that, being at the Havana about 13 months ago, he shipped as 
seaman in the said brig-schooner, and proceeded in her to the coast of Africa, under the command of 
Serihor Joan Eressa, half Owner of the *' Mmca^ in conjunction with Senhor Francisco Felix de 
Souza, (Ch& Chi,) the Owner of the other half; that after touching at various places without finding a 
cargo, they finally obtained one from Senhor Francisco Felix de Souza (Chd Ch&) aforesaid, at 
Ajuda, and receiving on board from him 255 male and female slaves ; that they then proceeded on 
their voyage to the Brazil, and made the ** Torre," n few leagues to the northward of Bahia, on or 
about the 8th day of March last ; that the Mate of the vessel went on shore to concert with the 
Consignee, and the brig-schooner cruized off and on for the space of 4 or 5 days; that as he, tlie 
deponent, supposed and verily believes, a large launch, or fishing-vessel, called ^' Garoupeira,^' was 
sent out ^om the Port of Bahia, and joined company with the '* Mutca!' and having discharged into 
her a cargo of stone ballast, the surviving slaves, namely, 228, (27 having died on the passage,) were 
trans-shipped into the launch, '^ Garotipeira!* and, as he verily believes they were safely landed at 
night in or about Bahia; that, on or about the 14th of March last past, the brig-schooner *' Musca** 
came to an anchor in this Port.

men, and aimed with. 2 guns and small arms, having on board 292 slaves. 

The Captain of the '^ JRazoj'^ a native of Barcelona, reported to have brought 
the jdaves from near WWdah« in the Bight of Benin^ on the Coast of Africa, and 
that she was bound iof the. Ha vena. 

That 293 slaves had been received on board, but 1 had died during the 
voyage ; and, from the date of her Papers, it appeared that she had left the 
Coast odF Africa ahout the 23d November.

I hasten to inform your Excellency that this project of a Note perfectly answers the views of the 
King's €k>vemment, and that accordingly I shall send a translation of it to His Majesty's Ambassa- 
dors at Vienna, St. Petersburg, Naples, and Turin, as well as to the King's Minister at Berlin, request- 
ing them to communicate with the Representatives of His Britannic Majesty, with the view of 
transmitting simultaneously, to the Gqvemments to which they are respectively accredited, Notes of the 
san^e import as the project. 

The Cabinet of His Britannic Majesty will, nevertheless, consider whether it would not be advisable 
to add immediately to the request of accession, the proposal of realizing the accession hy means of a 
formal Treaty, I shall eventually authorize the King^s Agents to conclude with this proposal the 
Note which they will have to present, in case your Government should think proper likewise to autho- 
rize the Agents of His Britannic Majesty thereto.

and England for the repression of the Slave Trade, adding that hrs Britannic Majesty's Govemment, 
with tlie view of facilitating the success of these steps, gives up the proposition which it had made 
separately to extend the right of search to the Coasts of the United States^ which proposition seems to 
have been the principal ground for the refusal given by the Federal Government to the united request 
of accession preferred in the name of the 2 Powers. The King's Government wonld have enter- 
tained little hope of ijiduciog the Government of the United States, by fresh representations, to 
embrace thfe principles acted upon by France and Great Britain, for the pm*po8e of more effectually 
repressing the hateful Slave Trade, if His Britannic Majesty's Cabinet had thought proper to insist 
oii the adoption of a Clause which, in the direct negotiations it had some years since conducted wftli 
the United States, had already^ on the part of the latter, given rise to such serious objections. As, 
however, by the waving of this Clause, new steps may have a better chance of success, I have, in com- 
pliance with the wish which your Excellency has been directed to state to the King's Government, 
transmitted to His Majesty's Minister at Washington the requisite instructions for authorizing him ta 
commence and follow them up diligently in conjunction with His Britannic Majesty'Si Minister.

His Majesty's Goverament have had under consideration the Proposition 
for mutually restoring British and Danish fugitive slaves. 

His Majesty's Government admit the force of the Observations made on this 
subject by the Minister of Denmark. In order, however, to meet the wishes 
of the Danish Government, as^ expressed in Mr. Krabbe's Note, it would be 
necessary that a change should be made in the existing Laws of this Country, 
because the Executive Government of England has not, at present, any power 
to deliver up a slave in any English Colony, in order that such slave may be 
conveyed away from that Colony, and restored to his former Master. 
» Whilst slavery was legally recognised in the British West India Colonies, a 
Law granting such power might perhaps have been proposed with success ; but, 
after the Enactments which the Legislature has recently passed on the subject of 
slavery, it cannot be expected that rarliament would consent to the Proposition. 

Parliament would not fOr an instant listen to a Proposal that Foreign slaves, 
who had found their way to Great Britain, should be delivered up to their 
former Masters. 

But when the Measure of Emancipation now actually in progress shall have 
been carried into full effect, there will, with respect to slavery, be no difference 
between these Colonies and the Mother Country. 

It would, therefore, be as fruitless to propose to Parliament a delivering up of 
slaves in the Colonies as in Great Britain. 

Under these circumstances, His Majesty's Government feel that they cannot 
properly enter into negotiation for the arrangement, which is urged by the 
Danish Minister, on this subject; and I have to direct you to make a commu- 
nication to the Danish Government to that effect.

By the 9th Article of the first-mentioned Convention, the Contracting Parties 
agree to invite the accession of the other Maritime Powers ; and I, accordingly, 
send to you the Draft of a Note Whicfa^ in concert with the Fr^ieh M^jkiftt^r at 
Vienna, your Excellency will present to the Austrian.

The registry, to which foreign-^ilt ships aia admitted iik 
the ports of Fmssia, and the absence of a national navy, whose cmizers might 
have been trouUesomfi^ wnie;J o^servedy in^tiienselves^^rcunistances presenilis 
pecuUai* fluiiliti^-for carrying on the Slave Tr»ie, ^ich. were not likely tot h(e^ 
overlooked by those who were ai^ged in' it; and, if to this wrae added! tlie 
assurance of immunity from: aQ moltsstation by the ships of war of oti^r Natiooa^^ 
l3le Slave Trader, under the protectioh of the Prussian^ ccdours, might coiytintie 
to elude the vigthmce -of the Frtneh and Bnttsii Navies. 

An M. Anciuon himself admitted^ that no praotioal inconveni^ice could resnlt 
fromi his aeoMsion to our Conventioiia, I expreaseek my earaest. hope tliat luik 
would give this proposal a more favourable attention man*, it had: yet obtained 
from him. He promised that it should be submitted to the serious ccmsideration 
of the Govemn^^ and that no Answer should be returned to my lilote till he had 
an opportuni^ of conversing further with, me upon the subject.

been e'mplggred to cover the traffic in Slaves^ anil never ma be so employed m 
future; that, Prussia has but little commerce with Countries within the limits to 
which these. Conventions are applicable ; and that .what she has is carried oik 
ejtcUisively in ships of the Maritime Company, and of the Company of Elberfeld^ 
both sufficiently under the control of the Government to render their partici-

pation ia the Slave Trade impossible. Such being the case, M. AaeiUoa 
contends that the accession of Prussia to these Conventions would be a gratuitous 
concession, on her part, of the principle of the right of search^ where no oppor* 
tunity of exercising that right by Prussian ships of war would ever occur ; a9d 
that Prussia could, therefore, derive no benefit whatever from such a concession.; 

Notwithstanding these objections^ your Lordship is instructed to renew your 
application for the formal accession of Prussia to these Conventions; for I feel 
persuaded that the Prussian Government will, on further consideration, be 
disposed to admit that their arguments are less conclusive than they may at first 
have imagined them to be, and will see that their objections may easily be 
obviated by reservations in the Treaty of Accession, 

In discussing the subject with the Prussian Government, you will state that 
although the commercial navy of His Prussian Majesty may not niuch frequent 
the seas in which the Slave Trade is carried on, and may never have engaged in 
that Trade, and may be so completely under the control of the Government aa 
to preclude the possibility of its being so engaged, yet if His Prussian Msyesty 
should not accede to these Treaties, ships of other Countries may fraudulently 
assume the flag of Prussia, in order to protect themselves from search and 
hinderance in their traffic ; and thus, in a matter in which Prussian subjects haye, 
no interest, the flag of Prussia might be prostituted by strangers to purposes, 
abhorrent to the benevolent sentiments of His Prussian Majesty. 

You will further remark, that the concession of the right of search would be 
mutual between Prussia, Great Britain, and France; would stand upon specific, 
Convention ; and would be limited, in the case of each Nation, to vessels met 
with under circumstances which may give just cause of suspecting that they, 
are employed in Slave Trade. 

His rrussian Majesty, therefore, without any inconvenience to his own sub- 
jects, or any interference with their interests, and without infringing upon any 
international principles, would, by acceding to these Conventions, be enabled to 
afford to the World an additional and honourable proof of those enlightened and 
humane sentiments by which His Prussian Majesty is so well known to be 
animated; and would, at the same time, have the satisfaction of giving to 
England and France a most important aid in accomplishing the benevolent 
objects which those Powers have in view. 

' You will add, that the enclosed Draft of Treaty has been prepared with a view 
to meet the peculiar feelings and position of His Prussian Majesty with regard 
to all the above points; and you will express the confident hope of His 
Majesty's Government that the enclosed Draft may meet with the concurrence 
of the Prussian Government.

My Lord, BerRn, 24<A September, 1834. 

I HAVE communicated to M. Ancillon your Lordship's Despatches of the 
8th and 15th instant, and His Excellency admits that the modifications which it 
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is proposed to introdutie into the Treaty^ may have the effect of meeting some of 
his objections. He had previously suggested that we might perhaps be satisfied 
with an Engagement to fiimish His Majesty's Government witn a List and 
Description of any Ships fitting out in the Ports of Prussia, to trade within the 
limits to which the Treaty proposed by us was applicable. The means of distin- 
g^uishing these ships, for wh6se pursuits the Prussian Government rendered 
Itself responsible, could, he said, easily be afforded to us, and that, whilst these 
were respected by our cruisers, we might securely deal as we please with all 
others who assumed the Prussian colours, and who could only be pirates. 

After pointing out to M. Ancillon the various objections to such an expedient 
which present themselves at first sight, I observed that his proposals implied 
concessions^ on the part of Prussia, much beyond any thing that we had sought, 
and such as, I was sure, it was impossible he could contemplate ; that it went to 
authorize a British cruiser to examine and detain every Prussian ship which 
might be found in certain latitudes, with the exception of such as might have 
sailed last from a Prussian Port, and this without a reciprocal concession on our 
side. His Excellency appeared to feel the force of this objection, which had not 
occurred to him, and undertook to communicate the Draft of the Treaty and of 
the Instructions, which I left in his hands, to the Minister of Finance and Com- 
merce, from whom a Report has been required before the Government takes any 
steps in this affair. 

After I had made him more distinctly understand the object and provisions of 
our Treaty, His Excellency expressed his conviction that we should have no 
difficulty in coming to a satisfactory arrangement ; but no direct assurance or 
opinion can be obtained from him before the Report of the Minister of Finance is 
received.

His Excellency informed me, that the Report which he had expected to receive 
from the Ministers, his colleagues, had not yet reached him, but that it could not 
be much longer retarded : M. Ancillon then said, that he had heard that the 
Russian Government, in answer to the same proposal on the part of His Majesty's 
Government, had expressed a wish that Conferences should be opened in London 
upon the subject, in which the Plenipotentiaries of the Powers interested might 
tjJce part. 

His Excellency M. Ancillon, however, did not appear to be willing to adopt 
the proposal of the Russian Cabinet, and added, that he did not conceive Aat such 
a course would tend to a more speedy arrangement of the object so anxiously 
desired by His Migesty's Government.

I HAVE received, and laid before the King, your Despatch of the 14th 
instant, reporting that you had, in compliance with Instructions from me, 
addressed a proposal to the Russian Govemmenti for their accession to the 
recent Conventions between Great Britain and France, for the more effectual 
suppression of the Slave Trade. 

1 regret to find, from your Despatch, that Count Nesselrode has expressed an 
opinion that Russia is but little interested in this question ; but I have no doubt 
that^ when he has made the reference, which he announced to you his intention 
of making, to what passed at the Congresses of Vienna and Aix-la-Chapelle upon 
this subject, he will admit that the sentiments then expressed on the part of 
Russia were by no means in unison with those which he seems now to entertain^ 

If, however, the Russian Government should, on the ground stated by Count 
Ne8selrode> make a difEicvdty in acquiescing in the proposal, you will be careful 
to point out to that Minister, that, though Russia may not^ at first sight, app^^r 
to nave any direct interest in this matter, vet, if she does not accede, her flag may 
be aisumeo bj persons epgaged in this disgraceful trafiSic, and the protection of 
that flag may thus be prostituted to bad purposes in a way thfit cwnot be coa* 
ducive to her honour as a great Power. 

You will urge, ther^fore^ upon Count Nesselrode, that, as a point of honour, 
and even setting aside those principles of humanity which, in the reign of the 
Emperor Alexander, so strongly influenced the policy of the Imperial Cabinet on 
tbis subject, Russia has a sufficient interest in this matter to lead her to accede 
to these Conventions.

It certeMy eppearrthtti, by the approbatioft given byFrawe to the system of reeiprocal eetrota, 
aoiioBpeftaiit result has* bees obMsed- in the inteiest' of a cease to which ^Uie British Cabinet^ has 
devoted such noble and constant efforts. In order to complete this system, the Contracting Partiee 
bave^recd to procure for it theaecessRHi of the trthet Maritime Powers. Those of the States whose 
ncMhtot ships cover the AHantie Ocean seen ^really necessary, uniees it be wished that copidftyv 
w4ilah is reddese of any means^ however culpable <hey may bean other respests^ehoeid render the best 
oenbined measures ollusory.^ 

Durmg the former negotiations' the Imperial Cabinet always manlfestsd tlds coatietion. Ae to 
hkeelf, Russia is fully aware thatsbe cannot have any other interest in this question than that inspined 
by the sentiments of morality and humani^. Her flag never has beett^ and >n the present state ^her 
■naritttae'camincee&-.nevereaa'ibe,^eai|>loyed'in saeh eatarprises as those whidi it is theqve^ievito 
repress. It is> therefore net likely thai theappKeation of the right of reeiprecal seanfa should ever 
extend to aay Rossis* -shipy or* that the Government should have occasion for rigorous nieasaies 
against any of its subjects on account of having transgressed the laws relative to the Slave Trade. 
Oo the mother hthnd^'thegeogrephicd position of Rvssiadoes not pennit her to keepoppcvmaitent 
Blrval^Btations iaUhe iaHitudev^wiieiethe Slera Trade isteanied on; and, berides, tbe4»esotio»^4li^ 
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measure cm which Eogland and France have agreed -hmong tbeoisclves, needs mqU In order to Bitain 
its object, her active and immediate co-^operation. 

Nevertheless His Imperial Majesty, faithful to 'the line of conduct pursued by his augusrPrede- 
cenor, is willing not (olieep,akxof froma combiDatioii* which: it has not beeti'Uie fault of (he Impeo^ 
Cabinet not' to teve seen V realized earlier. The Uadeiisigned is» therefore, aiiUiorixed to inform^Mr. 
Bligh that the Emperor, his master, is disposed, iu consequence of the friendly invitation addressed to 
liim, to take up, according to the manner pursued formerly, the thread of the negotiations relative to 
theabolitionof the Slave Trade; that as, in virtue of the add iiional article to tiie Treaty of ^ November^ 
ISU, asiwell as of tliei Protocels of^ixrk-ChapelleandDf VerDna,*the seat of these ne^tittions.was 
eatablished at Loudon, His Majesty proposes to open them there again, with the concurrence ofHhe 
Cabinets of Austria and of Prussia, and with the view of coming to a common understanding between 
"Uie b Powers who signed those transactions ; that, as to the principal object of these detiberationSi 
whicl» was clearly defied in the declaration signed et Verona, on the'28lh November, 18f2, that object 
would consist in discovering ihe most tffectuiat means for pr eventing the Slave Tradcy crndforrigo' 
Tously punishing those who carfy it on in open contravention of the laws which have already pro^ 
scribed it^ and in examining every measure compatible wUh the rights of the respective Cabinets and 
with the interests of their subjects, to the end of bringing about a result manifesting in the eyes of the 
world' the sincerity of their wishes in^ favour of a cents e deserving their common soliintude; ihtX^ 
upderthis point of view, the Emperor hesitates not iminecyately to declare, that he is ready^ on his 
part, to adhere, in principle, and for aperlod. to be^fixcd, to the system of maritime aurvelUauce, akeadjf 
agreed upon between England and France, and of which the right of reciprocal, but limited, search, 
£orms the basis; that, without being able to enter into any engagement respectijig an active co-operation 
of Russia towards this system of maritime surveillance, His Imperial. Majesty wwjfld expressly reserve 
to himself in this re8{)ect an entire reciprocity of rights aid conoessious ; and, ^ioally^as to what eoncems 
more particularly the application of this system to the situation of Russia, and, the stipulations in delMl 
which it would be necessary to enter into by concert, in order to insure to this new combination the 
character of just reciprocity which must form the basis of every agreement between Governments, as !t 
;00QS^iutes: the surest guarantee of thetn, the Imperial Cabinet looks forward with tnterest to the 
further propositions which the 2 Cabinets of London and Paris will be pleased to communicate to it. 

The Undersigned, in complying with the orders of His Sovereign by the present Communication, 
which is likewise addressed to the Ambassador of France, requests Mr, BHgh, to have the goodness to 
transmit it to his Court As soon as the Emperor shall have been informed of the acquiescence of the 
<jK>venunent of His Britamiic Majesty, and of that of Hi^ Majesty tlie King of the French, in the plau 
proposed above, His Imperial Majesty vritl order his Representative in lAndon to beiiirnished with 
instructions, and provide him with the necessary powers to enable him to take part in the deliberations

His vMajestyand the 
King of the French, for the more efiectoal suppression of the Slave Trade. 

You will express to CouniNcsselrodeithe saJtisfection with which His Majesty's 
Government! have learat, by this Note, that the same sentiments of generous 
humanity which were felt and acted upon by the Emperor Alexander, with respect 
to this detestable traffic^ continue to animate the Councils of the Russian Go- 
vernment ; and that Hia Imperial Majesty, not content with a barren expression 
of these honourable feeliugSy is prepared ta carry them actively into execution, 
and to co-operate with Great Britain and France, and with the othervMaritime 
Powers of Europe^ in ihefiBBasuresr best oaicalated to extinguishHnaUy^aodefiec- 
tually a practice which deserves -rather rto be called tpiracy than commerce, and 
which is so entirely^ repugnant to tho'Senthnents and principles of His Imperial 
Mi^erty. . ^m 

It is ttrue,o as stated by Gount ^Nenelrode^tiiafr Russia has no^oUier interest in 
dir matter ithan tfaatwhich arises from her sentimenfts ofmorality^andbinnanity; 
that her commercial :flag is.not Jikely to be employ»ed dn such undertakings {as 
those which^weiarenefifstaiviog to prevent; and thftt herowntraerehant ships, 
thorefore, can scarcely ever be espcwed to the operation t)fitlierrmutuat right of 
search; it;may be true that the'geographical position of: Russia does not allow 
her permanently to keep up a naval force in those parts of the world where the 
Slave 'Trade is earned on, add that, consequently, bervaotive aMitstanee in the 
execution ofithe proposed measmss^ could hariUyibeafiefded. 

' Bht alltheseconsiderations appear to His' Majesty^ Goivemment tobe^oinany 
xeasoBs ^hich ought to induce the. Government of ilussia^O'aeoede/withotrt 
hesitation^ to the Conventions^wihiohihaire now beoa^ pitqKMsed ta.her. 
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If Russian subjects and Russian sKips were engaged in carrying on the Slave 
Trade, or if Russia had Colonies in which slave labour was employed for^U^e 
cultivation of the soil, the Russian Government might contend^-^as many persons 
in England and France have, at various times contended, — that interests which have 
grown up tinder the sanction of the law, however immoral in principle that law 
may be, ought not to be crushed at once, or without compensation, by the rigid 
and immediate enforcement of sounder maxims, that some delay ought to be^ 
allowed to the parties concerned, in order to enable them to adapt their arrange- 
ments to the more enlightened opinions which have now begun to prevail : but 
the Russian Government is free from the diflSculties in this respect which the 
English and French Governments have had to contend with. 

Russia is not called upon to sacrifice, in the remotest degree, any Rij^sian 
interest to the principles of humanity, and the Russian Government, therefore. Is 
able to give full and entire effect to its benevolent sentiments, without the slightest 
injury to any class whatever of its subjects. All that Great Britain and France 
now ask of Russia is to enter into an agreement, by the effect of which pirates^ 
and outlaw adventurers of other Countries, shall be forbidden from fraudulently 
assuming the Russian flag as a cloak for their own base traffic ; shall be deprived 
of the means of prostituting that flag to purposes abhorrent to the sentiments of 
the Russian Government ; and shall be prevented from casting upon the Russian 
name dishonour which it does not deserve. , 

If Russian ships of war are not likely to be sent to stations where this traffic ig 
carried on, still no material inconvenience will arise from this circumstance ; for 
Great Britain and France have means enough of their own to execute the pro^ 
visions of the Conventions, and thus the Russian Govemn^nt will have th^ 
satisfaction of knowing that, by its accession to the Conventions, it will have 
afforded to Great Britain and France additional facilities for carrying their 
humane purposes into effect^ while, at the same time, the Russian navy will not 
be required to take any share in the unwholesome, laborious, and irksome service 
connected with the suppression of the Slave Trade. 

Biit the Russian Government, while it declares its complete and entire con- 
currence in the principles upon which the present proposition has been founded, 
expresses its preference for another method of carrying those principles into 
effect; and, instead of acceding at once to, the Conventions which have been 
concluded by Great Britain and France, suggests that fresh Negotiations should 
be opened, either in Lopdon or elsewhere for the purpose of ^ seeking out the 
most effectual means of preventing the Slave Trade, and of punishing those who^ 
^ngdge in it ; and for the purpose of examining what measures could be adoptea 
for this end, compatible with the rights of the r^peetive Governments, and the 
interest of their subjects ;" quoting, on this occasion, the words of a Resolutioti 
entered into at the Congress of Verona in 1822. 

His Majesty's Government would be far from wishing pertinaciously to adhere 
to their own proposal, if the object which they have in view could be eqaal)]|^ 
attained by another mode of proceeding ; but they cannot refrain from submitting; 
for the consideration of the Russian Cabinet, that the proposition of Count 
K^selrode is not applicable to the present state of the questions to which ^ it 
relates, and that to adopt it would be going backwards, instead of forwards, in ' 
this matter. 

In 1822 it was a great point gained to have succeeded in engaging all the 
Powers who were represiented at Verona to pledge themselves to the principles 
laid down in the resolutidi quoted by Count Nesselrode ; but, in the 12 years 
which have, since elapsed, great progress has been made towards the practical' 
execution of thc^e principlte, various Treaties have been conduded for that 
purpose between the seryaral Powers of Christendom, the mutual right of search 
nag been conceded for this end by Great Britain and France, and Great Britain j 
has gone further still in the practical applioatimi of the principles which ^e 
profesaes, fonr she hastibBdutely idbolished slavery in her Colonies itt the' cost 6i 
no less a sum than £20,000/)00 sterling, granted as compensatSon to her 
Colonial Proprietors. ^ 

It would, therefore, be a useless .waste of time for the Powers of Europe now 
to r^lace themselves, w,ith. respect to this question, in the situation in which 
they stood in 1822, merely in order .to wOTk...hnck-agltin,ijy.a pcociAs.pf fitego-'' 
tiation, to the point at which Great Britain Md France hifcve already arrived 
by their own reciprocal and spontaneous engagements.

* The most effectual means of pteventing the Traffic in Slaves" need no 
longer be investigated, because they have already been found out ; and they are 
contained in the Conventions to which the Russian accession is required. 

Those means are, — mutual right of search within certain latitudes and longi- 
tudes ; the condemnation of vessels fitted up in a particular manner, although no 
slaves should actually be found on board ; the breaking up of all vessels which 
may be condemned for Slave Trading ; and the application of these means has, 
by the Conventions'in question, been so arranged as to be " compatible with the 
rights of the respective Governments, and with the lawful interests of their 
subjects." 

His Majesty's G.ovemment, therefore, can see no possible advantage which 
could arise from the opening of such Conferences as tnose suggested by Count 
Nesselrode. 

If the Russian Government thinks that there are any peculiarities in the 
geographical, political, or commercial situation of Russia which would require 
that she should attach modifications or reservations to her accession to the 
Conventions of 1831 and 1833, the Governments of Great Britain and France 
would, of course, be ready to take such modifications and reservations into 
consideration, and if they were found not to interfere with the efficacy of the 
Conventions, Great Britain and France would no doubt consent fo accept them ; 
but it cannot be necessary to open a Conference of the Great Powers of Europe 
in order to make and consider such propositions. 

You will, therefore, again urge the Cabinet of St. Petersburg to accede to 
the proposal which has been made to it by those of London and Paris ; and you 
will express the anxious hope of His Majesty's Government, that the concurrence 
of His Imperial Majesty will not be withheld from stipulations, the only object of 
which is to carry into practical execution those principles which the Russian 
Government has, on all occasions, so warmly and so decidedly asserted.

My Lord, St. Petersburg, I5th October, 1834. 

I COMMUNICATED, tn ejptensa, to Count Nesselrode your Lordship's 
Despatch pf the 30th ultimo, which I had the honour to receive by last post, as^ 
the best mode of laying before the Russian Government the objections felt by 
His Majesty's Govemmrat to the plan proposed in Count Nesselrode's Note of 
the iSa^gfe , for obtaining the object which the Conventions signed by His 
Majesty and the King of the French were so well calculated to ensure, without 
the delay which the adoption of His Excellency's proposition would occasion. 

In the conversation which enstted, when I strongly ui^d Count Nesselrode 
not, for a question of form, to let slip the opportunity of at once afibrding the 
sanction of the Russian Government to a measure, which, if adopted by all 
civilized Powers, must so effectually tend to the suppression of a traffic held 
so much in horror both by the Emperor and by his rredecessor, His Excellency 
assured me, that your Lordship was mistaken in supposing that the wish of the 
Russian Government was to retrograde in the business by proposing to reopen 
discissions upon the subject, but merely to proceed in the regular course by 
obtaining, in confei^nce with the other Powers who were Parties to what had 
previously been agreed upon, their adhesion to the Conventions signed by 
England and France, the efficacy of which Russia was far from disputing. 

Count Nesselrode promised that your Lordship's reasoning on this matter 
should be taken into serious consideration, but that he would suspend giving 
any official Answer until after the return of the Emperor.

...tip. th^ receipt of this Despatch, which reached me on the 8th instant, I called 
iqxm M. de Mareuil, who informed me that he had received Instructions to the 
same effect from his Govenun^nt, and on comparing the Draft of the Notes which 
Imd been sent to us from our respective Courts, they were found to be similar in 
a3l respeets, except that as M. de Mareuirs Instructions were sent to him before 
itliad beep settled in London whether the King of Naples was to be invited to 
accede to the Conventions by a formal Treaty or not ; His Excellencv was desired 
to shape his Note in conformity with the Instructions which would oe sent to me 
upon tne subject, and he accordingly did so. 

On the loth, the Notes, with their Enclosures, were transmitted to Prince 
Cassaro by M. de Mareuil and myself; and at an interview which I had subse- 

Zuently with Prince Cassaro, I communicated to him the substance of your 
ordship's Despatch^ when His Excellency assured me^ as he had the Baron de 
Mareuil, that His Sicilian Majesty vras fully disposed to co-operate, as far as 
circmiBtaiKoes would allow him, with the Governments of England and France ia 
their endeavours to put an end to the Slave Trade« No answer has, however, 
beeft returned to our^otes, and the departure of the King of Naples for Rome 
win probably cause «oine time to elapse before any will be given.

3. Because His Sicilian Majesty does not find himself in a state to furnish men-of-war to cruise, 
and which, according to the letter of the Convention, should station themselves on the Western Coast 
of Africa, from Cape de Verd to the distance of 10 degrees south of the Equator, round the Island 
of Madagascar and Cuba, and Porto Rico, and on the Coast of the Brasils. 

His Sicilian Miijesty, for the above-mentioned reasons, entertains a firm persuasion that His Majesty 
the King of Great Britain will feel the justice of the motives which render the wise dispositions of 
the above-mentioned Treaties mapplicabl#to the Kingdom of the Two Sicilies, ahhough His Sicilian 
Majesty perceives fully the provident intentions of the same, and sincerely approves the truly philan- 
thropic maxims which have actuated His Britannic Majesty to treat for the good of humanity.

Sir, Foreign Office, 24th April, 1834- 

I HAVE received your Despatches, ofthe 24th and 26th March, 1834, on 
the subject of the proposed accession of His Sicilian Majesty to the recent Con- 
ventions between Great Britain and France relative to Slave Trade. 
' I pbserve that the Sicilian Government express their concurrence in the prin* 
ciples of these Conventions, but object to accede formally, by Treaty, to the 
engagements contained therein: first, because Sicily has no Slave Colonies; 
y secondly, because the Sicilian Commerce does not extend to those Seas where 

Slave Trade is carried on ; and, thirdiv, because it would not be convenient to 
His Sicilian Majesty to furnish men-of-war to cruize on the stations specified in 
the Conventions. 

Notwithstanding these objections, however, on the part of the Sicilian Govern- 
ment, you are instructed to renew your application for the formal accession of the 
King of the Two Sicilies to these Conventions; for I feel persuaded that the 
Sicilian Government will, on further consideration, be disposed to admit that 
their objections are less weighty than thev at first imagined, or that those objec* 
.tions might easily be obviated by reservations in the Treaty of Accession. 

In discussing the subject with the Sicilian Government you will state, first, 
that if His Sicilian Majesty has no Colonies, that circumstance is^ at least for the 
present purpose, attended with this advantage, that there can be no portion of his 
subjects who could fancy, even erroneously, that his accession to these Conven*

volent sentiments of His Majesty ; Jinfilly, you wHUtatet that^he knpwle^e t^at 
His Sicilian Majesty had acceded to the Cois^yentions w^^lli, of itself,/ effectually 
prevent such an abuse of His Majesty's flag, and thus the other Contracting 
Parties would never have occasion to require His Majesty actually to send cruizers 
to the seas of Western Africa ; His .Sicilian M^gf^ty would therefore, without 
any inconvenience to his own naval service, and without any interference with 
the interests of his silbjects, be enabled taaflford to th6 world an additional and 
hontrurable |Jrodf of those enlightened and humane sentiments by which His 
Mttj^ty is so well known to be animated ; and His Majesty would, at the same 
tjftie, have tl^e sati$faction of affording to' England and France an important aid^ 
in 'accomplishing the humane objects whicli those Powers h«Eive. in view. 

You will add, that the enclosed Draft of Treaty has been prepared with a view 
to meet the feelings and position of His Sicilian Majesty with regard to all these 
aj^qve points, and you will express the confidept hope of His Mfyesty's Govern- 
naent that this Draft may meet with the conourrence of the Sicilian Governments

Mr Lord, Buenos Ayres, 12M Deeomber, 1833. 

I HAVE deemed it my duty, under the 14th Article of the Treaty existing' 
between Great Britain and the Argentine Republic, to call the attention of this 
Government to the subject of the Slave Trad^, which, I have strong reason to 
believe, has latterly been carried on pretty largely at Buenos Ayrcs, in contni* 
diction to the spirit of that Treaty, and in defiance of the laws of the Country. 

In my conversations with the Minister upon this topic, I carefully avoided 
alluding to the employment of repressive measures, on the part of His Majesty's 
cmizcrs, for the p reve nti o n t>f the Blitck Trade, if preeeeuted «iider -the B«i«»os 
Ayrean flag. To such an extent I did not conceive myself authorized to go ; 
and I appealed, therefore, simply to those principles of humanity which may be 
supposed to actuate this Government, and to its promised co-operation with that 
of His Majesty for the extinction of the traffic. 

His Majesty's Consul General at Moute Video will, I conclude, have brought 
to your Lordsnip's knowledge the slaving transactions which are now said to be 
taking place in the Oriental Republic of the Uruguay. 

The evil, however, was not likely to cease there. The Monte- Videan specu^ 
ators have had doubtless in view not only to supply slaves to the Oriental 
territory, but to introduce them into the southern parts of Brazil, and also into 
the Provinces of La Plata ; and, accordingly, some of the Negroes thus imported 
have, as I am credibly informed, been subsequently conveyed to Buenos Ayres^ 
where they have been sold with little concealment. 

More have been introduced in vessels under the flag of Brazil, trading between 
Buenos Ayres and Santos, or ports of the Empire, while others, I have reason to 
believe, have been imported here direct from the Coast of Africa. 

I have the satisfaction to enclose the translation of a Decree which has been 
issued, within these few days, by this Government, calling into full vigour the 
various enactments of the State against slave-dealing, more particulariy the LaV 
of the 15th November, 1824, declaring the same piracy, and I have been further 
assured that the utmost endeavours will be used by the Buenos- Ayrean Autho- 
rities to put an effectual stop to these abuses. 

But it is matter of regret that the Oriental Republic, scarce emerged from its 
political tutelage, should think fit to countenance this odious traffic in the face 
of the efforts of the great Maritime Powers of the world to procure its final 
abolition.

And the same shall be transcribed to the office of the Gonm^dant of Registers, in order that with- 
out loss of time an investigation take place respecting the objects of the voyage of the packet **Ffor 
del Rio,'* intimating to her Captain that the Government, resolved to prevent by every meana itithin 
its .^aoh the dishonourable and criminal traffic of the human race fron^ l^ii^ renewed upon the Coasts 
of the Republic declares that if it be proved to have been engaged in, shduld he be a native, he shall 
he held up to the public as unworthy of the citizenship of the Argentine Republic, and tried as a 
pfrate; and If a foreigner, he shall suffer all the rigour of the Laws enacted against pirates, being 
for ever prohibited from treading the territory of the Province of Buenos Ayrcs, in case it should not 
he possible to bring him to trial. The Captain of the packet shall sign the notification of what is 
contained in the present Note, which shall be inserted in the Archives of the Office of Commandant 
of Registers.

I ENCLOSE to you Gopies* of CommunioatioQS which I have received from 
His lilajestjr's Consul at Monte Video; 

You will see from them that the ISlst Article of the Constitution of Monte 
Video declares that all Children bom of Slave Parents are free ; and that the 
Importation of Slaves into Monte Video, and all Traffic in Slaves by the Citizens 
of thnt Republic, should be deemed unlawful after the 10th of September, 1829. 
You will, however, observe that, very sowi after this Law came into operation, the 
Gov^nment of Monte Video relaxed in the enf(»roement of it ; and that, shortly 
Afterwards, the Law ceased wholly to be carried into effect 
- The donsequenoe has been, that the Slave Trade is now increasing in the 
RiVelri Plata, wpported by the capital of Mpnte^Videan Citizens, and covered by 
the flag of the United Provinces <>| t^^ft IJruguay. 

Vf^]^, i^^^fqf%\th\s Tt^ffiif^,he promptly checked, the endeavours which 
have been made to extinguish the Traffic will be entirely Mistnrted. 

His Majesty's Government, impressed with this convlo|ion^ mii^dful of the 
sacrifices and effi>rts of Great Britain to effect the entire abolition of the Slave 
Trade, and anxious that those efforts should not, at last, prove unavailing, desire 
that you will take an early opportunity to open an official Communication with 
the Authorities at Monte Video on the subject of the Slave Trade. 

You will represent to the Monte-Videan Authorities the deep disgrace to 
which they are exposing their Country, by affording fresh facilities to a Traffic 
which has been denounced by every other civilized Power in Europe and 
America. 

If the United Provinces of the Uruguay attach any value to the good opinion 
of the rest of the world, they will lose no time in freeing their flag from the stain 
which is cast upon it by the protection which it affords to a barbarous and dis- 
graceful practice, deserving rather to be stigmatized as piracy, than to be dig- 
nified by the appellation of trade. 

I trust that you will have little difficulty in inducing the Monte- Videan 
Authorities to enter into Negotiation with you for the conclusion of a Treaty 
between Great Britain and that Republic for the purpose of entirely and 
effectually preventing this trade from being carried on eitner by the Citizens of 
the Republic, or under cover of its flag. 

I herewith transmit to you the Draft of such a Treaty, with its Annexes^ A, 
B, and C; and I have to convey to you His Majesty's express Commands that 
you use vour utmost endeavours to bring this Negotiation, without delay, to a 
successful issue.

In my Despatch of the lOA « February, I stated that the Mimsterlmd granted 
a Licence to a Society of Merchants (Brazilians and Natives) to import 2,000 
Blffves as Colonists ; but as the ** Aguila Prhnera" did not belong to that Society^ 
the slaves were, on landing, seized, as being an infraction m the Clontract, 
and re-delivered by an order of the Grovemment, apon the proprietor of Ais 
vessel paying to the Contractors a compensation, which h was agreed €3iould be 
14,000 dollars.

Prmta;' act Maldonado, with a cargo <yf 450 negro slaves. 

This vessel, which belongs to Teodore Vilmo, a Bcazitian mesckant resident 
here, sailed from hence last year under Brazilian colours, bmnd for Benguela, 
at which place, I learn, a fictitious sale took place, by which the iFOsd wms put 
under Portuguese colours, to avoid the penalties th^ might otherwise have been 
eiqM>S6d to if captured aader the Brazilian flag. 

Since Brazil declared trading in slaves to be felony, the gxeot bulk of l^auKaii 
traders have resorted to the use of the Old Portaguese flag, which tthey obtain 
firom the Authorities at the Portuguese Settlements on the Coast of Afiica, who 
mce now the great ibmenters of this traffic to this part of America ; but, as i can 
see no other benefit likely to result firom this simulation of diameter than a hope 
of escaping the penalties of felony to which they are exposed under 'die BraziUaa 
flag ; and as Article L Section IV. of the Treaty between Great Britain and 
Portugal, bearii^date the 28th July, 1817, expressly prohibits siavai being earned 
in Portuguese vessels to places not within the Dominions of His Majesty the 
King of Portugal, which will, no doubt, expose vessels employed as I have 
described to condemnation; I feel impelled to apprize your Lordship of the 
apprehension I entertain that the flag of this Republic may be discovered to offer 
protection for both persons and property.

Your Despatch of the 28th ^^arch of ihie j^ear has been received, and 
laid before the King. _ .. . . 

"SisUTSjesty^s TjoVernment Tiave learned*/with much* regret, that the Presi- 
ieat of the United States has declined acquiescing in the proposition which you 
were instructed to make to him for his Accession to the Conventions receirtly 
concluded between Great Britain and France, for the more effectual suppression 
of Slave Trade ; and His Majesty's Government are the more disappointed at 
thiBTefusal, as ^ey had indulged an expectation that the Government of the 
United States, animated by an earnest desire to assist in suppressing that 
inhuman Traffic^ would have eagerly availed theBoaelves of the opportunity which 
the above proposition xtflForded ^hem of co-operating ^ectualfy towards ike ' 
accomplishment of that purpose. 

His Mi^ty's Govemment, however* after an attentive consideration af the 
reasons which the President of the United States has assigned for refusing his 
accession to the Treaty in question, are unwilling to abandon the hope of still 
succeeding in obtaining that accession ; for while^ on the one hand, the objecr 
tions which the President has urged to the proposal are not in themselves 
without weight, on the other hand the stipulations to which those objections 
lefer, although essentially conducive to the complete attainment of the purpose 
in view, are, however, not absolutely indispensable. 

Mr. M'Lane, while he renews the objections originally urged by the American 
Government to an extension of the right of search to the coasts of the United 
States, observes, that a clause, proposing such extension, would not be an Acces- 
sion to the existing Conventions according to their present terms, but an inter- 
polation of a new article, giving a fresh and broader scope to the original limita- 
tions, and not contemplated by the High Parties. 

This observation is undoubtedly true ; and the mere fact that this objection 
has been taken by the Government of the United States is a sufficient reason for 
not further pressing the adoption of such an article. 

But, however desirable such an article would be if the Government of the 
United States could be prevailed upon to agree to it, still, even without such a 
stipulation, a very important advantage would be gained for the interests of 
humanity by the Accession of the Government of the United States to the Con- 
ventions as they stand. If the flag of the United States was prevented by Special 
Treaty from being assumed by the Dealers in the Human Race, as a protection 
for their nefarious Traffic on the coast of Africa and in the West Indian seas, 
and if these enemies of mankind were obliged to run the gauntlet, through the 
cruizers of almost all the naval Powers of Christendom, over some thousand miletf 
of sea, unprotected by any flag by which they might attempt to cover their 
iniquity, it might well be hoped that their course would be arrested before they 
could reach any latitude wiUiin which the national pride of the United States 
could be wounded by the measures necessary for submitting them to stoppage or 
search. 

TaltTDg tiiese c tr cmoBhrn ces into consideration. His Majesty's Government ar^ 
willing to abandon that part of their proposition to which Mr. M'Lane's ob^ec* 
tions are directed ; and you are therefore instructed to renew your application to 
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88 UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

In addressing the American Government again on this subject, you will state 
that His Majesty's Government have derived high gratification from learning, by 
Mr. M^Lane's Note, the earnest and unceasing solicitude felt in the United 
States, both by the Government and by the Nation, for the entire annihilation of 
the odious Traffic in Slaves; and you will express the earnest hope of His 
Majesty's Government, that sentiments, which reflect so much honour upon the 
United States, will induce the American Government to waive any further objec- 
tions to a measure calculated to contribute, in so important a manner^ to bring 
about the result which all parties thus ardently desire.

My Lord, fVashington, 28M August, 1834. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that I addressed a Note, on 
the 23d instant, in conformity with vour Lordship*s Instructions, contained in 
your Despatch of the 7th ultimo, to the Secretary of State of the United States, 
renewing the application to the American Government for their Accession to the 
Conventions concluded between Great Britain and France, for the more effectual 
suppression of the Traffic in Slaves. I do not think it necessary to enclose a 
Copy of my Note, as it was almost entirely a Transcript of your Lordship's 
Despatch. 

As I did not find, in your Lordship's Instructions, that my Note to the 
Government of the United States was to be presented conjointly with a Note 
from the French Minister, who is absent from Washington, and who, on a former 
occasion, preferred presenting a separate Note, I addressed a Letter to him, on 
the 21st August, a (Jopy of which I have the honour to enclose, informing him 
that I had received my Instructions, in which I did not find any directions to 
address a Note conjointly with himself, and that, therefore, I should proceed to 
renew my application to the American Government without delay ; and that I 
should be ready to communicate to him the contents of my Note, and to continue, 
as heretofore, to act in concert with him, which, I was sure, would meet the 
wishes of His Majesty's Government. 

The absence, of the President of the United States from Washington will 
delay any decision upon the renewal of the application of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. I have had an interview with Mr. Forsyth upon the subject, and I have 
endeavoured to impress upon him the absolute necessity of the Government of 
th^ United States contributing, in every shape that they can, to the success of 
the measures adopted by Great Britain and France for the suppression of the 
Slave Trade. I cannot venture to infer, from what passed, a favourable reconsidera- 
tion of the renewed application for the Accession of the United States.

New Port, Rhode Island, I2eh September^ 1884. 

The Undersigned, Minister of France at the United Stales, transmitted last winter, in commoD 
virith His Excellency Sir Charles Vaughan, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of His 
Britannic Majesty at Washington, a Note to the Secretary of State of the United States, in which 
they, by order of their respective Cabinets, communicated to the American Government the 2 
Conventions concluded between France and England, the 30th November 1681* and the 22d March 
1833, having for their object the more effectual suppression of (he Slave Trade, and invited the 
Government of the Union to eeeede to -those Conventions. 

Subsequently, the British Minister proposed to the Federal Government to extend the Right of 
Search to the coasts of the United States. 

In the answer returned by the Honourable Mr. M^Lane to the Undersigned, and to his English 
colleague, dated the 24th of March last, the Secretary of State, who was the predecessor of Mr. 
Forsyth, laid the greatest stress, among the considerations which disinclined the Government of the 
Bepublic from acceding to the above Conventions, on the clause of extending the search to the coastft 
of the Union. 

The English Government having attended to the objections of the Federal Government, and with- 
drawn this clause from its application respecting the accession, the Undersigned flatters himself that 
His Excellency the Pre/sident of the United States will no longer find in it the inconvenience which 
he might in the beginning. These Conventions have, after all, for their object a result whioh must 
be interesting to so humane a Government as that of the United States, inasmuch as it contemplates 
the definitive abolition of a hateful traffic in men, which the Republic, much to its credit, was the first 
in reprobatinp: and denouncing to Christendom. Europe has not forgotten it, and the United States 
cannot wish that their work should remain imperfect 

The Undersigned suspects that the idea which has all along somewhat misled the Government of 
the Republic, in examining the Conventions presented for its adoption, is the ancient question of 
Impressvient, with which, however, they have no necessary connexion or relation. In feet, if the 
Secretary of ^tate will run his eye over the instructions furnished to the commanders of the men-of- 
war directed to search the ships suspected of the infamous traffic, he will find with what honest 
foresight all precautions have been taken by the 2 Governments to prevent every abuse in it. 
He may convince himself particularly by reading Article 4 of these instructions, annexed to the 
Conventions of March 22, 1833, which expressly says, that no one shall be taken out of any detained 
vessel ; a guarantee so clear and positive, that it seems eminently calculated to remove from the mind 
of the Federal Government every possibility of apprehensions that would attach to the question of 
Impressment. 

Accordingly, the King's Government, convinced that the Conventions presented for Uie accession 
of the Republic can have no other effect than that which the 2 High Contracting Parties declare to 
have had in view, that is, solely the more effectual repression of the odious trade, and which cannot 
furnish a motive of well-grounded suspicion to any of the Powers invited to join in it, by all the wise 
precautions with which this measure is surrounded, has directed the Undersigned to offer once more 
the Conventions, with these reflections, to the serious consideration of the Federal Government, and to 
urge it again in concert with His Britannic Majesty's Minister, in order to induce His Excellency the 
President to signify its accession thereto.

The Undersigned, Secretary of State of the United States, has had the honour to recetre the 
N«ote of Sir Charles R. VaugiiBsi, &c, of the 38d ultimo, proposing, in behalf of Mis Britannic Majesty's 
Qovenifnent, in conjunetiofi with the Government of France, that the Goyermnent of the United 
Skates should accede to a.Convention hetween Great Britain and France, of the 80th Noveinber, 1931, 
for the suppression of the Slave Trade, end the supplementary addition to that Convention of 
22d March. 1883. 

Having laid it, with a Note of M. Seranec,' Envoy Extraordinary aad Minister Flenipotentiary of 
His Majesty the King of the French, to the same.eflfect, before the President, by his directions the 
Undersigned has now the honour to reply, that neither His Biitatintc Majesty's Government, nor the 
Government of the King of tiie Fnench, has comprehended the full force and effect of the Note of 
Mr. M*Laiie, of the 24tb March, 1 884, in answer to the propositions on this subjeet formerly made by 
Sir Charles R. Vanghan and M. Serurier. 

The answer of Mr. M'Lane was intended not only to express tbe President's determination not to 
accede to the Conventions between the 2 Powers, with the modification proposed by Great Britain, 
on which alone the accession of the United States was invited or apparently desired by Great Britain, 
but not to accede to any Convention liable to the objections brought into view. If the United States 
were even satisfied that the establishment by Maritime Powers of a Conventional Police on the ocean 
for the prevention or punishment of a particular class of offences, by their respective citizens or subjects, 
was called for by the character of the United States, and would be promotive of the great interests of 
humanity, the President could not accede to the terms of the Convention between Great Britain and 
France. However just may be its principles, and reciprocal the application of them between the 2 
High Contracting Parties, if the United States were to become a party to it, the introduction of new 
provisions would be indispensable. Beyond this Continent the United States neither have, nor 
expect, nor desire to have, territory or jurisdiction. They eannot become parties to an instrument 

' binding them to suffer American citizens to be sent, by the Officers of a Foreign Power, from the 
Coast of Africa and Madagascar to the United States for trial, and punishment, if guilty, while the 

•subjects of France and Great Britain have a neighbouring tribunal ready to try them, and, if they are 
innocent, speedily to restore them to their lawful pursuits. It is true the Convention provides for 
indemnity for personal injury where there is no just cause for suspicion. Sir Charles Vaughan is aware 
that cause for suspicion, justifying arrest and investigation, is compatible with the perfect innocence of 
the party accused. Doubtless in the Governments of England and France a high sense of magna- 
nimity might produce just remuneration to the sufferer. Acquitted individuals might be compensated, 
yet the commercial enterprise of their country be obstructed or paralysed while the tribunals were 
deciding their innocence or guilt. 

The Undersigned does not intend to invite a discussion of the subject. He is sensible that new 
and extended arrangements might be offered consistent with the principle of Conventional prevention 
to lessen the difficulties that have been suggested. He would cheerfully aid His Britannic Majesty's 
Minister in devising them, if the opinion had not been definitely formed, not to make the United 
States a party to any Convention on the subject of the Slave Trade. It is believed that, by a faithful 
exertion of its own means of detecting and punishing those American citizens who violate its laws, the 
Government will best perform its duties to the people of the United States^ and its obligations to the 
interests of the world. ' . - ^

WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 3d k 4th year of 
the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, "An Act for the abolition of Slavery 
throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry of the manumitted 
Slaves, and for compensating the Persons hitherto entitled to the Services of such 
Slaves, ** it is enacted that from and after the ist day of August 1834^ ^^l persons 
who, in conformity with the laws now in force in the said colonies respectively, 
diaU on or before the 1st day of August 1834, have been duly registered as slaves 
in any such colony^ and who on the said 1st day of August 1834 shall be actually 
within any such colony, and who shall by such registries appear to be, on the said 
1st day of August 1834, of the full age of six years or upwards, shall, by force and 
virtue of the said Act, and without the previous execution of any indenture of 
apprenticeship, or any other deed or instrument for that purpose, become and be 
apprenticed labourers : and whereas by the said Act it is further enacted, that, sub- 
ject to the obligations imposed by the said Act, or to be imposed as therein-men- 
tioned, upon such apprenticed labourers as aforesaid, all and every the persons who 
on the said 1st day of August 1834, shall be holden in slavery within any such 
British colony as aforesaid, shall, upon and from and after the said ist day of 
August 1834, become and be, to all intents and purposes, freed and discharged of 
and from all manner of slavery, and shall be absolutely and for ever manumitted ; 
and that the children thereafter to be born to any such persons, and the offspring 
of Such children, shall in like manner be free from their birth ; and that from and 
after the said 1st day of August 1834, slavery shall be and is thereby utterly and 
for ever abolished and declared unlawful throughout the British colonies, planta- 
tions, and possessions abroad : and whereas by the said Act it is provided that the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury may raise the sum of 20,000,000 /• 
sterling towards compensating the persons entitled to the services of the slaves to 
be manumitted and set free by virtue of the said Act, for the loss of such services : 

And whereas in the said Act it is recited that various rules and regulations are 
or may be necessary for the purposes therein specified, and that such regulations 
could not, without great inconvenience, be made except by the respective governors, 
councils, and assemblies, or other local legislatures of the said respective colonies, 
or by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, in reference to those 
colonies to which the legislative authority of His Majesty in Council extends ; and 
it is therefore by the said Act enacted and declared, that nothing in the said Act 
contained shall extend, or be construed to extend, to prevent the enactment by the

And whereas, in order to carry into effect the objects of the said recited Act, 
an Act hath been passed by the Governor, Council, and Assembly of the Island 
of Antigua, intituled, ** An Act for relieving the Slave Population from the obliga- 
tions imposed upon them by the recent Act of the Parliament of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, intituled, * An Act for the Abolition of Slavery 
throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry of the manumitted 
Slaves, and for compensating the Persons hitherto entitled to the Services of such 
Slaves;'*' and an Act hath also been passed by the Governor, Council, and 
Assembly of the Island of Bermuda, intituled, ** An Act for the Abolition of 
Slavery in these Islands, in consideration of Compensation ;" and an Act hath also 
been passed by the Lieutenant-governor, Council, and Assembly of the Bahama 
Islands, intituled, " An Act auxiliary to an Act of the Imperial Parliament, inti- 
tuled ^ An Act for the Abolition of Slavery throughout the British Colonies,, for 
promoting the Industry of the manumitted Slaves, and for compensating the 
Persons hitherto entitled to the Services of such Slaves ;' " and also an Act intituled, 
'^ An Act to provide for the Payment of Salaries to certain Special Magistrates therein 
designated, and to repeal certain Clauses or Sections of an Act of the General As- 
sembly, made and passed in the fourth year of His Majesty's reign, intituled, * An 
Act auxihaiy to an Act of the Imperial Parliament, intituled, ' An Act for the 
Abolition of Slavery throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry 
of the manumitted Slaves, and for compensating the Persons hitherto entitled to 
the Services of such Slaves;'" and also an Act intituled, ** An Act to amend an 
Act of the General Assembly of these Islands, intituled, ^ An Act auxiliary to an 
Act of the Imperial Parliament, intituled, * An Act for the Abolition of Slavery 
throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry of the manumitted 
Slaves, and for compensating the Persons hitherto entitled to the Services of such 
Slaves ;' " and certain Acts have also been passed by the Lieutenant-governor, 
Council, and Assembly of the Island of St. Christopher, respectively intituled, 
'* An Act for the Abolition of Slavery in this Island, and for the establishment of 
of system of Apprenticeship for a limited time in lieu thereof;" "An Act for 
prescribing the Powers and Duties of Special Magistrates ;" " An Act to divide 
Apprenticed Labourers into several Classes ;" ** An Act to provide for Appren* 
ticed Labourers during the term of their Apprenticeship ;" " An Act for pre- 
scribing the Duties and regulating the Conduct of Apprenticed Labourers within

Island of Anguilla the several Acts passed by the Island of St. Christopher, pur- 
suant to an Act of Parliament made in the 3d & 4th Will. IV. intituled, 
• An Act for the Abolition of Slavery throughout the British Colonies, for pro- 
moting the Industry of the manumitted Slaves, and for compensating the Persons 
hitherto entitled to the Services of such Slaves, except as hereinafter provided ;' " 
and an Act hath also been passed by the Deutenant-govemor, Council, and As- 
sembly of the Island of Dominica, intituled, " An Act for the Abolition of Slavery 
in this Island, in consideration of Compensation, and for promoting the Industry of 
the manumitted Slaves ;" and an Act hath also been passed by the Lieutenant- 
governor. Council, and Assembly of the Island of Grenada, intituled, y An Act 
for earning into effect the Provisions of an Act of the Imperial Parliament of 
Great Britain and Ireland passed in the 3d & 4th years of the reign of His 
present Majesty King William the Fourth, for the Abolition of Slavery throughout 
the British Colonies f and also an Act, intituled, ** An Act to amend an Act, 
intituled * An Act for carrying into effect the Provisions of an Act of the Imperial 
Parliament of Great Britain and Ireland, passed in the 3d & 4th years of the 
Reign of his present Mdesty King William the Fourth, for the Abolition of Slavery 
throughout the British Colonies, and to make further provision for the purposes 
in the said Act mentioned ;" and three several Orders have also been made by 
His Majesty in Council, for carrying into effect in the respective Colonies of St. 
Lucia, Trinidad and Mauritius, the provisions of the said recited Act of Parlia- 
ment ; and an Ordinance hath also been made and passed by the Governor and 
Legislative Council of the Cape of Good Hope, intituled " An Ordinance for 
givmg due effect to the Provisions of an Act of Parliament passed in the 3d & 4th 
Year of the Keign of His Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, * An Act 
for the abolition of Slavery throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the 
Industry of the manumitted Slaves, and for compensating the Persons hitherto 
entitled to the Services of such Slaves :" 

And whereas it is considered by His Majesty in Council that adequate and satis- 
factory provision hath been made by law in the respective Islands and Colonies of 
Antigua, Bermuda, Bahamas, St. Christopher, Dominica, Grenada, St. Lucia, 
Trinidad, Mauritii|s« and the Cape of Good Hope, for giving effect to the said 
recited Act of Parliament, by such further and supplementary enactments, as therein 
mentioned, according to the true intent and meaning of the said Act : 

His Majesty is therefore pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, 
to declare, and it is hereby declared, that adequate and satisfactory provision hath 
been made by law in the several and respective Islands and Colonies of Antigua, 
Bermuda, Bahamas, St. Christopher, Doriiinica, Grenada, St Lucia, Trinidad, 
Mauritius, and the Cape of Good Hope, for giving effect to the said recited Act of 
Parliament, by such further and supplementary enactments as therein are men- 
tioned ; and the Right Honourable the Marquess of Lansdowne, the President of 
His Majesty's Privy Council, and the Right Honourable Lord Glenelg, one of His 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, are to give the necessary directions herein, 
as to them may respectively appertain.

1.— JAMAICA. 



ORDER IN COUNCIL, dated \^ March 1834, declaring that adequate and 
satisfactory Provision has been made by Law, in the Island of Jamaica^ for 
giving efFect to the Statute 3 & 4 Will. IV. for the Abolition of Slavery. 



AT the Court at St. James's, 19th March 1834; 
Present, The King's most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 3d & 4th year 
of the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, ** An Act for the Abolition 
of Slavery throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry of the 
Manumitted Slaves, and for Compensating the Persons hitherto entitled to the 
Services of such Slaves," it is enacted, that from and after the 1st day of August 
1^34 all persons who, in conformity with the laws now in force in the said colonies 
respectively, shall on or before the 1st day of August 1834 have been duly regis- 
tered as slaves in any such colony, and who on the said 1st day of August 1834 
shall be actually within any such colony, and who shall by such registries appear 
to be, on the said 1st day of August 1834, of the full age of six years or upwards, 
shall by force and virtue of the said Act, and without tb^ previous execution of 
any indenture of apprenticeship, or other deed or instrument for that purpose, 
become and be apprenticed labourers : And whereas by the said Act it is further 
enacted, that, subject to the obligations imposed by the said Act, or to be 
imposed as therein mentioned upon such apprenticed labourers as aforesaid, all and 
every the persons who on the said 1st day of August! 834 shall be holden in 
slavery within any such British colony as aforesaia, shall upon, and from and 
after the said 1st day of August 1834 become and be, to all intents and purposes, 
freed and discharged of and from all manner of slavery, and shall be absolutely 
and for ever manumitted ; and that the children thereafter to be born to any such 
persons, and the offspring of such children, shall in like manner be free from their 
birth ; and that from and after the said ist day of August 1834 slavery shall be, 
and is thereby utterly and for ever abolished and declared unlawful throughout the 
British colonies, plantations and possessions abroad : And whereas by the said 
Act it is provided, that the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury may 
raise the sum of 20,000,000/. sterling towards compensating the persons entitled 
to the services of the slaves to be manumitted and set free by virtue of the said 
Act, for the loss of such services. 

And whereas in the said Act it is recited, that various rules and regulations are, 
or may be, necessary for the purposes therein specified, and that such regulations 
could not, witliout great inconvenience, be made, except by the respective governors, 
councils and assemblies or other local legislatures of the said respective colonies, 
or by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, in reference to those 
colonies to which the legislative authority of His Majesty in Council extends ; and 
it is therefore by the said Act enacted and declared, that nothing in the said Act 
contained should extend, or be construed to extend, to prevent the enactment by the 
respective governors, councils and assemblies, or by such other local legislatures 
as aforesaid, or by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, of any such 
Acts of General Assembly, or Ordinances or Orders hi Council, as might be 
requisite for making and establishing such several rules and regulations as aforesaid, 
or any of them, or for carrying the same, or any of them, into full and complete 
effect, 
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And whereas it is by the said Act further enacted, that no part of the said sum 
of 20|000,ooo /. sterling shall be applied, or shall be applicable to the purposes 
therein aforesaid, for the benefit of any person entitled to the services of any 
slave in any of the colonies therein aforesaid, unless an Order shall have been 
first made by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, declaring that 
adequate and satisfactory provision hath been made by law in such colony for 
giving effect to the said Act by such further and supplementary enactments as 
therein mentioned, nor unless a copy of such Order in Council, duly certified by 
one of the clerks in ordinary of His Majesty's Privy Council, shall, by the Lord 
President of the Council, have been transmitted to the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty's Treasury, or to the Lord High Treasurer for the time being, for 
their or his guidance or information : and every such Order shall be published 
three several times in the London Gazette, and shall be laid before both Houses 
of Parliament within six weeks next after the date thereof, if Parliament shall be 
then in Session, and if not, within six weeks from the then next ensuing Session of 
Parliament. 

And whereas, in order to carry into effect the object of the said recited Act, an 
Act hath been passed by the Governor, Council and Assembly of the island of 
Jamaica, intituled, ** An Act for the Abolition of Slavery in this Island, in con- 
sideration of Compensation, and for promoting the Industry of the Manumitted 
Slaves, and to declare the 52d Geo. 3, c. 155, in force in this Island." 

And whereas by the said Act of the Governor, Councjl and Assembly of the 
island of Jamaica it is enacted, that from and after the 1st day of August 1834 all 
persons who in conformity with the laws in force in the said island, shall, on or before 
the said 1st day of August 1834, have been duly registered as slaves in the said 
island, and who on the said 1st day of August 1834 shall be actually within the 
said island, and who shall by such registries appear to be on the said 1st day of 
August 1834 of the full age of six years or upwards, shall, by force and. virtue 
of the Act now in recital, and without the previous execution of any indenture of 
apprenticeship, or other deed or instrument for that purpose, become and be 
apprenticed labourers. 

And whereas by the said Act now in recital the saope obligations ,are imposed 
on tiie said apprenticed labourers as are imposed upon them by the said Act of 
Parliament ; and by the said Act now in recital it is further enacted, that, subject 
to the obligations imposed thereby upon such apprenticed labourers, all and 
every the persons who on the said 1st day of August 1834 shall be holden in 
slavery within the said island, shall, upon, and from and after the said 1st day of 
August 1 834, become and be, to all intents and purposes, free and discharged of and 
irom all manner of slavery, and shall be absolutely and for ever manumitted ; and 
tliat the children thereafter to be born to any such persons, and the offspring of such 
children, shall in like manner be freed from their birth, and that from and after 
the said 1st day of August '1834 slavery shall be and is thereby utterly and for 
ever abolished, and declared unlawful in the said island of Jamaica. 

And whereas His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of His Council, 
hath, by an Order in Council, bearing even date herewith, been pleased to confirm 
the said Act of the Governor, Council and Assembly of the island of Jamaica : and 
whereas the said Act of the Governor, Council and Assembly of the island of 
Jamaica doth contain divers further and supplementary enactments, establishing 
rules and regulations for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned to be specified in the 
said recited Act of Parliament, and it is considered by His Majesty in Council that 
adequate and satisfactory provision hath been made by law in the island of 
Jamaica for giving effec.^ to the said recited Act of Parliament by such furtlier and 
supplementary enactments as therein mentioned, according to the true intent and 
meaning of the said Act. 

His Majesty is therefore pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, 
to declare, and it is hereby declared, that adequate and satisfactory provision hath 
been made. by law in the island of Jamaica for giving effect to the said recited Act 
of Parliament, by such further and supplementary enactments as therein are men- 
tioned ; and the Right Honourable the Marquess of Lansdowne, the President 
of His Majesty's Privy Council, and the Right Honourable Edward G. S. Stanley, 
one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, are to give the necessary direc- 
tions herein as to them may respectively appertain.

2.— BRITISH GUIANA. 



ORDER IN COUNCIL, dated 5 June 1834, for giving effect to an Ordinance 
passed in the Colony of British Guiana^ and for declaring that adequate satisfac- 
tory Provision hath been made in the said Colony for carrying into effect the 
Statute 3 & 4 Will. IV, c. 73, for the Abolition of Slavery, 



AT the Court at St. James's, 5th June 1834; 
Present, The King's most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament, passed in the 3d & 4th year of His 
Majesty's reign, intituled, "An Act for the Abolition of Slavery throughout 
the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry of the Manumitted Slaves, and 
for compensating the Persons hitherto entitled to the Services of such Slaves," it 
is, amongst other things, enacted that no part of the sum of 20,000,000/. sterling 
therein mentioned shall be applied, or shall be applicable to the purposes therein 
mentioned, for the benefit of any person now entitled to the services of any slave 
in any of the colonies therein mentioned, unless an order shall have been first 
made by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, declaring that adequate 
and satisfactory provision hath been made by law in such colony for giving effect 
to the said Act of Parliament by such further and supplententary enactments as 
therein mentioned : And whereas on the 8th day of March 1834, an Ordinance 
was enacted by the Lieutenant-Governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Court of Policy of the colony of British Guiana, intituled ** An Ordinance for 
the Government and Regulation of Apprenticed Labourers ;" and whereas the said 
Ordinance was so enacted with the design of giving effect to the said Act of Par- 
liament by such further and supplementary enactments as in the said Act are men- 
tioned. His Majesty doth therefore, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, 
and in pursuance and exercise of the power and authority in and by the said Act 
of l^arliament in His Majesty in Council in that behalf vested, by this present Order 
declare, and it is hereby declared, that except in so far as certain parts of the said 
Ordinance are hereinafter disallowed, and except in so far as certain parts of the 
said Ordinance are hereinafter amended by the substitution of other provisions in 
lieu thereof, the said Ordinance is approved, confirmed and allowed, and finally 
enacted ; and that by the said Ordinance, so in part disallowed and so amended as 
aforesaid, adequate and satisfactory provision hath been made in British Guiana 
for giving effect to the said Act of Parliament by such further and supplementary 
enactments as therein are mentioned and required. 

And whereas it is by the said Ordinance, amongst other things, enacted, that the 
colony of British Guiana shall be divided into not less than 14 judicial dis- 
tricts, now it is hereby ordered^ that for the word Fourteen, as occurring in the said 
enactment, the word Twelve shall be substituted ; and that the said Ordinance, and 
each and every part thereof, shall be construed and carried into execution in such 
and the same manner as if the word Twelve had been, and the word Fourteen had 
not been employed in the said enactment. 

And whereas certain Schedules marked respectively with the letters (P) and (Q) 
are subjoined to and referred to in the said Ordinance, now it is hereby ordered, 
that for the said Schedule marked with the letter (P) shall be substituted the Sche- 
dule hereunto annexed marked with the letter (X), and that for the said Schedule 
marked with the letter (Q) shall be substituted the Schedule hereunto annexed 
marked with the letter (Y) ; and that the said Ordinance, and each and every part 
thereof, shall be construed and carried into execution in such and the same man- 
ner as if the said Schedules marked (X) and (Y) had been, and the said Schedules 
marked (P)and (Q)had not been subjoined to and referred to in the said Ordinance. 

And whereas it is by the said Ordinance, amongst other things, enacted that the 
privates in each settlement therein mentioned shall receive pay at the rate of 
per diem, and the serjeant shall be paid at the rate of per 

diem, now therefore the said last-recited enactment is hereby disallowed ; and it 
is hereby ordered that the pay of the Serjeants and privates of each police settle- 
ment within the said colony shall, from time to time, be determined by and accord- 
ing to such Ordinances as shall, from time to time, be for that purpose enacted 
by the ofiicer administering the government of the said colony, with the advice 
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and consent of the Court of Policy thereof, such Ordinances being so made sub- 
ject to His Majesty's approbation or disallowance, as in other caSes. 

And whereas it is, in and by the said Ordinance, amongst other things, enacted, 
that every such employer or manager of slaves, as therein mentioned, shall, at the 
time and in the manner therein mentioned, deliver a certain Schedule marked with 
the letter (O) : and whereas in the said enactment the word Slaves hath by inad- 
vertence been employed instead of the words Apprenticed Labourers, it is therefore 
further ordered, that for the word Slaves, as occurring in the said enactment, the 
words Apprenticed Labourers shall be substituted ; and that the said Ordinance, 
and each and every part thereof, shall be construed and carried into execution in 
such and the same manner as if the words ** Apprenticed Labourers'' had been, 
and as if the word *^ Slaves" had not been employed in the said enactment. 

And whereas it is by the said Ordinance, amongst other things, enacted that 
every non-pr»dial apprenticed labourer shall be bound and obliged to work and 
labour lo hours in each and every day in the year, with such exceptions as therein 
mentioned, in the service and for the beneht of his or her employer ; and it is 
thereby declared, that a day's labour of a non-pr«diaI apprenticed labourer shall 
be such a portion of specified work as can be performed by each non-prsedial ap- 
prenticed labourer, by assiduous and steady industry, during the space of 10 hours ; 
Now it is further ordered, that for the Word ** Ten," as twice occurring in the said 
enactment, the word "Nine" shall be substituted; and that the said Ordinance, 
and each and every part thereof, shall be construed and carried into execution in 
such and the same manner as if the word " Nine** had been, and as if the word 
*^ Ten" had not been so twice employed in the said enactment. 

And whereas it is by the said Ordinance amongst other things enacted, that it 
shall and may be lawful for such district sessions as therein mentioned to adjudge 
such extra labour as therein mentioned, if necessary, to be performed after the 
expiration of suqh apprenticeship as therein mentioned, that if such labour shall 
be adjudged to be performed after the expiration of the apprenticeship, then it 
shall be lawful to adjudge such 15 hours per week, as therein mentioned, to be 
performed in addition to the number of seven hours and a half per day, to be 
reckoned a part of the number of hours adjudged to be performed, until the whole 
shall in like manner have been completed ; Now it is hereby ordered, that b6 
much of the said Ordinance as last aforesaid, shall be, and the same is hereby 
disallowed. 

And whereas it is by the said Ordinance enacted, that if any employer of any 
apprenticed labourer shall whip, beat, imprison, confine in the stocks, or otherwise 
maltreat any such apprenticed labourer, or shall, by way of punishment, commit 
any assault upon his person, such employer shall incur a penalty, to be imposed by 
the district session of special justices, not exceeding 20 /., with imprisonment for 
any time not exceeding one month, in default of the payment of such fine ; and 
that in any case as last aforesaid it shall be competent to such district sessions to 
award the whole or any part of such penalty to the apprenticed labourer injured, 
as and for damages for such assault ; and that it shall also be competent to such 
district sessions, if the case be of an aggravated nature, if it shall seem meet, to 
abstain from imposing such penalty, and to commit the offender to take his trial 
for such offence before either of the Supreme Courts of the colony having juris- 
diction in the premises : And whereas doubts might arise whether, consistently with 
the provisions last aforesaid, it would be competent to any such apprenticed 
labourer as aforesaid to maintain any civil suit or action against such his or her 
employer, for or in respect of any such injury as aforesaid ; and doubts might also 
arise whether, consistently with such provisions, any prosecution could be com- 
menced in either of the Supreme Courts aforesaid, against any such employer as 
aforesaid, for any such offence as aforesaid, unless the offender were committed to 
take his trial for such offence by such district sessions ; now, for the removal of 
any such doubts, it is further ordered and declared, that it is and shall be com- 
petent for any such labourer as aforesaid to maintain any civil suit or action 
against his or her employer for any such whipping, beating, imprisonment,^ confine- 
ment in the stocks, maltreatment or assault as aforesaid, and that any such employer 
shall for any such offence be subject and liable to be prosecuted, tried, convicted 
and punished before either of the Supreme Courts of the said colony having 
jurisdiction in the premises, although he or she may not have been committed to 
take his or her trial for such offence by such district sessions, anything in the said 
Ordinance to the contrary contained notwithstanding : provided nevertheless, and

it is further ordered, that when and so often as any such employer shall, upon the 
complaint of any such apprenticed labourer as aforesaid, have been sentenced by 
any such district sessions to any such penalty, as aforesaid, or shall by such district 
sessions have been committed to take his or her trial for any such offence as afore- 
said« it shall not be competent for any such labourer as aforesaid to maintain any 
such civil suit or action as aforesaid for or in respect of the same act, matter or 
thing. 

And whereas it is by the daid Ordinance, amongst other things, enacted, that 
every apprenticed labourer found beyond the limits of the district to which he or 
she belongs, or in which he or she may be employed, except in his or her way to 
or from some place of public worship on Sundays, and not havbg with him or her 
a written pass for that purpose from his or her employer, or from a special justice 
of such district, shall be liable to be apprehended and detained, and shall, on proof 
and conviction that he or she shall have left his or her district without a pass, be 
adjudged a vagabond and punished accordingly ; provided, however, that it shall be 
cortipetent to every apprenticed labourer, of his or her own free will, and withodt 
a pass, to attend during his or her own time any market of the district in which he 
or she may reside : Be it therefore, and it is hereby oixlered, that so much as last 
aforesaid of the said Ordinance shall be and the same is hereby disallowed. 

And it is further ordered, that if any apprenticed labourer shall be found at 
any place distant more than five miles from his or her place of residence, not 
having with him or her a written pass for that purpose from his or her emplo3-er, 
or from some one or more of the special justices of the district to which he or 
she belongs, such apprenticed labourer shall be liable to be apprehended and 
taken before any special justice, and upon proof before such justice made of the 
facts aforesaid, such apprenticed labourer shall be adjudged a vagabond and 
punished accordingly ; provided nevertheless, that nothing herein, or in the said 
Ordinance contained, shall subject to any such punishment any apprenticed 
labourer absenting himself or herself without such pass as aforesaid, at any 
distance within the said colony from hi^ ot her residence, during any time in which 
he or she may not be bound to labour in the service of his or her employer, if 
such apprenticed labourer shall be so absent iq the prosecution of his or her 
lawful business, or in attendance upon or in the way to or from any place of public 
worship, and shall establish to the satisfaction of any special justice before whom 
he or she may be so brought that bis or ber absence took place during such time- 
only, and was occasioned only by any such cause only as aforesaid. 

And whereas it is by the said Ordinance, amongst other things, enacted, that the 
right or interest of any employer or employers to and in the services of any such 
apprenticed labourer aforesaid shall pass and be transferable by bargain and sale, 
contract, deed, conveyance, will or descent, according to the provisions of the said 
Act of Parliament: and whereas doubts might arise whether such right or interest 
would also be liable to be seized and taken in execution and sold under process of 
law in satisfaction of any sentence or judgment of any court of competent juris- 
diction ; now, for the removal of such doubts. Be it further enacted and declared, 
that such right and interest as aforesaid is and shall be liable to b^ seized and 
taken in execution and sold under process of law, in satisfaction of any sentence 
or judgment of any court of competent jurisdiction; provided always, that no such 
apprenticed labourer shall under and by virtue of. any. such 'seizure or sale in 
execution be liable to be dealt with in any manner prohibited by the said Act of 
Parliament or Ordinance, or deprived or be debarreid from the exercise of any 
right by the said Act of Parliament or Ordinance, or by this present Order, in 
such apprenticed labourer vested. 

And the Right Honourable Thomas Spring^ Rice, one of His Majesty *s Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, is to give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

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SLAVERY ABOLITION ACT. 



ORDER IN COUNCIL, declaring that adequate and satisfactory Provision 
hath been made by Law in the British Settlements at Honduras^ for pving 
eflfect to the Act of Parliament for the Abolition of Slavery. 



AT the Court at St James's, the 1 2th day of August 1 835, 
Present, The King's Most £xC£LL£NT Majesty in Council. 

WHEREAS by a certain Act of Parliament, passed in the 3d & 4th year 
of His Majesty's reign, intituled, ** An Act for the abolition of Slavery 
throughout the British Colonies, for promoting the Industry of the manumitted 
Slaves, and for compensating the persons hitherto entitled to the Services of 
such Slaves," it is amongst otlier things recited, tliat it is necessary that 
various rules and regulations should be framed and established for ascertaining, 
with reference to each apprenticed labourer within the said colonies respectively, 
whether he or she belongs to the class of attached prsedial apprenticed labourers, 
or to the class of unattached apprenticed labourers, or to the class of non-praediai 
apprenticed labourers, and for determining the manner and form in which, and the 
solemnities with which the voluntary discharge of any apprenticed labourer from 
such his or her apprenticeship may be effected, and for prescribing the form and 
manner in which, and the solemnities with which the purchase by any such ap- 
prenticed labourer of his or her discharge from such apprenticeship, without, or in 
opposition, if necessary, to the consent of the person or persons entitled to his or 
her services, shall be effected ; and how the necessary appraisement of the future 
value of such services shall be made ; and how, and to whom, the amount of such 
appraisement shall in each case be paid and applied ; and in what manner and 
form, and by whom, the discharge from any such apprenticeship shall thereupon 
be given, executed and recorded : and that it is also necessary, for the preservation 
of peace throughout the said colonies, that proper regulations should be framed 
and established for the maintenance of order and good discipline amongst the 
said apprenticed labourers ; and for ensuring the punctual discharge of the services 
due by them to their respective employers ; and for the prevention and punish- 
ment of indolence, or the neglect or improper performance of work by any such 
apprenticed labourer ; and for enforcing the due performance by any such appren- 
ticed labourer of any contract into which he or she may voluntarily enter, for any 
hired service during the time in which he or she may not be bound to labour for 
his or her employer ; and for the prevention and punishment of insolence and 
insubordination, on the part of any such apprenticed labourer, towards their 
employers ; and for the prevention or punishment of vagrancy, or of any conduct 
on the part of any such apprenticed labourers injuring, or tending to the injury, of 
the property of any such employer ; and for the suppression and punishment of 
any riot or combined resistance to the laws on the part of any such apprenticed 
labourers ; and for preventing the escape of any such apprenticed labourers, 
during their term of apprenticeship, from the colonies to which they may 
respectively belong : and that it will also be necessary, for the protection of such 
apprenticed labourers as aforesaid, that various regulations should be framed and 
established in the said respective colonies, for securing punctuality and method in 
the supply to them of such food, clothing, lodging, medicines, medical attendance, 
and such other maintenance and allowances as they are, by the said Act, declared 
entitled to receive ; and for regulating the amount and quality of all such articles 
in cases where the laws at present existing in any such colony may not, in the 
case of slaves, have made any regulation, or any adequate regulation, for that 
purpose ; and that it is also necessary that proper rules should be established for 
the prevention and punishment of any frauds which knight be practised, or of any 
omissions or neglects which might occur, respecting the quantity or the quality of the 
561. supplies I 
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supplies so to be furnished, or respecting the periods for the delivery of the same; 
and that it is necessary, in those cases in which the food of any such prsedial appren- 
ticed labourers as aforesaid may, either wholly or in part, be raised by themselves, 
by the cultivation of ground to be set apart and allotted for that purpose, that 
proper regulations should be made and established as to the extent of such grounds, 
and as to the distance at which such grounds may be so allotted from the ordinary 
place of abode of such praedial apprenticed labourers, and respecting the deduc- 
tions to be made for the cultivation of such grounds from the annual time during 
which such praedial apprenticed labourers are hereinbefore declared liable to labour; 
and that it may also be necessary, by such regulations as aforesaid, to secure to the 
said prsedial apprenticed labourers the enjoyment, for their own benefit, of that por- 
tion of their time during which they are not hereby required to labour in the service 
of their respective employers, and for securing exactness in the computation of the 
time during which such pnedial apprenticed labourers are hereby required to labour 
in the service of such their respective employers ; and that it is also necessary 
that provision should be made for preventing the imposition of task-work on 
any such apprenticed labourer, without his or her free consent to undertake the 
same; but that it may be necessary, by such regulations in certain cases, to require 
and provide for the acquiescence of the minority of the prandial apprenticed la- 
bourers attached to any plantation or estate, in the distribution and apportionment 
amongst the whole body of such labourers of any task work, which the majority 
of such body shall be willing and desirous collectively to undertake ; and that it is 
also necessary that regulations should be made respecting any voluntary contracts, 
into which any apprenticed labourers may enter with their respective employers, 
or with any other person, for hired service for any future period, and for limiting 
the greatest period of time to which such voluntary contract may extend, and for 
enforcing the punctuisil and effectual performance of such voluntary contracts on 
the part both of such apprenticed labourers, and of the person or persons engaging 
for their employment and hire ; and that it is also necessary that regulations should 
be made for the prevention or punishment of any cruelty, injustice, or other wrong 
or injury which may be done to, or inflicted upon, any such apprenticed labourers 
by the persons entitled to their services ; and that it is also necessary that proper 
regulations should be made respecting the manner and form in which such inden** 
tures of apprenticeship as aforesaid^ shall be made on behalf of such children as 
^ aforesaid, and respecting the registering and preservation of all such indentures ; 
and that it is also necessary that provision should be made for ensuring promptitude 
and dispatch, and for preventing all unnecessary expense in the discharge by the 
justices of the peace, holding such special commissions as in the said Act men- 
tioned, of the jurisdiction and authorities thereby committed to them, and for 
enabling such justices to decide in a summary way, such questions as may be 
brought before them in that capacity, and for the division of the said respective 
colonies in districts, for the purposes of such jurisdiction, and for the frequent and 
punctual visitation by such justices of the peace of the apprenticed labourers 
within such their respective districts ; and that it is also necessary that regulations 
should be made for indemnifying and protecting such justices of the peace in the 
upright execution and discharge of their duties; and that such regulations as 
aforesaid could not, without great inconvenience, be made except by the respective 
Governors, Councils and Assemblies, or other local Legislatures of the said re- 
spective colonies, or by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, in 
reference to those colonies to which the Legislative authority of His Majesty in 
Council extends : 

It is therefore enacted and declared, in and by the said Act, that nothing therein 
contained extends, or shall be construed to extend, to prevent the enactment by 
the respective Governors, Councils and Assemblies, or by such other local legisla- 
tures as aforesaid, or by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy Council, 
of any such Acts of General Assembly or Ordinances, or Orders in Council, as 
may be requisite for making and establishing such several rules and regulations as 
aforesaid, or any of them, or for carrying the same, or any of them, into full and 
complete effect ; provided, nevertheless, and it is thereby enacted, that it shall not 
be lawful for any such Governor, Council and Assembly, or for any such local 
legislature, or for His Majesty in Council, by any such Acts of Assembly, Ordi- 
nance, or Orders in Council as aforesaid, to make or establish any enactment, regu- 
lation, provision, rule or order which shall be in anywise repugnant or contradictory 
to, the said recited Act, or any part thereof, but that every such enactment, regular 
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tion, provision, rule or order shall be, and is thereby declared to be, absolutdy pull 
and void iand of no effect : 

And whereas it is by the siud Act further enacted, that all laws made by His 
Majesty for the government of His Majesty's subjects in Honduras shall, for the 
purposes of the said Act, be as valid and effectual as any laws made by His Ma- 
jesty in Council for the government of any colonies subject to the legislative autho- 
rity of His Majesty in Council are or can be : and whereas, in pursuance of the 
said Act, His Majesty did, on the 5th day of June 1834, by the advice of His 
Privy Council, make a certain Order in Council for carrying the said Act into 
effect within the Island of Trinidad : and whereas by a certain other Order of His 
Majesty in Council, also dated on the 5th day of June 1 834, after reciting that it 
was expedient that the regulations for the government of apprenticed labourers 
should, throughout His Majesty's possessions to which the said Act applies, as 
nearly as might be, and having regard to the variety of local circumstances in such 
several possessions, be of one uniform tenour ; and that the state and circumstances 
of society in th^ said settlement of Honduras were, in many respects, peculiar, and 
differed essentially from the state and circumstances of society as existii^g in the 
said Island of Trinidad, and other His Majesty's colonies in the West Indies ; and 
that, by reason of the variety and minuteness of such distinctions, it was necessary 
that provision should be made for the adaptation of the said Order in Council to 
the case of Honduras by some local authority, it was, in pursuance of the said re- 
cited Act of Parliament, and for carrying the same into effect within the said settle- 
mej3ts of Honduras, ordered by His Majesty, by and wilh the advice of His Privy 
Council, that the said Order in Council for the said Island of Trinidad should, 
save as thereinafter mentioned, extend to, and be in force within, His Majesty's 
said settlement at Honduras, upon, from, and after the 1st day of August 1834: 
provided nevertheless, and it was further ordered, that it should be lawful for the 
Superintendent for the time being of the said settlements, by any proclamation or 
proclamations to be by him from time to time for that purpose issued, to suspend 
any part or parts of the said Order which he should consider inapplicable to the 
state and circumstances of society in the said settlements, and by any such procla- 
mation or proclamations, to adapt the said Order in Council, or any part or parts 
thereof, to the state and circumstances of society in tlie said settlements : and it 
was thereby provided, that no such proclamation should in any respect be repugnant 
to, or inconsistent with, anything in the said Act of Parliament contained : and it 
was further ordered, that the said Su{)erintendent should transmit to His Majesty, 
or to one of His Principal Secretaries of State, copies of any such proclamations, 
for His Majesty's approbation or disallowance ;,and it was thereby also provided, that 
no such proclamation should, by the terms thereof, be made to operate and take 
effect, or to be binding upon His Majesty's subjects, within the said settlements, 
until the same should first have been approved by His Majesty, save only in cases 
in which it should appear to the said Superintendent, for the time being, that the 
delay incident to obtaining His Majesty's approbation of any such proclamation 
would subject His Majesty's subjects in the said settlements to serious inconvenience, 
in which cases any 3uch proclamation might, by the terms thereof, be made to 
operate and take effect and to be binding upon His Majesty's subjects afore- 
said) either from the day of the date thereof or from any such other time as 
should be therein for the purpose appointed, until His Majesty's pleasure should 
be known : 

And whereas the said Superintendeiit of the British settlements at Honduras, in 
pursuance of the powers in him in that behalf vested by the last recited Order 
in Council, hath made and established certain regulations for adapting to the 
state and circumstances of those settlements, the provisions of the Order made 
by His Majesty in Council for giving effect to the said Act for the abolition of 
slavery within the Colony of Trinidad : 

And whereas His Majesty, having this day taken into consideration the regula- 
tions so made as aforesaid by the said Superintendent, hath been pleased to approve 
thereof: now it is hereby ordered by His Majesty that the said regulations shall be, 
and the same are hereby confirmed and allowed : 

And whereas it is by the said Act of Parliament, amongst other things, enacted, 
that no part of the sum of 20,000,000/. sterling shall be applied or be applicable 
to the purposes in the said Act mentioned, for the benefit of any person then entitled 
to the services of any slave in any of the colonies in the said Act mentioned, unless 
an Order shall have been first made by His Majesty, with the advice of His Privy 
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Council, declaring that adequate and satisfactory provision hath been made by law 
in such colony, for giving effect to the said Act, by sucb further and supplemen- 
tary enactments as aforesaid, nor unless a copy of such Order in Council, duly cer- 
tified by one of the Clerks in Ordinary of His Majesty's Privy Council, shall, by 
the Lord President of the Council, have been transmitted to the Lords Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty's Treasury, or to the Lord High Treasurer for the time 
being : now, therefore, in further pursuance and exercise of the powers in His Ma- 
jesty in Council, by the said recited Act in that behalf vested. His Majesty, with 
the advice of His Privy Council, doth declare, and it is hereby declared, that ade- 
quate and satisfactory provision hath been made by law in the said settlements at 
Honduras, for giving effect to the said recited Act of Parliament, by such further 
and supplementary enactments as therein are mentioned : 

And the Lord President of the Council, and the Right Honourable the Lord 
Glenelg, one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, are to give the neces- 
sary directions herein as to them may respectively appertain.

COPY of a CIRCULAR DESPATCH from Mr. Secretary Spring Rice to 
the GovERNOES of all the fVest India Colonies^ including the Bahamas 
and Bermuda^ to the Cape of Good Hope^ and to the Mauritius; dated 
Downing-street, 4th November 1834. 



SIR, 

THE much agitated question which respects the reception and disposal in the 
British Colonies, of fugitive slaves seeking refuge there from the dominions of 
Foreign States, has acquir^ a new aspect and additional importance from the 
recent abolition of slavery throughout His Majesty's dominions. It is of great 
moment that the local Governments of all His Majesty's settlements should act on 
this subject on the same principles ; and that the rules by which they are to be 
guided should be well considered and distinctly laid down. It is under that im- 
pression that I proceed to explain to yourself (in common with the officers 
administering the Government of the rest of His Majesty's Colonies in which the 
question can arise) the course of conduct which it will be your and their duty to 
observe on any such occasion. 

The abolition of slavery throughout His Majesty's dominions has, in one respect, 
materially changed the legal condition of foreign slaves taking refuge in a British 
Colony ; while in other respects that condition remains unaltered. The restitu- 
tion of such fugitives to the country whence their escape had been effected, was 
forbidden by the Act for the abolition of the foreign slave trade, passed in the 
year 1806, and which Act was uninterruptedly kept in force to the present time. 
iBut the slave-trade abolition laws did not emancipate such fugitives from slavery ; 
nor did those Acts prevent the assertion and exercise by the foreign owner of his 
proprietary right over the fugitive, even within the British Colonies. I know 
of no law which previously to the 1st of August last, would have prevented a 
French planter, in Guadaloupe, for example, from holding in slavery and employ- 
ing as a slave,. in Dominica, a fugitive who had deserted the former for the latter 
island. Or, if the Slave Registry Act would have created such an impediment, 
there were few, if any, British Colonies in which the Governor had not the power 
to relieve an applicant from the undue pressure of those regulations. Practically, 
however, this claim appears never to have been asserted. The fugitive slave was 
regarded as a free man, merely because no claim was preferred to his services, 
unless on the impracticable condition of his being remitted to his former domicile. 

But from the 1st of August last, slavery being abolished, became utterly unlaw- 
ful throughout the possessions of the British Crown ; and the fugitive slave in the 
British West Indies for the first time stood in a position precisely identical with 
that which he would have occupied if he had found his way to His Majesty's 
European dominions. But even at present the servile character is rather locally 
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suspended than wholly abolished. The relation between his owner and himself is 
still capable of being renewed. But it is a relation not only unknown to, but 
forbidden by the laws of this empire ; and in no part of the empire, whether 
metropolitan or colonial, can the rights incident to it any longer be enforced. The 
fugitive, therefore^ whatever may be his obligations, or whatever the rights of 
others over him, in foreign countries, must in the Kin^s dominions be henceforth 
regarded and dealt with as a freeman ; because the universal law of those domi- 
nions requires and entities us to consider every inhabitant of them as free. 

But the great change of law which took place on the ist August last did not 
alter in any respect whatever the distinction which had previously subsisted, as 
well in the British Colonies as in the Mother Country, between the King's natural- 
bom subjects and aliens. Foreign fugitive slaves continue to belong, as they 
formerly belonged, to the latter of those classes. 

The abolition of slavery on the ist of August last did not diminish, but may per- 
haps be said to have increased both the number and the strength of the motives 
which should induce His Majesty's Government to deprecate the introduction of 
numbers of fugitive slaves into th6 British Colonies. The increased force of the 
temptation, d^ived from the improved condition of the apprenticed labourers, may 
increase also the number of fugitive slaves ; as their numbers increase, so may 
insubordination and discontent be diffused among our own emancipated popu- 
lation. The risks of the passage from foreign to British Colonies, and the 
fearful waste of human life consequent upon them, may thus be multiplied and 
continued. A necessity for rigorous measures of coercion in the foreign settle- 
ments may be thus enhanced, engenderii^ there a spirit of distrust and alarm, 
with consequent severity of treatment ; and unless firmly cliecked, a foundation 
may be laid for unfriendly discussions and relations between this kingdom and 
foreign countries. 

The abolition of slavery on the ist of August last did not impose the duty, or 
confer on us a right of furthering the same result in foreign countries, by promoting 
the desertion of their slaves, or by any other indirect methods. After the lapse 
of many years the Parliament and people of this realm, aided by and associated 
in this great work with the Legislatures of the British Colonies, have established 
the principle that domestic slavery is a moral and social evil, which,* as a matter 
of wise policy, as well as of moral and social duty, it became necessary to 
extinguish. But we have no claim to demand the adoption of that principle by 
other nations. On the contrary, we must respect in them that proprietary right 
which we have so long exerted and exercised ourselves. The moral influence of 
our example will not be without a salutary, and, as I trust, an early effect upon 
the slave codes of other States. In the meantime, justice and humanity concur in 
requiring us^ rather to discourage than to promote the resort of foreign fugitive 
slaves to the shores of our own colonies. 

From these general principles may, I think, reasonably be deduced eight distinct 
practical consequences, which with a view to precision I proceed to enumerate in 
Order : 

First, The intrusion into a British colony of foreign fugitive slaves should be 
made punishable as a misdemeanor, by imprisonment with hard labour. The 
sympathy we may feel for the individual ought not to render us insensible or indiffe- 
rent to the dangerous tendency of his conduct. The steady enforcement of such 
penalties would go far to repress the practice altogether. 

Secondly, The mere punishment of the offence is not, however, all that the case 
requires. Provision must also be made for the removal of the offender. As an 
alien, he has no right to fix his abode in the King's dominions. He must there- 
fore be warned to depart; and if unable or unwilling to obey, he must be forcibly 
placed on board the first vessel which may be sailing to any foreign country where 

slavery does not prevail. 

t 

Thirdly, To send back such fugitives to the country whence they may have come, 
would be a direct infraction of the laws for the abolition of the slave trade. To 
transfer them to any English possession, such as Sierra Leone or Trinidad, would 
be to subject this country to the imputation of being governed by selfish motives, 
and of seeking to recruit the defective population of our colonies at the expense of 
our neighbours. 
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Fourthly, But the preceding rules have no application to the case of slaves 
thrown by shipwreck or accident on the shores of the British colony. The act 
being involuntary is of course not criminal. Neither is it of evil example. There 
is therefore no motive for removing such persons as aliens whose residence should 
be prohibited. They mu^t be dealt with in the manner pointed out in the statute 
5 Geo. 4th, c. 113, s. 23. 

Fifthly, The fugitive may deny that he was a slave in the colony whence he 
came, either dejvre or de facto; and may allege that he was living there as a 
freeman. To obtain his conviction of the offence of an unlawful intrusion into 
the colony it would be necessary that this allegation should be disproved, which 
might often be impracticable. Though the feet might be otherwise, yet as there 
might, in the absence of actual proof, be the strongest grounds of suspicion, such 
persons should when so suspected be removed as aliens, and should be required to 
procure securities for their departure and intermediate good conduct ; in default 
of which they should be committed to close custody, until order could be taken for 
their removal. 

Sixthly, Fugitive slaves may allege in their own defence, that they had been 
driven to maice their escape by intolerable ill-usage and oppression. In such 
cases, if the fact should be fully established to your own conviction, no prosecution 
should take place. But even in such cases, the first convenient opportunity should 
be taken of removing the fugiuve as an alien. 

Seventhly, Cases may occur of fugitives who, acknowledging that they had 
escaped from slavery, may yet declare that such slavery had been unlawful.' On 
sufficient proof of the truth of such a defence, there would certainly be no crime 
to punish. Yet even in that case, it would be expedient that the first convenient 
opportunity of removing the fugitive as an alien should be taken. 

Eighthly, But in the cla3s last mentioned may be found some persons alleging 
that their unlawful slavery in the country whence they had escaped, was the con- 
sequence of the infringement of the laws in force in that country for the abolition 
of the slave trade ; or in the absence of any positive allegation to that eflfect, the 
language or appearance of the fugitives might excite and justify the suspicion 
that such had been the case. On any such Occasion, the fugitives would have an 
irresistible claim to our hospitality. They should neither be punished as offenders 
nor removed as aliens ; but protected under the section of the Slave-trade Abo- 
lition Act to which I have sJready referred. Men in whose persons the law of 
the whole civilized world, and the treaties subsisting with this kingdom, have been 
violated, could not be permitted to sue in vain for redress to the Government of 
any part of His Majesty's dominions. 

You will communicate this despatch to the Legislature of the colony of 
conveying to them the desire of His Majesty's Government that to whatever extent 
the law at present in force there may be inadequate to give effect to these views, 
6uth further provision may be made by law as may be necessary for the purpose.

The following gentlemen attended this meeting, in consequence of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer's letter to the Governor and Deputy-Governor of 
the Bank of England of the 25th inst., to hear the terms proposed for the Mid 
Loan :— 

Messrs. Rothschild, Montefiore, Sir J. R. Reid, Messrs. Irving, Baring, 
Mildmay, J. L. Goldsmid, Ricardo, Robertson, Hobhouse, Ward, &c. &c. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer observed, that in the arrangements which 
had been determined upon by the Lords of the Treasury for giving effect to 
the intentions of Parliament on this subject, it had been their earnest desire to 
accomplish the object in such a manner, as whilst full justice was done to the 
persons entitled to compensation, care should also be taken to produce the 
least disturbance or pressure in the money market, and to avert any incon- 
venient alterations in the state of the circulation. 

The measures proposed were — 

1. To contract for a loan of 15,000,000/., and to spread the instalments over 
a period ending on the 13th September 1836. 

2. To give to those claimants, to whom payments should not be immediately 
made from money in hand arising from the instalments, certificates bearing 
interest, payable to bearer at the Bank of England ; these certificates to be 
specifically charged upon the ii^talments of the Loan, and also receivable at 
the Bank as part of the subsequent instalments on which they are specifically 
charged.

WE have the honour to transmit to you extract of a Letter addressed by the 
Commissioners of Compensation to the Assistant Commissioners at Jamaica, 
dated 4th November 1833, immediately after the formation of this Board, the 
result of which will be seen in our letter to Mr. Hay, of 20th January last, 
copy of which is inclosed. This letter also contains the opinions we have 
expressed, at the desire of the Colonial Department, on the subject of the 
Compensation for Slaves belonging to the Maroons ; which two letters com- 
prise all the instructions which have taken place relating to the subject to which 
they allude. 

We beg to add that the slaves belonging to the Maroons are included in 
several returns of classified valuation ; but the claims for compensation in 
respect of them have not yet reached this office ; they may, however, be pre- 
sumed to be among the large number of claims of which we are still in expec- 
tation from Jamaica.

Extract of LETTER to the Assistant Commissioners at Jamaica, dated 

4 Nov. 1833. 

THE Islands of Caymanas being dependencies of the Colony of Jamaica, 
and it being by the 66th clause of the Act declared that such dependencies 
shall be taken to be parts of the Colony for the purposes of the Act ; and as 
the Act passed by the Legislature of Jamaica for the registration of slaves 
does not include the Caymanas, and no Return of slaves has ever been made 
therefrom, it will be necessary that the Auxiliary Commissioners of Jamaica 
should obtain a Return of the number of slaves belonging to or settled in those 
Islands, and ascertain with all possible precision what was the value or price 
of slaves therein within the eight years ending on the 31st December 1830; 
and for this purpose it will be proper to appoint some fit person to be an agent 
to proceed, under the authority of the Auxiliary Commissioners, from Jamaica to 
the Caymanas who, after due and accurate inquiry within those Islands, should 
report on oath the number of slaves and the price as before mentioned, and 
the Auxiliary Commissioners will transmit such report to the Commissioners in 
London.

Copy of a LETTER from the Commissioners of Compensation to R. W. Hat^j 
Esq., dated Office of Commissioners of Compensation,. 25, Great George- 
street, Westminster, 20 Jan* 1835. 

Sir, 

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 17th 
inst, transmitting by the direction of the Earl of Aberdeen a copy of a despatch 
from the Marquis of Sligo, relative to a question which has arisen whether the 
negroes at the Caymanas are not free subjects, and in consequence of their 
non-registration, absolutely relieved from the apprenticeship ; and requesting 
that we should give Lord Aberdeen an opinion whether any claims against the 
Compensation Fund can be allowed in respect to the unregistered slaves at the 
Caymanas, or to the slaves in Jamaica the property of Maroons, who are stated 
by Lord Sligo never to have been registered. 

With respect to the compensation for slaves at the Caymanas, we beg to 
state that the situation of those Islands as dependencies of Jamaica became a 
subject for the consideration of the Commissioners in the beginning of their 
proceedings ; and in their Letter of Instructions (signed by all the then Com- 
missioners,) of the 4th Nov. 1833, to the Assistant Commissioners of Jamaica, 
upon the first head of inquiry for making the inter-colonial apportionment for 
the compensation money, they were directed to appoint an agent to proceed 
from Jamaica to the Caymanas under the authority of the Assistant Commis- 
sioners, to procure a Return of the number of slaves belonging to or settled in 
those Islands, and to ascertain the value or price of slaves therein for eight 
years, ending on the 3 1st Dec. 1830. With these Islands, although depeur 
dencies of Jamaica, there is little or no communication, from their distant 
situation to leeward of Jamaica ; they are governed by their own usages and 
customs, and the laws of the Jamaica Legislature do not necessarily extend to 
them. Not being included in the Registry Acts of that Island, the owners 
were under no legal obligation, and had no opportunity of registering their 
slaves. As, however, under the last clause of the Abolition Act, Islands 
dependent upon Colonies, were to be deemed part thereof for the purposes of 
the Act, such a Return was required by our Letter of Instructions of the 4th 
Nov. 1833, as supplementary to the registration of the slaves in Jamaica. A very 
complete Return has accordingly been made, (2 April 1834) containing a registry 
of the names, numbers, ages and ownership of all the slaves in the Caymanas, 
upon the oaths of the respective owners ; and we have continued to consider the 
Caymanas in all subsequent proceedings as an appendage to Jamaica, and enti- 
tled to share in the Compensation Fund, awarding to the interests of the 
respective owners in those Islands. 

With respect to the claims for compensation for unregistered slaves in Jamaica 
belonging to Maroons, we beg to state that we have as yet received no Return 
or communication upon this subject from the Assistant Commissioners of 
Jamaica, and that the question ia now for the first time proposed to us. 

We think, however, that according to the liberal and manifest interpretation 
of the Abolition Act, it was intended to give the compensation for all slaves 
not illegally held in slavery. And although the Registry Act of Jamaica would 
oblige all holders of slaves within the Colony to register them under a penalty, 
yet it does not make the omission to register them a forfeiture of the property. 
We should be inclined therefore to hold that the regular annual Returns to the 
Assembly of the Slaves belonging to the Maroons, as mentioned by Lord Sligo, 
might be deemed, when properly authenticated, to satisfy the rule proposed by 
the Commissioners, that a certificate of registration should accompany the 
claim, and entitle the owners to compensation.

" I HAVE the honour to transmit to your Lordship, a copy and translation of 
a note which I have received from the Duke of Palmella, giving official notice of^ 
the decision of the Portuguese government, to consider the Treaty of 1 8 10 at an 
end after the 31st of January 1836 ; and proposing to enter into negociations for 
a new Treaty of Commerce, on the basis of reciprocity in commercial intercourse, 
with reference to imports as well as duties, on the footing of the most favoured 
nations. 

" I add, a copy of the answer which I have returned to this communication,^ 
his Excellency having requested from me an early official acknowledgement of the 
receipt of his note."

The undersigned, &c., &c., has the honour to announce to his Lordship, the 
Envoy Extraordinary, &c., &c., of His Britannic Majesty, that the Government of 
Her Most Faithful Majesty thinking it their duty no longer to defer the fulfilment 
of the resolution many years since adopted, of objecting to the continuation of the 
Treaty of Commerce of 1810, between Portugal and Great Britain, has come to 
the determination of wholly suspending it, in virtue of the powers enunciated by 
the 33d Article of the said Treaty. 

The Ministry of His Britannic Majesty is aware, that in the year 1825, in which 
were completed the 15 years of fixed duration of this Treaty, the undersigned who 
then had the honour to hold the post of Ambassador of His Most Faithful Majesty 
to the Court of London, had orders from bis Sovereign to make a similar decla- 
ration, which was promptly admitted by the British Cabinet, as was equally the 
proposition which the undersigned had subsequently the honour to make of a new 
Treaty, the negociation of which proceeded so far that the two Governments were

nearly agreed upon its articles ; a negociation which was only broken off on ac- 
count of the political events which occurred in Portugal, in consequence of the 
lamented death of his Majesty the King, Don John VI. which at the time induced 
the two Cabinets to reservci to a more tranquil epoch, and one more suited to 
them, all discussions upon commercial matters. 

Ten years have now elapsed since that period, and 'in this interval, besides the 
continually increasing manifest necessity of making a change in the stipulations of 
the Treaty of 1810, there has occurred the decisive fact, of the British Government 
on its part having annulled the stipulation of the 26th Article of the before-men- 
tioned Treaty, by withdrawing the preference in the payment of duties which the 
wines of Portugal enjoyed upon entry in the ports of England since the year 1703, 
thus depriving Portuguese commerce of the most important advantage which it 
eujoyed in the British dominions, as is clearly proved by the discussion which took 
place on this matter in Parliament 

Had these reasons been insufficient to induce the Government of Her Most 
Faithful Majesty to adopt the resolution declared in this note, sufficient cause for 
it would have been found in the unanimous opinion, manifested not only iu the 
discussion of the two Legislative Chambers, but also in the repeated represen- 
tations of Portuguese engaged in commerce ; above all, the principle at this day 
universally admitted would have been sufficient for them, that Treaties of Com- 
merce ought always to be temporary, since the commercial interests of nations are 
in their nature variable, and modify or change themselves according to circum- 
stances ; this principle being applicable, in the existing state of things, in an evident 
manner to the Portuguese monarchy, whose commercial relations have undergone 
a very notable change since the period in which was concluded the Treaty of 1 810, 
by the separation of Brazil, which at that time still formed a portion of the said 
monarchy. 

The Government of Her Most Faithful Majesty, far from not recognising the 
advantages which should result to Portugal from its commercial relations with the 
dominions of His Britannic Majesty, has a lively anxiety to promote them, and to 
see them prosper, conceiving, that in order to gain this end, it is essential that they 
be based upon principles of mutual advantage, and divested on either side of m 
ideas of injustice or inequality, in order to avoid complaints more or less justifiable, 
and not to cause Treaties, intended to keep alive between the two nations feelings 
of mutual cordiality, to be the origin or pretext of unpleasant disputes. 

The undersigned, well assured that the Cabinet of His Britannic Majesty agrees 
with these principles, has orders to acquaint Lord Howard de Walden, with the 
view of his making it known to his Government, that Her Most Faithful Majesty 
is desirous of coming to an agreement, as speedily as possible, with His Britannic 
Majesty, upon a new Treaty or Convention of Commerce, having for its essential 
basis the holding the two nations in a state of reciprocity, as far as regards the 
admission of their respective productions, and the payment of all kinds of duties, 
on an equality with the most favoured nations. 

The Government of Her Most Faithful Majesty proposes, that a negociation on 
the above-mentioned basis, if as they hope it be adopted by His Britannic Ma- 
jesty, be immediately reduced to form, either in Lisbon or London, as shall appear 
most convenient. 

There is every motive for hoping that such a negociation may be brought to 
a close antecedently to the term which it is intended to fix for the expiration of the 
Treaty of 1810 ; and with the view of, in all probability, obtaining that result, as 
well as to avoid the possibility of British subjects suffering prejudice iu any kind 
of speculation undertaken by them on the faith of the Treaty still actually existing ; 
the Government of Her Most Faithful Majesty is of opinion, that it will suffice to 
announce the final cessation of the said Treaty, for the last day of January 1 836, 
on which day it will cease to be held in force, such being the official communication 
which the undersigned has received orders to make to the Envoy Extraordinary, 
&c. &c. of His Britannic Majesty.

WHEREAS a Treaty of Amity, Com- 
merce and NaTigation, consisting of fifteen 
Articles, was concluded between His Ma- 
jesty the King of The United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the State 
of Colombia, which said Treaty, together 
with an Additional Article thereto, was 
signed at Bagptk on the 18th day of April, 
1825 ; and whereas, after reciting that ex- 
tensive commercial intercourse having been 
established for a series of years between 
the Dominions of His Britannic Majesty 
in Europe, and the several Provinces and 
Countries of America which (then united) 
constituted the State of Colombia, it seemed 
good for the security as well as encourage- 
ment of such commercial intercourse, and 
for the maintenance of good understanding

His Majesty The Kin^ of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty &e King of the JVench, having concluded on the 
30th of November, 1831, and the 22d of March, 1833, two Conventions in- 
tended to ensure the complete suppression of the Slave Trade ; the High Con- 
tracting Parties, conformably to the 9th Article of the first of these Conven- 
tions, which states that the other Maritime Powers shall be invited to accede 
to it, have addressed this invitation to His Majesty the King of Sardinia. 

And His said Majesty, animated with the same sentiments, and earnest to 
concur with his two August Alties in the same humane object, having without 
hesitation assented to their proposal, the Three High Powers, with the view of 
accomplishing this generous design, and of giving due authenticity and all ac- 
customed solemnity to the Accession of His Sardinian Majesty, and to the 
Acceptance thereof by His Britannick Majesty, and by His Majesty the King 
of the French, have resolved to conclude to this effect a formal Convention, 
and have in consequence named for their Plenipotentiaries, that is is to say '— 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
the Right Honourable Sir Augustus John Foster, a Baronet of the United King- 
dom, a Member of His Britannic Msyesty's Most Honourable Privy Council^ 
and his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of 
Turin: 

His Majesty the King of the French, M. Amable Guiilaume Prosper 
Brugifere, Baron de Barante, a Peer of France, a Councillor of State, Officer 
of the Royal Order of the Legion of Honour, Ambassador of His Majesty the 
King of the French at the Court of Turin : 

And His Majesty the King of Sardinia, the Coimt Victor Sallier de la Tour, 
Marquis de Cordon, Knight of the Supreme Order of the Most Holy Annun- 
ciade, Grand Cordon of the Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus, Commander 
of the Military Order, and Knight of the Civil Order of Savoy, Grand Cross of 
several For^gn Orders, General of Cavalry, Minister and First Secretary of 
State for the Department of Foreign Affairs : 

Who, after having reciprocally exchanged their Full Powers, found to be in 
good and due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

ARTICLE I. 

His Majesty the King of Sardinia accedes to the Conventions concluded 
and signed on the 30th of November, 1831, and on the 22d of March, 1833, 
between His Majesty the King of the United Kangdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty the King of the French, relating to the suppression 
of the Slave Trade, as well as to their Annexes, excepting the reservations and 
modifications expressed in the 2d, 3d and 4th Articles hereinafter given, 
which Articles shall be considered additional to the said Conventions and to 
their Annexes, and excepting the differences which necessarily result from the 
situation of His Sardinian Majesty, as a party acceding to the Conventions in 
question after their conclusion.

Instructions authorizing the visit and detention of English Merchant Vessels 
engaged in the Slave TVade, or fitted out for it. 



Sir, 

A Convention was concluded at Paris on the 30th of November, 1831, 
between France and Great Britain, for the suppression of the Slave Trade* 
According to the terms of that Convention, Cruizers belonging to either of the 
two Countries are to be authorized, under the special Instructions which are 
therein mentioned, to visit and detain, within the extent of certain limits, 
merchant vessels of the other Nation engaged in the trade, or suspected of 
being fitted out for such trade. A Supplementary Convention was moreover 
concluded between the two Countries on the 22d of March, 1833, for the 
purpose of explaining and developing some of the provisions of the Convention 
abovementioned ; and to this Supplementary Convention were annexed In- 
structions for the Cruizers which are to be employed on the said service. 

I have judged it expedient that the vessel imder your command should be 
one of the French Cruizers furnished with the said special Instructions. 

I herewith transmit to you copies of the principal Convention of the 30th 
November, 1831, and of the Instructions thereto annexed, which are abovemen- 
tioned ; and, in consequence, I authorize you, and confer upon you the power, in 
virtue of the present Order, and of the inclosed Warrant from the Government of 
His Britannic Majesty, to visit merchant vessels under the English Flag, suspect- 
ed of being engaged in the Slave Trade, within the Umits described in the 1st 
Article of the Convention of the 30th November, 1831, (with the conditional 
extension which is therein explained,) and to act with regard to such of these 
vessels as may be engaged in a traffic of Slaves, or as may be suspected of being 
fitted out for that traffic, in the manner which is prescribed by those different 
documents. 

I instruct you to conform most strictly to all the provisions and stipula- 
tions which are therein contained ; and desire that you will be careful to exercise 
the authority with which you are thus invested, in the mildest manner, and 
with all the consideration which is due between alUed and friendly Nations, 
and to co-operate cordially with the Commanders of any EngUsh ship of war 
employed on the same service.

HIS Majesty the King of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and His Majesty the King of the French, 
having concluded on the 30th of Novem- 
ber, 1831, and the 22nd March, 1833, 
two Conventions intended to insure the 
complete suppression of the Slave Trade; 

llie High Contracting Parties, conform- 
ably to the ninth Article of the first of 
these Conventions, which states that the 
other Maritime Powers shall be invited to 
accede to it, having addressed an invita- 
tion to that efiect to His Majesty the 
King of Denmark ; and His said Ma- 
jesty, animated with the same sentiments 
which induced him to suppress that trade 
in the Danish Colonies at a period when 
this measure had not yet been taken by 
any other Power, and earnest to concur 
with his two August Allies in the same 
humane object, having without hesitation 
assented to the proposal ; 

The three High Powers, with the view 
of accomplishing this generous design, and 
of giving due authenticity, and all accus- 
tomed solemnity to the Accession of His 
Danish Majesty, and to the Acceptance 
thereof by His Britannic Majesty, and by
